One  Selectman,  one  Assessor,  one  member  of  the  School 
Committee,  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  one 
Water  Commissioner,  one  Cemetery  Commissioner,  one  Road 
Commissioner,  two  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library,  one  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Health,  one  Park  Commissioner,  one  Com- 
missioner of  Trust  Funds,  all  for  three  years ; 

Two  members  of  the  Planning  Board  for  five  years. 

All  the  foregoing  to  be  voted  on  the  official  ballot.  The 
polls  will  be  open  at  6:00  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  and  will 
remain  open  continuously  until  7 :00  in  the  afternoon,  when 
they  shall  be  closed. 

And  you  are  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants 
of  said  Town  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs  to  meet  at  the

at  7 :45  P.  M.,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles. 

Article  1.  To  hear  reports  of  the  Town  Officers,  Agents 
and  Committees,  and  act  thereon.

Article  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers,  Agents 
and  Committees  not  elected  by  the  official  ballot. 

Article  3.  To  grant  money  for  necessary  Town  purposes. 

See  Finance  Committee  Report. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  fix  the  salary 
and  compensation  of  all  elective  officers  of  the  Town,  as  pro- 
vided by  Section  108,  Chapter  41,  General  Laws,  as  amended, 
and  set  the  effective  date  of  such  salary  and  compensation. 

In  1947,  the  Legislature  passed  an  act  requiring  the 
town  meeting  to  fix  annually  the  salary  or  compensa- 
tion of  each  and  every  elective  officer  and  further  re- 
quiring that  if  the  salary  be  effective  from  January  1, 
the  town  so  state. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  the  sal- 
aries for  the  elective  officers  be  set  as  indicated  in  the 
budget  and  that  they  be  effective  from  January  1,  1949. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  present 
police  car  in  connection  with  the  purchase  of  a new  car  and  to 
sell  the  present  moth  spraying  equipment  and  authorize  the 
Road  Commissioners  to  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  1936 
International  truck  and  two  old  snow  blades  in  connection  with 
the  purchase  of  a new  truck  and  two  new  high-speed  snow 
blades,  respectively,  provided  for  in  the  budgets  of  these  two 
departments,  or  do  or  act. 

Sale  or  disposal  of  equipment  requires  a vote  of 
the  Town.  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the 
approval  of  the  article. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Treasurer, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money 
from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial 
year  beginning  January  1,  1949,  and  to  issue  a note  or  notes 
therefor,  payable  within  one  year,  and  to  renew  any  note  or 
notes  as  may  be  given  for  a period  of  less  than  a year,  in  accord- 
ance with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  sums  of 
money  for  the  following : ( 1 ) water  coupon  notes,  water  bonds 
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and  water  registered  note — maturing  in  1949 — payment  of 
principal ; (2)  water  coupon  notes,  water  bonds  and  water  regis- 
tered note — payment  of  interest  due  in  1949;  (3)  water  depart- 
ment maintenance;  (4)  town  office  and  clerical  expense — the 
entire  amount  to  be  taken  from  Water  Available  Surplus,  or  do 
or  act. 

The  appropriations  here  requested  are  for  the 
normal  operation  of  the  Water  Department  and  in- 
clude the  first  substantial  payments  on  principal  and 
interest  as  a result  of  funds  voted  for  the  expansion 
of  the  water  system. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess  a sum  of  money  for  the  reconstruction  and  improvement 
of  Chapter  90  roads,  said  money  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with 
any  money  which  may  be  allotted  by  the  State  or  County,  or 
both,  for  this  purpose,  the  work  to  be  done  by  the  Road  Com- 
missioners, or  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

The  State  and  County  failed  to  match  the  full 
amount  of  the  appropriation  voted  in  1948  for  this 
type  of  work,  with  the  result  that  there  were  not 
sufficient  funds  to  complete  the  surfacing  of  Old  Con- 
necticut Path  to  the  junction  of  Cochituate  Road  at 
the  Five  Paths.  In  recent  years,  the  Town  has  regu- 
larly appropriated  $6,000  to  $8,000  toward  Chapter  90 
work  totalling  $24,000  to  $32,000,  with  the  balance  of 
the  money  coming  from  the  County  and  State.  At  the 
time  of  writing  its  report,  the  Finance  Committee 
finds  that  the  contemplated  expenditure  for  Chapter  90 
work  in  1949  is  but  $15,000 — $3,750  to  be  contributed 
by  the  Town,  $3,750  by  the  County  and  $7,500  by  the 
State.  The  Road  Commissioners  and  the  Selectmen 
are  endeavoring  to  have  the  State  and  County  agree  to 
a larger  figure,  but  unless  the  State’s  contribution  is 
increased,  there  will  be  no  point  in  the  Town’s  voting 
more  than  the  amount  indicated. 

The  Finance  Committee  continues  to  feel  that 
there  is  nothing  for  which  the  Town  gets  back  so  much 
as  for  what  it  appropriates  for  Chapter  90  construc- 
tion work  and  it  therefore  recommends  that  there  be 
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appropriated  $3,750  for  the  purpose  outlined  above, 
the  work  to  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Road 
Commissioners. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess,  or  transfer  from  other  available  funds,  a sum  of  money 
for  “Road  Machinery  Account,”  or  do  or  act. 

The  “Road  Machinery  Account”  is  set  up  to  pro- 
vide funds  for  maintaining  equipment  when  work  is 
being  done  for  construction  on  Chapter  90  roads.  The 
Town  secures  rental  income  from  its  equipment  while 
work  is  in  progress,  the  payments  going  directly  to 
“Road  Machinery  Fund.” 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article  and  the  appropriation  of  $1,000. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  a 
parcel  of  land  located  on  the  southerly  side  of  Mathews  Drive 
and  the  westerly  side  of  Main  Street,  Cochituate  owned,  or  said 
to  be  owned,  by  Rosalthe  C.  Robertson,  and  having  an  area  of 
about  ten  acres,  more  or  less,  and  for  such  purpose  appropriate 
and  assess  a sum  of  money  therefor,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

It  is  presently  estimated  that  the  area  to  the  north 
and  in  the  rear  of  the  highway  garage  remaining  avail- 
able for  use  as  a dump  for  the  Village  of  Cochituate 
will  be  completely  filled  within  a period  of  one  or  two 
years  at  the  outside.  Under  these  circumstances,  the 
Town  is  faced  with  the  necessity  of  arranging  for  a 
new  area  which  will  be  convenient  to  the  largest  num- 
ber of  people  and  at  the  same  time,  not  be  a nuisance 
to  abutting  property  owners.  The  site  here  proposed 
consists  of  low,  swampy  land  on  which  there  are  no 
buildings  and  which,  because  of  location,  would  be 
convenient,  and  yet  can  be  shielded  from  the  highways 
and  from  the  view  of  other  property  owners  at  little 
or  no  expense.  The  area  is  large  enough  to  provide 
for  long-term  use  and  is  directly  across  the  road  from 
the  Highway  Department  garage  where  it  can  be  easily 
serviced. 

The  Finance  Committee  and  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment have  investigated  the  various  aspects  of  the  site 
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and  are  satisfied  that  the  purchase  should  be  recom- 
mended to  the  Town. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends  the 
approval  of  the  article  and  the  appropriation  of  $2,000 
for  the  purchase. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  for  the  collection  of  garbage  for  the  Town  of 
Wayland,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Town  voted  in  1946  to  initiate  a system  of 
garbage  collection  at  Town  expense.  The  collection 
has  been  handled  for  three  years  under  a bonded  con- 
tract at  $3,000  a year.  The  Selectmen  and  the  Board 
of  Health  have  called  for  informal  bids  for  a contract 
for  one  year,  with  an  option  for  two  successive  renew- 
als at  the  price  established  for  the  first  year.  They 
have  obtained  from  three  separate  contractors  prelim- 
inary estimates  which  range  from  $2,500  to  $3,900. 

If  collection  is  to  continue,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  and  the  Board  of  Health  to 
negotiate  a contract  within  this  range  and  for  the 
Town  to  appropriate  the  funds. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  appropri- 
ation of  $3,500. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as 
public  town  ways,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Betterment  Act, 
in  that  part  of  the  Town  known  as  Riverview  Terrace,  the  roads 
known  as  “Riverview  Circle”  and  “Shore  Drive,”  or  either  of 
them,  or  any  portion  of  them,  as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  as  shown  on  a plan  or  plans  on  file  with  the 
Town  Clerk ; and  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  acquire 
any  necessary  land  by  eminent  domain,  by  purchase,  gift  or 
otherwise ; and  to  appropriate  a sum  of  money  for  acquisition 
of  any  such  land  and  the  construction  of  such  way  or  ways,  or 
any  portion  thereof,  and  determine  how  the  money  shall  be 
raised,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

The  matter  of  improvement  of  roads  and  the  exten- 
sion of  water  lines  in  the  Riverview  Section  was  cov- 
ered fully  at  the  last  Annual  Town  Meeting.  At  the 
time,  $13,000  was  voted  for  road  work  and  water 
extensions  in  Overlook  Road  and  Riverview  Avenue, 
all  work  to  be  done  under  the  Betterment  Act.  At  the 
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subsequent  Special  Meeting,  the  Town  voted  to  install 
water  in  Stonebridge  Road  from  Old  Connecticut  Path 
to  the  entrance  of  Riverview  Terrace,  thereby  bring- 
ing town  water  to  the  area.  A portion  of  the  better- 
ment work  is  now  in  process  and  will  be  finished  this 
spring. 

The  present  article  and  the  next  one  cover  an  addi- 
tional section  of  about  2,300  feet  of  road  and  water  on 
Riverview  Circle  and  Shore  Road.  The  Finance  Com- 
mittee has  conferred  with  petitioners,  who  recognize 
that  a betterment  project  of  this  size  might  be  more 
than  the  Town  would  care  to  undertake  in  one  year 
and  that  the  project  could  logically  be  divided  into  two 
parts — about  1,000  feet  of  the  two  roads  for  this  year 
and  1,300  feet  of  the  lower  part  of  Riverview  Circle 
for  some  other  year  in  the  future.  According  to  esti- 
mates prepared  by  the  Highway  and  Water  Depart- 
ments, the  cost  involved  in  doing  the  road  and  water 
work  for  about  1,000  feet  in  the  upper  part  of  River- 
view Circle  and  Shore  Road  would  be  about  $8,400, 
divided  as  follows  : Riverview  Circle  (Overlook  Road 
to  Shore  Drive)  water,  700  feet — $2,100,  road,  800 
feet — $3,800 ; Shore  Drive  ( Riverview  Circle  to  Over- 
look Road)  water,  230  feet — $700,  road,  350  feet — 
$1,800.  There  are  twelve  houses  on  the  sections  of 
road  involved.  If  the  job  is  done  under  the  Better- 
ment Act,  as  requested  by  the  residents  themselves, 
and  the  betterment  is  assessed  at  50%  of  the  cost  to 
abutters,  to  be  repaid  to  the  Town  over  a period  of  ten 
years,  which  is  our  customary  arrangement,  the  cost 
to  individuals  will  be  about  $350  per  house  and  a simi- 
lar amount  to  the  Town. 

Whenever  the  residents  of  a street  are  ready  to  pay 
their  share  of  betterments,  the  Finance  Committee  has 
regularly  recommended  that  the  Town  do  its  share  by 
making  the  necessary  appropriation. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends  the 
approval  of  the  article  and  the  approriation  of  $5,600 
for  the  road  portion  of  the  program. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  water 
pipes  and  hydrants  in  the  ways  named  in  the  foregoing  article, 
or  in  any  portion  thereof,  and  to  appropriate  a sum  of  money 
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for  the  expense  thereof  and  determine  how  the  money  shall  be 
raised ; and  will  authorize  such  sum,  or  any  portion  thereof,  to 
be  included  in  any  betterments  that  may  be  assessed  under  the 
preceding  article,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

The  Finance  Committee,  under  the  previous  article, 
fully  covered  the  matter  here  involved  and  therefore 
recommends  the  approval  of  the  article  and  the  appro- 
priation of  $2,800  for  the  water  portion  of  the  pro- 
gram. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as 
public  town  ways,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Betterment  Act, 
the  roads  known  as  “Rich  Valley  Road”  and  “Hayward  Road,” 
or  either  of  them,  or  a portion  of  them,  as  laid  out  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  and  as  shown  on  a plan,  or  plans,  on  file  with  the 
Town  Clerk,  and  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  acquire 
necessary  land  by  purchase,  gift  or  otherwise,  and  appropriate 
a sum  of  money  for  the  acquisition  of  any  such  land  and  the 
construction  of  such  way,  or  ways,  or  any  portion  thereof,  and 
determine  how  the  money  should  be  raised,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

These  streets  were  laid  out  and  plans  for  them 
approved  by  the  Planning  Board.  At  the  time  of  writ- 
ing this  report,  the  preliminary  work  required  had  been 
finished  on  Rich  Valley  Road  only  through  lot  8,  and 
in  a portion  of  the  street  there  is  still  water  line  to  be 
laid,  roadway  brought  to  grade  and  culverts  installed. 

The  application  for  acceptance  was  not  signed  by  a 
few  of  the  abutters  who,  together,  have  a rather  large 
portion  of  frontage.  On  these  roads  there  are  still  a 
large  proportion  of  lots  on  which  no  houses  have  been 
built  and,  as  a result,  there  will  have  to  be  a number 
of  new  openings  for  water  service  at  a later  date. 

Because  of  hearings  yet  to  be  held  as  this  report 
goes  to  the  printer,  the  Finance  Committee  will  omit 
any  recommendation  at  this  time,  and  report  at  the 
coming  Town  Meeting. 

Article  15.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  author- 
ize the  use  for  burial  purposes  of  the  land  adjoining  Lakeview 
Cemetery  acquired  by  the  Town  from  Bessie  G.  Holcomb  and 
Blanche  Schleicher. 
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This  land  was  purchased  by  the  Town  for  use  for 
cemetery  purposes  in  accordance  with  votes  adopted  at 
prior  Town  Meetings.  The  purpose  of  this  vote  is  to 
conform  with  requirements  of  the  General  Laws, 
which  require  specific  authorization  of  use  for  burial 
purposes  after  hearings  by  the  Board  of  Health. 
Hearings  have  been  held  by  the  Board  of  Health  in 
this  connection  and  the  purpose  of  this  article  is  to 
complete  these  formalities. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  regu- 
lations of  the  Cemetery  Commissioners  relating  to  the  sale  of 
lots  and  prices,  to  interment  charges  and  charges  for  annual 
care  of  cemetery  lots  and  the  collection  of  such  charges  and  to 
restricting  the  right  of  burial  when  payment  of  such  charges  is 
in  default,  or  other  regulations  of  the  Cemetery  Commissioners, 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

The  Cemetery  Commissioners  state  that  new  regu- 
lations are  desirable  to  eliminate  inequities  with  respect 
to  charges  for  annual  care  and  interment.  This  matter 
is  presented  for  action  at  the  Town  Meeting  because 
regulations  of  the  Cemetery  Commissioners  require 
approval  by  vote  of  the  Town. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
zoning  ordinance  as  follows : To  change  from  a residential  to 
a Roadside  Service  District  that  portion  of  the  land  on  the 
northerly  side  of  State  Road  East  owned  by  Thomas  F.  Mc- 
Manus, bounded  and  described  as  follows : easterly  by  Rich 

Valley  Road,  westerly  by  property  now  or  formerly  of  Charles 
B.  and  Ellen  A.  Enstrom,  and  to  have  a depth  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  feet  (150  feet)  from  said  State  Road,  or  do  or  act. 

This  article  seeks  to  effect  a change  for  a piece  of 
property  from  a Residential  to  a Roadside  Service  Dis- 
trict. The  matter  comes  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Planning  Board  which  will  have  held  a public  hearing 
and  will  have  made  a complete  investigation  prior  to 
the  Town  Meeting  and  for  that  reason,  the  Finance 
Committee  feels  that  the  Town  should  be  guided  by 
the  report  of  the  Planning  Board. 

Article  18.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
Section  3 of  Article  1 of  the  Town  By-Laws  by  striking  out 
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the  date  “January  10th”  and  substituting  therefor  the  date 
“December  15th”  so  that  said  Section  3 shall  read  as  follows: 

“Section  3.  All  articles  for  insertion  in  the  Warrant  for 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting  must  be  presented  in  writing 
to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  accordance  with  law  on  or 
before  December  15th  or  such  earlier  time  as  may  be 
fixed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  all  such  articles  for 
Special  Town  Meetings  must  be  so  presented  at  least 
twenty-one  days  before  the  date  set  for  such  meeting.” 

Under  our  By-Laws,  the  present  date  for  the  clos- 
ing of  the  Warrant  is  January  10.  There  is  insufficient 
time  between  January  10  and  the  Town  Meeting  in  the 
first  week  of  March  to  give  proper  consideration  to 
preparing  and  to  obtaining  necessary  estimates  of  cost 
or  to  hold  the  required  hearings.  Frequently  there- 
fore, articles  submitted  near  the  closing  date  involving 
acceptance  of  streets,  betterments,  water,  etc.  have  had 
to  go  over  until  the  following  year  and  until  the  Town 
could  properly  act  upon  them.  There  is  considerable 
merit  to  the  thought  that  it  would  be  preferable  to  have 
the  Warrant  closed  on  December  15,  the  same  date  on 
which  the  departments  are  required,  under  the  present 
By-Laws,  to  submit  their  estimates  of  expense  and 
revenue  for  the  following  year. 

The  Finance  Committee  endorses  the  proposal  here 
made  and  recommends  the  approval  of  the  article. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town,  in  order  to  rectify  certain 
irregularities  relating  to  the  numbering  of  certain  sections  of 
the  Zoning  By-Laws,  will  vote  to  amend  Article  IX  of  said 
Zoning  By-Laws  so  that  paragraph  (g)  thereof  shall  read  as 
set  forth  in  full  in  the  vote  adopted  under  Article  23  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  held  on  March  5,  1947  and  so  that  para- 
graph (h)  thereof  shall  be  as  set  out  as  paragraph  (g)  in  the 
original  Zoning  By-Laws  adopted  September  5,  1934  and  so 
that  the  paragraphs  thereof  heretofore  lettered  (h),  (i)  and 
(j)  are  relettered  paragraphs  (i),  (j)  and  (k),  respectively. 

This  article  was  included  in  the  Warrant  at  the 
suggestion  of  the  Town  Counsel  to  clear  up  confusion 
resulting  from  the  numbering  of  sections  of  the  Zon- 
ing By-Laws  in  connection  with  amendments  at  prior 
Town  Meetings.  The  Town  Counsel  states  that  the 
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text  is  in  the  same  form  and  that  the  only  change  is 
in  the  numbering  of  the  paragraphs. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article. 

Article  20.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
the  Town  By-Laws  by  designating  the  By-Law  entitled  “Con- 
trol of  Dumps”  as  Article  9 and  by  adding  an  additional  article 
as  follows : 

“Article  10.  - Snow  Removal” 

“Section  1.  The  superintendent  of  streets  or  other  officers 
having  charge  of  ways  of  the  Town  shall  have  the 
authority  for  the  purposes  of  removing  or  plowing  snow, 
or  removing  ice,  from  any  way  in  the  Town,  to  remove, 
or  cause  to  be  removed,  to  some  convenient  place,  includ- 
in  such  term  a public  garage,  any  vehicle  interfering  with 
such  work.” 

“Section  2.  The  owner  of  any  such  vehicle  so  removed 
shall  be  liable  for  the  reasonable  cost  of  such  removal 
and  storage,  and  delivery  of  the  vehicle  to  said  owner 
may  be  withheld  by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  or 
other  officer  having  charge  of  ways  in  the  Town,  until 
such  reasonable  costs  shall  be  paid.” 

Most  towns  and  cities  are  finding  it  necessary,  in 
order  to  properly  handle  snow  removal  work,  to  have 
the  authority  given  in  the  above  proposed  article.  The 
Finance  Committee  recommends  the  renumbering  of 
our  By-Laws  as  suggested  and  the  acceptance  of  the 
addition  of  a snow  removal  section  to  the  By-Laws. 

Article  21.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
the  first  sentence  of  Section  1 of  Article  3 of  the  Town  By- 
Laws  to  read  as  follows  : 

“The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  have  full  authority  as 
agents  of  the  Town  to  employ  counsel  to  appear  for  and 
defend  suits  brought  against  the  Town,  and  to  institute 
and  prosecute  suits  in  the  name  of  the  Town,  unless 
otherwise  especially  ordered  by  a vote  of  the  Town.” 

This  amendment  merely  adds  a specific  provision 
that  the  Selectmen  are  authorized  to  institute  and 
prosecute  suits  in  the  name  of  the  Town. 

Article  22.  To  see  what  sum,  if  any,  the  Town  will  vote 
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to  transfer  from  available  funds  to  meet  any  of  the  appropria- 
tions made  under  the  foregoing  articles. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  such  action  as  may  be  suggested  by  the  Town 
Treasurer. 

And  you  are  required  to  serve  this  Warrant  by  posting 
copies  thereof,  attested  by  you,  at  the  Town  Hall,  at  each  Post 
Office  in  Town,  and  at  the  Legion  Hall,  at  Cochituate,  seven 
days,  at  least,  before  the  time  of  holding  said  election. 

Hereof  fail  not  and  make  due  return  of  this  Warrant  with 
your  doings  thereon  to  the  Town  Clerk  on  or  before  March  7, 
1949.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


The  Finance  Committee,  in  line  with  its  usual  policy,  feels 
it  has  an  obligation  to  report  to  the  Town  on  the  principal 
transfers  it  has  made  during  the  year  from  the  Reserve  Fund. 
The  Welfare  Department  required  a total  o-f  $2,680,  divided  as 
follows:  $1,900  for  Welfare  and  $780  for  Aid  to  Dependent 
children;  the  Highway  Department  used  a total  of  $1,030, 
divided  as  follows:  $720  for  Snow  Removal  and  $310  for 
Equipment ; to  cover  the  increased  value  of  Town  buildings 
required  a transfer  of  $990  for  the  Insurance  account ; for  the 
Operation  of  School  Plant,  $820  was  needed ; the  increased 
amount  of  tax  collection  called  for  a transfer  of  $770  for  Col- 
lector’s— salary;  unusual  legal  expenses  and  claims  necessitated 
an  allocation  of  $710  for  Town  Counsel  and  Legal  Claims;  and 
the  remaining  $900  of  transfers  were  to  ten  other  accounts. 

Compulsory  retirement  of  our  Town  Accountant,  effective 
July  1,  1949,  and  the  increasing  amount  of  clerical  work  per- 
formed by  the  Town  Accountant,  the  Clerk  of  Boards,  the  Col- 
lector and  Assistant  Clerk  of  the  Water  Board  and  other  per- 
sonnel in  the  Town  office  necessitates  a complete  revamping  of 
our  present  system.  Through  the  joint  co-operation  of  the 
Selectmen,  Assessors,  Water  Commissioners,  Collector,  Treas- 
urer, Town  Clerk  and  Finance  Committee,  an  agreement  has 
been  reached  which  would,  with  the  approval  of  the  Town,  pro- 
vide for  a consolidation  of  the  accounting  and  clerical  work  of 
certain  departments,  for  the  appointment  of  the  necessary  per- 
sonnel and  for  the  purchase  of  modern  equipment  essential  to 
the  job.  Under  this  arrangement,  a joint  office  staff  would  be 
headed  and  supervised  by  a Town  Accountant  who  would  serve 
as  secretary  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  staff  would  include 
a Chief  Clerk,  who  would  also  serve  as  Deputy  Collector  and 
there  would  be  such  other  help  as  would  be  required.  The  duties 
of  the  force  would  include:  (1)  town  accountant  work,  (2) 
secretarial  work  for  the  Selectmen,  (3)  all  clerical  work  of  the 
Assessing  Department,  (4)  all  clerical  and  certain  administra- 
tive work  of  the  Water  Department,  (5)  billing,  addressing  and 
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mailing  for  the  Water  Department  and  the  Collector,  (6)  such 
central  office-addressing  as  might  be  of  assistance  to  the  Treas- 
urer, (7)  such  machine-listing  as  would  be  helpful  to  the  Town 
Clerk  and  ( 8)  such  clerical  work  for  other  Town  departments 
as  might  be  directed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Under  the 
proposed  arrangement,  the  Water  Board  would  appoint  as  its 
collector,  the  Tax  Collector.  The  pattern  of  consolidation  here 
suggested  is  along  the  lines  already  in  operation  elsewhere. 
There  are  funds  provided  in  the  budget,  as  recommended,  for 
the  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  staff  and  the  office,  and,  in 
addition,  funds  for  the  purchase  of  the  necessary  equipment. 

Most  of  the  increasing  ordinary  costs  of  local  government 
seem  to  have  been  levelling  off  during  the  past  year,  but  your 
Finance  Committee  is  much  concerned  with  the  fact  that  the 
peak  of  over-all  expenditures  has  apparently  not  yet  been 
reached.  The  principal  factor  in  the  increasing  cost  of  local 
government  lies  in  the  demand  by  our  citizens  for  additional 
services  from  the  Town.  This  is  best  illustrated  by  the  fact 
that,  together  our  present,  and  the  new  school  program,  in  1949 
will  require  increases  in  the  budget  of  roughly  $50,000  and  our 
Welfare  Department,  an  additional  $19,000.  These  two  depart- 
ments, alone,  account  for  all  but  about  $12,000  of  the  total 
increase  in  the  1949  budget.  Yet,  clearly,  the  expenditures 
represent  the  will  of  the  Town  and  will,  therefore,  naturally  be 
reflected  in  the  tax  rate.  With  annual  payments  on  the  debt, 
the  interest  will  decline.  But  not  until  such  time  as  the  State 
sees  fit  to  provide  a broadened  tax  base,  can  we  expect  any  real 
relief  for  local  real  estate. 

In  1949,  the  budget  of  $411,500  as  recommended  exceeds 
that  of  1948  by  $81,500.  Last  year,  the  increase  over  the 
previous  year  was  $60,000.  The  items  in  which  there  are  in- 
creases of  more  than  $1,000  are  as  follows:  Town  Office 
Equipment  $4,600 ; Fire  Department  $3,050,  divided : equip- 
ment $1,350,  fire  alarm  system  $1,700;  Welfare  $19,000,  divid- 
ed : Temporary  Aid  $4,000,  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  $8,000, 
and  Old  Age  Assistance  $7,000;  Schools  $10,680;  Vocational 
Tuition  $1,000  ; Park  Board — Relocation  of  High  School  Field 
$1,200;  Insurance  $5,500;  Water  Department — Hydrant  Rental 
$2,000;  Cemeteries — Maintenance  & Service  $1,000;  Interest — 
School  Debt  $11,600;  Maturing  Debt — Schools  $22,400. 

In  1949,  the  articles  of  $18,650  as  recommended  are  less 
than  those  of  1948  by  $3,250.  The  principal  items  for  1949  are : 
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Chapter  90  work  $3,750;  Riverview  Terrace  road  and  water 
betterments  $8,400;  Road  Machinery  account  $1,000;  purchase 
of  land  for  dump  $2,000;  garbage  collection  $3,500. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Town  has  committed  itself  to  the 
two  largest  capital  expenditures  in  its  history:  (1)  additions 
to  the  school  plant,  (2)  additions  to  the  water  system.  The 
natural  outgrowth  of  the  cost  of  this  expansion  is  reflected  in 
the  budget  figures  for  1949,  but  they  will  be  even  larger  in  1950, 
by  which  time  the  remaining  $140,000  of  school  money  and  the 
$20,000  of  water  extension  money  will,  in  all  probability  have 
been  borrowed.  At  that  time,  the  interest  and  principal  on 
these  two  pieces  of  debt  will  likewise  have  to  be  met — the  school 
portion,  through  the  tax  rate  and  the  water  portion,  from  the 
income  of  the  Water  Department. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  Town  should  be 
advised  that  the  Water  Department,  through  revision  of  its  rates 
and  through  improved  billing,  is  collecting  sufficient  revenue 
to  care  for  all  of  its  expenses,  including  debt  and  interest,  with- 
out any  direct  expense  to  the  Town,  except  through  Hydrant 
Rental.  The  water  expansion  program  is  therefore  being  car- 
ried through  on  the  basis  on  which  it  was  presented  to  the  Town 
by  the  Water  Department  and  the  Finance  Committee. 

No  new  major  items  of  equipment  have  been  purchased  by 
the  Fire  Department  since  before  the  war  and  the  present  station 
in  Cochituate  will  have  to  be  replaced  in  the  near  future.  The 
Town  is  therefore  facing  a capital  expenditure  for  this  depart- 
ment which  will  have  to  be  taken  care  of  over  a period  of  the 
next  five  to  ten  years  on  some  sort  of  reasonable  basis  so  that 
no  undue  portion  of  the  expense  will  fall  too  heavily  in  any  one 
year. 

The  problem  of  review  and  revision  of  assessments  to  cor- 
rect inequities  is  one  on  which  the  Assessors  have  made  a start 
during  the  past  year  and  hope  to  complete  during  the  year  1949. 
In  their  efforts  to  do  this  work,  they  should  receive  the  support 
of  the  townspeople  for,  as  indicated  last  year,  our  resident  tax- 
payers can  be  expected  to  bear  the  burden  of  heavy  taxation 
only  when  they  have  confidence  that  the  assessments  are  being 
made  equitably.

Pursuant  to  the  following  warrant  the  inhabitants  of  the 
Town  of  Wayland  met  this  day  and  did  the  following  business. 
The  necessary  one  hundred  voters  were  present  which  consti- 
tutes a quorum  to  transact  business  at  any  town  meeting. 

Article  1.  To  hear  reports  of  the  Town  Officers,  Agents 
and  Committees,  and  act  thereon. 

Voted  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  and  it  hereby  is 
authorized  to  appoint  a committee  of  seven  citizens  of  the  Town 
to  consider  the  question  of  revaluation  of  all  taxable  real  estate 
and  buildings  in  the  Town,  which  committee  is  to  confer  with 
the  Board  of  Assessors  and  is  to  assist  it  to  make  a complete 
check-up  of  all  valuations  in  the  Town  for  the  purpose  of  equal- 
izing such  inequalities  in  assessments  as  are  found  to  exist  and 
otherwise  to  assist  said  Board  of  Assessors  in  the  performance 
of  its  duties. 

Mr.  Chester  H.  Hobbs  reported  in  behalf  of  the  Cochituate 
Civic  Center  Building  Committee  tnat  the  committee  continues 
to  feel  that  the  time  is  not  appropriate  for  proceeding  with  any 
plans  or  construction.  The  regular  operating  expenses  of  the 
Town,  as  well  as  the  probable  priority  of  other  projects,  indi- 
cate that  the  matter  should  be  further  postponed. 

Mr.  Fern  A.  Taylor  submitted  the  following  report  for  the 
Committee  making  a complete  survey  and  investigation  for  an 
additional  water  system  for  the  Town : 

1.  Our  meeting  is  coming  later.  The  Selectmen  have 
agreed  to  call  a Special  Town  Meeting  April  7,  1948 
to  take  up  our  business. 

2.  We  will  hold  two  hearings  on  the  report  of  the  work 
the  special  Committee  recommends,  one  in  Wayland 
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and  one  in  Cochituate.  Any  questions  will  be  taken  up 
at  these  hearings. 

3.  Several  test  wells  were  drilled  in  Cochituate  before  we 
found  a good  well  field  off  Old  Connecticut  Path  on 
the  edge  of  the  town  gravel  pit  next  to  Schofield’s 
farm.  We  have  purchased  necessary  land,  put  in  a 2" 
gravel  packed  well,  built  a road  to  the  well  and  have 
the  pipe  to  put  main  in.  When  the  money  is  appro- 
priated we  will  finish  the  job  and  pumping  this  sum- 
mer. 

A vote  of  appreciation  was  given  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment for  the  excellent  condition  of  the  highways  in  the  town 
throughout  the  very  severe  winter. 

The  reports  of  the  Town  Officers  as  reported  in  the  Town 
Report  without  recommendations  were  accepted. 

Article  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers,  Agents 
and  Committees  not  elected  by  the  official  ballot. 

Voted  that  John  Connelly,  Frederic  A.  Gibbs  and  George 
W.  Shepard  act  as  Trustees  of  the  Allen  Fund. 

Voted  that  the  Selectmen  act  as  Fence  Viewers. 

Voted  that  the  Constables  act  as  Field  Drivers. 

Thomas  F.  Linnehan,  Melville  Loker  and  Arthur  F.  Mar- 
ston  were  elected  as  Surveyors  of  Lumber. 

Thomas  F.  Linnehan,  Joseph  Decatur  and  Arthur  F.  Mar- 
ston  were  elected  as  Measurers  of  Wood  and  Bark. 

The  following  were  elected  members  of  the  Memorial  Day 
Committee:  Frank  C.  Moore,  Richard  M.  Francis,  William  G. 
Curley,  Edward  Burke,  B.  Allen  Benjamin,  John  C.  Bryant, 
F.  Clifton  Haynes,  James  J.  Bolton,  Wallace  E.  Decker,  Charles 
T.  Morgan,  Cornelius  J.  Maguire,  Charles  L.  Fullick. 

Article  3.  To  grant  money  for  necessary  Town  purposes. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  report  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee be  accepted  and  its  recommendations  adopted. 

That  the  sums  of  money  recommended  in  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee budget,  as  printed,  with  the  addition  of  $16,500  for  Snow 
Removal;  $200  for  Assessors — salaries — 2d  member;  $100  for 
Assessors — salaries — 3d  member  and  reduction  of  $300  in 
Assessors — salaries — Chairman  ; and  with  the  further  addition 
of  $500  Assessors — Revaluation  Expense  be  granted,  appro- 
priated and  assessed  for  the  several  specific  purposes  designated, 
making  a total  budget  appropriation  of  $347,210  and  that  the 
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same  expended  only  for  the  purposes  shown,  and  under  the 
direction  of  the  respective  boards,  committees  and  officers  of  the 
Town ; 

That,  in  addition  to  the  $1,000  included  in  the  budget  to

cost  of  the  Maintenance  and  New  Construction  work  respective- 
ly, the  reimbursements  from  the  County  and  State  to  be  restored 
upon  their  receipt  to  “Unappropriated  Available  Funds”  in  the 
Treasury ; 

That,  in  accordance  with  previous  directives  of  the  Town ; 

The  Clerk  of  Boards  be  under  the  joint  supervision  of  the 
Selectmen  and  the  Board  of  Assessors,  with  part  of  her  time 
devoted  to  the  Assessors  and  part  to  clerical  assistance  to  vari- 
ous other  Town  boards,  the  assignment  of  her  work  to  be 
cleared  through  the  Selectmen,  the  Assessors  to  have  priority; 

The  operation  of  dumps  be  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Highway  Department; 

The  money  from  Dog  Taxes  be  allocated  in  its  entirety  to 
the  Library  Expense  Account; 

The  District  and  School  Nurse  continue  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  School  Committee; 

The  work  on  Assessors’  Maps  continue  to  be  done  under 
the  joint  supervision  of  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Board  of 
Assessors ;

Mr.  Allan  R.  Finlay  gave  a summary  of  the  Special  School 
Planning  Committee  Report. 
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Voted  unanimously  to  raise  and  appropriate  $640,000  for 
the  purpose  of  constructing  and  originally  equipping  and  fur- 
nishing an  addition  to  the  Wayland  High  School  Building  and 
an  addition  to  the  Grade  School  Building  in  Cochituate,  and  to 
meet  said  appropriation  that  $2,000  be  raised  in  the  tax  levy  of 
the  current  year,  $88,000  be  transferred  from  “Excess  and 
Deficiency,”  and  that  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Selectmen,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow  $550,000  and 
to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  therefor  payable  in  not 
more  than  20  years.  $400,000  of  the  loan  hereby  authorized  is 
under  the  authority  of,  and  in  accordance  with,  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  474  of  the  Acts  of  1947,  and  $150,000  of  said  loan 
is  under  the  authority  of,  and  in  accordance  with,  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws.  The  committee  appointed 
in  accordance  with  the  vote  under  Article  19  of  the  Warrant  for 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  in  March,  1947  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  enter  into  all  contracts  necessary  for 
constructing,  equipping  and  furnishing  the  said  additions. 

A rising  vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  the  Special  School 
Planning  Committee. 

Voted  that  the  Town  accept  the  report  of  the  Special 
School  Planning  Committee  and  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be 
and  it  hereby  is  authorized  to  petition  the  General  Court  for 
legislation  permitting  the  use  of  such  portion  of  the  Town  Play- 
ground adjoining  or  near  the  present  High  School  Building  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  erection  of  an  addition  to  the  present 
High  School  Building  and  the  appurtenances  necessary  thereto, 
upon  such  conditions  and  with  such  specific  provisions  of  law 
relating  thereto  as  to  the  General  Court  may  seem  desirable  or 
necessary. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  as 
town,  public  or  private  way,  that  portion  of  Bradford  Street 
from  its  junction  with  Main  Street  to  a point  approximately  450 
feet  from  Main  Street,  or  any  other  portion  of  said  street,  or 
do  or  act. 

Voted  to  pass  over  the  Article. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a sum  of 
money  for  the  improvement  of  the  lighting  of  the  Public 
Library  Building  in  Wayland,  and  will  provide  the  funds  there- 
for by  transferring  the  balance  remaining  unexpended  of  the 
funds  appropriated  under  Article  8 of  the  Warrant  of  the  An- 
nual Town  Meeting  of  March  7,  1945  for  the  purchase  and 
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installation  of  a new  furnace,  heating  equipment  and  insulation 
for  the  Public  Library  Building  in  Wayland,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  appropriate  $407.87  for 
the  improvement  of  the  lighting  of  the  Public  Library  Building, 
said  funds  to  be  provided  by  the  transfer  from  the  balance 
remaining  unexpended  of  the  sum  appropriated  under  Article 
8 of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  March  7,  1945,  and  that  said 
sum  be  so  transferred,  the  expenditure  to  be  made  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  Public  Library. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
purchase,  for  additions  to  the  Lakeview  Cemetery,  one,  or  both, 
pieces  of  property  located  off  Pemberton  Road,  adjacent  to  the 
Cemetery,  one  of  which  is  owned  by  Bessie  G.  Trimble  and  the 
other,  by  Blanche  I.  Schleicher,  and  will  appropriate,  assess  or 
transfer  from  monies  appropriated  for  a like  purpose  in  1947 
and/or  will  transfer  funds  from  “Sale  of  Cemetery  Lots  and 
Graves  Fund”  for  the  purchases,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  appropriate  by  transfer 
from  the  “Sale  of  Cemetery  Lots  and  Graves  Account”  the  sum 
of  $450,  and  appropriate  by  transfer  from  the  funds  appropri- 
ated under  Articles  13  and  14  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of 
March  5,  1947  for  the  purchase  of  certain  lots  of  land  for  ceme- 
tery purposes,  said  sums  aggregating  $2,250  to  be  used  for  the 
purchase  of  two  pieces  of  land  adjacent  to  Lakeview  Cemetery 
for  additions  to  said  Cemetery : one  piece  containing  about  two 
acres  owned  by  Bessie  G.  Trimble  and  the  other  piece  contain- 
ing about  one  acre  owned  by  Blanche  I.  Schleicher,  and  author- 
ize the  Cemetery  Commissioners,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  to  make  such  purchases,  or  either  of  them,  and 
accept  deeds  therefor  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  titles  by 
Town  Counsel  and  of  the  necessary  statutory  approval  of  the 
use  of  said  land  for  cemetery  purposes. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
appointment  of  a special  committee  to  study  and  report  at  the 
next  Town  Meeting  on  the  matter  of  acquiring  for  recreational 
and/or  any  other  municipal  purpose,  any  part  of  the  real  estate 
situated  on  the  easterly  shore  of  Lake  Cochituate,  in  the  general 
area  bounded  by  Lake  Cochituate,  Fuller  Road,  West  Plain 
Street,  Pemberton  Road  and  Commonwealth  Road  West,  and 
will  appropriate  and  assess  a sum  of  money  for  the  work  of  the 
committee,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Voted  that  the  Town  appoint  a special  committee  composed 
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of  one  member  each  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  - Park  Board 
- Planning  Board  - Finance  Committee  and  that  the  chairman 
of  the  four  individual  boards  pick  their  own  representatives  and 
two  members  at  large  whom  shall  be  picked  by  the  original  four 
to  study  and  report  at  the  next  Town  Meeting  on  the  matter  of 
acquiring  for  recreational  and/or  any  other  municipal  purpose, 
any  part  of  the  real  estate  situated  on  or  near  the  easterly  shore 
of  Lake  Cochituate  in  the  general  area  bounded  by  Lake 
Cochituate,  Fuller  Road,  West  Plain  Street,  Pemberton  Road 
and  Commonwealth  Road  West  and  will  authorize  such  com- 
mittee to  expend  $300  for  the  purpose  from  the  funds  provided 
in  the  budget  for  the  Planning  Board. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  pub- 
lic town  ways,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Betterment  Act,  the 
following  roads  in  that  part  of  the  Town  known  as  the  River- 
view  Terrace  section,  so  called,  or  any  of  them  or  any  portion 
of  any  of  such  roads,  viz  : the  ways  now  called : Overlook  Road, 
Riverview  Avenue,  Riverview  Circle,  Shore  Drive  as  laid  out 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  as  shown  on  a plan  or  plans  on 
file  with  the  Town  Clerk ; and  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Select- 
men to  acquire  any  necessary  land  by  eminent  domain,  purchase 
or  otherwise ; and  to  appropriate  and  assess  a sum  of  money  to 
cover  the  acquisition  of  such  land  and  the  construction  of  said 
public  town  ways  or  any  part  thereof  and  take  any  action  in  re- 
gard thereto. 

Voted  to  dispense  with  reading  the  Report  already  on  file 
with  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

(Overlook  Road) 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  accept  as  a public  way, 
under  the  Betterment  Act,  Overlook  Road  from  Stone  Bridge 
Road  to  Riverview  Circle,  as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men and  as  shown  on  plan  entitled  “Plans  and  Profiles  of  Shore 
Drive  Overlook  Road,  Wayland  - Mass.”  dated  October  21, 
1947,  Everett  M.  Brooks  Co.  C.  E.,  on  file  with  the  Town 
Clerk ; that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  and  it  hereby  is  author- 
ized to  acquire  any  necessary  land  by  right  of  eminent  domain, 
purchase  or  otherwise,  and  that  the  Town  appropriate  and  assess 
the  sum  of  $5500  to  cover  the  acquisition  of  such  land  and  the 
construction  of  said  way,  and  that  no  work  be  done  until  there 
is  definite  assurance  by  subsequent  action  of  the  Town  that 
water  will  be  available. 

(Riverview  Avenue) 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  accept  as  a public  way, 
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under  the  Betterment  Act,  Riverview  Avenue  from  Overlook 
Road  southeasterly  about  500  feet,  as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  as  shown  on  plan  entitled  “Plan  and  Profile  of 
Riverview  Avenue,  Wayland,  Mass.”  dated  October  21,  1947, 
Everett  M.  Brooks  Co.  C.  E.  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk;  that 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  and  it  hereby  is  authorized  to  acquire 
any  necessary  land  by  right  of  eminent  domain,  purchase  or 
otherwise,  and  that  the  Town  appropriate  and  assess  the  sum  of 
$2700  to  cover  the  acquisition  of  such  land  and  the  construction 
of  said  way,  and  that  no  work  be  done  until  there  is  definite 
assurance  by  subsequent  action  of  the  Town  that  water  will  be 
available. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  water 
pipes  and  hydrants  in  the  roads  named  in  the  foregoing  article, 
or  any  portion  thereof,  to  appropriate  and  assess  a sum  of 
money  to  pay  the  expense  thereof  and  to  authorize  such  sums, 
or  any  part  thereof,  to  be  included  in  the  betterments  to  be 
assessed  under  the  previous  article,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

(Overlook  Road) 

Voted  that  the  Town  appropriate  and  assess  the  sum  of 
$3,500  for  the  installation  of  water  pipes  and  hydrants  in  Over- 
look Road  for  a distance  of  about  1,000  feet,  the  work  to  be 
done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Water  Department,  and  that 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  assess  betterments 
therefor  under  the  Betterment  Act,  and  that  no  work  be  done 
until  there  is  definite  assurance  by  subsequent  action  of  the 
Town  that  water  will  be  available. 

(Riverview  Avenue) 

Voted  that  the  Town  appropriate  and  assess  the  sum  of 
$1700  for  the  installation  of  water  pipes  and  hydrants  in  River- 
view Avenue  from  its  junction  with  Overlook  Road  easterly 
to  the  end  for  a distance  of  about  500  feet,  the  work  to  be 
done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Water  Department,  and  that 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  assess  betterments 
therefor  under  the  Betterment  Act,  and  that  no  work  be  done 
until  there  is  definite  assurance  by  subsequent  action  of  the 
Town  that  water  will  be  available. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a 
public  town  way,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Betterment  Act, 
the  way  known  as  Adelaide  Avenue,  leading  off  West  Plain 
Street  in  that  part  of  the  town  known  as  Cochituate,  as  laid  out 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  as  shown  on  a plan  or  plans  on 
file  with  the  Town  Clerk ; to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
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to  acquire  any  necessary  land  by  eminent  domain,  purchase  or 
otherwise ; and  to  appropriate  and  assess  a sum  of  money  to 
cover  the  acquisition  of  such  land  and  the  construction  of  said 
public  town  way,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  take  any  action  in 
regard  thereto. 

Voted  that  the  Town  accept  as  a public  way,  under  the 
Betterment  Act,  Adelaide  Avenue  from  West  Plain  Street  to 
Lake  Shore  Drive  as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
as  shown  on  plan  entitled  “Plan  and  Profile  of  Adelaide  Ave., 
Wayland,  Mass.”  December,  1947,  Everett  M.  Brooks  Co.  C.  E. 
on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk ; that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be 
and  it  hereby  is  authorized  to  acquire  any  necessary  land,  includ- 
ing an  easement  of  slope  by  right  of  eminent  domain,  purchase 
or  otherwise,  and  that  the  Town  appropriate  and  assess  the  sum 
of  $1800  to  cover  the  acquisition  of  such  land  and  easements 
and  the  construction  of  said  way. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
installation  of  a water  main  and  hydrant  in  Adelaide  Avenue 
for  a distance  of  600  feet,  running  northerly  from  West  Plain 
Street ; to  appropriate  and  assess  a sum  of  money  therefor  and 
to  authorize  such  sums,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  be  included  in 
the  betterment  to  be  assessed  under  the  previous  article,  or  take 
any  action  thereon. 

Voted  that  the  Town  appropriate  and  assess  the  sum  of 
$1,800  for  the  installation  of  water  pipes  and  hydrant  in  Ade- 
laide Avenue  for  a distance  of  about  600  feet,  the  work  to  be 
done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Water  Department,  and  that 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  assess  betterments 
therefor  under  the  Betterment  Act. 

Article  19.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  with 
respect  to  the  improvement  and  better  maintenance  of  the  Town 
dumps  and  what  sum  of  money  it  will  appropriate  and  assess 
therefor,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  that  there  be  appropriated  and  assessed  the  sum  of 
$1,300  for  the  erection  of  fencing  and  gates,  and  for  the  super- 
vison  of  the  dump  located  adjacent  to  the  Highway  Garage, 
both  the  work  and  maintenance  to  be  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Highway  Department,  the  Department  to  set  and  post  a 
schedule  of  the  days  the  dump  is  to  be  open;  employ  an  attend- 
ant, with  the  waste  collected  allowed  as  a portion  of  the  pay  and 
exclude  non-residents  from  using  the  dump. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  amend  its  by-laws  by 


adding  thereto,  a new  by-law  entitled,  “Control  of  Dumps”  and 
reading  substantially  as  follows : 

1.  No  person,  other  than  an  inhabitant  of  the  Town  shall 
use  any  public  dump  established  by  the  Town. 

2.  All  public  dumps  shall  be  used  only  at  such  times  as 
may  be  permitted  by  regulations  adopted  by  the  Select- 
men. 

3.  Whoever  violates  the  provision  of  this  by-law  shall  be 
subject  to  a penalty  of  $20  for  each  offense. 

or  will  take  any  other  action  deemed  necessary  or  desirable  to 
effect  the  control  of  public  dumps  in  the  Town,  to  confine  the 
use  thereof  to  inhabitants  of  the  Town  and  to  make  possible  the 
enforcement  of  any  such  control,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  amend  its  By-Laws  by 
adding  a new  by-law  entitled,  “Control  of  Dumps”  to  read  as 
follows :

Voted  to  amend  the  present  Zoning  By-laws  by  providing 
for  the  establishment  of  a new  type  of  district  permitting  a 
limited  type  of  business  use,  designated  as  “Roadside  Business 
District”  Section  V A,  as  sulimitted  to  the  Town  meeting  by  the 
Planning  Board.

ROADSIDE  BUSINESS  DISTRICT 
Section  V A 

1.  Buildings  and  structures  in  a roadside  business  district 
may  be  constructed,  reconstructed,  altered,  enlarged,  or  used, 
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and  premises  may  be  used  for  the  following  purposes  and  no 
others : 

(a)  Any  use  permitted  in  a residence  district. 

(b)  Restaurants  or  other  eating  places. 

(c)  Farm  stands  for  sale  of  produce  the  major  portion 
of  which  is  raised  in  the  Town. 

(d)  Gasoline  and  motor  oil  filling  stations,  salesrooms 
for  motor  vehicles,  garages  and  repair  shops,  not  including 
auto  wrecking  yards.  All  vehicles,  except  those  being  ser- 
viced with  gasoline,  oil,  or  minor  repairs  shall  be  stored 
within  an  enclosed  building  unless  permission  is  granted  by 
the  Board  of  Appeals,  in  accordance  with  and  as  set  forth  in 
Section  V (r),  for  the  use  of  an  adequately  screened  storage 
yard. 

2.  In  a roadside  business  district,  buildings,  structures  and 
premises  used  for  purposes  permitted  in  a residence  district 
shall  conform  to  the  height,  area,  yard,  and  other  regulations  of 
Sections  VIII  and  IX  applicable  to  the  single  residence  district 
nearest  to  the  premises,  except  that  no  building  or  structure 
shall  extend  within  60  feet  of  any  street  line. 

3.  In  a roadside  business  district,  buildings,  structures  and 
premises  used  for  purposes  other  than  those  permitted  in  a 
residence  district  shall  observe  the  following  special  provisions : 

(a)  No  building  or  structure,  except  gasoline  pumps 
and  accessory  signs  as  hereafter  provided,  shall  extend  within 
60  feet  of  any  street  line. 

(b)  No  building  or  structure  shall  be  located  or  shall 
extend  nearer  than  30  feet  to  the  property  line  or  nearer  than 
30  feet  to  any  other  detached  building  or  structure  on  the 
premises. 

(c)  All  buildings  and  structures  shall  conform  to  the 
height  and  lot  coverage  regulations  for  residence  districts  as 
contained  in  Section  VIII  (a)  and  Section  IX  (j)  respec- 
tively. 

(d)  Premises  shall  have  a lot  frontage  on  any  street  of 
not  less  than  200  feet.  Existing  premises  having  less  frontage 
may  be  used,  provided  that  such  frontage  shall  not  be  further 
reduced. 

(e)  Except  where  adjacent  premises  are  served  by  the 
same  driveway  openings,  each  premises  shall  be  provided  with 
two  driveway  openings  onto  the  street,  one  of  which  shall  be 
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used  for  entrance  to  and  the  other  for  exit  from  the  premises. 
Not  more  than  two  such  openings  shall  be  permitted  for  each 
200  feet  of  street  frontage.  Such  openings  shall  be  not  more 
than  20  feet  in  width  at  the  street  line  and  located  not  less 
than  40  feet  apart  measured  along  said  line  and  not  less  than 
20  feet  from  side  lot  lines.  Where  approval  by  the  Massa- 
chusetts Department  of  Public  Works  is  required  in  connec- 
tion with  driveway  openings  onto  state  highways,  the  prior 
provisions  of  this  paragraph,  (e),  shall  be  waived  and  the 
regulations  of  said  department  shall  be  applicable. 

( f ) Each  premises  shall  provide  and  maintain  adequate 
areas  off  the  street  for  parking  of  cars  of  employees  and  cus- 
tomers in  order  to  avoid  undue  interference  with  traffic.  The 
issuance  of  a building  permit  shall  not  be  construed  as  an 
approval  of  the  adequacy  of  such  parking  areas. 

(g)  Not  more  than  one  sign,  other  than  those  which 
are  attached  to  and  are  part  of  the  architectural  design  of  a 
building  or  structure  including  a gas  pump,  shall  be  permitted 
on  each  premises. 

(h)  Accessory  signs  and  gasoline  pumps  shall  not  be 
located  nearer  than  30  feet  to  any  property  or  street  line. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Zoning  By-laws  as  follows : 

To  change  from  a residential  to  a business  zone  that  por- 
tion of  the  land  on  East  Commonwealth  Road,  owned  by 
Frank  J.  Maley,  bounded  and  described  as  follows :

Commonwealth  Road  to  Dean  property,  bordering  Bents’, 
depth  327  feet;  from  Commonwealth  Road  to  Dean 
property,  bordering  Winter  Street,  depth  219  feet.

To  change  from  a residential  to  a business  zone  that  por- 
tion of  land  on  the  southerly  side  of  State  Road  East, 
owned  by  Lillian  E.  Benson  and  by  John  J.  Cassidy, 
bounded  and  described  as  follows : easterly  by  Pine 

Brook  Road ; westerly  by  land  formerly  of  Eugene  and 
Annie  L.  White  and  of  Mary  Frances  White,  and  to  have 
a depth  of  300  feet  from  said  State  Road. 
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Voted  that  the  Zoning  Plan,  Town  of  Wayland,  Mass.,  be 
amended  as  follows :

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  that 
part  of  the  by-laws  of  the  Town,  known  as  the  Building  Code, 
by  adding  to  Chapter  3,  Section  4,  MASONRY,  Par.  3.4.1.  the 
following  new  paragraph,  or  make  any  amendment  of  said  para- 
graph of  a similar  nature,  or  do  or  act : 

EXTERNAL,  PARTITION  or  BEARING  walls  may, 
if  approved  by  the  BUILDING  INSPECTOR,  be  built 
in  part,  or  whole,  of  iron,  steel,  concrete  or  combination 
of  such  or  like  materials  and  when  so  built  may  be  of 
less  thickness  than  is  hereinbefore  required,  provided  that 
all  constructional  parts  are  thoroughly  protected  from 
fire  by  brick,  terra  cotta,  cement  or  plastering  upon  metal 
furring,  and  provided  the  strength  of  all  bearing  sup- 
ports is  equivalent  to  that  of  brick,  masonry  or  concrete 
walls  otherwise  herein  required,  including  floor  and  roof 
construction. 

Voted  that  the  subject  of  this  article  be  referred  to  a com- 
mittee consisting  of  the  Fire  Chief,  one  member  of  the  Planning 
Board  and  a third  member  to  be  appointed  by  the  first  two,  said 
committee  to  prepare  a report  and  recommendation  to  be  pre- 
sented to  the  next  annual  Town  Meeting. 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  a resolution 
affording  the  people  of  Wayland  an  opportunity  to  express  to 
their  representatives  in  Congress,  in  the  Executive  Department 
of  the  United  States,  and  in  the  United  Nations,  their  deep  feel- 
ing regarding  war  and  peace  and  requesting  such  representa- 
tives to  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  help  make  the 
United  Nations  into  a World  Government  capable  of  enacting, 
interpreting  and  enforcing  world  law  to  prevent  war. 

Voted  to  pass  over  the  Article. 

Article  28.  To  see  what  sum,  if  any,  the  Town  will  vote 
to  transfer  from  available  funds  to  meet  any  of  the  appropria- 
tions made  under  the  foregoing  articles. 
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Voted  unanimously  that  the  sum  of  $20,000  be  transferred 
from  available  funds  to  meet  any  of  the  appropriations  made 
under  the  foregoing  articles.

mut Avenue,  Cochituate,  owned  or  said  to  be  owned  by  Della 
M.  Yeager,  John  F.  Yeager  and  Minnie  F.  Yeager,  having  an 
area  of  about  1,250  square  feet,  and  bounded  by  land  of  Ezra 
Webber,  land  of  the  Town  of  Wayland  and  other  land  of  said 
Yeagers.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  Selectmen  have  met  regularly  the  first  and  third  Mon- 
day of  each  month  and  all  regular  appointments  as  required  by 
statute  have  been  made : these  appear  in  the  list  of  Town 
Officers  and  Committees. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  previous  town  meetings,  we 
have  acquired  title  to  two  parcels  of  land  adjacent  to  Lakeview 
Cemetery,  previously  owned  by  Mrs.  Bessie  Trimble  Holcombe 
and  Mrs.  Blanche  D.  Schleicher;  this  property  has  been  turned 
over  to  the  cemetery  department. 

Anticipating  the  renewal  of  the  garbage  contract,  we  in- 
structed the  Board  of  Health  to  ask  for  bids  and,  as  a result, 
we  have  inserted  an  article  in  the  Town  Warrant. 

The  control  of  Lake  Cochituate  which  was  recently  trans- 
ferred from  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  to  the 
Department  of  Conservation  forced  us  to  appeal  to  the  latter 
department  for  their  cooperation  in  eliminating  the  abuses  and 
unsatisfactory  conditions  resulting  therefrom.  A meeting  was 
held  in  the  State  House  with  officials  of  surrounding  towns,  at 
which  our  town  was  represented  by  members  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  the  Planning  Board.  Other  meetings  will  be 
held  in  the  near  future. 

Although  we  are  vigorously  opposed  to  Special  Town 
Meetings,  the  unusual  situations  of  the  Water  and  School 
Departments  led  us  to  call  meetings  for  each  on  April  28  and 
November  29  respectively;  actions  taken  thereat  being  set  forth 
elsewhere  in  the  town  report. 

As  a result  of  the  compulsory  oil  burner  inspection,  we 
are  gratified  to  be  able  to  report  that  no  fires  have  occurred 
traceable  to  oil  burner  equipment. 

The  special  committee  which  considered  Veterans’  Hous- 
ing, reported  to  us  that  questionnaires  were  sent  to  356  veterans 
of  World  War  II,  and  that  only  nine  were  completed  and 
returned  to  them.  The  nine  men  who  replied  were  invited  to 
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attend  a meeting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  at  which  time  they 
agreed  with  us  that  we  would  not  apply  under  Chapter  200,  Acts 
of  1948  for  a Wayland  project. 

After  meetings  with  the  Planning  Boards  and  Selectmen 
of  Lincoln  and  Sudbury  relative  to  the  Boston  Edison  Com- 
pany's high  tension  power  line,  we  authorized  expenditures  for 
engineering  and  legal  talent  to  assist  the  Planning  Board  in  their 
determined  and  effective  action  in  attempting  to  block  this,  in 
our  opinion,  very  damaging  proposal. 

We  feel  that  there  has  been  a definite  improvement  in  the 
appearance  of  the  town  dumps  under  the  regulations  which  were 
established  by  the  Baord  of  Selectmen. 

We  approved  the  application  of  the  Lovell  Bus  Line  which 
will  supply  public  transportation  between  North  Wayland  and 
Wayland  Center. 

This  has  been  perhaps  the  busiest  year  in  the  history  of 
the  Town.  The  problems  have  been  many  and  varied.  We 
wish  particularly  to  thank  the  various  boards  and  departments 
for  their  fine  cooperation  in  the  solution  of  these  matters.

REPORT  OF  THE  WAYLAND  PLANNING  BOARD 

FOR  1948 


One  major  problem  has  overshadowed  all  others  in  the 
field  of  town  planning  in  Wayland  during  1948. 

Power  Line  Battle 

It  is  the  threat  to  the  attractiveness  of  large  areas  and  to 
their  real  estate  values,  as  well  as  to  the  character  of  the  town’s 
future  growth,  caused  by  the  decision  of  the  Boston  Edison 
Company  management  to  build  an  overhead  high  tension  power 
line  through  the  town.  It  is  laid  out  to  extend  from  the  Sax- 
onville  line  through  the  Stonebridge  area,  East  Sudbury,  North 
Wayland,  and  Lincoln  to  Waltham.  This  proposal,  your  Plan- 
ning Board — working  closely  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and 
many  aroused  citizens — has  been  combatting  by  every  means  in 
its  power.  It  appears  very  clear  to  your  Board  that  if  the 
Edison  Company  succeeds  in  carrying  out  this  project,  the 
results  are  bound  to  be  extremely  harmful  to  Wayland  and  to 
the  other  towns  concerned. 

Merely  to  make  this  plea  before  the  Commissioners  of 
Public  Utilities,  who  have  the  decision  in  the  matter,  appeared 
unlikely  to  prevent  the  required  permission  from  being  given, 
despite  all  local  zoning  ordinances  in  the  three  towns  which 
make  such  industrial  use  unlawful.  Therefore,  your  Board 
called  the  Planning  Boards  of  Sudbury  and  Lincoln  together 
for  joint  consideration  and  action.  An  alternative  plan  for  an 
underground  power  line  was  suggested. 

Engineer  and  Counsel  Employed 

With  the  backing  of  the  Boards  of  Selectmen  and  Finance 
Committees  of  the  three  towns,  a competent  consulting  engineer, 
Mr.  Carl  J.  Sittinger,  was  employed.  After  a full  study  of  the 
problem,  he  reported  that  an  underground  route  of  about  eight 
miles — in  place  of  the  Edison’s  proposed  sixteen  mile  overhead 
line — was  perfectly  feasible  and  in  many  respects  more  desir- 
able, and  that  the  cost  should  be  very  little  greater. 
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Four  Hearings  Before  D.  P.  U. 

Able  counsel  to  act  for  three  towns  was  then  secured  in  the 
person  of  Mr.  Carl  A.  Sheridan,  to  present  our  case.  Four 
hearings  have  been  held  before  the  examiner  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Utilities.  Petitions  signed  by  1,200  Wayland  and 
Lincoln  citizens  were  presented  in  opposition,  and  the  Chairmen 
of  the  Planning  Board  of  all  three  towns  testified  as  to  the  harm 
that  the  Edison  plan  would  cause.  In  Wayland  alone,  164  acres 
now  classified  as  Residential  would  be  rezoned  as  Industrial, 
without  any  reference  to  the  town’s  wishes.  There  would  be  no 
commensurate  return,  such  as  might  be  expected  from  industrial 
land  used  for  factory  purposes.  A brief  has  been  filed  by  our 
counsel,  and  also  by  counsel  for  a group  of  North  Wayland 
property  owners,  Mr.  Reuben  L.  Lurie.  He  has  likewise  been 
of  material  help  at  the  hearings.  It  is  anticipated  that  counsel 
will  also  have  the  opportunity  to  argue  orally  before  the  full 
commission  which  will  then  rule  on  the  matter. 

This  is  a type  of  case  almost  without  precedent : a group  of 
towns  in  pitched  battle  with  a powerful  utility  in  an  effort  to 
preserve  their  natural  beauty  against  uglification,  and  to  safe- 
guard their  future  prospects  of  growth.  If  the  towns  gain  a 
favorable  decision,  it  will  mark  a turning  point  in  public  admin- 
istration and  town  planning. 

This  long  continued  struggle  has  made  necessary  number- 
less meetings  and  conferences,  and  has  absorbed  the  energies  of 
the  Planning  Board  so  that  some  of  its  regular  interests  have 
necessarily  received  less  attention. 

Subdivision  Regulation 

Fortunately,  only  one  new  real  estate  subdivision  has  been 
presented  this  year  for  approval,  although  portions  of  previously 
approved  plats  of  land  have  been  released  by  the  Board  for  sale, 
after  streets  and  water  had  been  installed  by  the  developers. 
The  healthy  growth  in  substantial  dwellings  which  was  noted  in 
our  report  of  last  year  has  continued.  At  least  one  new  develop- 
ment is  in  preparation  for  the  Spring. 

Lake  Cochituate  Problems 

The  transfer  of  Lake  Cochituate  from  the  Metropolitan 
District  Commission  to  the  Department  of  Conservation  raised 
numerous  problems,  which  were  made  especially  acute  by  the 
arrival  of  the  bathing  and  picnicking  season  before  the  new 
Department  was  authorized  to  set  up  police  control.  Recently 
Department  officials  have  discussed  tentative  plans  for  develop- 
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ment  of  the  area  with  your  Board  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
Citizens  will  be  relieved  to  learn  that  the  plans  for  the  Wayland 
part  of  the  Reservation  include  only  areas  for  public  picnicking, 
parking  and  boating.  The  public  bathing  area  is  planned  for  the 
Kansas  Street  neighborhood  in  Natick.  Should  Wayland  decide 
to  establish  a local  recreation  area  and  bathing  beach  on  the  east 
shore  between  Commonwealth  Road  and  West  Plain  Street,  the 
Division  of  Parks  appears  disposed  to  cooperate  cordially.  The 
director  has  also  promised  well  enforced  regulations  that  should 
prevent  abuses  complained  of  last  summer. 

Bill  for  Study  of  Sudbury  Valley 

While  our  Board  was  in  conference  so  frequently  with 
those  of  Sudbury  and  Lincoln,  a thorough  canvass  was  made  of 
the  problems  connected  with  the  Sudbury  River  and  Meadows. 
As  a result,  a bill  has  been  introduced  in  the  General  Court  for 
a study  by  a special  commission  of  State  officials  as  to  water 
level,  mosquito  control,  health,  agriculture,  and  natural  wild  life 
as  related  to  the  River. 

Dumps  Vastly  Improved 

With  effective  action  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Board 
of  Health  following  the  votes  of  the  last  annual  meeting,  the 
dump  situation  which  this  board  so  vigorously  called  attention 
to  in  previous  years,  has  been  vastly  improved.  We  congratu- 
late these  officials  on  their  prompt  cleaning  up  of  this  long- 
standing nuisance. 

Business  Centers 

The  Board  regrets  that  it  can  report  little  substantial  prog- 
ress toward  the  hoped  for  development  of  our  two  business 
centers.  The  proposals  discussed  in  our  last  report  are  as  sound 
as  a year  ago,  and  the  need  for  carrying  them  out  becomes 
clearer  month  bv  month.  We  hope  for  further  progress  in 
1949. 

Riverview  Terrace  Makes  Progress 

The  Riverview  Terrace  improvement,  so  long  planned,  is 
actually  well  under  way.  The  water  pipe  voted  by  the  last 
annual  meeting  has  been  laid.  Next  comes  the  building  of  the 
portion  of  the  road  also  voted.  Through  the  initiative  of  the 
Riverview  Terrace  Association,  and  largely  from  funds  and 
labor  contributed  by  the  members,  a very  creditable  beginning 
has  also  been  made  toward  developing  a neighborhood  recrea- 
tion ground  there  on  land  taken  during  the  depression  under 
tax  titles.  This  land  was  turned  over  to  the  Park  Department 
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by  vote  of  the  town,  along  with  considerable  other  land  in  this 
section.  The  neighborhood  and  the  Park  Department  working 
together  are  putting  it  to  excellent  use.  The  people  and  their 
association  are  to  be  commended. 

Connecting  Link  Proposed 

A proposal  made  many  times  in  past  years  for  a connecting 
road  between  the  easterly  end  of  Stonebridge  Road  and  School 
Street  at  Fiske’s  corner  is  now  under  engineering  study.  This 
is  certain,  if  eventually  built,  to  become  a main  route  of  travel 
and  an  important  link  in  the  water  system. 

Articles  Referred  to  the  Board 

After  consultation  by  the  Board  with  all  parties  concerned 
in  connection  with  Article  11  of  the  last  town  warrant  propos- 
ing the  closing  of  Bradford  Street,  the  sponsors  failed  to  press 
the  matter,  and  the  Board  has  taken  no  further  action. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Board  of  Assessors,  the  funds 
voted  at  the  last  annual  meeting  for  keeping  the  Assessors’  Maps 
up  to  date  were  spent,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board’s 
engineer,  Everett  M.  Brooks. 

Printing  of  Town  By-Laws 

The  appropriation  voted  for  printing  the  town  by-laws  and 
regulations  proved  insufficient  for  the  purpose  and  to  carry  out 
the  vote  literally  appeared  likely  to  involve  substantial  waste. 
The  regulations  have  been  collected  and  edited  through  the  help 
of  Mrs.  Dorothy  Harrington,  Clerk  of  Boards,  and  we  recom- 
mend that  a re-appropriation  be  made  under  a somewhat  differ- 
ent form  of  vote. 

Maps  and  Plans 

Mr.  Brooks  and  Mrs.  Harrington  have  indexed  all  the 
Board’s  maps  and  plans.  These  are  now  filed  safely  in  the 
town  vault  so  as  to  be  available  for  quick  consultation. 

This  Board  has  had  the  pleasantest  and  most  cooperative 
relations  with  all  of  the  town’s  other  boards  and  officials,  and 
wishes  to  express  its  thanks  to  them  all,  including  the  Town 
Counsel,  who  has  given  us  helpful  advice  on  puzzling  legal 
questions.

There  was  a large  reduction  in  the  amount  of  fires  this 
past  year  as  against  previous  years.  The  department  answered 
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a total  of  87  calls  as  compared  to  149  in  1947  and  157  in  1946. 
There  were  16  house  fires  from  all  causes  as  compared  to  23  in 
1947  and  32  in  1946. 

The  citizens  are  to  be  commended  on  their  carefulness  in 
handling  trash  and  brush  fires  around  their  homes;  also  for 
keeping  fire  hazards  down  to  a minimum.  Building  and  oil 
inspections  are  showing  good  results  in  eliminating  some  of  the 
fire  hazards.  The  department  did  not  answer  any  calls  for  oil 
burner  fire  during  the  year. 

The  program  for  the  inspection  of  oil  tanks,  drums,  etc. 
was  prepared  and  put  into  operation  in  1948  as  demanded  by 
the  State  Fire  Marshall’s  Office  under  Chapter  148  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws.  There  were  556  inspections  made  during  the  year 
which  also  includes  88  inspections  of  new  oil  burner  installa- 
tions. These  inspections  cover  all  buildings  and  premises  that 
have  storage  of  oil.  Of  the  556  inspections  made,  65  intallations 
were  found  to  be  defective  and  oil  storage  permits  were  with- 
held until  the  necessary  repairs  were  made  by  the  owners. 

Fees  collected  from  oil  burner  installations  during  1948 
amounted  to  $41.50,  and  have  been  turned  over  to  the  Town 
Treasurer. 

During  October,  the  State  asked  for  the  inspection,  by  local 
fire  departments,  of  all  liquefied  petroleum  gas  fbottled  gas) 
installations.  This  inspection  has  been  put  into  effect,  and  it  is 
being  handled  in  conjunction  with  the  oil  storage  program. 

At  the  last  Town  Meeting,  it  was  voted  to  have  a care- 
taker at  the  Cochituate  dump  on  Main  Street,  and  after  this 
time,  due  to  the  efficient  manner  in  which  the  dump  was  main- 
tained, the  department  did  not  have  to  answer  any  more  calls. 
A lot  of  credit  is  due  to  those  responsible  for  its  cleanliness 
and  for  the  burning  of  rubbish  in  the  day  time,  thus  eliminat- 
ing the  heavy  mantle  of  smoke  that  proved  so  annoying  to  the 
citizens  in  that  community  when  the  dump  burned  unattended 
in  the  evening  hours. 

A new  resuscitator  was  added  to  our  equipment  during 
1948.  This  machine  has  a three- fold  use  as  compared  to  the 
out-moded  inhalator  that  was  standard  equipment  for  fire 
departments.  This  machine  can  be  used  as  aspirator,  resuscita- 
tor, or  an  inhalator.  When  the  machine  is  used  as  a resusci- 
tator, it  administers  accurate  artificial  respiration  as  compared 
to  doubtful  artificial  respiration  performed  manually.  When 
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the  machine  is  in  use  on  a victim  of  gas  poisoning,  electric 
shock,  heart  attack,  drowning,  etc.,  and  the  patient  shows  signs 
of  recovering,  the  machine  can  be  shifted  instantly  from  resusci- 
tator  position  to  inhalator.  When  the  machine  is  on  inhalator 
position,  oxygen  is  administered  to  the  patient  in  such  a manner 
that  under  no  condition  can  it  prove  harmful  to  the  patient. 
Since  this  machine  was  placed  in  service,  we  have  had  several 
calls  from  doctors  for  the  use  of  it;  also,  the  department  has 
made  use  of  it  on  several  calls  during  the  past  year. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  Wayland  is  growing,  and  that  approxi- 
mately 150  new  homes  have  been  built  here  in  the  past  three 
years,  plus  several  business  establishments  with  many  more  to 
be  built,  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  feels  that  at  this  time 
they  should  summarize  conditions  in  the  Fire  Department, 
together  with  a list  of  recommendations  for  your  consideration. 
The  sum  of  $4,000  is  allocated  each  year  to  the  department  for 
the  protection  of  over  $6,000,000  worth  of  property.  Out  of 
this  $4,000  a pay  roll  of  35  call  men  has  to  be  met,  light,  heat, 
and  water  bills  for  two  stations,  plus  the  purchases  of  minor 
appliances,  equipment,  clothing,  hand  lantern  batteries,  new 
units  for  gas  masks,  etc.  The  privates  of  the  company  receive 
ten  dollars  per  year,  the  officers  receive  twenty  dollars  per  year, 
while  both  officers  and  men  receive  83  cents  per  hour  take-home- 
pay  while  answering  an  alarm.  Several  times  in  the  past,  men 
have  ruined  a suit  of  clothes,  shoes,  or  their  automobile,  or 
tires,  which  has  wiped  out  their  meager  earnings  for  a year. 
The  men  of  the  department  have  fought  for  the  past  three 
years  for  insurance  for  themselves  to  be  paid  for  by  the  Town, 
and  as  of  this  date,  they  do  not  have  anything  but  promises. 
Up  until  this  time,  Wayland  has  been  very  fortunate  in  having 
a group  of  property  owners  to  comprise  the  personnel  of  the 
two  fire  companies.  These  men  have  been  so  fire-minded  that 
they  have  attended  local  drill  nights  very  consistently  and  about 
seventy  per  cent  of  the  men  have  attended  the  State  sponsored 
course  which  means  giving  up  every  Saturday  afternoon  for 
three  consecutive  months.  Putting  the  question  to  you,  Mr. 
Citizen,  as  the  bread  winner  of  your  family,  would  you  do  all 
this  for  approximately  $35.00  a year? 

The  Board  recommends  that  the  pay  of  the  officers  be 
raised  to  $125.00  per  year,  and  the  privates’  pay  raised  to 
$100.00  per  year,  while  the  hourly  rate  of  pay  remains  as  it  is. 
The  Board,  also,  recommends  that  every  member  of  the  fire 
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department  receives  in  writing,  or  in  the  form  of  a policy,  just 
what  will  be  done  for  them  in  case  of  an  accident.  Inasmuch 
as  the  men  have  been  working  for  years  for  wages  that  were 
prevalent  in  1911,  this  is  the  least  that  can  be  done  for  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  department. 

We  have  repeatedly  brought  out  in  our  yearly  reports  that 
the  fire  station  in  Cochituate  is  not  structually  sound,  and  that 
new  quarters  are  needed.  If  this  building  should  collapse,  bar- 
ring loss  of  life,  we  would  lose  two  fire  engines  and  all  our 
fire  alarm  equipment ; also,  if  the  two  large  compressed  air  tanks 
in  the  basement  were  punctured  or  crushed,  a terrific  explosion 
would  occur  causing  considerable  damage  in  that  neighborhood.

The  Board  recommends  that  a modern  engine  be  purchased 
to  replace  Engine  No.  1.  Although  this  truck  is  still  service- 
able, when  parts  wear  out  the  time  element  in  getting  these  parts 
keeps  this  piece  of  equipment  out  of  use  for  intervals  too  long 
for  a vehicle  in  an  emergency  service. 

On  May  1,  1949,  another  problem  arises.  Chief  Harring- 
ton, after  long  years  of  service  in  the  department,  is  retiring. 
Up  until  this  time,  a citizen  who  wished  to  summon  the 
Cochituate  fire  department  could  call  by  telephone  to  either 
Chief  Harrington’s  home  or  Chief  of  Police  Damon’s  home, 
and  the  alarm  could  be  sounded  from  either  home.  After  May 
1st,  this  service  will  not  be  available  from  Chief  Harrington’s 
home  which  leaves  only  one  place  to  call,  the  home  of  Police 
Chief  Damon.  Inasmuch  as  this  is  a free  service  to  the  citizens, 
Chief  Damon  and  Mrs.  Damon  cannot  remain  home  24  hours 
a day,  7 days  a week  to  render  this  service.  However,  when 
a citizen  calls  the  Cochituate  department  by  telephone,  the  only 
sure  way  to  have  that  call  answered  is  to  have  a phone  installed 
at  the  station  and  the  employment  of  at  least  3 permanent  fire- 
men to  work  in  shifts  to  render  24  hour  a day  fire  alarm  service. 

In  the  Cochituate  area,  there  are  20  fire  alarm  boxes  placed 
in  strategic  positions  around  the  town.  During  the  war  years, 
it  was  difficult  to  get  additional  boxes,  but  now  they  are  avail- 
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able  and  in  the  past  three  years,  we  have  had  new  communities 
develop  and  they  are  without  fire  alarm  boxes.  We,  also,  have 
had  old  established  communities  repeatedly  ask  for  boxes.  The 
Board  lists  the  following  new  communities  that  should  have 
fire  boxes : 

Oak  Street  at  Valley  View  Road  and  Timber  Lane 
Fiske  Corner — Corner  of  School  and  Main  Streets 
Corner  of  Fuller  and  Amey  Roads 

In  the  old  established  communities,  the  Board  recommends 
the  following  box  locations : 

Rice  Road 
Lake  Road 
Dudley  Road 
Stonebridge  Road 

In  vicinity  of  Public  Bathing  Beach — Dudley  Pond 
Old  Connecticut  Path  at  Castle  and  Sycamore  Roads 

In  Wayland,  the  fire  alarm  situation  is  more  acute.  The 
only  way  a citizen  can  call  the  fire  department  is  by  telephone. 
This  phone  call  is  taken  by  the  operator  at  the  telephone 
exchange  and  in  turn,  the  operator  presses  a manual  button 
which  operates  an  obsolete  5 horse-power  siren  on  top  of  the 
Town  Hall.  The  operator  who  sounds  this  alarm  can  only 
designate  the  difference  between  a woods  fire  and  a house  fire 
on  this  type  of  an  alarm.  Firemen  coming  into  the  station  to 
fight  the  fire  still  have  to  call  the  telephone  exchange  to  find  out 
where  the  fire  is.  Wayland  has  been  very  fortunate  to  get  by 
with  this  system  for  so  long,  for  in  a short  space  of  time  this 
system  could  be  done  away  with,  either  by  someone  abusing  the 
free  service  the  Telephone  Company  is  rendering,  or  in  the 
event  dial  telephones  are  installed.  In  this  case,  the  Board 
recommends  an  air  whistle  to  be  installed  to  replace  the  old 
siren,  for  with  this  type  of  an  alarm  system,  fire  alarm  boxes 
can  be  added  to  it ; also,  it  could  be  tied  in  electrically  with  the 
Cochituate  alarm  system  for  mutual  aid. 

In  the  Cochituate  area,  less  than  a mile  from  the  center  of 
the  village,  a new  community  is  growing  on  Fuller  and  Amey 
Roads.  At  present,  there  is  an  old  2-inch  water  pipe  serving 
the  homes  in  that  area.  However,  hydrants  cannot  be  added  to 
a 2-inch  pipe  line  and  without  hydrants,  the  department  cannot 
do  effective  fire  fighting  work.  As  the  matter  stands  now,  to 
get  water  into  that  area,  the  contents  from  two  hose  trucks 
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would  have  to  be  coupled  together  to  reach  the  scene  of  the  fire. 
This  operation  means  the  needless  tieing  up  of  the  second  piece 
of  fire  equipment ; also,  water  passing  through  the  resistance  of 
a long  hose  line  such  as  this  does  not  present  an  effective  stream 
of  water  at  the  nozzle  end,  either  in  volume  or  pressure. 

Under  the  new  State  Law,  Chapter  337  of  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  effective  July  1,  1949,  it  is  mandatory  to  have 
as  part  of  the  equipment  on  each  piece  of  motor  fire  apparatus, 
two  self-contained  breathing  apparatus.  The  cost  of  these  air 
masks,  complete  with  extra  cylinders,  is  $237.00  each.  As  the 
department  has  four  pieces  of  equipment  that  come  under  this 
law,  we  must  purchase  eight  masks  at  a total  cost  of  $1,8% .00. 

Since  water  main  have  been  installed  on  Stonebridge  Road, 
Overlook  Road  and  Riverview  Avenue,  a group  of  citizens  from 
that  area  have  asked  the  Board  for  something  in  the  line  of  fire 
fighting  equipment.  The  equipment  need  not  be  of  an  elaborate 
nature,  but  merely  something  to  extinguish  fires  of  a minor 
nature  under  their  own  power,  and  to  hold  larger  fires  down  to 
a minimum  until  help  answers  either  from  Cochituate  or  Way- 
land.  This  group  of  citizens  further  expressed  their  willingness 
to  attend  drills  either  in  Cochituate  or  Wayland  to  learn  how 
to  handle  this  equipment.  The  Fire  Department  could  provide 
them  with  a portable  pump — gas  driven,  an  extension  ladder 
and  various  small  appliances  and  tools  from  stock  at  the  fire 
station  from  war  surplus  goods.  However,  in  regard  to  hose, 
the  Board  feels  that  if  this  request  is  granted,  500  feet  should 
be  the  minimum  and  this  would  have  to  come  from  our  appro- 
priation.

Insect  damage  to  the  trees  on  town  property  was  slight  this 
year.  All  the  streets  and  public  grounds  were  sprayed  once, 
and  the  elms  were  sprayed  three  times  this  year.  Most  of  the 
spraying  was  done  at  night,  which  seems  to  be  more  satisfac- 
tory. 

Laboratory  studies  of  samples  taken  from  elm  trees  sus- 
pected of  Dutch  Elm  disease  in  Wayland  have  been  completed, 
and  the  results  were, — number  of  elms  afflicted  with  Dutch  Elm 
disease  none,  number  of  elms  afflicted  with  other  miscellaneous 
tree  troubles  were  none. 

I was  very  much  pleased  with  this  report  and  glad  to  hear 
that  we  had  no  Dutch  Elm  disease  as  yet.

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Over  a period  of  three  years,  Wayland  has  overcome  its 
housing  shortage.  At  the  time  of  the  writing  of  this  report, 
there  are  ten  or  more  houses  for  sale,  six  of  which  are  new 
ones.  However,  the  building  program  is  still  going  forward, 
for  with  the  event  of  new  water  main  extensions,  land  that  is 
now  woodland  is  being  cut  up  into  house  lots,  the  land  is  being 
cleared,  cellar  holes  dug,  and  with  the  coming  of  Spring,  a 
building  development  can  be  expected  in  these  areas.  The  build- 
ing program  in  the  three  established  developments  in  Wayland 
are  also  showing  steady  gains. 

There  was  only  one  permit  issued  for  business  in  1948. 
This  permit  was  for  a filling  station  on  State  Road  East. 

Most  of  the  new  house  permits  issued  were  for  the  making 
of  homes  for  individuals  rather  than  for  speculation.  It  is  very 
gratifying  to  report  that  at  least  sixty  percent  of  these  dwellings 
were  made  stronger  than  the  requirements  of  our  Building  Code. 
This  action  was  all  voluntary,  either  by  the  owner  or  builder. 

There  were  many  alterations  and  repairs  on  existing  houses 
which  all  leads  to  good  improvement  throughout  the  commun- 
ities of  the  town. 

There  were  41  cases  of  zoning  variations  prepared  with 
field  notes,  and  brought  before  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals 
for  decision.  The  volume  of  work  in  this  phase  of  Building 
Inspection  in  1948  equalled  all  the  zoning  cases  from  1941 
through  1947. 

There  was  a slight  gain  in  wiring  permits,  183  in  1948  as 
compared  to  178  in  1947.  This  gain  was  due  to  the  large 
amount  of  major  electrical  appliances,  such  as  ranges,  electric 
hot  water  installations,  and  oil  burners  that  were  added  in 
homes. 

Fees  collected  from  both  wiring  and  building  permits  dur- 
ing 1948  amounted  to  $873.50,  and  have  been  turned  over  to 
the  Town  Treasurer. 

The  Building  Department  would  like  at  this  time  to  thank 
the  town  officials,  and  citizens  who  have  helped  in  the  affairs 
of  this  office  during  the  past  year.

The  Board  of  Health  submits  the  following  report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1948: 

The  Board  feels  that  before  any  permits  are  issued  for  new 
buildings  or  alterations,  that  they  consider  the  sewerage  disposal 
as  sometimes  it  is  difficult  to  issue  a cesspool  permit. 

The  Town  has  two  cases  of  Tuberculosis  that  they  have 
to  take  care  of  at  a cost  of  $1,275.50  during  1949. 

The  Board  received  a complaint  for  the  keeping  of  goats 
and  this  matter  was  turned  over  to  the  Town  Counsel. 

The  Board  feels  that  there  are  many  cases  of  diseases 
dangerous  to  the  public  health  that  are  not  reported.  If  you 
have  a case  of  this  nature  in  your  house  and  you  do  not  have 
a doctor,  it  should  be  reported  by  the  head  of  the  family.

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REPORT  OF  MIDDLESEX  COUNTY  EXTENSION 
SERVICE  FOR  THE  TOWN  OF  WAYLAND 


The  Middlesex  County  Extension  Service  is  a county 
organization  maintained  to  serve  the  various  towns  of  the  coun- 
ty especially  in  the  field  of  agriculture  and  home  economics. 

The  agricultural  work  of  the  town  this  year  was  largely 
with  the  dairymen  and  market  gardeners.  Several  dairymen 
belong  to  the  Selective  Breeding  Association  as  well  as  the  Dairy 
Herd  Improvement  Association,  both  associations  organized  to 
assist  in  production  of  high  quality  livestock  and  improved  herd 
management. 

Mainstone  Farm  was  one  of  the  County  winners  in  the 
New  England-wide  “Green  Pastures”  Contest  and  is  taking  an 
active  participation  in  the  development  of  livestock  projects  of 
the  county  as  well  as  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  through  its 
Manager  Andrew  Ketchen. 

There  were  ten  boys  and  girls  4-H  clubs  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Mrs.  Leslie  Reid,  Miss  Eleanor  Curley,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Fern  Taylor,  Mrs.  Yarrish,  Mrs.  Harvey  Newton,  Mrs.  Evelyn 
Vlass,  Mrs.  Harold  King,  Mrs.  Eleanor  Scotland,  Joseph 
Vacaro,  and  Elmer  Bigwood.  Miss  Curley  is  the  Chairman  of 
the  4-H  Town  Committee  in  Wayland,  while  Elmer  Bigwood 
heads  a similar  committee  in  Cochituate. 

Mary  Reid  was  awarded  the  County  medal  in  the  National 
Poultry  Contest.  She  was  also  awarded  150  chicks  on  her 
excellent  record.  Leslie  Richards  had  one  of  the  best  gardens 
in  the  County  and  was  awarded  a Bailey  Medal.  Joseph  Vacaro 
attended  State  Camp  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts. 
Mildred  Sherman  was  awarded  a County  Medal  in  the  National 
Clothing  Contest.  Mrs.  Leslie  Reid  was  co-chairman  in  charge 
of  the  4-H  camp  exhibit  at  the  County  Fair.  This  fine  exhibit 
was  a reproduction  of  Camp  Middlesex  in  Ashby. 

Wayland  women  have  taken  an  active  interest  in  Home 
Demonstration  work  this  year.  Mrs.  Fred  Gelinas  and  Mrs. 
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Leslie  Reid  are  members  of  the  Middlesex  County  Women’s 
Advisory  Council.  Two  town  committees  have  been  formed. 
Mrs.  George  W.  Shepard  is  chairman  of  northern  section 
(Wayland  center  area)  and  has  working  with  her  Mrs.  Reid, 
Mrs.  John  Davis,  Mrs.  Victor  Benson,  and  Mrs.  B.  Allen  Ben- 
jamin. Mrs.  Harold  King  is  chairman  of  the  Cochituate  com- 
mittee. Other  members  include  Mrs.  Gelinas,  Mrs.  Arthur 
LaMotte  and  Mrs.  Kenneth  Morrell,  Jr. 

Instruction  was  given  in  dressmaking,  in  making  slip- 
covers, and  in  reupholstery.  A three  meeting  series  of  dicus- 
sions  of  Food  Buying  problems  was  held  in  the  two  sections  of 
the  town.  Talks  on  “Color  and  How  to  Use  It,”  on  “Under- 
standing the  Adolescent,”  “Food  Preservation”  and  “Sugges- 
tions for  Christmas  Gifts”  show  the  variety  of  subjects  request- 
ed from  the  Home  Department.  Help  was  given  the  committee 
of  the  Trinitarian  Congregational  Church  in  Wayland  in 
remodeling  their  kitchen  for  more  efficient  use.  Three  visits 
were  made  to  help  women  make  plans  for  improving  their  home 
kitchens.

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REPORT  OF  HIGHWAY  COMMISSIONERS 


The  appropriations  for  the  Highway  Department  for  1949, 
as  recommended  by  the  Commissioners,  is  the  same  as  1948 
except  for  Chapter  90  Maintenance  and  new  equipment. 

Under  Chapter  90  Maintenance  last  year,  the  Town  appro- 
priated $1,000.00  and  the  State  and  County  contributed  a like 
amount,  making  a total  of  $3,000.00. 

This  is  a reduction  of  $1,500.00  over  former  years,  and  is 
a result  of  the  State  and  County  refusing  to  put  up  more  funds 
for  this  work.  This  seems  very  illogical  to  our  board  as  we 
have  more  miles  of  road  each  year,  and  the  per  mile  cost  of 
maintenance  has  increased. 

These  are  good  roads  and  cost  a lot  for  construction,  and 
of  course  must  be  kept  in  good  condition.  In  order  to  do  this, 
we  have  had  to  pay  for  a lot  of  these  repairs  out  of  the  general 
highway  fund. 

The  other  increase  comes  under  New  Equipment,  and  we 
recommend  $7,280.00  for  the  purchase  of  a bulldozer  and  blade. 
We  have  many  miles  of  so-called  back  roads  which  are  in  terri- 
ble condition,  and  on  which  many  new  homes  have  been  built, 
and  these  roads  will  require  a lot  of  bulldozer  work.  It  will  be 
used  on  Chapter  90  construction  and  will  save  hiring  a like 
machine.  It  will  also  be  used  in  the  case  of  bad  snow  storms 
such  as  we  had  last  year,  and  in  general,  will  be  a very  useful 
and  essential  machine. 

The  board  is  mindful  of  the  increasing  tax  rate  as  we  are 
all  taxpayers.  We  also  own  automobiles  as  do  most  taxpayers, 
and  bad  roads  can  take  quite  a toll  out  of  your  car  or  truck.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


During  the  past  year,  two  contracts  were  completed  under 
Chapter  90  Construction.  Provisions  of  the  contracts  called  for 
a Bituminous  Treated  Stone  base  with  a 2 Hot  Top  surface. 
The  1947  contract,  requiring  1700  ft.  for  completion,  and  the 
1948  contract,  providing  for  3700  ft.,  bring  Chapter  90  Con- 
struction up  to  date. 

Under  Chapter  90  Maintenance,  approximately  7,000  gal- 
lons of  Bituminous  Materials  were  used  for  surface  treatments. 
Other  work  consisted  of  grading  shoulders,  cleaning  drainage 
systems  and  repairing  guard  rails. 

Work  done  under  the  Highway  appropriation  consisted  of 
surface  treatments  as  well  as  the  General  Maintenance  work  of 
the  Department.  Under  this  allotment,  34,300  gallons  of 
Bituminous  Materials  were  used.  It  was  found  necessary,  due 
to  the  condition  of  the  paving,  to  use  some  of  this  material  on 
Chapter  90  roads,  because  at  the  present  time  the  Chapter  90 
Maintenance  appropriation  is  not  large  enough  to  cover  the 
necessary  repairs. 

Cleaning  of  Dumps  has  been  done  when  necessary.  As  no 
custodian  has  been  provided  for  the  Wayland  Dump,  coopera- 
tion from  the  public  would  be  appreciated.  Under  the  Special 
Dump  appropriation  an  attendant  has  been  hired.  The  Dump 
is  open  3 days  a week.  The  area  has  been  enclosed  with  a wire 
fence  and  a shelter  with  heating  facilities  has  been  provided 
for  the  custodian. 

Work  has  begun  on  Riverview  Avenue,  Overlook  Road 
and  Adelaide  Avenue,  which  are  to  be  done  under  Betterment 
Construction  appropriations. 

A \y2  ton  International  Dump  Truck  was  purchased  for 
the  Department,  provided  for  by  the  appropriation  for  New 
Equipment.  This  replaced  the  1942  Chevrolet  Dump  Truck.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 


The  expenditures  of  our  department  have  been  high  this 
year  and  from  all  reports  conditions  are  the  same  throughout 
the  State.  We  have  had  a tremendous  increase  in  hospital  and 
medical  bills  in  all  three  categories  and  more  rest  home  cases, 
especially  on  Old  Age  Assistance.  Due  to  the  increase  in  cost 
of  living  and  larger  case  loads  it  was  necessary  to  ask  for  addi- 
tional funds  in  the  Welfare  and  Aid  to  Dependent  Children 
categories. 

Because  of  unemployment  and  generally  unsettled  condi- 
tions the  case  load  of  all  three  categories  of  relief  are  unpre- 
dictable. We  are  asking  for  what,  in  our  opinion,  should  be 
enough  funds  so  we  will  not  be  obliged  to  ask  for  additional 
amounts  later.  We  realize,  however,  that  there  are  great  uncer- 
tainties in  the  coming  year  and  that  changes  in  legislation  or 
unemployment  may  upset  our  estimates. 

The  Board  will  continue  to  use  every  effort  to  insure  that 
expenditures  will  be  kept  as  low  as  possible  with  the  giving  of 
needed  assistance.

Any  child  who  is  five  years  and  eight  months  of  age  on 
September  first  of  the  current  school  year  may  be  admitted  to 
the  first  grade,  but  in  every  case  the  admission  of  a child  under 
six  shall  be  dependent  upon  the  fitness  of  the  child  to  profit  by 
the  work  of  the  school,  such  fitness  to  be  determined  by  the 
superintendent.  Pupils  under  the  age  of  seven  years  who  have 
not  previously  attended  school  shall  not  be  permitted  to  enter 
later  than  thirty  days  after  the  opening  of  school  in  September 
except  by  special  permission  of  the  superintendent.  Certificates 
of  birth  and  vaccination  shall  be  required  at  the  time  of  entrance. 


NO-SCHOOL  SIGNAL 


In  the  event  of  exceptionally  severe  weather  conditions  or 
when  the  transportation  system  is  disrupted,  WBZ,  WNAC, 
WEEI,  and  WKOX  will  broadcast  the  no-school  announce- 
ment between  7 OO  and  8 :00  A.  M.  In  addition,  two  blasts  will 
be  sounded  on  the  fire  alarm  in  Wayland  and  five  blasts  in 
Cochituate  at  7 :30  A.  M. 

We  feel  these  signals  are  clear  and,  therefore,  urge  parents 
to  refrain  from  flooding  the  Telephone  Office  and  homes  of 
School  Department  personnel  with  telephone  calls. 

On  days  when  the  signal  is  not  used,  weather  conditions 
may  warrant  the  non-attendance  of  certain  children.  Lack  of 
normal  health  would  tend  to  make  it  advisable  for  parents  to 
keep  the  child  at  home.  Since  weather  reports  are  not  always 
reliable,  and  since  the  School  Department  desires  to  render 
maximum  education  service  by  having  the  schools  open  the 
greatest  number  of  days,  storm  signals  will  not  be  used  on 
ordinary  rainy  or  snowy  days  or  when  there  is  reasonable  doubt. 

A good  education  can  be  built  only  on  good  health.  Safe- 
guard health  by  keeping  your  child  home  when,  in  your  estima- 
tion as  a parent,  conditions  warrant.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee, 

Wayland,  Massachusetts. 

Gentlemen : 

I am  submitting  herewith  my  fifth  annual  report  and  the 
fifty-second  in  the  series  of  reports  of  the  Superintendents  of 
Schools. 

In  a recent  address,  Dr.  John  W.  Studebaker,  former 
United  States  Commissioner  of  Education,  made  the  following 
statement.  “In  a very  literal  sense,  education  is  the  great  con- 
serving influence  in  our  civilization.  As  trustee  for  posterity, 
American  education  serves  to  preserve,  protect,  develop,  and 
transmit  to  each  succeeding  generation  the  glorious  heritage  of 
freedom  and  democracy  that  is  ours  as  a people.  Today,  even 
more  than  in  the  past,  the  faithful  discharge  of  that  responsi- 
bility is  imperative.” 

Our  founding  fathers  were  aware  of  that  educational 
responsibility  in  Massachusetts,  and  as  early  as  1647  required 
towns  to  maintain  adequate  schools.  To  the  end  that  all  citizens 
be  made  aware  of  the  progress  of  the  public  schools,  a later 
statute  required  the  School  Department  to  report  annually. 

In  reports  such  as  this,  an  attempt  is  made  to  outline  only 
the  highlights  of  the  school  year  and  list  the  major  problems 
ahead.  To  do  more,  would  produce  a most  bulky  volume, 
fatiguing  to  the  reader. 

OUR  NEW  BUILDINGS  AND  PROGRAM 

Two  dates  have  been  recorded  as  memorable  ones  in  the 
year  just  past — the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March  and  a 
Special  Town  Meeting  in  November.  Endorsements  of  our 
building  program  were  recorded  at  both  meetings.  For  this 
citizen  support,  all  members  of  the  School  Department  express 
appreciation  both  for  themselves  and  on  behalf  of  the  student 
body.

Anticipating  the  completion  of  both  the  Cochituate  School 
and  the  High  School  in  the  fall  of  1949,  our  buildings  will  con- 
tain the  following  general  facilities : 

High  School: 

12  classrooms,  science  laboratory,  home  economics 
laboratory,  commercial  rooms,  general  shop,  cafe- 
teria - library  - study  hall,  auditorium  - gymnasium, 
shower  and  locker  rooms,  and  associated  facilities 
for  administration,  teachers,  etc. 

Cochituate  School: 

12  classrooms,  cafeteria,  auditorium  - gymnasium, 
shower  and  locker  rooms,  associated  facilities  for 
health,  remedial  work,  teachers,  administration,  etc. 

Center  School: 

8 classrooms,  cafeteria  - assembly  room,  remedial 
room,  associated  facilities  for  teachers,  administra- 
tion, etc. 

The  program  planned  for  these  buildings  will  be  without 
question  a broader  and  richer  one.  In  shifting  from  an  8-4  to 
a 6-6  system,  the  students  housed  in  each  unit  approach  com- 
mon needs  more  efficiently,  i.e.,  elementary  schools  housing 
grades  1 through  6,  group  children  from  six  years  to  twelve 
years  of  age  in  educational  and  recreational  activities  with  no 
conflict  with  older  7th  or  8th  grade  students.  Similarly,  the 
adolescent  needs  of  the  junior  high  student  in  his  early  teens 
conform  to  the  program  pattern  of  a six  year  senior  high  school 
housing  grades  7 through  12. 

The  Cochituate  addition  will  ease  the  enrollment  pressures 
in  the  elementary  schools,  and  most  of  the  grades  will  be  estab- 
lished at  or  near  a normal  pupil-teacher  ratio.  The  new  class- 
rooms will  be  modern  and  up-to-date  both  in  general  structure 
and  equipment,  offering  a school  environment  conducive  to  an 
excellent  teaching-learning  situation.  Also,  facilities  such  as  the 
cafeteria  and  auditorium-gymnasium  will  prove  of  immeasur- 
able worth  to  the  students  and  community  at  large. 

In  the  High  School,  the  new  vocational  courses  and  the 
improved  program  resulting  from  adequate  laboratories,  gym- 
nasium, study-hall,  cafeteria,  and  other  affiliated  facilities  will 
guarantee  our  continuing  progress  as  a Class  A Massachusetts 
High  School.  Among  general  program  changes  contemplated 
are:  (1)  inclusion  of  required  courses  in  general  shop  for  boys 
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and  home  economics  for  girls,  both  beginning  in  grades  7 and 
8,  (2)  physical  education  supervision  for  all  boys  grades  1-12 
similar  to  the  program  presently  operating  for  girls,  (3)  im- 
proved guidance  program,  particularly  on  the  junior-senior  high 
school  level,  (4)  expanded  offerings  in  art  and  music,  includ- 
ing instrumental  training  not  presently  offered,  and  (5)  public 
speaking,  dramatics,  choral  opportunities,  and  debating  com- 
mensurate with  our  new  stage  and  auditorium  facilities. 

ENROLLMENT 

As  a result  of  the  war  and  post-war  boom  in  births,  the 
United  States  will  have  a record  number  of  children  of  school 
age  in  the  1950’s.  More  than  5,000,000  children  will  probably 
be  added  to  the  elementary  school  population  in  the  next  ten 
years.  Not  only  the  beginners,  but  the  elementary  school  popu- 
lation as  a whole  will  grow  very  considerably  in  the  years  ahead. 
The  high  school  increase  will  parallel  the  upward  trend  of  the 
elementary  school  but  with  a lag  of  from  six  to  eight  years. 
Thus,  the  peak  in  new  elementary  school  admissions  may  be 
expected  around  1953,  but  the  high  school  load  will  not  be  felt 
until  1960. 

The  predictions  for  grade  enrollments  in  Way  land  this 
past  September  proved  accurate  with  a total  of  837  students 
being  admitted.  A prediction  range  of  from  835  to  850  had 
been  prepared  by  the  School  Department. 

Variables  such  as  economic  extremes,  war,  mobility  of 
population,  shifts  of  industries,  private  and  parochial  school 
enrollments,  and  health  factors  make  it  extremely  difficult  to 
predict  school  age  populations  over  a long  period  of  time.  Only 
expected  trends  may  be  indicated  with  any  degree  of  accuracy. 
Nevertheless,  citizen  interest  warrants  a long-range  projection 
estimate  of  our  present  enrollment  by  grades  through  June  1959.

The  above  list  of  resignations  offers  mute  testimony  of  the 
continuing  shortage  of  well-qualified  teachers,  particularly  on 
the  primary  grade  level.  The  following  reasons  were  submitted 
among  the  resignations : three  to  remain  at  home,  three  to 
accept  professional  posts  at  considerably  higher  salaries,  and 
one  to  enter  business.  The  resignation  creating  the  greatest 
amount  of  interest  and  regret  was  that  of  Headmaster  Rad- 
cliffe  Morrill  of  the  High  School.  He  left  in  July  to  assume 
the  principalship  of  the  Concord  High  School.  To  replace  Mr. 
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Morrill,  the  School  Committee  investigated  a number  of  candi- 
dates and  elected  Stanley  L.  Clement  of  Hanover,  Massachu- 
setts as  the  new  Headmaster  of  Way  land  High  School.  Mr. 
Clement  is  the  recipient  of  Bachelor’s  and  Master’s  degrees,  his 
training  having  been  received  at  Colby  College  and  the  Univer- 
sity of  Maine.  His  administrative  experience  covers  a period 
of  sixteen  years  in  both  Maine  and  Massachusetts  communities. 
Since  1941,  Mr.  Clement  served  as  high  school  principal  in  Han- 
over, Massachusetts. 

EDUCATIONAL  LEGISLATION  IN  1948 

Recognizing  that  the  public  schools  are  more  than  a local 
problem,  the  1948  Legislature  enacted  two  state-aid-to-schools 
laws.  Both  represent  significant  forward  steps  in  education  and 
provide  a substantial  measure  of  aid  to  Wayland. 

The  first  law,  recorded  as  Chapter  643,  promotes  the 
equalization  of  educational  opportunity  in  the  public  schools  of 
the  Commonwealth  and  the  equalization  of  the  burden  of  cost 
of  schools  to  the  respective  towns.  Under  the  old  Chapter  70, 
Wayland  received  state  reimbursement  each  year  to  a limited 
degree.  For  the  school  year  just  completed  $5,765  will  be 
credited  to  the  General  Fund.  At  the  close  of  the  1948-1949 
term,  approximately  $25,000  will  be  returned  to  the  town,  con- 
stituting a $19,000  school-aid  increase.  With  all  school  aids 
credited,  including  Chapter  679  which  assists  in  the  transporta- 
tion of  students,  $31,000  will  be  realized.  This  amount  approxi- 
mates 23%  of  the  total  school  budget. 

The  second  legislative  enactment  is  Chapter  645,  which 
relates  to  school  building  aid.  Briefly,  this  law  provides  state 
construction  grants  of  from  20%  to  50%  of  the  approved  cost 
of  new  school  buildings  or  the  enlargement  of  existing  build- 
ings. Subject  to  final  approval  by  the  School  Building  Assist- 
ance Commission,  which  administers  the  statute,  Wayland  will 
be  reimbursed  in  the  vicinity  of  35%  of  the  cost  of  its  over-all 
school  building  project. 

MISCELLANEOUS  MATTERS 

(1)  During  the  past  year,  our  plant  facilities  were 
improved  to  the  following  extent : 

The  first  grade  classroom  in  the  Center  School  was  fur- 
nished with  modern  tubular  steel  table-desk  and  chair  units, 
eliminating  pupil  furniture  over  fifty  years  of  age.  This  instal- 
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lation  is  in  line  with  the  previously  stated  policy  of  the  School 
Department  to  replace  obsolete  classroom  equipment  as  rapidly 
as  possible.  Two  other  Center  School  classrooms  have  been 
placed  in  the  new  furniture  schedule  for  1949. 

Additional  classroom  improvements  involved  the  replacing 
of  old  blackboards  with  cork  bulletin  boards  in  several  of  the 
elementary  grades. 

Dental  clinic  funds  were  used  in  the  spring  to  purchase  a 
dental  chair  for  the  Center  School  which  answers  a long  felt 
need,  and  further  improves  this  clinical  service. 

(2)  The  cafeteria  program  continues  to  operate  efficiently 
as  a marginal  venture  in  both  the  Center  School  and  High 
School.  With  subsidy  assistance  from  the  Federal  government, 
it  has  remained  self-supporting  and  to  date  has  not  required 
town  appropriated  funds.  Many  communities,  however,  faced 
with  sharply  rising  food  and  labor  costs  have  found  it  necessary 
to  underwrite  similar  projects  through  the  regular  School 
Department  budget. 

Adding  to  the  stove,  sink,  and  refrigerator  units  already 
received  from  the  government,  potato  peelers  were  allocated  to 
our  cafeterias  and  installed  in  August. 

(3)  As  a phase  of  our  over-all  testing  program,  the 
elementary  grades  were  given  a battery  of  achievement  tests  in 
the  early  fall.  The  first  grades  were  checked  by  means  of  a 
general  readiness  test,  and  grades  2 through  8 subjected  to  tests 
in  major  subject  fields  such  as  reading,  arithmetic,  science,  social 
studies,  and  language.  Tests  given  at  this  period  of  the  school 
year  are  used  for  diagnostic  purposes  in  determining  student 
strengths  and  weaknesses  so  that  we  may  adapt  our  curriculum 
offerings  accordingly.  In  general,  the  results  showed  our  schools 
to  be  progressing  normally  in  terms  of  national  median  scores. 

(4)  Two  personnel  changes  were  made  during  the  year 
outside  the  instructional  staff.  Thomas  Murray,  a long  time 
resident  of  the  town,  replaced  Arthur  Bittle  as  custodian  at  the 
Center  School.  Because  of  the  pressure  of  his  private  prac- 
tice, Dr.  Reid  Rawding  resigned  as  School  Dentist  early  in  the 
year  and  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  Franklin  Saul.  Dr.  Saul  is  a 
graduate  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  Dental  School  and 
served  in  the  U.  S.  Navy  during  World  War  II. 

(5)  Each  year  the  School  Department  cooperates  with 
teacher-training  institutions  in  setting  up  cadet  practice  in  the 
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system.  Three  colleges  now  send  their  students  here  for  that 
purpose.  It  has  been  our  experience  that  such  an  arrangement 
works  to  the  mutual  advantage  of  the  college  and  the  town. 

In  closing,  I urge  your  consideration  of  the  following 
reports  of  subordinate  officers  which  describe  in  limited  detail 
this  year’s  record  of  accomplishment  in  the  Wayland  Public 
Schools.  Speaking  for  my  associates  in  the  department,  I grate- 
fully acknowledge  the  encouragement  given  us  in  our  important 
work,  and  thank  you  for  your  sympathetic  understanding  of  the 
needs  of  our  students.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I am  pleased  to  submit  my  first  report  as  headmaster  of 
Way  land  High  School.  Although  I have  been  here  less  than 
one  half  of  one  school  year,  I have  been  particularly  impressed 
by  the  cordiality  manifested  by  the  people  of  Wayland,  by  the 
outstanding  leadership  of  the  superintendent  of  schools,  by  the 
efficient  work  of  the  school  committee,  by  the  cooperation  of 
the  faculty,  and  by  the  enthusiasm  of  the  students. 

I feel  fortunate  to  have  followed  as  capable  an  educator 
as  former  headmaster,  Radcliffe  Morrill,  whose  fine  work 
brought  about  many  improvements  in  the  program  of  activity 
of  the  school  and  whose  organization  provided  for  the  smooth 
beginning  of  a new  school  year. 

ENROLLMENT 

The  enrollment  on  October  first  was  211,  the  largest  in  the 
history  of  the  school.  It  is  distributed  as  follows : Freshmen 

(Grade  9)  66;  Sophomores  (Grade  10)  51;  Juniors  (Grade 
11)  47;  Seniors  (Grade  12)  47.  Of  this  number,  108  are  boys 
and  103  are  girls.  The  percentage  of  attendance  so  far  is  well 
over  95%,  which  is  excellent  especially  for  December.  Tardi- 
ness is  still  a problem  for  us,  however,  and  one  which  parents 
can  help  us  a great  deal  in  solving. 

The  graduating  class  in  June,  1949,  will  be  by  far  the 
largest  we  have  had.  A large  number  of  these  students  are 
already  placed  in  advanced  schools  or  businesses. 

In  June,  1948,  thirty-five  students  were  graduated.  Six 
of  this  number  are  attending  college;  three  are  attending  junior 
college;  two  are  attending  schools  of  accounting;  one  is  attend- 
ing nursing  school;  and  one  is  attending  preparatory  school. 
Two  boys  have  entered  the  service ; one  girl  is  married ; four 
boys  are  working  on  farms  or  construction  work,  while  thirteen 
are  holding  responsible  business  positions. 
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COURSES  OF  STUDY 

Because  only  the  more  gifted  used  to  attend  high  school, 
college  entrance  requirements  largely  dictated  the  secondary 
school  courses  of  study.  These  were  dominated  by  college  pre- 
paratory subjects.  Even  today  we  stress  the  study  of  4 or  5 
years  of  foreign  language  and  yet  require  only  one  year  of  a 
study  of  our  own  country.  We  study  maps  of  foreign  con- 
tinents but  seldom  map  our  own  community  or  state.  We 
expound  the  theories  of  Chemistry  and  Physics  but  seldom  visit 
local  industrial  plants  or  discuss  present  production  methods. 
The  old  formal  education  was  acceptable  for  the  earlier  high 
school  population,  but  today  nearly  every  child  is  a secondary 
pupil.  The  program  of  studies  must  contribute  to  preparation 
for  well  rounded  citizenship.  The  school  must  become  a com- 
munity itself  and  resemble  life,  in  order  to  give  actual  practice 
in  what  it  attempts  to  improve.  In  addition  to  preparation  for 
college,  experiences  should  be  provided  in  activities  which 
citizens  are  actually  going  to  perform.  Pupils  should  be  taught 
to  do  better  the  desirable  things  they  are  going  to  do  anyway. 
We  are  judged  not  by  what  we  know,  but  what  we  do.  What 
we  are  tomorrow  depends  on  our  schools  today.  If  our  democ- 
racy is  to  continue  to  function  efficiently,  our  youth  must  appre- 
ciate and  practice  the  principles  upon  which  our  country  was 
founded. 

With  construction  well  underway,  we  are  all  looking  for- 
ward enthusiastically  to  the  completion  of  the  two  new  wings 
to  our  building  and  the  change  to  the  6-6  plan.  Among  the 
many  advantages  will  be  well  equipped  Home  Economics  and 
Shop  suites,  expanded  Science  suite,  expanded  office  space, 
present  gymnasium  changed  into  a combination  Library,  Study 
Hall,  and  Cafeteria  meeting  three  long  existing  needs,  and  the 
use  of  a new  and  much  larger  gym  where  girls’  and  boys’  physi- 
cal education  may  be  carried  on  simultaneously. 

The  present  curriculum  at  Wayland  is  dominated  by  college 
preparatory  subjects  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  at  the  present  time 
only  about  25%  of  our  pupils  are  able  to  go  to  college.  In 
grades  11  and  12  particularly  there  are  few  general  subjects  for 
non-college  people.  Consequently,  many  who  cannot  cope  with 
the  material  are  enrolled  in  college  preparatory  courses  in 
language,  science,  and  mathematics,  or  advanced  business.  They 
not  only  get  limited  value  but  handicap  the  remainder  of  the 
class. 
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With  the  reorganization  coming  from  the  inauguration  of 
the  6-6  plan  next  fall,  opportunity  will  be  provided  to  greatly 
help  the  general  students.  All  pupils  are  required  to  take  at 
least  four  major  subjects  and  a minor,  Physical  Education. 
English  is  required  each  year  and  provides  one  major.  Because 
Social  Studies  are  regarded  as  the  core  and  heart  of  present 
day  education,  it  is  recommended  that  a Social  Science  Course 
be  required  each  year.  At  present  only  United  States  History 
is  required,  although  World  Geography,  World  History,  and 
Problems  of  Democracy  are  taught.  The  program  might  be 
Civics,  including  Occupations  for  grade  9,  World  History  in 
grade  10.  United  States  History  in  grade  11,  and  Problems  of 
Democracy  in  grade  12.  General  Science  would  continue  to  be 
required  in  grade  9 and  Biology  in  grade  10. 

College  people  could  complete  their  programs  from  Latin 
(2  years),  French  (3  years),  Algebra  (2  years),  Plane  Geome- 
try, Solid  Geometry,  Trigonometry,  Chemistry  and  Physics. 
Business  students  would  choose  from  Typing  (2  years),  Sten- 
ography (2  years),  Bookkeeping  (2  years),  and  Office  Practice. 

The  50%  of  the  school  population  not  included  in  the  two 
above  groups  will  find  a choice  more  befitting  their  abilities. 
The  installation  of  the  Shop  program  will  help  greatly.  All 
students  may  profit  from  work  which  requires  manual  skill. 
Accuracy,  planning,  neatness  and  logical  thinking  can  be  learned 
by  working  with  material  interesting  and  easy  to  comprehend. 

Students  in  grades  9 and  10  would  need  but  one  more  sub- 
ject to  make  four  majors.  For  this  and  extra  courses  Fresh- 
men might  choose  from  General  Mathematics,  General  Business 
Training,  Shop  and  Household  Science.  Sophomores  might 
take  World  Geography,  Bookkeeping,  Shop  and  Home  Man- 
agement. 

In  grades  11  and  12,  where  the  need  is  more  apparent, 
General  students  would  need  two  more  major  subjects  to  make 
four.  These  might  be  chosen  from  Consumer  Economics,  Com- 
mercial Law  and  Salesmanship,  Home  and  Family  Life,  Shop, 
Consumer  Science,  and  Physiology,  the  latter  including  First 
Aid  and  Safety.  Consumer  Science  and  Physiology  would  be 
new  subjects.  Business  students  would  also  be  able  to  benefit 
from  these  subjects. 

Minor  subjects  would  include  required  Physical  Education, 
free  hand  Art,  Mechanical  Drawing,  Reading  Improvement, 
Typing  for  Personal  Use  and  Refresher  Arithmetic.  It  is  hoped

to  be  able  to  add  Orientation,  including  How  to  Study,  and  pos- 
sibly Public  Speaking. 

STUDENT  COUNCIL— ACTIVITIES 

Teaching  young  people  to  live  together  is  perhaps  the  most 
difficult  but  at  the  same  time  the  most  satisfying  task  of  the 
secondary  school.  At  Wayland  the  growth  of  the  democratic 
way  of  life  is  promoted  by  furnishing  life  situations  in  which 
student  participation  enhances  social  intelligence. 

The  Student  Council  exemplifies  the  representative  form 
of  government.  It  helps  establish  and  modify  school  policy  and 
routine  procedure  and  performs  many  activities  which  keep 
the  school  running  more  smoothly.  It  provides  an  outstanding 
way  of  training  young  people  to  guide  each  other. 

The  Council's  two  projects  of  the  fall  have  been  the  estab- 
lishment of  a system  of  athletic  awards  with  definite  standards, 
and  the  arranging  of  an  assembly  program. 

ASSEMBLIES 

The  assembly  program  is  well  balanced  and  provides  for 
about  three  assemblies  a month.  Educational  and  guidance 
values  come  from  films  and  outside  speakers  telling  about 
advanced  schools,  improving  personality,  getting  a job,  and 
being  successful.  Outstanding  entertainment  comes  from  four 
so-called  paid  assemblies.  This  year  these  include  a radio 
broadcast  show,  a mentalist,  a professional  investigator,  and  a 
magician.  These  four  programs  were  chosen  only  after  care- 
ful consideration  of  many  possibilities.  The  Student  Council 
has  already  planned  to  participate  in  the  National  Assembly 
Service  in  1949-50  and  has  chosen  five  programs  recognized  as 
outstanding  in  the  country. 

School  morale  is  fostered  by  rallies  and  outstanding 
achievement  is  recognized  with  the  presentation  of  awards. 

About  the  most  worth  while  of  the  assemblies  are  those 
which  students  themselves  present.  The  Dramatic  Club,  the 
Music  Clubs,  the  National  Honor  Society,  the  Juniors  and  the 
Sophomores  are  all  sponsoring  assemblies  where  the  program 
is  furnished  by  students. 

OTHER  ACTIVITIES 

Transcripts  for  advanced  school  and  for  jobs  emphasize 
four  items : Scholarship,  Attendance,  Citizenship  and  Activities. 
The  last  three  items  are  taking  on  equal  importance  with  schol- 
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arship,  especially  activities  participated  in,  awards  received, 
offices  held,  etc. 

Wayland  High  School  has  a well  rounded  Activity  Pro- 
gram. Besides  the  Student  Council,  the  Dramatic  Club  has 
sponsored  two  assemblies  and  aided  in  others.  The  English 
Classes  have  published  the  Chatterbox,  the  school  newspaper. 
The  Seniors  annually  produce  a most  outstanding  yearbook. 
The  Projectors’  Club  enables  extended  use  of  the  school  sound 
film  projector  and  the  wire  recorder.  The  National  Honor 
Society  sponsored  the  Education  Week  assembly  and  is  working 
on  a school  handbook.  Way-Co,  the  school  cooperative  store, 
continues  to  be  successfully  operated  by  the  Consumer  Eco- 
nomics Class. 

Wayland  students  participated  in  the  annual  American 
Legion  Oratorical  Contest  and  the  Junior  Town  Meeting  of  the 
Air.  In  the  social  line,  four  big  dances  provided  long  remem- 
bered enjoyment  as  well  as  training  in  the  courtesies  of  social 
behavior  and  providing  an  opportunity  for  the  assumption  of 
responsibility  by  working  on  committees. 

The  Music  Department  features  a mixed  chorus  and  a 
Girls’  Glee  Club  whose  main  project  for  1949  is  the  presenta- 
tion of  the  operetta,  “Belle  of  Bagdad.”  It  is  hoped  to  enlarge 
the  Music  Department  by  having  a Boys’  Glee  Club,  an  Orches- 
tra, and  Band,  the  latter  two  to  have  not  only  regular  rehear- 
sals but  sectional  and  individual  work  as  well. 

Major  sports  are  sponsored  in  each  of  the  three  seasons  for 
both  boys  and  girls.  Playing  of  Junior  Varsity  as  well  as  Var- 
sity schedules  has  enabled  all  members  of  our  large  squads  to 
get  in  games.  We  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  Wayland  High 
Association  for  award  jackets,  a fine  banquet  and  help  in  buy- 
ing athletic  equipment. 

FACULTY  MEETINGS 

The  bi-monthly  faculty  meeting  program  has  not  only  pro- 
vided a medium  for  the  discussion  of  school  routine  but  this 
year  has  taken  for  a general  discussion  topic,  “School  Activi- 
ties.” These  have  been  evaluated  for  aims,  procedure,  corre- 
lation and  service  to  the  school.  During  these  meetings,  next 
year’s  program  of  activity  has  been  kept  constantly  in  mind. 

GUIDANCE 

A Guidance  program  is  taking  definite  form  at  Wayland 
High  School.  It  features  nine  items.  1.  Educational  Guidance 
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— adjustments  within  school,  planning  school  careers,  choosing 
and  securing  admittance  to  advanced  schools.  2.  Vocational 
— occupational  information,  career  days,  cooperative  work. 
3.  Personal — discipline,  social,  etc.  4.  Testing — intelligence, 
achievement,  aptitude,  standard  subject  tests.  5.  Records — 
permanent  record  card,  test  record  card,  cumulative  guidance 
and  follow-up  record,  health  card,  personality  rating  sheet  and 
pupil  folders  for  other  personal  information.  6.  Group  activ- 
ity— home  room,  assemblies,  etc.  7.  Regular  courses — explora- 
tory courses,  movies,  field  trips,  etc.  8.  Placement — part-time 
work  during  school,  help  in  getting  a future  job.  9.  Follow-up. 

The  heavy  load  now  carried  by  faculty  members  does  not 
permit  adequate  time  for  Guidance  work.  A large  part  of  the 
personal  counseling  is  of  necessity  being  done  by  the  head- 
master, while  Miss  Merrithew  as  class  advisor,  has  worked 
efficiently  with  the  seniors.  It  is  hoped  that  another  year  one 
or  more  teachers  may  be  freed  part  time  to  promote  this  vital 
service. 

TO  PARENTS 

We  wish  to  enlist  the  cooperation  of  parents  in  minimizing 
the  wasting  of  time  and  effort  in  school.  In  addition  to  the 
regular  report  cards,  Warning  Cards  are  sent  home  as  needed 
midway  in  the  marking  period.  Parents  are  contacted  in  cases 
of  excessive  absence,  excessive  tardiness,  and  lack  of  coopera- 
tion. Absentees  are  asked  to  bring  a note  on  the  day  of  return 
and  make  up  work  within  a given  time.  Excusable  absences  are 
only  those  involving  sickness.  For  other  absences  the  school 
should  be  contacted  in  advance  to  prevent  the  absence  being 
unexcused.  Parents  are  urged  to  arrange  for  shopping,  visit- 
ing, dentist  appointments,  work,  etc.  after  school,  Saturdays  or 
vacations.  Excessive  absence  not  only  greatly  detracts  from 
the  value  of  school  but  makes  much  extra  work  by  individual 
attention  required  for  make-up  work.  The  student’s  place  is  in 
the  school  unless  there  is  a real  necessity  for  his  absence. 

We  wish  parents  would  promote  regular  and  systematic 
home  study.  We  wish  especially  that  they  would  urge  their 
children  to  cooperate,  avoid  wasting  time  and  get  as  much  as 
possible  out  of  school. 

Parents  are  welcome  to  visit  school  and  to  discuss  problems 
with  the  headmaster  or  teachers  at  any  time  outside  regular 
school  hours.  Definite  appointments  are  desirable. 
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EDUCATION  WEEK 

Wishing  to  bring  the  parents  and  the  school  closer  together, 
the  big  feature  of  the  observance  of  American  Education  Week 
in  November  was  a Parents’  Night  held  in  conjunction  with  the 
regular  P.T.A.  as  a medium  for  parents  working  in  closer  har- 
mony with  the  school. 

Other  features  of  the  work  included : discussions  of  daily 
topics,  making  of  Educational  Posters,  writing  essays  on  Edu- 
cational Topics  and  an  Education  Week  assembly  sponsored  by 
the  National  Honor  Society  whose  members  participated  in  a 
panel  discussion. 

I feel  that  Wayland  has  a splendid  group  of  capable  young 
people.  I sincerely  appreciate  their  cooperation  and  that  of  the 
faculty,  superintendent,  school  committee  and  other  citizens  of 
Wayland  in  helping  make  our  school  a more  useful  institution.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  PHYSICAL 
EDUCATION 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Physical  education  is  education  by  means  of  physical  activ- 
ities. It  is  concerned  with  activities  of  the  muscular  system  of 
the  body  and  related  factors  which  influence  the  development  of 
the  child  and  the  physical  and  social  efficiency  of  the  adult. 

By  keeping  the  above  thoughts  in  mind,  the  physical  educa- 
tion program  of  the  Wayland  Schools  is  planned  and  con- 
structed. 

Activities  continue  from  grade  one  through  grade  twelve. 
In  the  primary  grades,  activities  including  rhythms,  singing 
games,  fundamental  locomotions,  games  of  low  organization, 
and  big  muscle  activities  are  presented.  Through  these  particu- 
lar activities,  the  children  learn  to  develop  alertness  and  quick 
response  to  situations,  control  and  grace  of  bodily  movements, 
courage,  self-control,  courtesy,  obedience,  cooperation,  and 
initiative. 

In  the  intermediate  grades,  many  of  the  above  activities  are 
presented  but  in  more  advanced  forms.  One  of  the  main  activ- 
ities presented  at  this  level  is  team  games  of  low  organization, 
in  which  the  children  learn  to  get  along  together  in  groups, 
choose  leaders,  and  reason  their  own  problems  of  a game. 

Team  games  as  soccer,  touch  football,  volleyball,  and  bas- 
ketball are  introduced  in  the  upper  grades.  Here  much  emphasis 
is  placed  on  team  work,  cooperation,  and  student  leaders.  Other 
activities  include  classroom  games,  gymnastics,  stunts,  folk  and 
square  dancing. 

Beginning  in  the  fifth  grade  of  both  schools,  Cochituate 
and  Center,  the  boys  and  girls  have  separate  classes,  the  boys 
under  the  direction  of  a man  instructor. 

In  the  elementary  schools,  all  competition  has  been  kept 
within  each  grade  with  the  exception  of  the  fifth  and  sixth 
grades. 
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On  the  junior  high  level,  the  boys’  physical  education 
classes  are  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Clement  Hasenfus  in  the 
Cochituate  School  and  Mr.  Samuel  Strickland  in  the  Center 
School.  The  Wayland  boys  have  been  fortunate  this  year  in 
being  able  to  hold  their  winter  activities  in  the  High  School 
gymnasium  which  also  is  true  for  the  fifth  and  sixth  grade  boys 
of  this  school.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  in  the  Cochituate  School 
there  is  no  opportunity  for  the  above,  regular  activities  in  sports 
have  been  carried  on. 

Activities  of  the  junior  high  girls  include  soccer,  softball, 
basketball,  tumbling,  gymnastics,  games,  and  dancing.  There 
also  has  been  an  opportunity  for  some  after  school  activities  in 
both  schools  this  year.  These  have  included  soccer  and  bowling. 

In  the  High  School,  regular  physical  education  classes  are 
conducted  twice  a week  for  both  the  boys  and  the  girls.  In 
these  classes,  activities  which  lead  to  after  school  activities  are 
presented,  and  activities  which  can  be  carried  over  into  leisure 
time.  The  extra-curricular  program  includes  football  and  field 
hockey  in  the  fall,  basketball  in  the  winter,  and  baseball  and 
softball  in  the  .spring.  Interschool  schedules  are  planned  .in  all 
of  these  sports  for  boys  and  girls. 

In  looking  forward  to  the  new  additions  of  both  the 
Cochituate  School  and  the  High  School,  the  physical  education 
program  of  the  Wayland  Schools  will  be  expanded  considerably. 

May  I,  on  behalf  of  the  members,  of  the  Physical  Educa- 
tion Department  and  myself,  thank  all  those  who  have  in  any 
way  helped  to  make  this  program  one  in  which  the  children  of 
Wayland  will  have  a richer  and  better  rounded  educational  pro- 
gram.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ART  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  art  supervisor  of 
the  Way  land  Schools. 

Art  is  making  or  creating  objects  through  the  transforma- 
tion of  media  and  materials.  It  deals  with  imagination,  ideas, 
feelings,  and  ideals.  Life,  form,  color,  tone,  and  texture  are 
the  basic  elements.  It  is  the  putting  together  of  ideas.  Original 
work,  called  creative  art,  is  the  result  of  imagination,  initiative, 
and  invention.  What  is  more  stimulating  than  to  see  the  results 
of  the  children  as  they  enlarge  on  ideas  given  them  and  create 
their  own  little  masterpieces?  I believe  there  is  more  than  just 
to  teach  art  as  a subject.  It  is  not  merely  the  picture  displayed 
but  what  the  child  takes  with  him.  It  may  not  be  used  today 
or  tomorrow,  but  it  should  be  an  experience  and  tend  to  develop 
the  child’s  abilities,  attitudes,  and  appreciation. 

This  past  year,  I have  had  meetings  with  the  teachers  to 
see  wherein  the  art  could  have  a more  functional  part  in  the 
program.  I feel  the  teachers  should  have  more  recognition  for 
the  part  they  play  in  making  the  work  so  beneficial  to  the  stu- 
dents. Their  stimulus  is  what  keeps  the  pupils’  interest  in  many 
of  the  unit  study  groups  at  a high  level. 

Among  the  extra  curricular  projects  were  scenery  con- 
structed and  painted,  a papier-mache  cow,  and  programs  and 
posters  for  the  operetta.  Many  enjoyed  the  windows  at  Christ- 
mas, sandtables,  clay  modeling,  murals,  finger  painting,  and 
blackboard  decorations.  These  activities  could  not  be  completed 
without  the  classroom  teachers  and  principals  giving  extra  time 
and  thought  to  their  execution.  Many  of  the  teachers  procured 
additional  materials  from  libraries  and  museums  as  visual  aids 
for  their  classes.  These  are  indirectly  art  aids  also. 

In  the  High  School,  the  students  have  painted  scenery  for 
several  activities.  With  mechanical  drawing  classes  also  present 
during  the  period,  the  students  have  become  very  efficient  with 
only  occasional  supervision. 
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The  response  to  an  art  workshop  in  conjunction  with  the 
Natick,  Sudbury,  and  Sherborn  Schools  was  very  heartily 
endorsed  by  the  teachers.  This  being  after  school  and  a strenu- 
ous work  period,  I was  very  gratified  by  the  participation  and 
results.  I am  sure  many  of  the  teachers  were  surprised  at  their 
creative  abilities  and  also  gained  more  respect  for  the  efforts  of 
their  children.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  VOCAL 
MUSIC 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  very  much  increased  interest  in  musical  activities  dur- 
ing- the  past  year  has  been  most  gratifying.  Enrollment  in  the 
high  school  chorus,  an  elective  subject,  has  jumped  from  sixty 
members  to  eighty-five,  and  twenty-six  high  school  students 
have  been  active  in  the  Wayland  Community  Chorus.  Follow- 
ing the  successful  Christmas  pageant  of  December,  1947,  the 
high  school  chorus  put  on  commendable  performances  both  at 
the  dramatic  production  and  again  at  graduation  time.  Some 
effort  to  have  an  all  girl  chorus  has  been  made,  but  lack  of  time 
in  a very  close  schedule  has  made  this  extremely  difficult.  How- 
ever, it  is  hoped  that  something  more  productive  along  this  line 
may  be  fitted  in  during  the  coming  school  year.  At  present, 
we  are  going  into  rehearsals  for  the  operetta,  “The  Belle  of 
Bagdad.”  I believe  we  have  some  exceptional  talent.  The 
profits  from  this  enterprise  will  go  toward  the  purchase  of  a 
grand  piano  for  the  new  auditorium. 

To  go  beyond  our  own  small  community  for  a moment,  let 
us  look  at  what  is  being  done  in  the  nation  at  large.  To  stimu- 
late our  high  school  people  and  their  parents  to  an  increasing 
interest  in  good  music,  the  Columbia  Broadcasting  System  and 
the  new  sponsor  of  the  New  York  Philharmonic- Symphony 
Broadcasts,  the  Standard  Oil  Company  of  New  York,  are  select- 
ing and  inviting  from  all  over  the  United  States  high  school 
boys  and  girls  to  come  to  New  York,  all  expenses  paid,  for  a 
very  special  “Week-end  with  Music.”  Those  fortunate  enough 
to  be  chosen  will  attend  the  best  musical  events  to  be  found  in 
New  York — opera,  concerts,  ballet,  theatrical  performances  and 
rehearsals,  and  will  meet  celebrities  distinguished  in  the  field  of 
music.  Then  on  Sunday  afternoon,  they  will  attend  the  Phil- 
harmonic Concert  and  be  presented  and  interviewed  on  a coast- 
to-coast  broadcast  with  Mr.  Deems  Taylor,  composer  and  critic. 
Because  of  marked  achievement  and  interest  in  music,  Mr. 
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Clement  and  I have  submitted  the  names  of  two  students  from 
Wayland  High  School  to  the  National  Advisory  Board.  We 
sincerely  hope  that  both  will  receive  the  final  official  invitation, 
and  all  our  best  wishes  go  with  them. 

In  the  grade  schools,  the  everyday  work  of  learning  how  to 
enjoy  and  participate  in  vocal  music,  how  to  read  music  by  the 
tonic  sol-fa  system,  and  how  to  blend  their  voices  in  harmony 
continues.  Last  spring,  the  students  of  the  Wayland  Center 
School  presented  the  operetta,  “The  Magic  Beanstalk,”  which 
was  received  most  enthusiastically  by  parents  and  townspeople. 
With  the  money  earned,  a combination  wire  recorder,  radio,  and 
record  player  was  purchased.  I note  that  the  machine  is  in  great 
demand  by  the  teachers  and  pupils,  and  is  proving  most  useful 
in  many  ways. 

Due  to  lack  of  facilities,  the  Cochituate  School  has  been 
able  to  present  little  public  work.  However,  at  the  P.T.A. 
meeting  which  I am  to  address  in  January,  a group  of  pupils 
from  the  second  grade  will  demonstrate  the  beginning  of  note 
reading,  and  another  group  from  grades  seven  and  eight  will 
give  a short  program  of  two  and  three  part  singing.  As  soon 
as  the  school  has  its  own  auditorium,  they  will  begin  to  partici- 
pate in  different  musical  events. 

May  I take  this  opportunity  to  once  again  thank  the  stu- 
dents, teachers,  principals,  parents,  and  you  for  your  sincere 
and  generous  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PENMANSHIP  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I am  pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  opera- 
tion of  the  handwriting  program  in  the  Wayland  schools  for 
the  school  year  of  1947-48. 

In  the  initial  handwriting  tests  administered  in  January, 
1947,  8.6%  of  your  pupils  received  a grade  of  “A”  (Excel- 
lent) ; 18.4%  received  a grade  of  “B”  (Good)  ; and  73%  were 
graded  less  than  “B.”  In  the  tests  administered  in  June,  1948, 
65.8%  of  your  pupils  received  a grade  of  “A”  (Excellent)  ; 
13.2%  received  a grade  of  “B”  (Good)  ; and  20.9%  were  grad- 
ed less  than  “B.” 

During  the  last  school  year,  we  graded  approximately  5,500 
formal  and  16,500  informal  samples  of  handwriting  for  your 
pupils.  A formal  test  was  administered  monthly  and  a report 
was  furnished  each  teacher  giving  a careful  diagnosis  of  the 
handwriting  of  each  pupil  in  her  room. 

Handwriting  certificates  were  awarded  to  67%  of  your 
eighth  grade  pupils. 

We  furnished  the  following  instructional  materials : 
monthly  teachers'  outlines,  pupil  folder  outlines,  room  motiva- 
tion certificates,  handedness  tests,  individual  handwriting  cer- 
tificates for  eighth  grade  pupils  who  qualified,  monthly  and 
term  envelopes,  seals,  etc. 

My  supervisors  join  with  me  in  expressing  our  apprecia- 
tion for  the  splendid  cooperation  we  have  received  from  you 
and  your  teachers  at  all  times.  We  are  very  pleased  with  the 
results  obtained  in  your  schools.

The  high  school  boys  received  the  regular 
army  physical.

During  the  past  year,  many  innovations  came  about  in 
order  that  the  clinics  could  be  run  more  efficiently  and  pleasant- 
ly. A second-hand  chair  purchased  for  the  Center  School  added 
greatly  to  the  comfort  and  efficiency  of  dental  operations. 

In  the  fall,  during  examinations,  a new  system  of  record- 
ing was  inaugurated.  New  cards  were  used  to  chart  the  teeth 
of  each  patient  and  to  keep  a chronological  record  of  the  work 
done  on  each  visit.  An  attempt  was  also  made  to  speed  up  the 
working  time  by  taking  care  of  only  those  permanent  teeth 
which  were  defective  and  emergencies  on  deciduous  (baby) 
teeth. 

On  a small  scale,  we  have  attempted  to  check  back  on  those 
patients  who  signified  their  intentions  of  going  to  their  family 
dentist  and  have  found  that  few  have  done  so.  It  is  a sad  com- 
mentary on  our  modern  living  when  facilities  for  health  are 
available  and  not  taken  advantage  of.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I hereby  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1948. 

The  school  physician  was  assisted  at  the  yearly  physical 
examinations  in  the  fall  as  heretofore.  Notices  of  defects  were 
sent  to  the  parents  and  in  many  cases  home  visits  were  made  to 
urge  parents  to  consult  family  physicians. 

A Toxoid  Clinic  for  the  prevention  of  diphtheria,  spon- 
sored by  the  Board  of  Health,  was  held.  At  the  clinic,  any 
school  child  who  has  not  been  immunized  is  given  the  oppor- 
tunity to  receive  these  Toxoid  treatments  by  the  school  doctor. 
Parents  are  urged  to  take  advantage  of  the  clinic. 

Pupils  were  weighed  and  measured  every  three  months  dur- 
ing the  school  year. 

The  school  dentist  was  assisted  two  mornings  a week  at 
the  Dental  Clinic,  which  was  held  in  the  Wayland  and  Cochitu- 
ate  Buildings. 

In  May,  a pre-school  conference  was  conducted  in  Way- 
land  and  later  another  in  Cochituate.  Children  attending  were 
examined  by  Dr.  Corey.  Parents  were  urged  to  have  their 
children's  physical  defects  corrected  before  they  entered  school 
in  September.  Some  children  were  unable  to  attend  the  con- 
ferences, but  were  examined  by  the  family  physician.  Miss 
Morrill  assisted  in  Cochituate  and  Miss  Salmon  in  Wayland. 

The  Massachusetts  vision  test  was  given  in  the  schools. 
Notices  were  sent  to  the  parents  of  children  found  to  have  indi- 
cations of  visual  defects.  In  some  cases  follow-up  visits  were 
made  to  the  home.  It  is  not  expected  that  all  sight  defects  will 
be  found,  but  the  child  who  indicates  a probable  defect  is 
referred  to  a specialist  or  clinic  for  further  examination.  To 
date  many  visual  defects  have  been  corrected. 

In  case  of  infectious  disease  or  accident,  pupils  were 
referred  to  the  family  physician. 
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Visits  were  made  daily  to  the  grade  schools  when  possible, 
and  absences  of  three  or  more  days  were  checked.

REPORT  OF  WAYLAND  FREE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
For  the  Year  1948 


In  June  1948,  Miss  E.  Frances  Abbott  resigned  from  the 
Wayland  Free  Public  Library,  after  a little  over  three  years  of 
most  efficient  and  friendly  service,  to  become  librarian  in  the 
town  of  Sanford  in  her  native  Maine.  Miss  Abbott  had  made 
a real  place  for  herself  in  the  community,  and  will  long  be 
greatly  missed  by  her  many  friends.  Mrs.  J.  Fred  Wheeler, 
assisted  by  Mrs.  Robert  A.  Prisch,  ably  filled  the  vacancy  until 
September  1,  when  Mrs.  Robert  A.  Currie,  Jr.,  formerly 
assistant  librarian  in  Weston,  was  appointed  as  librarian. 

The  library  lost  another  member  of  its  staff  during  the 
year,  when  Mr.  Thomas  M.  Metcalf  resigned  as  custodian  after 
many  years  of  faithful  service.  However,  we  have  been  most 
fortunate  in  obtaining  the  capable  and  interested  services  of 
Mrs.  Evelyn  F.  Alward. 

The  Spring  meeting  of  the  Charles  River  Library  Club  was 
held  in  the  Wayland  Library.  The  Rev.  John  Foglesong,  min- 
ister of  the  First  Parish,  welcomed  the  members  to  Wayland. 
The  speakers  were  Miss  Louise  Weiscopf  of  New  England 
News,  whose  subject  was  “What  shall  we  read?”;  Mr.  Edwin 
B.  Goodell  of  Wayland,  who  spoke  on  “Adult  education  for 
peace”;  and  Mr.  Angus  B.  Cameron,  vice-president  of  Little, 
Brown  and  Co.,  who  gave  his  opinions  on  “The  future  of  the 
publishing  business.” 

On  November  18,  the  Thursday  of  Book  Week,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  John  J.  Cronan,  the  fascinating  story-tellers  of  the  Boston 
Public  Library,  paid  us  their  annual  visit.  The  fifth,  sixth  and 
seventh  grades  from  both  Wayland  and  Cochituate,  a total  of 
over  200  pupils,  came  in  two  groups,  and  sat  spell-mbound  for 
an  hour  and  a half  of  stories. 

On  November  30,  the  Friends  of  the  Wayland  Library 
sponsored  a most  illuminating  lecture  by  Dr.  Carl  Deutsch  of 
M.I.T.,  who  gave  his  impressions  of  a recent  trip  to  Europe 
under  the  topic,  “Western  Europe  and  the  British  Experiment.” 
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The  Friends  also  sponsored  three  Saturday  morning  movies  for 
children  in  the  library,  which  were  most  enthusiastically  received. 
These  movies  were  worthwhile,  too,  from  the  librarian’s  point 
of  view,  as  interest  aroused  by  the  educational  films  stimulated 
circulation  on  those  days. 

We  have  had  several  exhibits  in  our  glass  case  this  Fall. 
During  Book  Week  the  joint  stamp  collection  of  Wesley 
McAnulty  and  Duncan  Whiteside  was  on  display.  Then  we 
were  loaned  some  beautifully  illustrated  books  on  modern  art 
by  Mrs.  John  Gregory.  After  that,  Nicky  Bird  loaned  us  an 
interesting  collection  of  postcards  from  different  parts  of  the 
world.  Just  before  Christmas  the  William  Filene’s  Sons  Co.’s 
set  of  exquisitely  made  dioramas  of  towns  in  this  neighborhood 
was  here  for  two  days.  The  view  of  Wayland  showed  the  vil- 
lage center,  and  what  is  now  Collins’  market,  in  colonial  times. 
Also,  during  December  there  was  an  exhibition  of  children’s 
photographs  by  Mrs.  George  W.  Lindenberg  in  the  Shaw 
Room,  which  attracted  many  visitors. 

On  November  1,  Mrs.  Mabel  S.  Draper,  principal  of  the 
Center  School,  invited  the  librarian  to  meet  the  teachers  and 
have  tea  with  them.  The  cooperation  between  the  school  and 
the  library  was  discussed,  and  since  then  three  classes  have 
visited  the  library  with  their  teachers.  Also,  several  loans  of 
books  have  gone  to  the  Center  School  and  to  the  High  School. 

The  Mass.  Division  of  Public  Libraries  has  been  most  gen- 
erous in  giving  assistance  to  the  new  librarian,  including  an 
advisory  visit  from  the  general  secretary  in  October.  As  a 
result  of  this  visit,  we  have  bought  a new  set  of  the  Americana 
Encyclopedia  and  a new  Funk  and  Wagnalls  Unabridged  Dic- 
tionary, as  well  as  several  standard  reference  books. 

On  January  1,  1948,  the  total  number  of  volumes  in  the 
library  was  28,824.  During  1948,  286  adult  books  and  120 
juvenile  books  were  purchased.  The  Friends  of  the  Library 
gave  1 7 juvenile  books,  and  22  books  were  discarded.  The 
books  now  in  the  library  total  29,225.  At  the  Cochituate 
Branch  Mrs.  Gertrude  D.  Bishop  reports  that  106  adult  books 
and  59  juvenile  books  were  bought,  9 adult  and  25  juvenile 
books  were  given  and  15  books  were  discarded.  The  total  num- 
ber of  volumes  at  Cochituate  is  now  7,025.

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REPORT  OF  WAYLAND  WATER  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Wayland: 

The  Board  organized  with  Fern  A.  Taylor,  Chairman ; 
Alfred  C.  Damon,  Clerk,  and  George  W.  Lewis.  John  Phylis 
was  appointed  Superintendent,  and  Charles  Potvin,  Stationary 
Engineer.  Mr.  G.  Prentice  Richardson  was  added  as  a per- 
manent employee  to  assist  the  superintendent  in  his  many  duties. 

Mr.  Alfred  A.  Lamarine  resigned  as  Departmental  Engi- 
neer from  the  department  after  many  years  of  faithful  service. 
Words  cannot  express  our  appreciation  for  all  he  has  done  for 
the  department.  Mrs.  Carolyn  Lewis,  who  was  with  us  a few 
years,  also  tendered  her  resignation.  Mrs.  Lewis  came  with 
us  during  the  war  and  we  are  most  grateful  for  her  excellent 
work  during  that  time. 

We  are  very  happy  to  report  the  installation  of  new  8-inch 
mains  along  Stonebridge  Road  and  Rice  Road,  also  new  6-inch 
mains  along  Overlook  Road,  Waltham  Road,  and  Lincoln  Road. 

With  the  addition  of  the  New  Happy-Hollow  Well,  the 
present  water  supply  is  adequate  to  carry  the  peak  load  during 
the  summer  months,  together  with  any  additional  extensions 
or  new  developments  that  might  be  added. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Superintendent  the 
department  purchased  the  necessary  equipment,  making  it  pos- 
sible for  him  to  paint  the  standpipe,  which  netted  a great  finan- 
cial saving  to  the  Town.  In  the  past  this  project  has  always 
been  let  out  to  contract,  which  has  always  been  costly. 

The  same  condition  exists  at  the  Baldwin’s  Pond  Bathing 
Beach  as  reported  in  the  last  annual  report,  namely  the  erecting 
of  a small  building  to  house  the  toilet  facilities  which  are  badly 
needed. 

The  superintendent  reports : 64  new  services  installed 
during  1948.  He  also  reports  151,575,324  gallons  of  water 
delivered  during  1948.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS 


Your  Cemetery  Commissioners  respectfully  present  the 
following  report  of  the  work  of  the  Cemetery  Department  for 
the  year  1948. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  we  have  received  and  transmitted 
to  the  Town  Treasurer,  five  Perpetual  Care  gifts : 

The  “Ralph  M.  Bent  Fund,”  given  by  Mrs.  Frances 
M.  Bent,  for  the  perpetual  care  of  lot  No.  56, 
Section  B,  Lakeview. 

The  “Wallace  B.  Smith  Fund,”  given  by  Wallace  B. 
Smith,  for  the  perpetual  care  of  lot  No.  86, 
Section  F,  Lakeview. 

The  “Taunton  Fund,”  given  by  William  H.  Taunton, 
for  the  perpetual  care  of  lot  No.  110,  Section 
C,  Lakeview. 

The  “William  T.  Dudley  Fund,”  a bequest  of  Mary 
A.  Dudley,  for  the  perpetual  care  of  lot  No. 

66,  North  Cemetery. 

The  “Cannon  Fund,”  given  by  Louise  Loker  Cannon, 
for  the  perpetual  care  of  lots  Nos.  64  and  74, 
Section  C,  Lakeview. 

These  increase  the  number  of  Perpetual  Care  funds  to  163 
and  the  amount  so  invested  to  $29,025,  providing  care  for  208 
lots. 

Care  was  provided  for  72  more  lots  with  small  payments 
by  69  lot  owners  whose  payments  totalled  $278.00. 

Fourteen  lots  were  sold  in  the  course  of  the  year;  thirteen 
in  Lakeview  and  one  in  the  North  Cemetery,  the  return  from 
the  sales  amounting  to  $490.00. 

Sixteen  foundations  for  monuments  and  markers  were  pre- 
pared, for  which  an  aggregate  of  $260.00  was  collected. 

Fifty-one  burials  were  made  in  1948,  as  compared  with 
forty-two  last  year  and  thirty-four  two  years  ago.  Six  of  these 


228 


were  in  the  North  Cemetery,  one  in  the  South,  and  the  remain- 
der, 44  were  in  Lakeview.  A number  of  these  were  from 
sources  outside  the  town,  but  the  year  has  been  a costly  one 
especially  to  Cochituate  in  the  number  of  well-known  and 
esteemed  townspeople  who  have  been  taken  away  by  death. 

Of  the  fifty-one,  thirty-four  were  over  60  years  of  age; 
twenty  were  over  70;  seven  were  over  80;  and  two  were  in  the 
nineties;  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Harriott  lacking  but  little  of  being  99. 

Within  the  year  your  Commissioners  have  finally  accom- 
plished the  purchase  of  the  long-sought  area  from  the  former 
Dammers  property  comprising  over  one  and  two-thirds  acres, 
adjacent  to  the  easterly  side  of  Lakeview  Cemetery.  The  pur- 
chase price,  $1,500.00,  was  a fifty  percent  increase  over  that 
agreed  upon  in  1937  when  the  Town  voted  against  the  purchase. 
This,  however,  is  partially  counter-balanced  by  the  improve- 
ment in  the  road  along  its  southern  border — which  the  Town 
now  owns — the  road  in  the  interim  having  been  given  a “hard 
top”  at  a cost  of  nearly  $350.00.  We  have,  in  addition,  secured 
from  Mrs.  Blanche  Schleicher  a further  tract,  directly  north  of 
the  Dammers  land  and  adjoining  on  its  full  width,  comprising 
about  five-sixths  of  an  acre.  These  two  tracts  will  provide  for 
all  foreseeable  needs  for  years  to  come. 

The  board  is  now  in  negotiations  looking  to  the  purchase 
of  a considerable  tract  adjoining  the  North  Cemetery,  the 
securing  of  which  would  greatly  enlarge  the  area  now  available 
for  lots ; lots  which  will  be  in  demand  in  the  not  too  distant 
future  as  the  town  continues  to  grow.  The  possession  of  this 
area  would  render  possible  the  construction  of  a better  avenue 
of  access  to  the  cemetery;  the  building  of  an  attractive  receiv- 
ing tomb — a present  need ; and  an  even  greater  need — a neat 
storehouse  for  tools  and  supplies  for  the  care  of  the  grounds.

one  year; 

One  Selectman,  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Wel- 
fare, one  member  of  the  School  Committee,  one  Assessor,  one 
Water  Commissioner,  two  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library,  one 
Cemetery  Commissioner,  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Health, 
one  Park  Commissioner,  one  Road  Commissioner,  one  Com- 
missioner of  Trust  Funds,  all  for  three  years ; 

One  member  of  the  Planning  Board  for  four  years ; 

One  member  of  the  Planning  Board  for  five  years. 

All  the  foregoing  to  be  voted  on  the  official  ballot.  The 
polls  will  be  open  at  6 :00  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  and  will 
remain  open  continuously  until  7 :00  in  the  afternoon,  when 
they  shall  be  closed. 

And  you  are  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants 
of  said  Town  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs  to  meet  at  the 
High  School  Gymnasium  on 

WEDNESDAY,  MARCH  8,  1950 

at  7 :45  P.  M.,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles. 
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Article  1.  To  hear  reports  of  the  Town  Officers,  Agents 
and  Committees,  and  act  thereon. 

Article  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers,  Agents 
and  Committees  not  elected  by  the  official  ballot. 

Article  3.  To  grant  money  for  necessary  Town  purposes. 

See  Finance  Committee  Report. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  fix  the  salary 
and  compensation  of  all  elective  officers  of  the  Town,  as  pro- 
vided by  Section  108,  Chapter  41,  General  Taws,  as  amended, 
and  set  the  effective  date  of  such  salary  and  compensation. 

In  1947,  the  Legislature  passed  an  act  requiring  the 
town  meeting  to  fix  annually  the  salary  or  compensa- 
tion of  each  and  every  elective  officer  and  further  re- 
quiring that,  if  the  salary  be  effective  from  January  1, 
the  town  so  state. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  the  sal- 
aries for  the  elective  officers  be  set  as  indicated  in  the 
budget  and  that  they  be  effective  from  January  1,  1950. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  present 
police  car  in  connection  with  the  purchase  of  a new  car  pro- 
vided for  in  the  budget  of  the  department,  or  do  or  act. 

Sale  or  disposal  of  equipment  requires  a vote  of 
the  Town. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Treasurer, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money 
from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial 
year  beginning  January  1,  1950  and  to  issue  a note  or  notes 
therefor,  payable  within  one  year,  and  to  renew  any  note  or 
notes  as  may  be  given  for  a period  of  less  than  a year,  in 
accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  sums  of 
money  for  the  following:  (1)  water  coupon  notes,  water  bonds 
and  water  registered  note — maturing  in  1950— payment  of 
principal ; (2)  water  coupon  notes,  water  bonds  and  water  regis- 
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tered  note — payment  of  interest  due  in  1950;  (3)  Water  De- 
partment maintenance;  (4)  Town  office  and  clerical  expense — 
the  entire  amount  to  be  taken  from  “Water  Available  Surplus,” 
or  do  or  act. 

The  sums  of  money  required  in  the  above  article 
are  as  follows  : ( 1 ) Water  Department — payment  of 

principal  $10,000;  (2)  Water  Department — interest 
$2,865;  (3)  Water  Departm’t — maintenance  $16,000; 

(4)  Town  office  and  clerk — expense  $1,500.  The  ap- 
propriations requested  are  for  the  normal  operation  of 
the  Water  Department,  which,  together  with  the 
$5,000  appropriated  under  “Hydrant  Rental/'  accounts 
for  the  full  amount  of  funds  needed  by  the  Water 
Department  for  the  year  1950. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess  a sum  of  money  for  the  reconstruction  and  improvement 
of  Chapter  90  roads,  said  money  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with 
any  money  which  may  be  allotted  by  the  State  or  County,  or 
both,  for  this  purpose,  the  work  to  be  done  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Road  Commissioners,  or  take  any  action  in  rela- 
tion thereto. 

During  1949,  the  Highway  Department  completed 
the  work  on  the  Chapter  90  job  on  Old  Connecticut 
Path.  In  addition,  substantially  all  the  work  was 
completed  on  the  rebuilding  of  Main  Street  in  Way- 
land  Center,  with  only  a small  amount  of  work  re- 
maining to  be  done  in  the  spring. 

In  1950,  it  is  proposed  that  a start  will  be  made 
on  the  reconstruction  of  Main  Street,  Cochituate  from 
the  Natick  line  to  the  Legion  Hall.  The  County  and 
the  State  have  approved  the  entire  project  and  it  is 
contemplated  that  the  job,  which  will  include  a sub- 
stantial amount  of  drainage,  will  require  more  than 
one  year  to  complete.  The  Town  petitioned  the  County 
and  State  on  the  basis  of  a Town  contribution  of 
$8,000,  but  the  allocation  already  made  has  been  on 
the  basis  of  but  $4,000.  Judging  from  our  exper- 
ience in  previous  years,  it  is  quite  possible  that  the 
County  and  State  might  have  some  extra  funds  for  a 
supplemental  allocation  and  on  this  basis,  there  is  a 
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possibility  that  we  might  be  able  to  use  as  much  as 
$6,000  of  Town  money. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  always  felt  that  it  is 
good  business  for  the  Town  to  do  as  much  Chapter  90 
work  as  possible.  The  Finance  Committee  therefore 
recommends  the  appropriation  of  $6,000  and  the  ap- 
proval of  the  article,  the  work  to  be  done  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Road  Commissioners. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  cancel  the 
authorization  for  expenditure  and  borrowing  of  $10,000  of  the 
$20,000  voted  under  Article  6 of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of 
April  28,  1948  and  Article  1 of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of 
November  30,  1949. 

Subsequent  to  the  Special  Town  Meeting  last  fall, 
the  Town  Treasurer  borrowed  $10,000  and  set  this 
amount  up  in  a fund  to  be  used  for  water  extension 
in  existing  town  roads.  The  use  of  the  money  is 
limited  to  extensions  which  will  fit  into  the  long-term 
development  of  the  Water  Department  system,  in 
accordance  with  the  engineering  survey  made  for  the 
Water  Department  some  years  ago.  Each  extension 
must  be  recommended  by  the  Water  Department  and 
approved  by  the  Selectmen  and  Finance  Committee. 

It  is  now  contemplated  that  $10,000  will  be  a sufficient 
sum  for  use  in  the  immediate  future  and  it  is  the 
Treasurer’s  suggestion  that  the  balance  of  the  appro- 
priation be  cancelled. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
and  raise  a sum  of  money  for  the  installation  of  fire  sprinkler 
systems  in  any  or  all  of  the  school  buildings  and  determine  how 
the  money  shall  be  raised,  by  assessment,  transfer,  borrowing 
or  otherwise,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee,  together  with  the  Select- 
men and  the  School  Building  Committee,  have  con- 
tinued their  joint  study  of  the  advisability  of  installing 
sprinklers  in  the  Town’s  school  buildings,  following 
their  report  on  this  matter  at  the  last  Annual  Meeting. 

The  Finance  Committee  will  present  a further 
report  on  this  subject  at  the  Annual  Meeting  this  year, 
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but  does  not  contemplate  at  this  time  recommending 
the  appropriation  of  any  funds  under  this  article. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
purchase  of  a bulldozer  for  the  Highway  Department  and 
appropriate  and  assess  a sum  of  money  for  the  purpose,  or  do 
or  act. 

This  article  stems  from  a request  by  the  Highway 
Department  for  an  appropriation  of  $10,800  for  a 
medium-sized  caterpillar-bulldozer,  designed  to  carry 
either  a bulldozer  blade  or  a cubic-yard  loading  shovel 
and  trailer  for  transportation.  The  Highway  Com- 
missioners are  unanimous  in  their  feeling  that  there 
would  be  sufficient  work  to  warrant  the  investment. 

The  types  of  work  in  which  the  bulldozer  would  be 
useful  are  Chapter  90  reconstruction,  betterment  con- 
struction and  rebuilding  of  existing  Town  roads.  In 
addition,  they  feel  that  the  loader  would  enable  them 
to  use  sand  from  the  Town-owned  pits,  thus  reducing 
purchases  of  this  nature. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  an  expenditure 
for  this  type  of  heavy  equipment  can  only  be  justified 
when  the  records  of  the  Department’s  expenditures 
prove  that  it  would  be  cheaper  to  own  than  to  rent. 
There  is  nothing  in  its  operating  expense  records  to 
prove  the  need.  In  1949,  when  some  $80,000  was 
spent  by  the  Highway  Department  for  all  purposes, 
the  rental  for  all  types  of  equipment,  except  trucks, 
came  to  but  $2,100,  of  which  but  $562  was  for  bull- 
dozer rental. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  steadily  concurred 
with  the  Highway  Department  in  recommending  the 
replacement  of  a truck  each  year  to  the  end  that  the 
truck  equipment  is  renewed  every  five  years,  kept  up- 
to-date  and  expensive  repairs  kept  to  a minimum. 
This,  the  Finance  Committee  feels,  has  proved  to  be 
a sound  policy.  It  has  therefore  included  in  the 
budget  for  this  year,  1950,  $3,500  under  “New  Equip- 
ment” which  would  enable  the  Department  to  replace 
its  1945  Ford  2-ton  truck. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  does  not  recom- 
mend the  approval  of  this  article. 
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Article  12.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  author- 
ize the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Selectmen,  on  behalf  of  the  Town,  to  enter  into  an  agreement 
with  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for  leasing  by  the 
Town  of  land  along  the  shore  of  Lake  Cochituate  near  the 
westerly  end  of  Shawmut  Avenue. 

This  article  authorizes  the  Town  to  take  the  neces- 
sary further  steps  toward  the  completion  of  the  Lake 
Cochituate  recreational  area  project  and  will  serve  to 
complete  the  tentative  arrangements  already  made  with 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Conservation. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
appropriation  for  and  transfer  to  “Park  Department : Expense” 
the  sum  of  $989.31  remaining  in  the  account  voted  under 
Article  7 at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  April  28,  1948  for 
the  construction  of  toilet  facilities  at  Baldwin’s  Pond,  said  sum 
to  be  used,  together  with  funds  provided  in  the  budget  for  the 
Park  Department,  for  the  installation  of  facilities  and  improve- 
ments at  the  Lake  Cochituate  beach. 

Prior  to  the  decision  of  the  Town  at  the  Special 
Meeting  in  November,  1949  to  purchase  land  on  Lake 
Cochituate  and  establish  a bathing  beach  at  that  loca- 
tion, there  was  appropriated  a sum  of  money  for  the 
erection  of  toilet  facilities  at  the  bathing  beach  at 
Baldwin’s  Pond  and  there  remains  of  that  fund 
$989.31  unexpended.  This  coming  summer,  the  Park 
Department  proposes  to  consolidate  at  Lake  Cochitu- 
ate the  beach  activities  supported  by  the  Town,  and 
the  Red  Cross  has  indicated  that  it  proposes  to  give 
instruction  only  at  the  Lake  Cochituate  location. 
Under  the  circumstances,  it  seems  desirable  for  the 
Town  not  to  go  forward  with  the  erection  of  toilet 
facilities  at  Baldwin’s  Pond,  but  to  transfer  the  funds 
previously  voted  for  that  location  for  use  at  Lake 
Cochituate. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends  the 
approval  of  the  article. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
and  assess  a sum  of  money  for  the  purchase  of  a truck  for  the 
joint  use  of  the  Cemetery  and  Park  Departments,  or  do  or  act. 
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The  Cemetery  Department  and  the  Park  Board 
have,  for  some  years,  each  had  need  of  light  trucking 
equipment  to  transport  equipment  now  owned,  from 
one  section  to  another.  Under  the  present  circum- 
stances, the  two  departments  operate  with  a joint 
superintendent.  The  Park  Department  is  faced  with 
a substantial  expansion  of  activity  in  the  Lake  Cochit- 
uate  area,  and  the  Cemetery  Department  will  have  to 
develop  its  recently  purchased  land  in  the  Lakeview 
section  to  make  it  ready  for  burial  lots.  There  is,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Finance  Committee,  therefore,  a 
sound  basis  for  the  purchase  here  requested. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  appro- 
priation of  $1,500  and  the  approval  of  the  article,  the 
purchase  to  be  made  with  the  approval  of  the  Select- 
men. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  sell  the  tri- 
angular area  of  land  forming  the  extreme  southern  end  of  the 
“Extension”  so-called,  of  the  North  Cemetery,  beyond  the  area 
now  developed  for  cemetery  use;  or  to  exchange  this  area  for 
an  equivalent  area  now  owned  by  Ralph  Stewart  and  forming 
a part  of  the  tract  which  the  Town  is  in  the  process  of  pur- 
chasing; or  otherwise  act  thereon. 

This  article  was  inserted  by  the  Cemetery  Com- 
missioners. It  provides  for  the  exchange  of  a piece 
of  land  located  at  the  rear  corner  of  the  North  Ceme- 
tery which  is  not  suitabe  for  cemetery  expansion,  for 
a piece  of  land  adjoining  that  which  the  Town  will 
purchase,  as  authorized  under  Article  20  of  the  Special 
Meeting  of  November  30,  1949.  The  owner  and  the 
Cemetery  Commissioners  have  agreed  on  an  even  swap 
of  this  small  piece  without  exchange  of  money. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
and  assess  the  sum  of  $3,400  to  replace  the  fire  alarm  system 
in  Wayland,  or  do  or  act. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  the  Finance 
Committee  had  not  had  sufficient  opportunity  to  fully 
review  with  the  engineers  of  the  Fire  Department  its 
requirements  for  capital  improvements  over  a period

of  time  and  the  Committee  will,  therefore,  defer  mak- 
ing a report  on  this  article  until  the  time  of  the  Town 
Meeting. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
and  assess  the  sum  of  $520  for  the  purchase  of  a fire  alarm  box 
and  the  necessary  material  for  its  installation,  at  the  intersec- 
tion of  Valley  View  Road,  Timberlane  and  Oak  Street,  or  do 
or  act. 

This  article  contemplates  the  extension  of  the  fire 
alarm  system  from  Commonwealth  Road  East,  south 
on  Oak  Street,  to  the  intersection  of  Valley  View 
Road  and  Timberlane  and  the  installation  of  a fire 
alarm  box  at  that  point.  During  recent  years,  some 
26  houses  have  been  built  in  the  immediate  vicinity 
and  there  are  lots  available  for  the  construction  of  an 
additional  20  houses.  The  area  is  one  which  is  stead- 
ily expanding  for  residential  use.  The  Fire  Depart- 
ment approves  of  the  installation. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  appro- 
priation of  $520  and  the  approval  of  the  article,  the 
work  to  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  engi- 
neers of  the  Fire  Department. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
and  assess  the  sum  of  $690  for  the  purchase  of  a fire  alarm  box 
and  the  necessary  material  for  its  installation  to  be  located 
2,500  feet  in  on  Dudley  Road  from  Main  Street,  or  do  or  act. 

This  article  contemplates  the  extension  of  the  fire 
alarm  system  from  North  Main  Street,  westerly  on 
Dudley  Road  to  Beachwood  Point,  a distance  of  about 
2,500  feet.  Along  the  entire  distance,  there  are  some 
54  houses  with  a valuation  of  $103,000.  On  Beach- 
wood  Point  itself  there  are  some  20  houses.  The  peti- 
tioners feel  that  an  alarm  box  located  at  this  point 
where  so  many  houses  are  over  a quarter  of  a mile 
from  the  nearest  point  on  the  alarm  system  and  where 
the  incidence  of  accidents  in  the  pond  is  rather  high, 
the  box  is  justified.  The  Fire  Department  approves 
of  the  installation. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  appro- 
priation of  $690  for  the  purpose  and  the  approval  of 
the  article. 
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Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
and  assess  the  sum  of  $550  for  the  purchase  of  500  feet  of 
1 ^2-inch  fire  hose,  nozzle,  spanner  wrenches,  one  reducer,  one 
gate  valve  and  hydrant  wrench ; this  equipment  to  be  placed  in 
the  Riverview  section  of  Wayland  for  the  use  of  the  citizens 
of  that  area,  or  do  or  act. 

The  residents  of  Riverview  Terrace  have  peti- 
tioned for  a 500  foot  length  of  1 ^2-inch  forest  fire 
hose,  with  nozzles,  wrenches,  etc.  to  be  installed  and 
housed  in  Riverview  Terrace  for  supplemental  fire 
protection.  A number  of  the  residents  have  shown 
considerable  interest  by  taking  a training  course  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Fire  Department.  This  section 
of  the  Town  is  located  at  considerable  distance  from 
either  of  the  fire  houses.  The  Finance  Committee 
feels  that  in  view  of  the  extra  protection  that  would 
be  afforded  and  in  view  of  the  time  required  by  the 
regular  departments  to  reach  the  area,  and  consider- 
ing small  expense  involved,  this  request,  which  meets 
with  the  approval  of  the  Fire  Department,  should  be 
granted. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  appro- 
priation of  $550  and  the  approval  of  the  article,  pur- 
chase and  installation  to  be  made  by  the  engineers  of 
the  Fire  Department  at  such  time  as  the  residents  of 
the  district  have  provided  suitable  housing  for  the 
equipment  and  set  up  proper  regulations  for  its  use, 
all  to  be  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  engineers  of  the 
Fire  Department. 

Article  20.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
the  Town  By-Laws  by  adding  to  Article  7 thereof  an  additional 
section  as  follows,  or  take  any  action  relative  to  the  subject 
matter  thereof  : 

Section  6.  No  person  shall  fire  or  discharge  any  fire- 
arm or  explosives  of  any  kind  within  the  limits  of  any 
highway,  park  or  other  public  property,  except  with 
the  permission  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  or  on  any 
private  property  except  with  the  consent  of  the  owner 
or  legal  occupant  thereof ; provided,  however,  that  this 
by-law  shall  not  apply  to  the  lawful  defense  of  life  or 
property,  nor  to  any  law  enforcement  officer  acting  in 
the  discharge  of  his  duties. 
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This  is  a matter  on  which  the  Finance  Committee 
prefers  to  make  no  recommendation,  since  it  feels  it 
has  not  had  sufficient  information  from  those  who 
might  be  interested  in  the  passage  of  the  article,  or 
from  those  who  might  be  opposed  to  it. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  public 
town  ways,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Betterment  Act,  in  that 
part  of  the  Town  known  as  Riverview  Terrace,  the  roads 
known  as  “Riverview  Circle”  and  “Shore  Drive,”  or  either  of 
them,  or  any  portion  of  them,  as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  and  as  shown  on  a plan,  or  plans,  on  file  with  the 
Town  Clerk ; and  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
acquire  any  necessary  land  by  eminent  domain,  by  purchase, 
gift  or  otherwise;  and  to  appropriate  a sum  of  money  for 
acquisition  of  any  such  land  and  the  construction  of  such  way, 
or  ways,  or  any  portion  thereof,  and  determine  how  the  money 
shall  be  raised,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

This  article  is  introduced  by  the  residents  of  River- 
view  Terrace.  It  contemplates  the  continuation  of 
betterment  work  originally  undertaken  several  years 
ago.  Two  sections  have  already  been  built.  The 
Finance  Committee  recommends  the  continuation  of 
the  project  for  approximately  1,075  feet  along  River- 
view  Circle,  which  will  make  road  and  water  facilities 
available  to  the  thickly  settled  immediate  area  and  will 
omit  only  low-lying  properties  largely  owned  by  the 
Town.  Due  to  the  substantial  drainage  problem  in- 
volved, the  Highway  Department  estimates  a total  cost 
for  the  road  of  $7,300.  The  following  article  provides 
for  the  installation  of  water  in  the  same  area. 

In  view  of  the  substantial  improvement  already 
realized  in  the  neighborhood  through  the  joint  efforts 
of  the  local  residents  and  the  Town,  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee feels  that  the  program  should  be  continued.  A 
substantial  portion  of  the  expense  is  borne  by  the 
people  of  the  area  in  the  form  of  betterment  assess- 
ments and  it  is  felt  that  the  efforts  of  this  group 
should  be  encouraged  and  supported  by  the  Town. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends  the 
appropriation  of  $7,300  and  the  approval  of  the  article. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  water 
pipes  and  hydrants  in  the  ways  named  in  the  foregoing  article, 
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or  in  any  portion  thereof,  and  to  appropriate  a sum  of  money 
for  the  expense  thereof  and  determine  how  the  money  shall  be 
raised ; and  will  authorize  such  sum,  or  any  portion  thereof, 
to  be  included  in  any  betterments  that  may  be  assessed  under 
the  preceding  article,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

This  article  provides  for  the  installation  of  water 
in  the  section  of  road  covered  by  the  previous  article 
and  is  an  essential  part  of  any  betterment  project. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  appro- 
priation of  $3,100  and  the  approval  of  the  article. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  public 
town  ways,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Betterment  Act,  the 
roads  known  as  “Rich  Valley  Road”  and  “Hayward  Road,”  or 
either  of  them,  or  a portion  of  them,  as  laid  out  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  and  as  shown  on  a plan,  or  plans,  on  file  with  the 
Town  Clerk,  and  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  acquire 
necessary  land  by  purchase,  gift  or  otherwise,  and  appropriate 
a sum  of  money  for  the  acquisition  of  any  such  land  and  the 
construction  of  such  way,  or  ways,  or  any  portion  thereof,  and 
determine  how  the  money  should  be  raised,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

At  the  last  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  acceptance 
of  the  roads  under  consideration  in  this  article  was 
postponed  pending  completion  of  preliminary  work 
required  under  town  regulations.  According  to  the 
Planning  Board,  these  requirements  have  now  been 
largely  satisfied  with  the  proper  water  lines  installed, 
the  roadway  brought  to  grade  and  culverts  put  in 
place.  Application  for  acceptance  of  the  roads  has 
been  signed  by  a majority  of  the  abutters. 

However,  approximately  the  last  150  feet  of  Rich 
Valley  Road  has  not  been  approved  by  the  Highway 
Department  as  being  in  proper  shape  for  acceptance. 
Since  this  condition  can  easily  be  remedied  by  the 
developer,  or  by  the  abutters,  and  since  it  would  be 
unfortunate  to  again  postpone  acceptance  of  these 
roads  when  so  much  of  the  work  has  been  satisfactor- 
ily completed,  the  Finance  Committee  recommends  the 
appropriation  of  $5,000  and  the  approval  of  the  article 
on  the  condition  that  no  step  toward  acceptance  be 
taken  by  the  Town  until  the  developer  or  the  abutters 
have  properly  completed  the  requirements  covering 
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the  last  150  feet  of  road,  have  obtained  official  High- 
way Department  approval  and  have  filed  such  with  the 
Selectmen. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a 
public  town  way,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Betterment  Act, 
the  road  known  as  “Fuller  Road,”  or  a portion  thereof,  as  laid 
out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  as  shown  on  a plan,  or 
plans,  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk,  and  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  acquire  necessary  land  by  purchase,  gift  or  other- 
wise, and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  for  the  acquisition  of 
any  such  land  and  the  construction  of  such  way,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  and  determine  how  the  money  should  be  raised,  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 

The  above  article  was  filed  by  the  residents  of 
Fuller  Road.  Unfortunately,  many  of  the  prelimin- 
ary steps  required  prior  to  acceptance  of  such  a road 
under  the  Betterment  Act  have  not  been  complied 
with. 

Although  there  is  no  question  that  the  residential 
development  of  the  area  warrants  such  acceptance, 
problems  such  as  proper  signatures  of  petitioners,  in- 
clusion of  a majority  of  the  abutters,  acceptable  widths 
of  right  of  way,  consideration  of  Amey  Road  in  the 
program,  together  with  an  integrated  estimate  of  costs 
of  both  road  and  water  should  all  be  worked  out 
before  the  matter  is  acted  upon  by  the  Town.  Realiz- 
ing that  similar  difficulties  have  been  encountered  in 
the  past  by  other  worthy  betterment  projects,  the 
Finance  Committee,  together  with  the  Planning  Board, 
Town  Counsel  and  Selectmen,  propose  to  take  steps 
to  clarify  the  entire  procedure  required  so  that  such 
information  may  be  readily  available  to  future  peti- 
tioners. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  this 
particular  project  be  deferred  until  such  time  as  the 
necessary  steps  have  been  completed  and  therefor  does 
not  recommend  the  approval  of  the  article. 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  water 
pipes  and  hydrants  in  the  ways  named  in  the  foregoing  article, 
or  in  any  portion  thereof,  and  to  appropriate  a sum  of  money 
for  the  expense  thereof  and  determine  how  the  money  shall  be 
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raised ; and  will  authorize  such  sum,  or  any  portion  thereof,  to 
be  included  in  any  betterments  that  may  be  assessed  under  the 
preceding  article,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

In  view  of  the  circumstances  discussed  in  the 
previous  article,  the  Finance  Committee  does  not 
recommend  approval  of  the  article  at  this  time. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
purchase,  taking  by  eminent  domain  or  acquisition  by  accept- 
ance of  gift,  on  behalf  of  the  Town,  for  park  or  other  munici- 
pal purposes  of : (1)  any  or  all  of  the  so-called  meadow  land 

located  within  the  Town  along  the  Sudbury  River  between  the 
right-of-way  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  (near  the  Bos- 
ton Post  Road)  and  the  boundary  between  the  Town  of  Way- 
land  and  the  Town  of  Lincoln,  or  any  interests  therein,  and/or 
(2)  any  interests  in  the  Sudbury  River  and  the  land  over  which 
it  flows. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  not  had  sufficient  time 
to  fully  investigate  this  matter  and  it  will  therefore 
defer  making  its  report  until  the  time  of  the  Annual 
Meeting. 

Article  27.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  grant  to 
owners  of  adjoining  land,  rights-of-way  and  rights  to  install 
and  maintain  water  pipes  on  the  land  of  the  Town  on  Old  Con- 
necticut Path  on  which  the  Water  Department  standpipe  is 
located,  in  consideration  of  conveyance  of  certain  land  to  the 
Town,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

This  article  came  before  the  Special  Town  Meet- 
ing held  in  November,  1949  and  was  referred  to  the 
Planning  and  Water  Boards  pending  action  on  the 
matter  of  revision  of  subdivision  regulations.  By  the 
time  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  it  is  expected  that 
the  Planning  Board  will  have  completed  its  study  and 
be  in  a position  to  make  a recommendation,  together 
with  the  Water  Board. 

The  Finance  Committee  will  therefore  make  its 
report  and  recommendation  following  report  of  these 
Boards. 

Article  28.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
the  Town  of  Wayland  Building  Code  by  adding  thereto  an 
additional  section  as  follows,  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
to  the  subject  matter  thereof : 
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“No  building  which  is  not  used  for  habitation,  or  equipped 
for  such  use  at  the  time  this  section  takes  effect,  shall  be 
used  for  purposes  of  habitation,  or  be  changed  or  re- 
modelled for  such  use,  unless  the  entire  building  is  first 
made  to  conform  in  all  respects  with  all  requirements  of 
this  Building  Code  applicable  to  buildings  newly  con- 
structed for  use  for  habitation.” 

This  and  the  following  three  articles  have  been 
introduced  by  the  Special  Committee  formed  to  cor- 
rect some  of  the  evasions  and  abuses  which  have  re- 
sulted in  substantial  costs  to  the  Town.  This  particu- 
lar article  is  designed  to  prohibit  the  use  of  garages, 
chicken  houses  and  out-buildings  for  human  habita- 
tion unless  and  until  they  comply  with  the  minimum 
requirements  of  the  Building  Code. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  adoption  of 
this  amendment  of  the  Town  Building  Code  is  essen- 
tial to  control  some  of  the  major  expenses  now  being 
forced  on  the  Town  and  recommends  the  approval  of 
the  article. 

Article  29.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
the  Town  of  Wayland  Building  Code  by  adding  thereto  an 
additional  section  as  follows,  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
to  the  subject  matter  thereof : 

“No  permit  for  construction  of  a building  for  use  for 
habitation  shall  be  issued  for  the  construction  of  such  a 
building  on  land  which  is  unsuitable  for  dwelling  pur- 
poses by  reason  of  excessive  dampness,  or  on  land  which 
is  of  such  character  that  a suitable  cesspool  or  septic  tank 
for  the  disposition  of  sewage  cannot  be  constructed 
thereon.” 

The  Special  Committee  requested  the  introduction 
of  this  article  as  a result  of  a number  of  unfortunate 
cases  in  the  past  and  feels  that  the  addition  of  such  a 
section  to  the  Building  Code  would  tend  to  eliminate 
a continuing  source  of  trouble. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  not  clear  as  to  the 
workability  of  such  a section  and  would  prefer  to  have 
the  Special  Committee  make  its  own  recommendation 
to  the  Town. 

Article  30.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
regulations  establishing  minimum  standards  of  fitness  for 
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dwellings  adopted  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Health,  pursuant  to  General  Laws,  Chapter  111,  Section  128. 

The  purpose  of  this  article  is  to  have  the  Town 
adopt  the  minimum  standards  of  fitness  for  dwellings 
set  up  by  the  State. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article  as  a measure  to  facilitate  the  work  of 
the  Board  of  Health. 

Article  31.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
the  Building  Code  by  inserting  in  Sections  1.1.3  and  1.1.4 
thereof,  after  the  phrase  “electric  wiring”  the  phrase  “or  any 
chimney  or  structure  pertaining  to  a chimney.” 

The  intent  of  the  suggested  amendment  is  to 
include  among  those  items  for  which  a permit  is 
required,  any  repairs  made  on  chimneys.  The  Fire 
Department  and  Building  Inspector  advise  that  it  is 
only  through  the  control  here  suggested  that  one  of 
the  principal  sources  of  house  fires  can  be  eliminated. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article. 

Article  32.  To  see  what  sum,  if  any,  the  Town  will  vote 
to  transfer  from  available  funds  to  meet  any  of  the  appropria- 
tions made  under  the  foregoing  articles. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  such  action  as  may  be  suggested  by  the  Town 
Treasurer. 

And  you  are  required  to  serve  this  Warrant  by  posting 
copies  thereof,  attested  by  you,  at  the  Town  Hall,  at  each  Post 
Office  in  Town,  and  at  the  Legion  Hall,  at  Cochituate,  seven 
days,  at  least,  before  the  time  of  holding  said  election. 

Hereof  fail  not  and  make  due  return  of  this  Warrant  with 
your  doings  thereon  to  the  Town  Clerk  on  or  before  March  6, 
1950.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


The  Finance  Committee  feels  it  has  a primary  responsi- 
bility to  account  to  the  Town  for  the  dispersal  of  the  “Reserve 
Fund.”  The  $7,997.32  transferred  was  divided  as  follows : 
Town  Counsel  and  Legal  Claims  $2,445.14,  arising  out  of  a 
number  of  cases  involving  litigation  and  miscellaneous  legal 
work;  Highway  Department — Snow  Removal  $1,588.67  and 
Care  of  Dumps  $1,138.73  caused  by  the  necessity  of  setting  up 
new  control  at  both  dumps ; Fire  Department — Expense  $833.20 
and  Alarm  system  and  Wire  Extension  $757.05  due  to  reloca- 
tion of  Chief  and  Engineers’  call  equipment;  and  the  remain- 
ing $1,234.53  to  some  ten  other  accounts. 

The  operation  of  the  consolidated  Town  offices  in  effect 
since  July  has  not  worked  out  as  satisfactorily  as  anticipated. 
This  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  new  equipment  was  delayed 
in  delivery  and  the  manufacturers  were  slow  in  providing  neces- 
sary operating  instruction.  In  addition,  the  personnel  of  the 
office  underwent  considerable  change  and,  at  the  same  time,  a 
40-hour-5-day  week  was  adopted.  The  equipment  is  now  func- 
tioning properly  and  the  Finance  Committee  is  satisfied  that  the 
other  difficulties  are  temporary  and  can  be  overcome.  It  was 
found  necessary  in  the  late  fall  to  hire  additional  help  for  the 
Tax  Collector.  The  Finance  Committee  has  conferred  with  the 
Collector  and  the  Selectmen  and  has  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
there  is  no  alternative  at  present,  if  the  collections  and  the  books 
are  to  be  kept  up  to  date,  than  for  the  Town  to  provide  addi- 
tional clerical  help.  Under  the  proposed  arrangement,  the  Col- 
lector will  be  furnished  clerical  help  for  1 hour  per  day  Janu- 
ary through  June,  2 hours  per  day  July  through  September, 
and  4 hours  per  day  October  through  December,  and  provided 
with  a Deputy  Collector  for  substitution  during  vacation  and 
possible  emergencies.  In  addition,  the  increasing  need  for 
clerical  help  by  the  Planning  Board  can  be  accommodated. 

As  pointed  out  in  its  report  last  year,  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee continues  to  be  concerned  over  the  fact  that  the  costs  of 
government  in  Wayland  are  steadily  rising.  The  increase  has, 
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in  part,  been  due  to  the  inflation  in  costs  following  the  war  and 
in  part  to  the  steady  increase  in  the  population  of  the  Town. 
The  latter  has  been  particularly  apparent  in  the  steady  growth 
of  school  expenditures,  whereas  the  school  building  expense,  as 
represented  by  interest  and  principal  payments  on  the  recently 
made  additions,  will  reach  a peak  this  coming  year  from  which 
it  will  then  steadily  slide  off.  The  actual  cost  of  operating  the 
buildings  and  conducting  the  teaching  program  is  steadily  ris- 
ing, with  no  particular  ceiling  in  view.  Although  the  Welfare 
Department  expenditures  are  high,  there  is  every  reason  to 
believe  that  they  will  be  higher,  should  there  be  any  increase  in 
unemployment,  for  they  today  contain  very  little  by  way  of 
relief  to  persons  primarily  out  of  work. 

For  1950,  the  budget  as  reported  exceeds  that  of  1949  by 
$77,000.  The  increase  in  1949  over  1948  was  $81,500  and  the 
increase  in  1948  over  1947  was  $60,000.  The  principal  items 
of  increase  this  year  are  as  follows :

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During  the  past  year,  the  Town  has  obligated  itself  for 
two  very  large  capital  expenditures — one  through  the  school 
system  and  one  through  the  water  system.  The  debt  necessary 
to  provide  the  funds  for  the  expansion  has  all  been  contracted 
except  for  about  $19,000  still  to  be  borrowed  for  the  Water 
Department.  It  is  expected  that  the  Water  Department  will 
complete  its  program  during  the  current  year.  As  previously 
indicated,  the  full  effect  of  the  school  debt  will  be  felt  in  1950 
and  from  that  point  will  begin  to  gradually  ease  off.  The  full 
Water  Department  debt  will  not  be  felt  until  next  year,  but  the 
prospective  income  of  the  department  should  be  sufficient  to 
pay  for  its  operating  expenses  and  debt  charges. 

The  Town  is  still  faced  with  a heavy  capital  expense  pro- 
gram for  the  Fire  Department.  Much  of  the  present  equip- 
ment, as  well  as  the  station  at  Cochituate,  should  be  replaced. 
It  is  expected  that  a reasonable  program,  extending  over  a 
period  of  from  five  to  ten  years,  can  be  worked  out  so  as  not 
to  unduly  burden  the  Town  with  the  costs  in  any  one  year. 

The  Finance  Committee  wishes  to  again  bring  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Town  the  urgent  necessity  for  review  and  equaliz- 
ation of  assessments  in  relation  to  fair  cash  value  and  in  this 
work  the  Assessors  should  have  the  complete  support  of  the 
townspeople.  For  while  it  is  clear  that  no  rearrangement  of 
assessment  affects  the  amount  expended  by  the  Town,  it  does 
materially  affect  the  amount  of  the  burden  carried  by  individual 
taxpayers,  and  to  repeat  from  our  report  of  last  year,  “Our 
resident  taxpayers  can  be  expected  to  bear  the  burden  of  heavy 
taxation  only  when  they  have  confidence  that  the  assessments 
are  being  made  equitably.” 

The  Finance  Committee  wishes  to  commend  to  the  Town 
the  work  being  done  by  the  Special  Committee  on  Improvement 
of  Sub-standard  Housing.

Howard  S.  Russell,  Moderator : 

Pursuant  to  the  following  warrant  the  inhabitants  of  the 
Town  of  Wayland  met  this  day  and  did  the  following  business. 
The  Moderator  declared  a quorum  present  and  proceeded  to 
transact  the  business  of  the  meeting. 

Article  1.  To  hear  reports  of  the  Town  Officers,  Agents 
and  Committees,  and  act  thereon. 

Mr.  Gerald  Liscombe,  in  behalf  of  the  Planning  Board, 
presented  the  following  requests  to  be  presented  to  the  Com- 
missioners of  Public  Utilities  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts, which  were  unanimously  voted  by  the  Town : 

“The  Town  of  Wayland  in  town  meeting  assembled 
respectfully,  represents  to  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Util- 
ities of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts : 

That  the  proposed  overhead  high  voltage  power  line  peti- 
tioned for  by  the  Edison  Electric  Company  to  run  for  16.8 
miles  between  Saxonville  and  Waltham  by  way  of  Sudbury, 
Wayland  and  Lincoln  would  irretrievably  damage  some  of 
the  most  attractive  areas  remaining  open  for  future  build- 
ing in  greater  Boston. 

Its  erection  would  be  in  direct  disregard  of  our  zoning 
by-law  by  turning  165  acres  now  zoned  as  residential  into 
industrial  land.  This  would  be  done  against  the  will  of  the 
townspeople,  and  of  the  homeowners  in  its  path  who  have 
unanimously  opposed  its  erection  even  though  compensation 
is  offered  them  for  the  land  directly  taken. 

The  proposed  overhead  line  would  severely  reduce  pres- 
ent and  potential  value  of  the  property  of  many  other  citizens 
who  would  have  no  possibility  of  receiving  any  damages. 
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All  this  loss  and  damage  may  easily  be  avoided  if  the 
line  is  carried  underground  along  the  proposed  eight  mile 
route  through  public  ways,  and,  we  are  convinced,  at  no  sub- 
stantial increase  in  cost  to  the  company.  We  believe  that 
the  underground  method  would  also  be  to  the  permanent 
advantage  of  the  Edison  Company  itself. 

This  Annual  Town  meeting  therefore  respectfully  re- 
quests your  Commission,  acting  in  the  public  interest  and  for 
the  public  convenience,  to  direct  the  Edison  Company  to  place 
its  high  voltage  line  underground  and  prevent  this  wholly 
unnecessary  and,  we  believe,  economically  and  morally  inde- 
fensible damage  to  our  beautiful  town.” 

Mr.  Frank  Tarr  gave  a report  of  progress  for  the  Take 
Cochituate  Recreation  Committee  and  asked  that  the  Commit- 
tee be  given  more  time.  Voted  to  accept  the  report  and  the 
Committee  given  more  time. 

A report  of  Progress  was  made  by  Mr.  John  Simoni  in 
behalf  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  assist  the  Assessors  with 
respect  to  revaluing  property  and  equalizing  real  estate  assess- 
ments. 

The  reports  of  the  Town  Officers  as  reported  in  the  Town 
Report  without  recommendations  were  accepted. 

Article  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers,  Agents 
and  Committees  not  elected  by  the  official  ballot. 

Voted  that  John  Connelly,  Frederic  A.  Gibbs  and  George 
W.  Shepard  act  as  Trustees  of  the  Allen  Fund. 

Voted  that  the  Selectmen  act  as  Fence  Viewers. 

Voted  that  the  Constables  act  as  Field  Drivers. 

Thomas  F.  Linnehan,  Melville  Loker  and  Arthur  F.  Mar- 
ston  were  elected  as  Surveyors  of  Lumber. 

Thomas  F.  Linnehan,  Joseph  Decatur  and  Arthur  F.Mar- 
ston  were  elected  as  Measurers  of  Wood  and  Bark. 

The  following  w^ere  elected  members  of  the  Memorial  Day 
Committee:  Frank  C.  Moore,  Richard  M.  Francis,  William 

G.  Curley,  B.  Allen  Benjamin,  John  C.  Bryant,  F.  Clifton 
Haynes,  James  J.  Bolton,  Wallace  E.  Decker,  Charles  T.  Mor- 
gan, Cornelius  J.  Maguire,  Charles  L.  Fullick,  Kenneth  C. 
Ringer. 

Article  3.  To  grant  money  for  necessary  Town  purposes. 

A vote  of  appreciation  was  given  Mrs.  Mary  E.  McNeil, 


School  and  District  Nurse,  for  the  many  years  faithful  service 
given  the  townspeople. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  report  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee be  accepted  and  its  recommendations  adopted. 

That  the  sums  of  money  recommended  in  the  Finance 
Committee  budget,  as  printed,  with  the  addition  of  $1500  for 
Snow  Removal,  $200  for  Care  of  Town  Dumps  and  $1200  for 
Interest — School  Bonds  ($140,000  issue)  be  granted,  appro- 
priated and  assessed  for  the  several  specific  purposes  desig- 
nated, making  a total  budget  appropriation  of  $414,676.43  and 
that  the  same  be  expended  only  for  the  purposes  shown,  and 
under  the  direction  of  the  respective  boards,  committees  and 
officers  of  the  Town; 

That,  in  addition  to  the  sum  of  $1,000  included  in  the 
budget  to  meet  the  Town’s  share  of  the  cost  of  Chapter  90 
Maintenance  and  $3,750  included  in  Article  8 to  meet  the 
Town’s  share  of  the  cost  of  Chapter  90  New  Construction, 
the  sums  of  $2,000  and  $11,250  be  transferred  from  “Avail- 
able Funds”  in  the  Treasury  to  meet  the  County’s  and  State’s 
share  of  the  cost  of  the  maintenance  and  new  construction  work 
respectively,  the  reimbursements  from  the  County  and  State 
to  be  restored,  upon  their  receipt,  to  “Available  Funds”  in  the 
Treasury ; 

That  a joint  office  force  be  established  to  include:  the 

Town  Accountant,  to  also  serve  as  secretary  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  a Chief  Clerk,  to  also  serve  under  appointment  by 
the  Tax  Collector,  as  Deputy  Collector,  and  such  other  clerical 
assistants  as  may  be  necessary,  the  entire  staff  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Selectmen  and  be  under  the  general  administrative 
supervision  of  th  Town  Accountant  and  the  duties  of  the  force 
to  include:  (1)  town  accountant  work,  (2)  secretarial  work 

for  the  Selectmen,  (3)  all  clerical  work  of  the  Assessing  De- 
partment, (4)  all  clerical  and  certain  administrative  work,  of 
the  Water  Department,  (5)  billing,  addressing  and  mailing  for 
the  Water  Department  and  the  Collector,  (6)  such  central 
office-addressing  as  might  be  of  assistance  to  the  Treasurer, 
(7)  such  machine  listing  as  would  be  helpful  to  the  Town  Clerk 
and  (8)  such  clerical  work  for  other  Town  Departments  as 
might  be  directed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen ; 

That  the  Tax  Collector  be  appointed  by  the  Water  Board 
as  collector  for  the  Water  Department; 

That  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  and  directed  to  purchase 
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addressing  and  multigraphing  equipment,  supplies  and  service 
for  the  use  of  the  joint  Town  office  staff  from  funds  provided 
for  the  purpose  in  the  budget ; 

That  the  operation  of  dumps  be  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Highway  Department;

That  the  unexpended  balance  in  the  following  accounts  be 
transferred  to  the  “Water  Available  Surplus”  account : 
Committee  on  Water  Survey  $206.93 

Printing  of  Water  System  Survey  268.96 

That  the  sum  of  $200  included  in  the  budget  for  the  plant- 
ing of  trees  be  used  in  its  entirety  for  the  planting  of  trees 
already  purchased  and  owned  by  the  Town. 

That  the  present  restrictions  covering  the  Account,  “Real 
Estate  Survey — Expense”  be  removed  and  that  the  balance  of 
$620  be  made  available  for  direct  expenditure  by  the  Assessors, 
together  with  sums  appropriated  under  “Revaluation — Ex- 
pense.”

entire  amount  to  be  taken  from  Water  Available  Surplus,  or  do 
or  act.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  a 
parcel  of  land  located  on  the  southerly  side  of  Mathews  Drive 
and  the  westerly  side  of  Main  Street,  Cochituate  owned,  or  said 
to  be  owned,  by  Rosalthe  C.  Robertson,  and  having  an  area  of 
about  ten  acres,  more  or  less,  and  for  such  purpose  appropriate 
and  assess  a sum  of  money  therefor,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Planning  Board  be  and  hereby 
is  instructed  to  make  a study,  hold  hearings  and  prepare  recom- 
mendations to  be  ready  for  presentation  to  the  Town  at  the 
next  special  or  annual  meeting  for  either : ( 1 ) the  purchase  or 
lease  of  additional  dumping  facilities  adjacent  to  those  now 
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being  used  on  the  easterly  side  of  Cochituate  Road  to  the  north 
and  rear  of  the  Highway  Garage,  or,  (2)  the  purchase  or  lease 
of  such  other  site  as  it  deems  suitable  for  the  purpose. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  for  the  collection  of  garbage  for  the  Town  of 
Wayland,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  that  the  Town  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
acting  with  the  Board  of  Health,  to  arrange  for  a system  of 
garbage  collection  through  a one-year  contract,  with  an  option 
for  a further  period  of  two  years,  the  contractor  to  have  the 
right  to  collect  garbage  throughout  the  Town  under  rules  and 
regulations  promulgated  by  the  Board  of  Health,  the  Selectmen 
to  require  that  an  Adequate  Performance  Bond  be  deposited 
and  that  the  Town  appropriate  and  assess  the  sum  of  $3,500 
the  whole  or  any  portion  of  this  amount  to  be  expended  toward 
the  payment  of  a year’s  service  under  the  contract. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as 
public  town  ways,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Betterment  Act, 
in  that  part  of  the  Town  known  as  Riverview  Terrace,  the  roads 
known  as  “Riverview  Circle”  and  “Shore  Drive,”  or  either  of 
them,  or  any  portion  of  them,  as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  as  shown  on  a plan  or  plans  on  file  with  the 
Town  Clerk ; and  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  acquire 
any  necessary  land  by  eminent  domain,  by  purchase,  gift  or 
otherwise ; and  to  appropriate  a sum  of  money  for  acquisition 
of  any  such  land  and  the  construction  of  such  way  or  ways,  or 
any  portion  thereof,  and  determine  how  the  money  shall  be 
raised,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Voted  unanimously  to  dispense  with  the  reading  of  the 
report  and  order  of  laying  out  adopted  by  the  Selectmen  with 
respect  to  Riverview  Circle  and  Shore  Drive,  on  file  with  the 
Town  Clerk. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  accept  the  laying  out 
as  a public  way  of  Riverview  Circle  from  Overlook  Road  to 
Shore  Drive  and  of  Shore  Drive  from  Riverview  Circle  to 
Overlook  Road,  as  shown  on  plan  entitled  “Plan  and  Profile 
of  Riverview  Circle,  Wayland,  Mass.”  dated  October  21,  1947, 
revised  February  28,  1949,  Everett  M.  Brooks  Co.  C.  E.,  and 
as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Town 
Clerk,  with  assessment  of  betterments  under  the  Betterment 
Act  as  provided  in  the  order  of  laying  out;  that  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  be  authorized  to  acquire  any  necessary  land  by 
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eminent  domain,  by  purchase,  gift  or  otherwise;  and  that  $5,600 
be  appropriated  and  assessed  for  the  acquisition  of  any  such 
land  and  the  construction  of  such  ways  and  other  costs  in  con- 
nection with  the  project. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  water 
pipes  and  hydrants  in  the  ways  named  in  the  foregoing  article, 
or  in  any  portion  thereof,  and  to  appropriate  a sum  of  money 
for  the  expense  thereof  and  determine  how  the  money  shall  be 
raised ; and  will  authorize  such  sum,  or  any  portion  thereof,  to 
be  included  in  any  betterments  that  may  be  assessed  under  the 
preceding  article,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  appropriate  and  assess 
the  sum  of  $2,800  for  the  installation  of  water  pipes  and 
hydrants  in  Riverview  Circle  from  Overlook  Road  to  Shore 
Drive,  and  in  Shore  Drive  from  Riverview  Circle  to  Overlook 
Road  for  a distance  of  about  930  feet,  the  work  to  be  done 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Water  Department,  and  that  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  assess  betterments  there- 
for under  the  Betterment  Act. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as 
public  town  ways,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Betterment  Act, 
the  roads  known  as  “Rich  Valley  Road”  and  “Hayward  Road,” 
or  either  of  them,  or  a portion  of  them,  as  laid  out  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  and  as  shown  on  a plan,  or  plans,  on  file  with  the 
Town  Clerk,  and  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  acquire 
necessary  land  by  purchase,  gift  or  otherwise,  and  appropriate 
a sum  of  money  for  the  acquisition  of  any  such  land  and  the 
construction  of  such  way,  or  ways,  or  any  portion  thereof,  and 
determine  how  the  money  should  be  raised,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

Voted  that  the  proposed  acceptance  and  construction  of 
Rich  Valley  and  Hayward  Roads  be  referred  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  the  Planning  Board  for  appropriate  action  and 
report  at  a later  meeting. 

Article  15.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  author- 
ize the  use  for  burial  purposes  of  the  land  adjoining  Lakeview 
Cemetery  acquired  by  the  Town  from  Bessie  G.  Holcomb  and 
Blanche  Schleicher.

Town  of  Wayland 

REGULATIONS  OF  CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS 

1.  Sale  of  Lots 

No  lots  shall  be  sold  to  any  persons  except  persons  who 
are,  or  have  been,  residents  of  the  Town.  All  deeds  of 
lots  shall  be  subject  to  the  condition  that  the  lots  and  the 
use  thereof  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  regulations 
of  the  Cemetery  Commissioners  from  time  to  time  in 
effect.  Prices  of  lots  shall  be  as  fixed  by  schedules  from 
time  to  time  adopted  by  the  Cemetery  Commissioners, 
which  schedules  may  fix  different  prices  for  persons  who 
are  and  are  not  residents  of  the  Town.  No  lot  shall  be 
sold  to  a person  who  is  not  a resident  of  the  Town  at  the 
time  of  such  sale  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  Cemetery 
Commissioners  such  sale  can  be  made  without  undue 
prejudice  to  the  present  and  future  availability  of  lots  for 
persons  who  are  residents  of  the  Town.  In  such  sections 
of  the  cemeteries  as  the  Cemetery  Commissioners  may 
designate,  lots  shall  be  sold  on  a perpetual  care  basis  only. 

2.  Interments 

No  lot  shall  be  used  for  the  interment  of  any  persons 
other  than  the  owners  of  the  lot  and  persons  related  to 
such  owners  as  spouse,  child  or  more  remote  issue, 
brothers,  sisters,  parents,  uncles,  aunts  or  first  cousins  of 
such  owners,  except  as  approved  in  each  instance  by  the 
Cemetery  Commissioners. 

3.  Annual  Care 

The  charge  for  annual  care  of  lots  for  which  funds  for 
perpetual  care  are  not  provided  shall  be  at  such  rates  as 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  Cemetery  Commissioners  from  time 
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to  time.  No  interment  shall  be  made  in  any  such  lot  at  a 
time  when  any  such  charges  for  annual  care  remain  unpaid. 

4.  Service  Charges 

Service  charges  in  connection  with  interments  shall  be 
as  fixed  by  schedules  from  time  to  time  adopted  by  the 
Cemetery  Commissioners,  which  schedule  may  fix  different 
charges  for  interment  of  persons  who  are  and  are  not 
residents  of  the  Town. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
zoning  ordinance  as  follows : To  change  from  a residential  to 
a Roadside  Service  District  that  portion  of  the  land  on  the 
northerly  side  of  State  Road  East  owned  by  Thomas  F.  Mc- 
Manus, bounded  and  described  as  follows : easterly  by  Rich 

Valley  Road,  westerly  by  property  now  or  formerly  of  Charles 
B.  and  Ellen  A.  Enstrom,  and  to  have  a depth  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  feet  (150  feet)  from  said  State  Road,  or  do  or  act. 
Voted  to  pass  over  the  Article. 

Article  18.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
Section  3 of  Article  1 of  the  Town  By-Laws  by  striking  out 
the  date  “January  10th”  and  substituting  therefor  the  date 
‘‘December  15th”  so  that  said  Section  3 shall  read  as  follows: 
“Section  3.  All  articles  for  insertion  in  the  Warrant  for 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting  must  be  presented  in  writing 
to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  accordance  with  law  on  or 
before  December  15th  or  such  earlier  time  as  may  be 
fixed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  all  such  articles  for 
Special  Town  Meetings  must  be  so  presented  at  least 
twenty-one  days  before  the  date  set  for  such  meeting.” 
Voted  unanimously  that  Section  3 of  Article  1 of  the 
Town  By-Laws  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  date  “January 
10th”  and  substituting  therefor  the  date  “December  15th”  so 
that  said  section  shall  read  as  follows : 

“Section  3.  All  articles  for  insertion  in  the  Warrant  for 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting  must  be  presented  in  writing 
to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  accordance  with  law  on  or 
before  December  15th  or  such  earlier  time  as  may  be 
fixed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  all  such  articles  for 
Special  Town  Meetings  must  be  so  presented  at  least 
twenty-one  days  before  the  date  set  for  such  meeting.” 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town,  in  order  to  rectify  certain 
irregularities  relating  to  the  numbering  of  certain  sections  of 
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the  Zoning  By-Laws,  will  vote  to  amend  Article  IX  of  said 
Zoning  By-Laws  so  that  paragraph  (g)  thereof  shall  read  as 
set  forth  in  full  in  the  vote  adopted  under  Article  23  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  held  on  March  5,  1947  and  so  that  para- 
graph (h)  thereof  shall  be  as  set  out  as  paragraph  (g)  in  the 
original  Zoning  By-Laws  adopted  September  5,  1934  and  so 
that  the  paragraphs  thereof  heretofore  lettered  (h),  (i)  and 
(j)  are  relettered  paragraphs  (i),  (j)  and  (k),  respectively. 

Voted  unanimously  that  Article  IX  of  the  Zoning  By-Laws 
be  amended  so  that  paragraphs  (g)  and  (h)  thereof  shall  read 
as  follows : 

(g)  No  dwelling  shall  hereafter  be  erected  on  a parcel  or  lot 
of  land  not  fronting  on  a street  which  parcel  or  lot  of 
land  shall  contain  less  than  ten  thousand  square  feet : or 
which  shall  have  less  than  the  minimum  area  and  front- 
age on  a right  of  way  required  for  the  zone  in  which  it 
is  located,  unless  such  dwelling  is  accessory  only  to  some 
existing  building  or  dwelling;  and  no  dwelling  shall 
hereafter  be  erected  on  a parcel  or  lot  of  land  fronting 
on  a street  which  parcel  or  lot  of  land  shall  contain  less 
area  and  less  frontage  on  a street  than  the  minimum  of 
area  and  frontage  required  for  the  zone  in  which  said 
parcel  or  lot  of  land  is  located,  as  set  forth  in  paragraph 
(e)  hereof,  except  that  where  a parcel  or  lot  was  record- 
ed at  the  Registry  of  Deeds  at  the  time  this  by-law  was 
adopted,  the  provisions  of  Section  X,  applying  to  nar- 
row and  irregular  lots,  shall  apply. 

(h)  Behind  every  dwelling  house  there  shall  be  provided  a 
back  yard  between  the  rear  line  of  the  house  and  the 
rear  lot  line,  not  less  than  thirty  feet  in  depth.  A back 
yard  may  contain  accessory  buildings,  each  of  which 
shall  not  be  more  than  one  and  one-half  stories  high  and 
which  together  shall  cover  not  more  than  thirty  per  cent 
of  its  area 

and  that  paragraphs  lettered  (h),  (i)  and  (j)  are  relettered 
paragraphs  (i),  (j)  and  (k),  respectively. 

Article  20.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
the  Town  By-Laws  by  designating  the  By-Law  entitled  “Con- 
trol of  Dumps”  as  Article  9 and  by  adding  an  additional  article 
as  follows : 

“Article  14.  - Snow  Removal” 

“Section  1.  The  Superintendent  of  Streets  or  other  officers 
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having  charge  of  ways  of  the  Town  shall  have  the 
authority  for  the  purposes  of  removing  or  plowing  snow, 
or  removing  ice,  from  any  way  in  the  Town,  to  remove, 
or  cause  to  be  removed,  to  some  convenient  place,  includ- 
ing in  such  term  a public  garage,  any  vehicle  interfering 
with  such  work.” 

“Section  2.  The  owner  of  any  such  vehicle  so  removed 
shall  be  liable  for  the  reasonable  cost  of  such  removal 
and  storage,  and  delivery  of  the  vehicle  to  said  onwer 
may  be  withheld  by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  or 
other  officer  having  charge  of  ways  in  the  Town,  until 
such  reasonable  costs  shall  be  paid.” 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  By-Laws  be  amended 
by  designating  the  By-Law  entitled  “Control  of  Dumps”  as 
Article  9 and  by  adding  an  additional  article  as  follows : 

“Article  14.  - Snow  Removal” 

“Section  1.  The  Superintendent  of  Streets  or  other  officers 
having  charge  of  ways  of  the  Town  shall  have  the 
authority  for  the  purposes  of  removing  or  plowing  snow, 
or  removing  ice,  from  any  way  in  the  Town,  to  remove, 
or  cause  to  be  removed,  to  some  convenient  place,  includ- 
ing in  such  term  a public  garage,  any  vehicle  interfering 
with  such  work.” 

“Section  2.  The  owner  of  any  such  vehicle  so  removed 
shall  be  liable  for  the  reasonable  cost  of  such  removal 
and  storage,  and  delivery  of  the  vehicle  to  said  onwer 
may  be  withheld  by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  or 
other  officer  having  charge  of  ways  in  the  Town,  until 
such  reasonable  costs  shall  be  paid.” 

Article  21.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
the  first  sentence  of  Section  1 of  Article  3 of  the  Town  By- 
Laws  to  read  as  follows  : 

“The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  have  full  authority  as 
agents  of  the  Town  to  employ  counsel  to  appear  for  and 
defend  suits  brought  against  the  Town,  and  to  institute 
and  prosecute  suits  in  the  name  of  the  Town,  unless 
otherwise  especially  ordered  by  a vote  of  the  Town.” 

Voted  unanimously  that  Section  1 of  Article  3 of  the  Town 
By-Laws  be  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

“The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  have  full  authority  as 
agents  of  the  Town  to  employ  counsel  to  appear  for  and 
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defend  suits  brought  against  the  Town,  and  to  institute 
and  prosecute  suits  in  the  name  of  the  Town,  unless 
otherwise  especially  ordered  by  a vote  of  the  Town.” 

Article  22.  To  see  what  sum,  if  any,  the  Town  will  vote 
to  transfer  from  available  funds  to  meet  any  of  the  appropria- 
tions made  under  the  foregoing  articles. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  sum  of  $16,750  be  transferred 
from  available  funds  to  meet  any  of  the  appropriations  made 
under  the  foregoing  articles.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  vote 
made  under  Article  6 at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  4/28/48 
by  revising  that  portion  of  the  vote  dealing  with  the  borrowing 
of  funds  which  now  reads : “that  to  meet  this  appropriation, 
the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  be  and 
hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow  said  sum  of  $20,000  and  to  issue 
bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  therefor,  payable  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44  of  the  Massachusetts  Gen- 
eral Laws,  Ter.  Ed.,  as  amended,  so  that  the  whole  loan  shall 
be  paid  over  a period  of  fifteen  years  from  the  date  of  issue  of 
the  first  bond  or  note;”  by  substituting  therefor  the  following 
language : 

“That  to  meet  this  appropriation,  the  Treasurer,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to

visions of  Chapter  44  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws, 
Ter.  Ed.,  as  amended,  so  that  the  whole  loan  shall  be  paid 
over  a period  of  fifteen  years  from  the  date  of  issue  of  the 
first  bond  or  note” 
be  revised  to  read: 

“That  to  meet  this  appropriation,  the  Treasurer,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to 
borrow  from  time  to  time  not  exceeding  $20,000  and  to 
issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  town  therefor,  payable  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  Chap- 
ter 44  as  amended,  provided,  however,  that  such  borrow- 
ing shall  be  in  one  or  more  separate  issues  in  the  amount 
of  $5,000  or  a multiple  thereof,  as  determined  by  the 
Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
and  that  each  such  issue  shall  constitute  a separate  loan 
and  be  payable  in  not  more  than  fifteen  years  from  the 
date  of  the  bonds  or  notes  of  that  issue.

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Welfare  Board  be  authorized 
to  sell,  trade  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  present  1941  2-door 
sedan  in  connection  with  the  purchase  of  a new  car  for  the  use 
of  the  Welfare  Department. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  and  instruct 
the  Cemetery  Commissioner  and/or  the  Park  Commissioner 
and/or  the  Selectmen  and/or  the  Tree  Warden  to  operate  the 
Cemetery  Department,  Park  Department,  Moth  Superintendent, 
and  the  Tree  Warden’s  Department  or  any  two  or  more  of 
them  together  as  a single  consolidated  department  with  a single 
full-time  joint  superintendent  under  the  supervision  of  the 
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Cemetery  and  Park  Commissioners  and  Tree  Warden  and  will 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  petition  the  Legislature  for  legis- 
lation to  combine  any  two  or  more  of  the  above  departments 
into  a single  department  and  provide  for  a three  or  five-man 
board,  or  do  or  act.

Voted  that  the  Town  authorize  and  instruct  the  Cemetery 
Commissioners,  Park  Commissioners  and  Tree  Warden  to 
operate  their  departments  as  a single  consolidated  department 
with  a single,  full-time  joint  superintendent  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Cemetery  and  Park  Commissioners  and  Tree  War- 
den; that  the  Town  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  petition  the 
Legislature  for  such  legislation  as  they  may  deem  appropriate 
to  facilitate  combination  of  the  work  of  the  above  departments

Article. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Zoning  By-laws  as  follows : To  change  from  a Residential  to 
a Roadside  Business  District  (under  Section  V A)  that  portion 
of  land  on  the  southerly  side  of  State  Road  East  and  Old  Con- 
necticut Path,  owned  by  Harold  J.  Lundy  and  Sally  A.  Lundy, 
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bounded  and  described  as  follows : according  to  the  plan  of 

land  formerly  owned  by  Helen  L.  Clifford,  and  conveyed  to 
petitioners  as  follows : bounded  easterly  by  the  Weston-Way- 
land  line,  to  a depth  of  300  feet  from  the  Boston  Post  Road  to 
a point,  thence  westerly  about  335  feet  in  a parallel  line  to 
Boston  Post  Road  and  Connecticut  Path,  to  a point,  thence 
northerly  300  feet  along  land  of  Mainstone  Farm  Trust  to 
Connecticut  Path,  thence  northeasterly  382  feet  along  Connecti- 
cut Path,  and  55.41  feet  along  Boston  Post  Road  to  the  point 
of  beginning,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  not  to  pass  over  the  Article. 

Voted  not  to  change  the  Zoning  By-Laws  under  this 
Article. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Town  By-laws  as  follows : The  Planning  Board  shall  have 

general  charge  of  the  numbering  and  renumbering  of  buildings 
and  lots  on  all  ways  both  public  and  private  and  shall  make  all 
necessary  rules  and  regulations  relative  thereto.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  building  inspector  to  assign  numbers  to  all  build- 
ings or  parts  thereof  in  accordance  with  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions on  all  ways  which  shall  hereafter  be  accepted  by  the  Town 
or  approved  by  said  Planning  Board  as  a part  of  any  sub- 
division, and  on  such  existing  ways  as  said  Board  shall  from 
time  to  time  designate.  He  shall  keep  a list  of  all  such  ways 
and  the  numbers  thereon  on  file  in  his  office  at  the  Town  Hall. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  amend  its  By-laws  by 
adding  at  the  end  thereof  a new  section  as  follows : 

Street  Numbering 

The  Planning  Board  shall  have  general  charge  of  the  num- 
bering and  renumbering  of  buildings  and  lots  on  all  ways, 
both  public  and  private,  and  shall  make  all  necessary  rules 
and  regulations  relative  thereto.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Building  Inspector  to  assign  numbers  to  all  buildings  or  parts 
thereof  in  accordance  with  such  rules  and  regulations  on  all 
ways  which  shall  hereafter  be  accepted  by  the  Town  or  ap- 
proved by  said  Planning  Board  as  a part  of  any  subdivision, 
and  on  such  existing  ways  as  said  Board  shall  from  time  to 
time  designate.  He  shall  keep  a list  of  all  such  ways  and  the 
numbers  thereon  on  file  in  his  office  at  the  Town  Hall. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  40,  G.L.,  Section  27A  providing  that  no 
article  proposing  to  amend  the  zoning  by-law  which  has  been 
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unfavorably  acted  upon  by  town  meeting  shall  be  considered  on 
its  merits  within  two  years  after  such  unfavorable  action,  unless 
recommended  by  the  Planning  Board. 

Voted  that  the  Town  accept  the  provisions  of  Chapter  40, 
General  Laws,  Section  27 A,  providing  that  no  article  proposing 
to  amend  the  zoning  by-law  which  has  been  unfavorably  acted 
upon  by  town  meeting  shall  be  considered  on  its  merits  within 
two  years  after  such  unfavorable  action,  unless  recommended 
by  the  Planning  Board. 

Article  16.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  grant 
to  owners  of  adjoining  land  rights  of  way  and  rights  to  install 
and  maintain  water  pipes  on  the  land  of  the  Town  on  Old 
Connecticut  Path  on  which  the  Water  Department  standpipe  is 
located,  in  consideration  of  conveyance  of  certain  land  to  the 
Town,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  subject  matter  of  this  article 
be  referred  to  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Water  Board  for 
further  study  and  report  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in 
March,  1950. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  an  additional  sum  of  money  for  the  completion  of 
work  authorized  under  Article  1 at  the  Special  Town  Meeting 
of  April  28,  1948  as  follows : “For  the  erection  of  a new 
pumping  station  at  the  site  of  the  new  well  off  Old  Connecticut 
Path ; for  original  pumping  station  equipment ; for  the  laying 
of  pipe  of  not  less  than  6"  in  diameter  to  connect  the  new  sta- 
tion with  existing  water  system ; for  the  construction  of  a new 
addition  to  the  pump  house  at  Baldwin’s  Pond  and  for  the 
installation  of  original  pumping  station  equipment”  and  to 
determine  how  the  additional  money  shall  be  raised,  by  borrow- 
ing or  otherwise,  and  to  authorize  the  Water  Board,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  enter  into  any  necessary  contracts 
and  agreements,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$10,000  to  be  used  with  other  monies  previously  voted  for  the 
completion  of  work  authorized  under  Article  1 at  the  Special 
Town  Meeting  of  April  28,  1948 : “for  the  erection  of  a new 
pumping  station  at  the  site  of  the  new  well  off  Old  Connecticut 
Path,  for  original  pumping  station  equipment,  for  the  laying 
of  pipe  of  not  less  than  6"  in  diameter  to  connect  the  new  sta- 
tion with  the  existing  water  system,  for  the  construction  of  a 
new  addition  to  the  pump  house  at  Baldwin’s  Pond  and  for  the 
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installation  of  original  pumping  station  equipment;”  that  to 
meet  this  appropriation,  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Selectmen  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of 
$10,000  and  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  therefor,  pay- 
able in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Ter.  Ed.  as  amended,  so  that  the 
whole  loan  shall  be  paid  over  a period  not  to  exceed  15  years 
from  the  date  of  the  issue  of  the  first  bond  or  note ; and  that 
the  Water  Board,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  be  and 
hereby  is  authorized  to  do,  or  procure  the  doing  of,  the  work 
and  to  enter  into  any  agreements  or  contracts  in  connection 
therewith. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  an  additional  sum  of  money  to  be  used  with  other 
moneys  previously  voted  for  the  completion  of  work  authorized 
under  Article  2 at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  April  28,  1948 
as  follows : “for  the  laying  and  re-laying  of  existing  water 

lines  of  not  less  than  6"  in  diameter  as  follows : 

(1)  For  a new  installation  of  water  mains: 

(a)  In  Winter  Street  from  Commonwealth  Road  East 
to  Willard  Street — a distance  of  500  feet; 

(b)  In  Waltham  and  Lincoln  Roads — between  ends  of 
existing  lines — a distance  of  1,300  feet. 

(2)  For  replacement  of  water  mains: 

(a)  In  West  Plain  Street,  from  Main  Street  to  Old 
Connecticut  Path — a distance  of  5,300  feet; 

(b)  In  Pemberton  Road,  from  West  Plain  Street  to 
Commonwealth  Road  West — a distance  of  2,500 
feet” 

and  to  determine  how  the  money  shall  be  raised,  by  borrowing 
or  otherwise,  and  to  authorize  the  Water  Board,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  enter  into  any  necessary  contracts 
or  agreements,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$15,054.40  to  be  used  wih  other  monies  previously  voted  for  the 
completion  of  work  authorized  under  Article  2 of  the  Special 
Town  Meeting  of  April  28,  1948  for  the  laying  of  new  water 
mains : 

(1)  of  8"  in  diameter  in  Winter  Street  from  Common- 
wealth Road  East  to  Willard  Street — a distance  of 
500  feet; 

and  for  the  re-laying  of  existing  mains : 
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(2)  of  10"  in  diameter  in  West  Plain  Street,  from  Main 
Street  to  Old  Connecticut  Path — a distance  of  5300 
feet;  and 

(3)  of  8"  in  diameter  in  Pemberton  Road,  from  West 
Plain  Street  to  Commonwealth  Road  West — a dis- 
tance of  2500  feet; 

and  that  to  meet  this  appropriation,  the  Town  transfer  the 
balance  of  $6,054.40  remaining  unexpended  and  originally  voted 
under  Article  3 at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  April  28, 
1948,  and  that  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Select- 
men, be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $9,000 
and  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  therefor  payable  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44  of  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  Ter.  Ed.  as  amended  so  that  the  whole  loan 
shall  be  paid  over  a period  of  not  to  exceed  15  years  from  the 
date  of  the  issue  of  the  first  bond  or  note ; and  that  the  Water 
Board,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  be  and  hereby  is 
authorized,  empowered  and  directed  to  let  out  the  work  at  pri- 
vate contract  and  enter  into  contracts  and  agreements  in  con- 
nection therewith. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  appro- 
priation and  transfer  for  use  under  the  previous  article  the 
balance  of  money  remaining  unexpended  originally  voted  under 
Article  3 for  water  extension  in  Rice  Road  at  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  of  April  28,  1948,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  unanimously  that  pursuant  to  the  motion  under  the 
previous  article  there  be  transferred  for  use  under  that  article 
the  balance  of  $6,054.40  remaining  unexpended  and  originally 
voted  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  April  28,  1948. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
purchase,  for  additions  to  the  North  Cemetery  property,  a piece 
of  property  located  to  the  south  and  east  and  adjacent  to  the 
cemetery,  a piece  now  owned  by  Ralph  A.  & Helen  S.  Stewart 
consisting  of  about  2*4  acres  and  will  appropriate,  or  transfer, 
funds  from  “Sale  of  Cemetery  Lots  and  Graves  Fund”  and/or 
“Available  Funds”  for  the  purchase,  and  will  authorize  the  use 
of  said  land  for  burial  purposes,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,700  and  transfer  from  “Sale  of  Cemetery  Lots  and  Graves 
Fund”  the  sum  of  $1,200,  and  from  Excess  & Deficiency,  the 
sum  of  $1,500  for  the  purchase  of  a parcel  of  land  for  an  addi- 
tion to  the  North  Cemetery,  said  parcel  being  located  south  and 
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east  and  adjacent  to  the  cemetery  and  being  now  owned  by 
Ralph  A.  & Helen  S.  Stewart  and  consisting  of  about  2^  acres ; 
that  the  Cemetery  Commissioners,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Selectmen,  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  such  purchase;  and 
that  the  use  of  said  land  for  burial  purposes  is  hereby  author- 
ized. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
purchase,  taking  by  eminent  domain,  and/or  acquisition  by  other 
means,  on  behalf  of  the  Town,  for  recreational  purposes,  of  all 
or  any  part  of  the  following  parcels  of  land,  or  any  interests 
therein,  with  or  without  any  trees  and  structures  thereon,  and 
with  or  without  any  rights  of  way  or  other  rights  appurtenant 
thereto : 

1.  The  two  parcels  of  land  at  the  westerly  end  of  Shawmut 
Avenue  Extension  near  Lake  Cochituate  now  or  formerly 
owned  by  Israel  A.  and  Henry  J.  Lupien,  having  areas  of  about 
eleven  and  one-half  acres  and  7600  square  feet,  respectively ; 

2.  The  parcel  of  land  near  Lake  Cochituate  off  the  wester- 
ly end  of  Shawmut  Avenue  Extension  now  or  formerly  owned 
by  Israel  A.  Lupien,  having  an  area  of  about  5600  square  feet ; 

3.  A parcel  of  land,  having  an  area  of  about  10,000  square 
feet,  now  or  formerly  owned  by  Cornelius  J.  Maguire  and 
located  between  the  large  parcel  and  two  small  parcels  of  land 
of  Lupien  above  referred  to ; 

4.  A strip  of  land  about  fifty  feet  wide  over  land  now  or 
formerly  of  Cornelius  J.  Maguire  and  land  now  or  formerly  of 
Inez  M.  Perry,  and  extending  from  West  Plain  Street  to  the 
eleven  and  one-half  acre  tract  of  land  of  Lupien  above  referred 
to; 

and  appropriate  a sum  or  sums  of  money  for  the  foregoing 
purposes;  and  determine  how  the  money  shall  be  raised,  by  bor- 
rowing, transfer  from  Available  Funds,  or  otherwise;  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 

Voted  that  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  be  author- 
ized to  acquire  on  behalf  of  the  Town,  in  fee  simple  except  as 
hereinafter  specified,  for  recreation  centre  purposes,  the  follow- 
ing parcels  of  land  located  near  Lake  Cochituate  in  that  part 
of  the  Town  known  as  Cochituate,  together  with  all  trees  there- 
on and  all  rights  of  way  and  other  rights  appurtenant  thereto, 
and  with  or  without  any  structures  thereon  as  said  Board  may 
determine  in  its  discretion,  such  acquisition  to  be,  by  taking  by 
eminent  domain,  by  purchase  and/or  by  acceptance  of  deed  of 
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gift  tor  release,  as  said  Board  may  determine  in  its  discretion 
with  respect  to  each  parcel  and  any  interests  therein : 

Parcel  1.  The  parcel  of  land  having  an  area  of  about 
eleven  and  one-half  acres  now  or  formerly  owned  by  Israel  A.

Voted  that  there  is  to  be  appropriated  and  transferred 
from  “Excess  and  Deficiency”  the  sum  of  $1,000  for  Welfare 
Department — W el  fare . 

Voted  to  dissolve  the  meeting  at  12  K)5.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


December  31,  1949. 

During  1949,  this  board  held  twenty-four  regular  meet- 
ings, the  first  and  third  Monday  of  each  month  and  nine  addi- 
tional special  meetings.  The  steady  growth  of  the  town  presents 
ever  increasing  problems  to  all  boards  and  departments. 

All  regular  appointments  as  required  by  statute  have  been 
made. 

We  were  successful  in  our  efforts  to  induce  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Works  to  restore  the  proposed  cut  in 
Chapter  90  allotment  of  funds  for  highway  purposes  and  our 
Highway  Department  was  thus  enabled  to  continue  its  impor- 
tant program,  including  the  very  necessary  regrading  and  resur- 
facing in  Wayland  Center. 

Together  with  representatives  of  the  Planning  Board  and 
Selectmen  of  Sudbury  and  Lincoln,  members  of  our  Planning 
Board  and  this  Board  have  met  several  times  on  the  question 
of  the  Edison  Company’s  proposed  overhead  high-tension  power 
line  through  our  towns.  It  was  our  unanimous  feeling  that  the 
proposed  installation  would  be  a tragic  defacement  of  our 
beautiful  and  valuable  countryside,  and  that  if  the  project  is 
to  go  through,  the  lines  should  be  put  underground.  We  are 
gratified  that  our  position  was  affirmed  unanimously  by  the 
November  30,  1949  vote  of  our  citizens  instructing  us  to  con- 
tinue our  opposition  to  this  overhead  power  line. 

The  equipment  necessary  to  modernize  the  Town  Hall 
office  was  purchased,  as  authorized.  The  addressograph  will 
prepare  voting  lists  and  street  listings.  Real  Estate,  Personal, 
Poll,  and  Water  Tax  bills  also  are  prepared  for  the  Collector. 
A multigraph  machine  which  will  provide  duplicating  service 
for  all  Town  Boards,  and  storage  files  for  name  and  address 
plates,  were  also  procured. 

The  office  staff  of  three  operate  the  new  equipment,  in 
addition  to  their  other  duties  such  as  assisting  the  Board  of 
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Assessors  and  Collector.  One  of  our  office  staff  is  Town 
Accountant  and  Secretary  to  the  Selectmen;  another  acts  as 
Deputy  Collector. 

During  the  year,  four  of  the  Town’s  well  known  employees 
reached  retirement  age : 

Mabel  T.  S.  Small — Accountant 
Gertrude  Bishop — Assistant  Librarian 
Charles  Fullick — Moth  Superintendent 
Theodore  Harrington — Chief  Engineer,  Fire 
Department 

Elsewhere  in  this  volume  will  be  found  the  report  of  pro- 
ceedings of  the  November  30,  1949  Special  Meeting.  In  our 
opinion  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  so  many  and  varied  matters 
were  in  this  warrant.  We  believe  articles  of  a general  nature 
should  come  before  the  usually  well  attended  Annual  Meeting 
and  that  Special  Meetings,  which  are  to  be  avoided  if  possible, 
should  be  confined  to  emergency  matters  only. 

With  the  increasing  pressure  of  business  on  all  officials 
of  the  Town  both  elected  and  appointed,  most  of  whom  serve 
without  compensation,  we  believe  our  citizens  are  fortunate  that 
so  many  of  the  men  and  women  of  the  Town  give  so  generous- 
ly and  cheerfully  of  their  time  and  energy  in  the  service  of  the 
Town.  These  officials  we  thank  sincerely  for  their  fine 
cooperation.

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STATE  AUDITOR’S  REPORT 

For  the  Town  of  Wayland  for  the  year  ending  April  16,  1949 


As  directed  by  you,  I have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Wayland  for  the  period  from  Decem- 
ber 1,  1947,  the  date  of  the  previous  examination,  to  April  16, 
1949,  and  report  thereon  as  follows : 

The  financial  transactions,  as  shown  on  the  books  of  the 
several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town 
or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined  and  checked 
with  the  records  in  the  offices  of  the  town  treasurer  and  the 
town  accountant. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  office  of  the  town  account- 
ant were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts 
were  compared  with  the  records  of  the  several  departments 
collecting  money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection 
and  with  the  town  treasurer’s  books.  The  records  of  disburse- 
ments were  checked  with  the  town  treasurer’s  books  and  with 
the  treasury  warrants  approved  by  the  selectmen. 

The  general  and  appropriation  ledgers  were  analyzed,  the 
appropriations  and  loan  authorizations  being  checked  to  the 
Town  Clerk’s  records  of  town  meetings  and  the  transfers  from 
the  reserve  fund  being  compared  with  the  authorizations  voted 
by  the  finance  committee.  A balance  sheet,  which  is  appended 
to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of 
the  town  on  April  16,  1949. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked  The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed 
and  compared  with  the  records  in  the  various  departments  in 
which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury.  The  disburse- 
ments were  checked  with  the  town  accountant’s  books  and  with 
the  warrants  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds. 
The  cash  balance  on  April  16,  1949  was  verified  by  reconcilia- 
tion of  the  bank  balance  with  statements  furnished  by  the 
banks  of  deposit. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest 
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were  checked  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  can- 
celled coupons  and  securities  on  file. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the 
investments  of  the  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town 
treasurer  were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  was  proved, 
the  payments  were  verified,  and  the  transfers  to  the  town  were 
checked. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the 
town  were  examined  and  checked.  The  amounts  added  to  the 
tax  title  account  were  compared  with  the  collector’s  records, 
the  reported  redemptions  were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s 
receipts,  and  the  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  on  hand  were 
listed  and  reconciled  with  the  town  accountant’s  ledger. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  poll,  personal  property  and  real 
estate  taxes,  motor  vehicle  and  trailer  excise,  and  assessments 
outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  examination,  as  well 
as  all  subsequent  commitments,  were  audited  and  compared 
with  the  assessors’  warrants  for  their  collection.  The  recorded 
collections  were  checked  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer, 
the  cash  on  hand  April  16,  1949  was  verified,  the  abatements 
were  checked  to  the  assessor’s  records  of  abatements  granted, 
the  taxes  transferred  to  the  tax  title  account  were  verified, 
and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved  with  the 
town  accountant’s  ledger. 

The  records  of  departmental  and  water  accounts  receiv- 
able were  checked  in  detail.  The  accounts  outstanding  accord- 
ing to  the  previous  examination,  as  well  as  all  subsequent  com- 
mitments, were  examined  and  proved.  The  recorded  receipts 
were  checked,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified,  the 
abatements  as  recorded  were  compared  with  the  records  in  the 
departments  authorized  to  grant  abatements,  and  the  outstand- 
ing accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  accountant’s 
ledger. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  tax,  excise,  assessment, 
departmental,  and  water  accounts  was  made  by  mailing  notices 
to  a number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books 
as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  hereto  indica- 
tion that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  from  dog  and 
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sporting  licenses  were  checked,  the  payments  to  the  town  treas- 
urer and  to  the  State  were  verified,  and  the  cash  balance  was 
proved  by  actual  count  of  cash  in  the  office  and  be  reconcilia- 
tion of  the  bank  balance  with  a statement  furnished  by  the 
bank  of  deposit. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  several  town  officials  required 
by  law  to  furnish  them  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  prop- 
er form. 

The  records  of  receipts  of  the  selectmen,  the  sealer  of 
weights  and  measures  and  the  building  inspector,  as  well  as 
of  the  health,  school,  library,  and  cemetery  departments,  were 
examined  and  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  cash  book  and  with 
the  records  of  the  town  accountant. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet, 
are  tables  showing  a reconciliation  of  the  treasurer’s  and  the 
tax  collector’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  motor  vehicle  and 
trailer  excise  assessment,  tax  title,  tax  possession,  departmental, 
and  water  accounts,  as  well  a tables  showing  the  condition 
and  transactions  of  the  trust  funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  cooperation  was  re- 
ceived from  all  the  town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my 
assistants  and  for  myself,  I wish  to  express  appreciation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WAYLAND  PLANNING  BOARD 
For  the  Year  1949 


The  most  important  event  in  the  Planning  Board’s  busy 
1949  year  was  the  action  of  the  Town  in  voting  to  purchase 
13y2  acres  of  land  lying  close  to  the  shore  of  Lake  Cochituate 
for  a public  park  and  recreation  area.  This  was  done  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  special  committee 
appointed  at  the  1948  annual,  meeting  in  response  to  an  article 
sponsored  by  the  Board.  Enabling  legislation  had  meantime 
been  introduced  and  passed  by  the  General  Court,  under  which 
a beautiful  stretch  of  white,  sandy  beach  adjoining  the  area 
to  be  purchased  may  be  leased  by  the  Town  to  be  used  in  con- 
junction with  the  land  acquired. 

Town  Buys  Cochituate  Lake  Shore 

Close  consultation  was  constantly  maintained  between  the 
Special  Committee  appointed  to  consider  this  matter,  this  Board 
and  the  Finance  Committee  during  the  progress  of  the  prepara- 
tory study.  The  Town  also  had  the  benefit  of  the  advice  of 
the  noted  landscape  architect  and  planner,  Sidney  Shurcliff. 
The  Town  of  Wayland  is  to  be  congratulated  on  its  unusual 
foresight  in  acquiring  this  tract  at  a time  when  the  area  is 
still  unspoiled,  with  beautiful  woods  adjoining  the  beach.  We 
tender  our  thanks  to  Chairman  Tarr  and  his  special  committee 
for  their  intense  application  to  the  problem  and  for  the  success 
that  crowned  their  efforts ; The  Finance  Committee  is  also 
to  be  commended  for  its  broad-minded  attitude  which  has 
made  this  happy  result  possible  in  spite  of  the  unprecedented 
demands  on  the  Town’s  finances  for  schools  and  water  supply. 
Though  there  are  many  reasons  for  wishing  that  the  area 
acquired  might  have  been  still  larger,  a great  forward  step 
has  been  made. 


Sudbury  Valley  Commission 

An  advance  along  another  line  initiated  by  this  Board  was 
the  appointment  of  Sudbury  Valley  Commission  under  a legis- 
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tive  act  introduced  by  our  Board  in  cooperation  with  the  Plan- 
ning Boards  of  Sudbury  and  Lincoln.  The  eventual  use  to 
which  the  thousands  of  acres  of  Sudbury  River  marsh  lying 
in  these  three  towns  are  to  be  put  will  have  a vast  influence  on 
the  future  of  these  communities.  The  Commission  has  filed 
a preliminary  report  and  its  life  and  appropriation  have  been 
extended  by  the  Legislature  for  further  study. 

Still  Fighting  Power  Line 

The  battle  against  the  proposed  overhead  power  line 
through  the  town  has  been  continued  vigorously,  with  the 
steady  cooperation  of  the  Selectmen  and  townspeople.  Despite 
the  efforts  of  able  counsel  and  the  protests  of  hundreds  of 
citizens,  the  months  of  hearings  on  the  matter  resulted  in  a 
decision  by  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  to  allow  the 
Edison  Company  to  proceed.  This  was  immediately  challenged 
in  a Supreme  Court  appeal,  but  the  Court  declined*  to  assume 
jurisdiction  in  the  case.  The  next  resort  was  to  legislation, 
and  three  bills  were  introduced  in  the  General  Court,  the  pur- 
pose of  which  is  to  compel  the  Edison  Company  to  lay  their 
wires  underground.  As  indicated  by  the  vote  at  the  special 
town  meeting  in  December,  the  Town  plans  no  letup  in  its 
fight  against  disfigurement  of  some  of  our  most  attractive 
building  areas. 

Rapid  Building  Development 

Building  development  has  been  rapid  in  the  last  year  in 
several  sections  of  the  Town.  Under  the  Board’s  carefully 
considered  regulations,  attractive  subdivision  layouts  have  been 
approved  at  Westway  Road  in  the  former  Westway  Orchards 
off  State  Road  East ; Hayward  Road  and  Sylvan  Way  in  the 
former  Hayward  property,  both  on  the  north  side  of  State 
Road  East;  an  extension  of  Shaw  Drive  in  the  Woodridge 
area ; and  proposed  street  entrances  and  possible  layout  received 
tentative  approval  on  the  70-acre  tract  at  the  easterly  corner 
of  Concord  Road  and  Glezen  Lane  recently  purchased  for 
houselot  division.  In  connection  with  a development  by  Thomas 
Wentworth  on  Plain  Road,  arrangements  have  been  made  with 
the  County  Commissioners  with  the  cordial  cooperation  of  Mr. 
Wentworth  for  the  relocation  of  a dangerous  section  of  the 
road.  In  several  other  developments  on  existing  roads  where 
the  approval  of  the  Board  is  technically  not  required,  our 
friendly  advice  has  been  sought  and  given  with  favorable 
results,  we  hope,  for  both  developers  and  the  town.

Center  Highway  Redesigned 

In  cooperation  with  the  Highway  Commissioners  the  Board 
obtained  the  advice  of  Edgar  Copill,  traffic  engineer  of  the 
State  Public  Works  Department,  to  recommend  as  to  the  design 
to  be  used  in  rebuilding  of  Cochituate  Road  at  Wayland  Center 
under  Chapter  90.  The  Board  was  also  helpful  in  arranging 
that  the  fill  from  the  excavation  for  this  road  be  trucked  to 
the  School  Playground  at  Wayland  Center  as  requested  by  the 
Park  Department.  There  it  will  provide  additional  play  area 
for  the  children  of  the  grade  school. 

Activities  at  Riverview  Terrace 

The  second  section  of  the  Riverview  Terrace  improvement, 
a project  on  which  the  Board  has  been  at  work  for  several 
years,  was  built  by  the  Highway  Department  after  the  pipe 
was  laid  by  the  Water  Department.  The  third  and  last  section 
is  to  be  voted  on  at  the  coming  town  meeting.  The  value  of 
a strong  local  association  such  as  that  at  Riverview  Terrace 
was  proved  not  only  by  their  success  in  persuading  the  Town 
to  do  this  work,  but  by  their  insistence  that  the  Town  act  to 
prevent  certain  unsuitable  buildings  in  that  area  from  being 
used  for  habitation.  At  the  Association’s  request,  the  Planning 
Board  through  an  active  subcommittee  called  together  the 
Selectmen,  Board  of  Health,  Building  Inspector,  Welfare 
Board,  Fire  Chief,  Town  Counsel,  Finance  Committee,  state 
health  authorities  and  other  officials.  Twenty-six  responded, 
said  to  be  the  largest  group  of  officials  of  our  Town  gathered 
at  one  meeting  for  many  years.  Certain  buildings  were  con- 
demned for  habitation,  and  plans  laid  which  later  resulted 
in  the  purchase  of  others  at  the  Special  (fall)  Town  Meeting. 
The  alertness  of  this  group  of  citizens  in  preventing  advantage 
being  taken  of  our  summer  camps  by  speculative  interests  can 
easily  save  the  Town  thousands  of  dollars  yearly  in  welfare, 
health  and  school  expenses. 

Zoning  Policies 

The  Zoning  Bylaw,  except  for  certain  changes  in  paragraph 
numbering  recommended  by  the  Board,  has  stood  through  the 
year  without  alteration,  the  town  meeting  following  in  each 
instance  the  advice  of  the  Board  with  regard  to  various  sug- 
gested changes.  The  Town  did,  however,  adopt  a two-year 
limitation  on  bringing  up  changes  for  reconsideration,  once 
they  have  been  voted  down.  A violation  in  the  north  part  of 
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town  of  the  earth  removal  provisions  of  the  bylaw  was  reported 
to  the  Town  Counsel  and  stopped.  The  Board  will  give  further 
study  to  the  present  zoning  as  related  to  the  possibilities  and 
need  for  business  growth  at  the  two  village  centers. 

We  Begin  Street  Numbering 

An  increasing  call  for  street  numbering  was  recognized 
when  the  Town  voted  at  the  special  meeting  to  turn  this  matter 
over  to  the  Planning  Board.  A sample  numbering  of  East  and 
West  Plain  Streets  had  been  worked  out  before  the  matter 
was  placed  in  the  warrant.  All  new  streets  will  be  numbered 
hereafter  as  regular  procedure,  as  soon  as  rules  are  adopted 
by  the  Board ; and  as  funds  permit,  the  numbering  of  existing 
streets  will  begin. 

Some  of  Our  Homework 

Studies  are  proceeding  for  a completely  new  layout  for 
the  Bent  Avenue  area  southeast  of  Dudley  Pond ; progress  has 
been  made  in  the  proposed  connection  between  the  end  of 
Stonbridge  Road  and  School  Street  at  Fiske’s  Corner;  much 
thought  has  been  given  to  the  problem  of  laying  out  Fuller 
Road ; to  various  real  estate  developments  on  existing  town 
roads ; to  filling  the  missing  links  in  the  park  areas  at  River- 
view  Terrace ; to  the  proposed  post  office  development  at  Way- 
land  Center;  to  the  Conservation  Department’s  plans  for  Lake 
Cochituate  and  to  many  other  problems.  With  only  the  volun- 
tary service  of  Board  members  to  depend  on,  this  wide  diver- 
sity of  matters  could  not  be  handled  were  not  the  Board  care- 
fully organized  into  three  subcommittees,  each  with  specific 
areas  of  responsibility.  Members  have  also  served  on  the  School 
Building,  Cochituate  Park  and  other  special  committees. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Board  of  Assessors,  the  town  map 
has  been  amended,  under  Engineer  Brooks’  care,  to  keep  pace 
with  the  rapid  changes  in  ownership  and  division  of  land  which 
take  place.  The  maps  are  now  five  years  old  or  more.  The 
time  is  here  when  they  should  be  reprinted  so  that  all  Town 
officials  to  whom  the  maps  are  loaned  may  have  up-to-date 
copies. 

Park  Land:  The  Board’s  Policy 

The  policy  of  the  Board  as  to  park  land  is  becoming  of 
such  interest  and  importance  that  a few  closing  paragraphs 
should  be  devoted  to  its  discussion.  Under  the  basic  state  law,

in  the  layout  of  a new  real  estate  development,  a planning  board 
may  require  the  developer  to  set  aside  for  park  land  up  to  5% 
of  the  area  being  divided.  The  usefulness  of  this  modern  pro- 
vision of  law  may  readily  be  seen  by  looking  at  the  solid  blocks 
of  one,  two  and  three- family  houses  in  the  close-in  suburbs 
of  Boston,  built  up  in  the  early  part  of  the  century  with  no 
space  set  aside  for  parks,  playgrounds  or  schoolhouses.  These 
improvements  later  have  to  be  provided,  often  inadequately, 
by  condemnation  proceedings  or  by  filling  swamp  areas  at 
inordinately  great  expense. 

It  is  the  intention  of  this  Board  that  such  extravagant 
lack  of  foresight  shall  not  be  the  practice  in  this  town.  Our 
general  policy  therefore  is  to  set  aside  the  banks  of  streams ; 
hilltop  spots  with  far  views,  as  at  Woodridge;  meadow  lands 
not  adaptable  to  building ; access  areas  to  ponds ; and  other 
suitable  areas  for  park  purposes.  These  are  dedicated  to  the 
Town  without  cost  by  the  developer,  along  with  the  street 
and  drainage  areas  that  go  with  the  development.  The  pieces 
to  be  chosen  are  carefully  discussed  and  agreed  on  in  advance, 
so  that  the  developer  shall  only  not  be  financially  injured, 
but  come  to  realize  that  setting  aside  such  areas  will  be  a real 
advantage  to  the  total  development. 

As  School  Committee  policy  develops,  it  should  also  be 
possible  by  this  method,  with  a minimum  of  cost  to  the  Town, 
to  acquire  the  sites  for  the  future  schoolhouses  that  may  be 
needed  to  care  for  the  children  of  the  very  streets  that  are  to 
be  built  in  areas  not  yet  built  on. 

This  explanation  of  policy  is  made  lest  any  citizens  get 
the  impression  that  land  is  being  thoughtlessly  taken  off  the 
tax  rolls,  for  park  purposes,  by  this  Board.  The  actual  result 
is  quite  the  opposite.  The  many  new  houselots  and  dwellings 
in  each  development  are  added  to  the  tax  assessment  list  at 
the  same  time  that  carefully  selected  areas  are  set  aside  for 
future  service  to  the  very  people  who  build  the  houses.  And 
all  of  this  is  accomplished  at  little  or  no  expense  to  either  the 
Town  or  the  real  estate  developer,  while  the  layout  is  still  on 
paper. 

The  Board  hopes  that  this  policy  of  acquisition  of  areas 
for  the  future  benefit  of  the  public  will  meet  with  the  approval 
of  all  thoughtful  citizens,  and  that  they  will  become  as  con- 
vinced of  its  wisdom  as  is  this  Board.

Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Selectmen,  Town  Counsel,  High- 
way Surveyor  and  Road  Commissioners,  Water  Board,  Park 
Board,  Assessors,  Town  Treasurer,  Building  Inspector,  the 
Town’s  office  staff  and  the  many  other  officials  who  have  worked 
with  us  for  the  benefit  of  the  Town  through  the  year.  We 
appreciate  the  continued  help  of  the  Dudley  Pond  Association, 
the  Riverview  Terrace  Association,  and  the  individual  citizens 
who  have  taken  an  interest  in  our  activities.  Our  relations 
with  the  real  estate  developers  have  been  cordial,  and  we  thank 
them  for  their  cooperative  attitude.

There  was  a large  increase  in  the  number  of  calls  this  year. 
The  department  answered  a total  of  113  calls  as  compared  to 
87  in  1948. 

There  were  20  house  fires  from  all  causes  as  compared  to 
16  in  1948.  Grass,  woods  and  brush  continue  to  head  the  list 
in  calls.  The  fire  calls  to  the  dump  this  year  have  been  reduced 
to  a minimum.  The  department  was  compelled  to  purchase  four 
all-purpose  gas  masks,  due  to  a law  which  made  it  mandatory 
that  every  city  and  town  supply  each  fire  station  with  two  masks. 

During  the  month  of  May,  Chief  Harrington  retired  from 
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the  department;  and  on  May  twenty-fourth  the  members  of 
both  the  Cochituate  and  Wayland  Fire  Companies  arranged  a 
testimonial  banquet  at  the  Mansion  Inn  in  honor  of  both  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Harrington  for  the  fine  service  that  they  had  ren- 
dered to  the  fire  department  in  the  past.  That  evening  was  a 
memorable  one  for  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harrington,  as  the  banquet 
was  well  attended  by  State  and  local  officials,  members  of  fire 
departments  of  our  surrounding  towns  and  cities,  full  attend- 
ance of  the  Cochituate  and  Wayland  Fire  Companies,  and  a 
fine  representation  of  the  citizens  of  the  town. 

In  June,  Parker  Groton  was  appointed  to  the  Board  of 
Fire  Engineers  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  Chief  Harrington’s 
retirement,  and  on  June  twenty-first  the  Board  organized  with 
the  following  members  to  fill  the  various  offices  to  operate  the 
Fire  Department :

The  fire  alarm  system  was  extended  this  past  year  from 
Fiske  Corner  to  Wayland  which  now  provides,  to  a certain 
extent,  direct  communication  between  the  Wayland  and  Cochit- 
uate fire  stations.  However,  until  such  time  that  an  air  whistle 
is  installed  at  the  Wayland  station,  maximum  efficiency  in 
mutual  aid  cannot  be  obtained  between  the  two  precincts. 
Along  the  course  of  this  new  fire  alarm  extension,  five  new  fire 
boxes  were  installed  at  the  following  locations : Fiske  Corner, 

Woodridge  at  Fox  Meadow  Lane,  Winthrop  Road,  opposite 
the  Center  School,  Wayland  Square  and  one  at  the  High  School. 
An  additional  fire  box  was  installed  in  front  of  the  Cochituate 
School. 

In  September  a group  of  citizens  from  the  Stonebridge 
section  of  Wayland  met  with  the  Board  of  Engineers  to  dis- 
cuss fire  problems  in  their  community.  It  was  their  desire  to 
have  the  fire  department  run  a series  of  fire  drills  to  instruct 
them  in  the  care  and  use  of  hose,  appliances,  and  ladders. 
These  drills  were  conducted  during  the  fall  months  until  the 
men  became  efficient  in  handling  this  equipment.  This  same 
group  of  men  are  now  sponsoring  an  article  for  the  next  An- 
nual Town  Meeting  to  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  money 
for  a small  fire  fighting  unit  in  that  community. 
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There  were  461  oil  inspections  made  this  year  plus  the 
inspection  of  84  new  installations.  There  were  32  installations 
found  to  be  defective  and  permits  were  denied  until  repairs 
were  made  by  the  owners. 

Fees  collected  from  oil  burner  installations  for  1949 
amounted  to  $42.00  and  have  been  turned  over  to  the  Town 
Treasurer.

REPORT  OF  MOTH  SUPERINTENDENT 


The  trees  on  the  town  property  were  kept  clean  from  insect 
pests  the  past  year  by  timely  spraying.  Due  to  control  work 
done  the  past  few  years,  there  were  only  a few  spots  in  town 
where  Gypsy  Moths  were  found.  The  Elm  Leaf  Beetles  are 
still  with  us  throughout  the  town.  Spraying  has  controlled  this 
pest.  The  Tent  Caterpillars  were  not  as  numerous  this  year, 
due  to  the  control  spraying  the  past  two  years.  The  Fall  Web 
Worm  was  a pest  this  year. 

The  spraying  was  done  at  night  again  this  year  as  time  is 
saved  due  to  traffic  and  wind.  All  the  trees  on  town  property 
were  sprayed  once,  the  Elms  twice  and  those  needing  it  three 
times.  The  town  trees  with  Fall  Web  Worm  nests  starting 
were  sprayed  once. 

The  Dutch  Elm  Disease  has  made  headway  in  Ashland  and 
Framingham.  The  State  and  Federal  agents  are  asking  all 
towns  and  individuals  to  keep  the  Elms  sprayed,  pruned  by 
removing  all  dead  wood  and  to  dispose  of  sickly  Elms  and  wood 
removed  by  burning. 

I have  taken  and  sent  in  to  the  State  numerous  samples 
from  Elm  trees  to  have  them  checked  for  the  Dutch  Elm 
Disease.

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Under  Chapter  143  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth five  dwellings  were  condemned  due  to  the  fact  that  they 
were  dangerous  to  life  and  limb,  and  a fire  menace.  Three  of 
these  cottages  were  torn  down  and  the  owners  of  the  other 
two  chose  to  make  the  necessary  repairs  to  bring  them  up  to 
the  requirements  of  the  Building  Code.  Two  other  cottages 
were  torn  down  voluntarily  by  their  owners  without  condemn- 
ing procedure. 

There  were  43  cases  of  zoning  variations  prepared  and 
brought  before  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  for  decision, 
which  was  two  more  than  in  the  previous  year. 

Two  more  home  developments  were  added  this  year  bring- 
ing the  total  number  of  developments  in  the  town  up  to  five. 
The  homes  that  are  being  built  both  on  single  lots  and  in  the 
developments  are  made  invariably  for  individuals  rather  than 
for  speculation,  and  a large  percentage  of  these  houses  are  being 
made  better  than  code  requirements. 

The  two  large  additions  to  the  High  School  and  the  Cochit- 
uate  School  were  completed  during  the  past  year.  Numerous 
inspections  were  made  jointly  by  the  State  and  local  inspector 
in  regard  to  its  structural  strength  and  its  electrical  wiring  as 
the  additions  progressed.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  report  the 
fine  workmanship  in  the  buildings  and  also  the  fine  spirit  of 
cooperation  the  various  supervisors  gave  to  both  inspection 
departments. 

Fees  collected  from  both  wiring  and  building  permits  dur- 
ing 1949  amounted  to  $1,139.00  and  have  been  turned  over  to 
the  Town  Treasurer. 

The  Building  Department  would  like  at  this  time  to  thank 
the  town  officials  and  citizens  who  have  helped  in  the  affairs 
at  this  office  during  the  past  year.

The  Board  has  issued  more  Sewerage  disposal  permits  this 
year  due  to  the  new  dwellings  and  closer  cooperation  of  the 
departments. 

The  Town  voted  for  a garbage  collection.  If  there  are 
any  complaints  in  regard  to  it  notify  the  Board  of  Health. 

There  were  three  cases  of  polio  reported  to  the  Board. 

The  Board  held  several  hearings  on  different  subjects  and 
as  the  result  of  them  they  were  taken  care  of  by  the  Board. 

The  Town  still  has  two  cases  of  Tuberculosis  that  it  has 
to  take  care  of. 

The  Board  feels  that  there  are  many  cases  of  diseases 
dangerous  to  the  public  health  that  are  not  reported.  If  you 
have  a case  of  this  nature  in  your  house  and  you  do  not  have 
a doctor,  it  should  be  reported  by  the  head  of  the  family.

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REPORT  OF  HIGHWAY  COMMISSIONERS 


Chapter  90  Construction  has  been  completed  to  date.  Next 
year’s  contract  will  be  for  Main  Street,  Cochituate. 

The  Highway  Department  purchased  a 4^4  Ton  Inter- 
national Dump  Truck  with  the  appropriation  for  new  equip- 
ment. We  again  recommend  the  purchase  of  a Tractor  equipped 
with  “Dozer  Shovel.”  This  machine  is  essential  to  present  day 
road  construction  and  maintenance.  It  can  be  used  for  excavat- 
ing and  loading.  It  will  be  used  to  load  sand  and  gravel  from 
Town  owned  pits.  It  will  also  eliminate  the  hiring  of  a similar 
machine  and  will  be  a valuable  snow-fighting  unit. 

On  Chapter  90  Construction,  rental  will  be  received  by  the 
Town  for  the  use  of  this  tractor  as  well  as  for  our  other  equip- 
ment. Approximately  $2700  was  received  for  the  use  of  Town 
owned  machinery  on  Chapter  90  Construction  this  year. 

We  are  planning  to  reconstruct  some  of  our  unsurfaced 
roads.  We  feel  that  this  work  should  not  be  deferred  any 
longer.  In  order  to  do  this  it  is  necessary  for  us  to  request  an 
increase  in  the  Highway  appropriation. 

Residents  of  the  Town  have  been  co-operative  in  helping 
us  to  maintain  the  Dumps  in  an  orderly  manner.  We  feel  that 
there  has  been  a great  improvement  in  appearance  due  to  the 
observance  of  the  rules.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


Under  the  Highway  appropriation,  two  sections  of  Clay 
Pit  Hill  Road,  amounting  to  approximately  3200  ft.,  were 
rebuilt.  The  work  consisted  of  widening,  gravelling  and  sur- 
facing the  roadway.  A short  piece  of  Pelham  Island  Road  was 
reconstructed.  This  appropriation  also  covered  the  regular 
maintenance  work  of  the  Department. 

It  was  again  necessary  to  use  a sizeable  amount  of  this 
appropriation  on  Chapter  90  roads  due  to  the  small  amount  of 
the  allotment  for  Chapter  90  maintenance.  This  work  was  done 
on  Concord  and  Commonwealth  Roads. 

Construction  on  Riverview  Avenue,  Overlook  Road, 
Riverview  Circle  and  Shore  Drive,  under  Betterment  appro- 
priations, has  been  nearly  completed.  There  is  a small  amount 
of  fine  grading  and  seeding  to  be  done  in  the  spring.  Con- 
struction on  Adelaide  Avenue  will  not  be  completed  until  after 
installation  of  the  water  main. 

Two  contracts  have  been  completed  this  past  year  on  Chap- 
ter 90  Construction.  Old  Connecticut  Path,  part  of  Route  No. 
126,  from  the  Framingham  Line  to  the  Intersection  of  Route 
No.  27,  has  been  finished  and  Wayland  Center,  from  the  Post 
Road  to  the  Railroad  tracks  has  been  reconstructed.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

1949 


This  has  been  a heavy  year  in  all  categories  for  this  depart- 
ment. The  Old  Age  Assistance  began  the  year  with  92  cases 
and  ended  with  100  cases.  Rest  Home  and  hospital  expenses 
have  continued  heavy  and  a constant  source  of  attention.  Hos- 
pitalization has  increased  25%  this  year  and  now  costs  ten 
dollars  a day  instead  of  eight  dollars.  There  is  very  little  the 
department  can  do  to  keep  down  expenses  in  either  Old  Age 
Assistance  or  Aid  to  Dependent  Children.  The  latter  category, 
like  Old  Age  Assistance,  has  increased  steadily  during  the  year. 
The  statistics  on  the  following  page  will  show  how  the  burden 
has  increased. 

For  the  coming  year  the  legislature  has  established  a new 
grant  of  four  dollars  a month  for  so-called  “Leisure  Time 
Activities”  for  each  recipient  of  Old  Age  Assistance.  This  will 
mean  nearly  five  thousand  dollars  additional  appropriation  by 
the  town.  It  will  be  reimbursed  by  the  State  but  must  be  appro- 
priated and  paid  by  the  town. 

The  Welfare  load  has  varied  substantially  through  the  year 
and  every  effort  has  been  made  to  keep  the  expenditures  within 
control.  The  problems  in  this  category  are  subject  to  much 
variation.  A certain  irreducible  minimum  must  always  be 
expected.  The  Board  solicits  the  support  and  help  of  other 
departments,  and  of  the  townspeople  generally  to  make  the  bur- 
den of  the  town  as  low  as  possible. 

We  shall  continue  to  use  our  best  efforts  to  carry  out  the 
requirements  of  the  statutes  in  accordance  therewith  and  to 
look  out  for  the  respective  interests  of  those  concerned  and  of 
the  taxpayers.

SCHOOL  ENTRANCE 


Any  child  who  is  five  years  and  eight  months  of  age  on 
September  first  of  the  current  school  year  may  be  admitted  to 
the  first  grade,  but  in  every  case  the  admission  of  a child  under 
six  shall  be  dependent  upon  the  fitness  of  the  child  to  profit  by 
the  work  of  the  school,  such  fitness  to  be  determined  by  the 
superintendent.  Pupils  under  the  age  of  seven  years  who  have 
not  previously  attended  school  shall  not  be  permitted  to  enter 
later  than  thirty  days  after  the  opening  of  school  in  September 
except  by  special  permission  of  the  superintendent.  Certificates 
of  birth  and  vaccination  shall  be  required  at  the  time  of  entrance. 


NO-SCHOOL  SIGNAL 


In  the  event  of  exceptionally  severe  weather  conditions  or 
when  the  transportation  system  is  disrupted,  WBZ,  WEEI, 
and  WKOX  will  broadcast  the  no-school  announcement  between 
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7 : 00  and  8:00  A.  M.  In  addition,  two  blasts  will  be  sounded 
on  the  fire  alarm  in  Wayland  and  five  blasts  in  Cochituate  at 
7:30  A.M. 

We  feel  these  signals  are  clear  and,  therefore,  urge  parents 
to  refrain  from  flooding  the  Telephone  Office  and  homes  of 
School  Department  personnel  with  telephone  calls. 

On  days  when  the  signal  is  not  used,  weather  conditions 
may  warrant  the  non-attendance  of  certain  children.  Lack  of 
normal  health  would  tend  to  make  it  advisable  for  parents  to 
keep  the  child  at  home.  Since  weather  reports  are  not  always 
reliable,  and  since  the  School  Department  desires  to  render 
maximum  education  service  by  having  the  schools  open  the 
greatest  number  of  days,  storm  signals  will  not  be  used  on 
ordinary  rainy  or  snowy  days  or  when  there  is  reasonable  doubt. 

A good  education  can  be  built  only  on  good  health.  Safe- 
guard health  by  keeping  your  child  home  when,  in  your  estima- 
tion as  a parent,  conditions  warrant.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee, 

Wayland,  Massachusetts. 

Gentlemen : 

It  is  a pleasure  to  present  once  again  to  the  School  Com- 
mittee and  the  citizens  of  Wayland  an  annual  report  of  the 
work  of  the  Public  Schools  for  the  year  1949. 

As  never  before  in  this  nation’s  history,  the  focus  of  public 
attention  is  turning  to  education.  Through  the  press,  movies, 
radio,  and  other  mass  means  of  communication,  the  continuing 
fight  for  good  schooling  is  an  issue  constantly  before  us.  In 
May  of  this  year,  a National  Citizens  Commission  for  the 
Public  Schools  was  formed  under  the  leadership  of  Roy  E. 
Larson,  president  of  Time  Incorporated  (Time,  Life,  Fortune, 
Architectural  Forum).  Made  up  of  laymen  in  the  fields  of 
business,  labor,  law,  and  publishing,  this  group  has  organized 
to  arouse  public  interest  in  our  schools  in  order  to  guarantee 
effective  educational  services  for  all  boys  and  girls. 

At  a time  such  as  this,  it  is  with  considerable  pride  that 
we  point  to  the  accomplishments  of  our  community  in  this 
direction.  Among  the  leaders  nationally  to  recognize  the  need 
for  expanded  facilities  and  a better  program,  Wayland  has  been 
observed  and  studied  by  many  other  communities  frequently 
establishing  a pattern  for  such  improvement.  The  credit  for 
such  progress  is  shared  on  an  exceptionally  broad  base — the 
School  Committee,  Building  Committee,  town  officials,  citizens, 
school  staff,  student  body,  and  individual  patrons  too  numerous 
to  mention  in  a formal  annual  report — all  are  deserving  of 
commendation. 

BUILDINGS  AND  PROPERTY 

It  was  with  great  satisfaction  that  we  observed  the  com- 
pletion of  our  building  program  in  the  fall  of  1949.  Behind  the 
accomplishment  of  this  most  worthy  goal  were  several  years 
of  study  and  planning,  and  almost  a full  year  of  actual  con- 
struction. For  a summary  in  detail  of  our  present  facilities, 
the  reader  is  referred  to  the  1948  annual  report. 

The  new  classrooms  in  the  Cochituate  and  High  School 
buildings  are  of  the  most  modern,  functional  design  and  are 
exceptionally  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  providing  a most 
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healthful  educational  environment.  The  High  School  cafeteria, 
seating  200  students,  and  the  Cochituate  cafeteria,  seating  150 
students,  are  units  which  will  serve  the  schools  and  town  on 
regular  and  special  occasions  for  many  years  to  come.  Both 
are  serviced  by  up-to-date,  well-equipped  kitchens. 

The  High  School  auditorium  will  seat  750  persons  which 
provides  an  all-purpose  hall  for  school  and  civic  activities.  Its 
gym  floor  with  a 75'  x 50'  playing  court,  is  provided  with  roll- 
away  gym  stands  capable  of  seating  more  than  200.  A later 
purchase  of  portable  stands  for  the  stage  will  add  better  than 
150  seats.  The  corresponding  statistics  for  the  Cochituate 
auditorium-gymnasium  show  a seating  capacity  of  525  persons 
and  a playing  court  60'  x 40'.  The  adequate  stage  space  in  both 
buildings  has  evinced  much  favorable  comment  from  resident 
and  non-resident  alike,  and  has  been  used  on  several  occasions 
to  date  to  present  varied  productions  to  capacity  audiences. 

The  expansion  of  science  laboratory  facilities  at  the  High 
School,  the  use  of  our  new  home  economics  laboratory,  and 
the  introduction  of  a general  shop  program,  have  done  much  to 
improve  our  curriculum  offerings.  The  shop,  made  up  of  a 
general  wood  and  metal  work  room,  a finishing  room,  and  an 
adjoining  drafting  and  mechanical  drawing  room ; together  with 
the  home  economics  laboratory;  offer  ample  opportunity  in  the 
future  for  adult  education  courses. 

For  those  citizens  who  were  unable  to  attend  the  dedication 
exercises  held  on  November  13  and  who,  to  date,  have  not 
visited  these  buildings,  a most  cordial  invitation  is  extended  to 
do  so. 


STUDENT  REGISTRATION 
There  seems  little  doubt  that  the  prediction  of  growth 
forecast  for  Wayland  has  become  an  accurate  reality.  Fortu- 
nately, this  growth  has  been  a healthy  and  stable  one,  due 
undoubtedly  to  the  many  attractive  features  of  our  town. 

The  public  schools  presently  enroll  900  students  as  com- 
pared with  687  in  1945.  These  additional  200  students  con- 
stitute a 30%  increase  in  enrollment  and  present  indications 
point  to  a 1 .000  pupil  enrollment  in  the  near  future.  The  Build- 
ing Inspector  reports  that  the  building  trend  is  continuing  and 
that  during  the  past  year,  63  new  homes  were  added.  As  many 
of  these  homes  are  occupied  by  relatively  young  families,  the 
wave  of  elementary  school  enrollees  looms  larger.  Again, 
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recognizing  that  continuing  growth  is  inevitable,  the  town  is  in 
a most  advantageous  position  with  reference  to  school  facilities. 
This,  however,  is  a relative  state  and  the  school  staff  is  con- 
stantly studying  and  revising  its  plans  for  future  expansion  on 
all  levels  in  order  to  maintain  Way  land’s  favorable  position 
and  rating. 

COST  OF  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 
Public  education  in  our  country  has  not  yet  attained  full 
stature  but  is  rapidly  fulfilling  its  expanding  role.  Expanded 
programs,  must  of  course,  mean  larger  costs  on  the  local  and 
state  level.  Way  land’s  1949  budget,  and  the  tentative  budget 
for  the  year  ahead,  represent  sizable  increases  over  those 
amounts  expended  for  schools  early  in  our  history.  Percentage- 
wise, these  new  amounts  do  not  exceed  necessary  budget  in- 
creases established  during  the  past  five  years,  nor  do  they  place 
Wayland  out  of  line  with  comparably  sized  communities.  The 
budget-increase  comments  below  are  offered  principally  to  pre- 
sent a proper  background  of  interpretation. 

1.  Enrollment — The  aforementioned  30%  increase  in  stu- 
dent registrations  has  made  necessary  the  employment  of 
additional  instructors,  the  purchase  of  more  texts  and  in- 
structional supplies,  expanded  transportation  services,  and 
the  like. 

2.  Plant  expansion  — Closely  allied  with  the  enrollment 
problem  was  the  pressing  need  for  increased  building 
facilities  and  the  desired  shift  from  an  8-4  to  a 6-6 
system.  As  previously  described,  this  became  an  accom- 
plished fact  this  fall  with  the  completion  of  the  Cochituate 
and  High  School  additions  made  possible  by  the  gener- 
ous endorsement  of  the  citizens.  The  cost  of  operating 
these  buildings  obviously  must  increase. 

3.  State  aid — The  School  Department  has  received  certifica- 
tion for  an  approximate  $30,000  reimbursement  from  the 
state  on  the  1949  budget.  This  Chapter  70  (general  aid) 
and  Chapter  679  (transportation  aid)  return  constitutes 
a genuine  increase  in  revenue  for  the  town  and  is  not 
neutralized  in  whole  or  in  part  by  any  decrease  in  the 
amount  of  income  taxes  the  town  will  receive  on  a valua- 
tion basis.  Due  consideration  should  also  be  accorded 
the  anticipated  $40,000  on  the  1950  budget. 

4.  Comparative  data — A budget  check  with  the  other  102 
communities  in  our  population  class  shows  clearly  that 
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Wayland  is  in  no  way  out  of  line.  Two  communities,  in 
particular,  Sharon  and  Williamstown,  were  used  for 
checking  purposes  throughout  the  budget  year  because  of 
their  similarity  to  Wayland.  Both  expended  more  for 
operating  their  schools.  From  all  sources  this  past  school 
year,  Sharon  spent  $182.13  per  pupil  (in  average  mem- 
bership), Williamstown  spent  $187.36,  while  Wayland 
spent  $148.97.  In  our  group  state- wide  (Group  III),  the 
average  expenditure  per  pupil  was  $169.26  and  an  all- 
inclusive  average  for  every  city  and  town  in  the  Com- 
monwealth was  $191.46. 

GENERAL 

Staff  changes 

1949  brought  forth  the  greatest  number  of  personnel 
changes  in  the  School  Department’s  history.  In  all  24  positions 
were  filled,  the  majority  of  which  were  closely  allied  with  our 
shift  to  a 6-6  system  and  the  beginning  use  of  the  new  building 
facilities.  Among  the  instructional  changes  were  seven  new 
positions,  four  transfers,  and  six  replacements.  Following  is 
an  itemized  breakdown : 

New  positions : 

Center  School — Additional  first  and  second  grades 

Cochituate  School — Additional  second,  third,  and  fourth 
grades 

High  School — Social  studies  instructor,  General  shop  in- 
structor, Art  instructor 

Transfers : 

Mabel  Draper — Principal  of  Center  School  to  administra- 
tive assistant,  Junior  High  School 

Samuel  Strickland — Center  School  to  director  of  physical 
education  for  boys,  grades  1-12 

Peter  Dziejma — Assistant  principal  Cochituate  School  to 
principal 

Clement  Hasenfus — Instructor  Cochituate  School  to  Jun- 
ior-Senior High  School 

Mention  should  be  made  at  this  point  of  the  retirement  of 
a most  loyal  principal  who  left  the  staff  in  June.  Elected  in 
1920,  Miss  Mary  Kerr  served  the  Wayland  Public  Schools  con- 
tinually until  the  close  of  this  school  year  in  a most  faithful 
and  efficient  manner.  Without  question  the  most  important 
single  cog  in  any  school  building,  the  principal  sets  the  tone  and 
morale  of  student  and  teacher  alike.  It  is  with  considerable 
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pleasure  that  former  students  and  present  citizens  reflect  on 
the  qualities  of  service  established  and  maintained  by  Miss  Kerr. 
Our  best  wishes  for  continuing  happiness  go  with  her  in  a well 
earned  retirement. 

The  transfer  of  7th  and  8th  grade  students  from  our 
elementary  buildings  to  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  raised 
the  immediate  problem  of  administration  on  the  junior  high 
school  level.  An  appropriate  solution  was  reached  when  Mrs. 
Mabel  Draper  volunteered  for  such  an  assignment.  After  many 
years  of  exceptional  service  as  a teacher  and  principal  of  the 
Center  School,  Mrs.  Draper  continued  on  with  her  pupils  as  an 
administrative  assistant  in  charge  of  the  junior  high  school 
division.  The  happy  adjustment  of  these  students  to  new  sur- 
roundings has  been  due  in  no  small  measure  to  her  ever-present 
guidance.  The  elementary  vacancy  created  by  this  transfer  was 
filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  William  Johnson  as  principal 
of  the  Center  School.  Mr.  Johnson  is  a graduate  of  the  Fitch- 
burg Teachers  College  and  Boston  University,  and  formerly 
taught  in  Wayland  which  experience  was  followed  by  service 
in  the  public  schools  of  Sudbury  and  Concord. 

Replacements : 

Of  six  teachers  leaving  Wayland,  three  received  appoint- 
ments in  larger  towns  and  cities.  Two  left  the  profession 
to  enter  business,  and  one  assumed  home  responsibilities. 

The  non-instructional  appointments  included  two  new 
custodians  and  one  replacement,  three  new  cafeteria  em- 
ployees, and  one  new  clerk. 

Attendance 

Great  gains  in  regularity  of  school  attendance  have  been 
made  during  the  last  quarter  century.  A large  part  of  the 
credit  for  this  progress  is  due  to  the  previously  mentioned 
increasing  public  interest  in  education.  Compulsory  attendance 
laws,  the  first  of  which  was  enacted  in  Massachusetts  in  1852, 
have  been  strengthened  and  the  machinery  for  their  enforcement 
vastly  improved.  Excuse  for  absence  based  on  such  factors 
as  need  for  the  child’s  labor  on  the  farm  or  in  the  home  or  for 
the  support  of  himself  or  his  family;  lack  of  adequate  trans- 
portation ; bad  roads,  coupled  with  inclement  weather ; poverty 
or  parental  neglect ; are  becoming  less  common  each  year. 
Truancy  represents  an  infinitesimally  small  percentage  of 
absences  when  one  considers  that  in  a system  of  Wayland’s 
size  there  are  162,000  aggregate  attendance  days  each  year  of 
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which  less  than  one  dozen  truancies  are  customarily  reported. 
This  reflects  the  easy  adjustment  of  children  to  attractive  school 
programs  and  the  fact  that  most  young  people  like  to  go  to 
school. 

Occasionally,  a student  gets  the  urge  to  leave  school  on 
attaining  his  sixteenth  birthday.  The  temptation  of  what  at 
first  glance  appears  to  be  big  money  his  friends  are  earning 
outside  of  school,  encourages  departure  before  graduation  from 
high  school.  By  and  large,  however,  boys  and  girls  are  aware 
of  the  values  of  education  as  a total  lifetime  investment  and 
the  fact  that  people  who  have  completed  their  schooling  have 
a greater  earning  capacity  over  a longer  period  than  those  who 
have  not. 

The  cause  of  absence  today  in  the  vast  majority  of  cases 
is  illness  and  medical  authorities  have  shown  that  respiratory 
diseases  lead  in  pupil  days  lost.  The  school  and  the  home 
working  as  a team  can  appreciably  decrease  such  absence  by 
stressing  sound  health  habits  involving  the  right  kinds  of  food, 
sufficient  rest,  and  the  student’s  responsibility  to  avoid  exposing 
fellow  students  in  the  event  of  a cold,  sore  throat,  or  other 
illness. 

Community  use  of  buildings 

The  present  policy  regarding  the  use  of  school  buildings 
by  outside  organizations  is  to  encourage  such  activities  when 
the  purpose  is  educational,  recreational,  philanthropic,  or  of  a 
civic  interest.  To  date,  many  community  organizations  have 
availed  themselves  of  our  excellent  facilities.  Numbered  among 
these  are  scouts,  women’s  clubs,  civic  leagues,  choral  and 
orchestral  groups,  and  recreational  and  athletic  associations. 

Although  many  towns  and  cities  charge  a substantial  fee 
for  any  use  of  a school  building,  Wayland’s  buildings  are  free 
if  the  activity  falls  within  the  above  described  purposes  and  to 
which  no  admission  is  charged.  The  cost  of  operating  build- 
ings for  these  affairs,  however,  tends  to  be  relatively  high. 
School  Department  regulations  require  constant  custodial  super- 
vision during  activities  and  this  charge  coupled  with  heating 
and  lighting  the  buildings  adds  to  sizable  proportions  in  the 
course  of  a year.  As  most  of  these  charges  fall  within  the 
school  budget  and  bear  little  relationship  to  educational  service, 
it  may  be  advisable  for  the  Committee  to  re-examine  its  policy 
with  a view  to  establishing  nominal  fees  for  all  activities  or 
recommending  a separate  budget  to  underwrite  such  needs. 
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1949  Legislation 

Among  the  hundreds  of  bills  submitted  annually  for  the 
consideration  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Court,  many  relate 
directly  to  education.  In  1949  approximately  fifty  new  educa- 
tional laws  and  resolves  were  passed.  Although  the  great 
majority  cannot  be  classified  as  of  major  importance  affecting 
all  351  cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth,  it  is  the  re- 
sponsibility of  school  officials  to  be  constantly  alert  to  changing 
legislation.  Of  perhaps  the  greatest  interest  to  school  people 
is  Chapter  684  which  was  passed  August  15,  1949.  This  new 
act  sets  minimum  salaries  for  teachers  at  $2,100  a year  in  towns 
with  a valuation  over  $2,500,000,  and  at  $1,800  for  towns  with 
a valuation  of  less  than  $2,500,000.  As  Wayland’s  valuation  is 
considerably  above  this  figure,  $2,100  is  now  the  town’s  statu- 
tory minimum.  The  School  Department’s  salary  schedule  in 
operation  before  the  passage  of  this  law  had  established  $2,000 
as  our  beginning  salary. 

Bus  routes 

With  the  growth  of  the  town  has  come  a corresponding 
need  for  the  expansion  of  school  transportation  services.  At 
the  present  time  two  private  contractors  operate  the  bus  system 
covering  thirteen  regular  routes  daily.  In  addition,  an  activ- 
ities bus  to  Cochituate,  via  Old  Connecticut  Path  and  West 
Plain  Street,  leaves  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  at  5 :00  p.m. 
each  day.  Although  this  service  has  been  requested  from  other 
sections  of  the  community,  the  operating  costs  presently  do  not 
warrant  sending  a bus  into  an  area  with  less  than  50  students. 

Five  modern  60-passenger  buses  are  used  to  transport  the 
student  body  and  parents  are  assured  that  regular  inspections 
by  school  officials  and  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  guaran- 
tee safe  operation.  As  noted  in  the  budget  review,  transporta- 
tion costs  reach  $12,500  annually  of  which  the  Commonwealth 
reimburses  for  approximately  50%. 

I am  appreciative  of  the  cooperation  accorded  this  office 
during  the  past  year,  and  reaffirm  my  obligation  to  understand 
our  schools’  problems  and  to  assist  you  in  your  continuing 
efforts  toward  more  effective  public  schools.

REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  HEADMASTER 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I am  pleased  to  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  Head- 
master of  W ayland  High  School.  The  challenge  of  the  work 
entailed  in  the  reorganization  of  our  school  to  establish  the 
six-six  plan  has  been  an  interesting  and  invigorating  experience. 
Starting  a new  year  with  three-fifths  of  the  student  body  and 
two-thirds  of  the  staff  new  to  the  building,  one  wing  of  which 
was  unavailable,  presented  many  problems.  Through  the  fine 
cooperation  and  enthusiasm  of  the  students  and  teachers,  we 
got  under  way  in  splendid  fashion  and  are  now  operating 
efficiently  with  full  facilities.  I sincerely  appreciate  the  tire- 
less efforts  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  School 
Committee  in  keeping  abreast  of  the  many  details,  both  large 
and  small,  which  have  to  be  cared  for  in  a new  building  pro- 
gram. With  their  sincere  devotion  and  that  of  the  building 
committee  and  citizens,  we  now  have  the  best  of  facilities  to 
care  for  the  increasing  enrollment.  I can  speak  for  the  students 
and  teaching  staff  when  I say  we  greatly  appreciate  our  ex- 
panded facilities  and  will  do  our  best  to  care  for  and  use  them 
as  efficiently  as  possible. 

ENROLLMENT 

As  this  report  is  submitted,  our  enrollment  is  364,  divided 
as  follows : 

Grade  7 — 67  Grade  10  — 61 

Grade  8 — 78  Grade  11  — 48 

Grade  9 — 64  Grade  12  — 43 

P.G’s  — 3 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  an  attendance  of  over  97%  for  the 
first  two  months  of  the  year. 

GRADUATES  AND  SCHOLARSHIPS 

In  June  1949,  the  largest  class  ever  to  graduate  from  Way- 
land  High  School  received  their  diplomas  in  the  Town  Hall. 
This  year  they  are  occupied  as  follows:  College- 10,  Teachers 

College- 1.  Business  School-3,  Kindergarten  School- 1,  Prepara- 
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tory  School-2,  Nursing-1,  Navy-2,  Secretary-1,  Telephone 
Operators-3,  Stores-7,  Other  Work-12,  Married-1,  Post  Grad- 
uates-2. 

This  class  was  outstanding  scholastically  as  testified  by 
having  thirteen  of  its  members  elected  to  the  National  Honor 
Society.  It  is  most  fitting  that  it  was  possible  to  award  seven 
scholarships  to  the  class.  We  wish  to  sincerely  thank  the  Way- 
land  Woman’s  Club,  the  Wayland  High  School  Parent-Teacher 
Association  and  the  Wayland  Teachers’,  Club  for  making  these 
scholarships  possible.  Winners  were  carefully  chosen  by  com- 
mittees from  the  high  school  faculty  and  the  organization  con- 
cerned. The  choice  was  based  on  rank,  character,  school  ser- 
vice, and  intent  on  attending  an  advanced  school.  James  Curley, 
the  class  president  and  highest  ranking  student,  brought  honor 
not  only  to  himself  but  to  his  class  and  the  school  by  winning 
one  of  the  few  Francis  Ouimet  Scholarships.  These  pay  full 
tuition  and  are  open  to  boys  all  over  the  state. 

JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

We  are  now  a six  year  high  school.  Grades  seven  and 
eight,  commonly  called  the  Junior  High  School,  occupy  a large 
part  of  the  new  class  room  wing.  Here  they  have  the  best  in 
school  room  atmosphere,  including  lighting,  room  decoration, 
closets,  shelves,  blackboards,  bulletin  boards,  and  seating. 
These  grades  are  departmentalized  enabling  greater  specializa- 
tion of  teaching  and  helping  the  pupils  to  be  better  prepared 
for  the  election  of  courses  in  high  school.  The  gap  between 
grades  eight  and  nine  has  been  bridged,  as  entering  Freshmen 
will  already  be  familiar  with  high  school  routine  and  facilities. 
Being  in  the  same  building,  it  is  much  easier  to  guide  them  in 
choice  of  subjects  capitalizing  on  their  interests  and  abilities. 
While  classes  in  grades  seven  and  eight  are,  of  course,  separate 
from  those  in  the  high  school  as  well  as  lunch  periods,  most 
assemblies  are  held  together  and  Junior  High  School  students 
may  be  members  of  the  Varsity  Athletic  Squads,  the  Student 
Council  and  several  other  school  activities. 

GUIDANCE 

Guidance  includes  all  activities  aimed  to  help  the  student 
to  realize  his  capabilities  to  the  full  extent,  to  help  him  to  help 
himself,  to  help  him  find  the  place  he  is  fitted  for  in  society 
and  fill  it  in  the  most  efficient  way  possible.  Young  people  vary 
widely  in  abilities  and  interests  and  education  should  provide

for  all.  Guidance  is  not  something  new  or  apart,  but  is  prac- 
tically synonomous  with  education.  Realizing  its  importance, 
wre  are  devoting  our  faculty  meetings  this  year  to  Guidance 
with  a view  to  making  our  Guidance  program  the  most  efficient 
possible.  We  are  fortunate  in  having  Miss  Nelson  on  our  staff 
whose  field  and  main  interest  is  guidance.  Miss  Nelson,  Mrs. 
Draper,  Miss  Merrithew,  and  the  Headmaster  devote  a great 
deal  of  time  to  individual  counseling  concerning  school  prob- 
lems and  plans  for  the  future.  Guidance  could  be  divided  into 
Educational,  Vocational  and  Social.  All  teachers  deal  with  the 
adjustment  of  students  to  school  in  general,  subjects  in  particu- 
lar, improvement  of  study  habits,  remedial  work,  and  referrals. 
They  also  bring  out  the  vocational  aspects  of  their  classes. 
Constant  help  is  given  in  choosing,  preparing  for,  and  applying 
for  vocations  and  advanced  schools.  A series  of  about  twenty- 
five  meetings  is  being  held,  divided  quite  evenly  between  Occu- 
pations and  Advanced  Schools.  Here  representatives  from  the 
schools  or  recognized  authorities  in  the  occupational  field  talk 
to  interested  students. 

Guidance  records  include  Permanent  Record  Card,  Test 
Record  Card,  Health  Card,  Cumulative  Guidance  Record,  Per- 
sonality Rating  Sheet,  and  folders  for  other  items.  Placement 
and  Follow  Up  after  leaving  school  are  included  in  the  pro- 
gram. The  faculty  has  established  the  following  steps  that  a 
student  should  climb  in  order  to  efficiently  prepare  for  future 
vocations  and/or  advanced  school. 

Grade  7 — Adjustment  to  school.  Discovery  of  interests  and 
special  abilities. 

Grade  8 — Adjustment  continued.  Spring — election  of  Grade 
9 subjects.  Deciding  whether  to  start  College  or 
General  preparation.  Those  with  the  ability  are 
urged  to  try  the  former. 

Grade  9 — Study  of  occupations  in  general.  Choosing  a field. 

Planning  high  school  program  to  best  prepare  for 
this  type  of  vocation  and  the  advanced  training 
necessary.  This  is  done  in  Orientation,  a course 
required  of  all  Freshmen. 

Grade  10 — Recheck  on  pupils’  chosen  occupations  and/or 
advanced  schools  through  a unit  in  English.  Ad- 
justments are  made  as  necessary. 

Grade  11 — Recheck  again  in  English.  English  is  required 
each  year  of  all  students.  Students  going  to  ad- 
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vanced  school  should  choose  the  school  and  make 
application  by  spring  of  the  Junior  year. 

Grade  12 — Application  to  advanced  school  in  fall  if  not  done 
in  the  Junior  year.  Final  check  on  occupations  in 
a unit  in  Problems  in  Democracy,  required  of  all 
Seniors. 

NEW  SUBJECTS 

With  our  added  facilities  we  are  now  able  to  care  for  not 
only  students  going  on  to  college  or  into  business  but  we  also 
offer  a full  program  to  students  who  are  not  going  on  to  ad- 
vanced school.  Our  splendid  new  Home  Economics  laboratory 
has  enabled  this  department  to  expand  greatly  and  become  much 
more  proficient  in  preparing  for  homemaking.  Our  shop,  well 
equipped  with  power  machinery,  ample  hand  tools,  a finishing 
room  and  a mechanical  drawing  room,  has  provided  a new  and 
much  needed  activity  for  many  students  formerly  frustrated  by 
subjects  out  of  their  sphere  of  interest.  It  is  a beehive  of 
activity  all  day  long.  Even  though  this  is  the  first  year,  the 
finished  products  have  really  been  remarkable.  Courses  in  Shop 
and  Home  Economics  are  offered  in  each  year  from  grades 
seven  to  twelve.  All  seventh  and  eighth  grade  people  take  two 
periods  a week  while  high  school  students  may  elect  it  for  eight 
periods  a week. 

In  grade  nine,  Orientation  is  now  required.  It  is  aimed 
to  help  students  get  the  most  out  of  school,  and  through  a study 
of  manners  and  conduct,  to  teach  them  to  get  along  with  people. 
The  latter  is  the  greatest  single  factor  in  future  success  and 
happiness.  The  course  also  surveys  the  occupational  fields  and 
enables  each  Freshman  to  pick  out  an  interest  and  use  it  as  a 
goal  around  which  to  make  his  high  school  career  more  worth- 
while. 

Consumer  Science  has  been  added  as  an  elective  subject  for 
grades  eleven  and  twelve.  It  provides  an  applied  course  more 
practical  to  the  average  student  than  Chemistry  and  Physics. 

The  boys’  Physical  Education  Department  is  now  on  a 
parallel  with  the  girls’,  with  real  gym  classes  consisting  of  calis- 
thenics, apparatus  work,  health  and  sports  discussions,  and 
training  in  fundamentals  as  well  as  the  playing  of  games. 

COURSES  OF  STUDY 

During  the  school  year  1948-1949,  through  departmental 
meetings,  courses  of  study  were  drawn  up  in  Business,  Lan- 
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giiage,  Home  Economics,  and  Girls’  and  Boys’  Physical  Educa- 
tion. This  year  this  is  being  done  in  English,  Mathematics,  and 
Shop.  Establishing  courses  of  study  enables  a continuity  and 
coverage  of  material  impossible  when  each  teacher  is  left  to  his 
own  devices  or  becomes  too  dependent  on  one  textbook.  These 
will  be  revised  about  every  third  year. 

ACTIVITIES 

The  four  important  aspects  of  a high  school  student’s 
record  are  Scholarship,  Attendance,  Citizenship,  and  Activities. 
Realizing  the  importance  of  the  latter  two  items,  we  have  a well 
balanced  program  of  co-curricular  activities.  The  Student 
Council  enables  pupils  to  participate  in  the  smooth  running  of 
our  school.  We  also  have  a Junior  High  School  Student  Coun- 
cil. Each  school  has  its  own  Traffic  Squad.  Other  activities 
include  the  yearbook — “The  Reflector,”  the  school  paper — “The 
Chatterbox,”  School  News,  Dramatic  Club,  Chorus,  Projectors 
Club,  National  Honor  Society,  which  this  year  produced  the 
first  Wayland  High  School  Handbook,  Wayco,  which  conducts 
the  school  store,  Junior  Red  Cross  Council,  American  Legion 
Oratorical  Contest,  Junior  Town  Meeting  of  the  Air,  Varsity 
sports  for  boys  and  girls  each  season  with  Junior  Varsity, 
Junior  High  School  and  intramural  teams  wherever  possible. 

assemblies 

A well  balanced  assembly  program  includes  five  outside 
programs  from  the  National  Secondary  Schools’  Assembly  Ser- 
vice. These  programs  are  chosen  by  a committee  of  principals 
and  represent  the  best  talent  in  the  country.  They  were  financed 
by  the  magazine  campaign.  In  addition  each  class  has  spon- 
sored an  assembly  as  well  as  the  Dramatic  Club,  which  has 
twice  presented  plays.  We  have  had  rallies,  and  an  amateur 
contest.  In  most  of  these  the  students  themselves  have  been 
able  to  profit  by  participation. 

SCHOOL  SERVICE 

Many  vital  items  of  school  routine  are  made  worthwhile 
projects  of  regular  classes  rather  than  being  a burden  on  an 
overworked  few  during  out  of  school  time.  These  include : 
Office  Practice — office  work,  duplicating,  work  placement 
Orientation — appearance  of  building  and  grounds 
United  States  History — traffic 

Consumer  Science — fire  squad,  Wayco,  lost  and  found 
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Home  Economics — school  nurses,  cafeteria  help 
English  Classes — library,  School  News,  “The  Chatterbox” 
Bookkeeping  2 — magazine  campaign 

EDUCATION  WEEK 

The  observance  of  American  Education  Week  during 
November  each  year  not  only  provides  an  excellent  opportunity 
to  emphasize  the  importance  of  education  to  the  success  of  our 
Democracy  but  it  enables  the  school  to  interpret  its  activities  to 
parents  and  friends.  This  year,  in  conjunction  with  the  Nov- 
ember Parent-Teacher  Association  Meeting,  a program  illus- 
trating school  activity  was  described  and  demonstrated  by  the 
students  themselves.  An  attendance  of  over  200  made  this  a 
most  successful  affair.  Other  features  of  the  week  included 
essays  on  Education  Week  topics  in  English  classes,  discus- 
sions of  the  daily  topics  in  Social  Science  and  English  classes 
and  an  Education  Week  Assembly  sponsored  by  the  Problems 
of  Democracy  class.  A combined  boys’  and  girls’  Physical 
Education  demonstration  will  be  presented  in  the  spring. 

PARENTS 

We  sincerely  wish  parents  would  do  their  best  to  help  their 
boys  and  girls  to  get  the  most  possible  out  of  school.  The  atti- 
tude in  the  home  is  reflected  in  the  attitude  of  the  student 
toward  school.  The  parents  can  help  so  much  in  improving 
student  cooperation,  in  promoting  home  study  and  in  reducing 
absence  and  tardiness.  Excusable  absences  are  only  those  in- 
volving sickness.  For  other  absences  the  school  should  be  con- 
tacted in  advance  to  prevent  the  absence  from  being  unexcused. 
Parents  should  arrange  for  shopping,  visits,  dentist  appoint- 
ments, work,  etc.  after  school,  Saturdays,  or  vacations.  Exces- 
sive absence  not  only  greatly  detracts  from  the  value  of  school, 
but  makes  much  extra  work  because  of  the  individual  attention 
required  for  make-up  work.  The  student  belongs  in  the  school 
unless  there  is  real  necessity  for  his  absence.  Absentees  are 
asked  to  bring  a note  on  the  day  of  return  and  make  up  the 
work  within  a given  time.  Parents  are  contacted  in  cases  of 
excessive  absence,  excessive  tardiness,  and  lack  of  cooperation. 

In  addition  to  rank  cards,  supplementary  reports  are  sent 
home  as  needed  midway  in  the  marking  period.  The  message 
to  parents  which  accompanies  each  rank  card  is  useful  in  bring- 
ing the  school  and  the  home  closer  together.  Parents  are 
welcome  to  visit  school,  including  any  classes  and  activities. 
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Problems  may  be  discussed  with  the  headmaster  or  teachers  at 
any  time  outside  regular  school  hours.  Definite  appointments 
are  desirable  and  can  be  arranged  through  the  school  office. 
The  headmaster  can  often  be  available  during  school  hours  if 
appointments  are  made  ahead  of  time.  Come  in,  see  the  build- 
ing, meet  the  teachers,  and  get  better  acquainted. 

The  past  year  has  been  a hectic  one,  due  last  winter  and 
spring  to  the  noise  and  confusion  of  construction  and  this  fall 
to  the  handicap  of  unavailable  facilities  and  the  reorganization 
necessary  in  a new  building.  However,  the  splendid  coopera- 
tion of  the  faculty,  students,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  School 
Committee,  and  other  citizens  of  Wayland  has  made  this  year 
definitely  one  of  progress.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  PHYSICAL 
EDUCATION  FOR  GIRLS 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I would  like  to  submit  the  following  report  to  you  concern- 
ing the  Physical  Education  activities  in  the  Wayland  schools 
for  the  year  1949. 

The  elementary  school  program  has  been  changed  con- 
siderably this  year.  Beginning  in  the  fourth  grade,  separation 
is  made  between  the  boys  and  girls  with  each  group  having 
from  45  to  60  minute  periods  over  20  to  30  minute  periods 
of  previous  years.  This  is  done  through  the  efforts  of  a full 
time  boys’  instructor  which  we  did  not  have  before. 

In  the  Cochituate  school,  the  new  gymnasium  has  allowed 
for  a more  complete  indoor  program  in  all  grades.  The  activi- 
ties in  the  various  grades  are  the  same  as  have  been  reported 
upon  in  previous  reports  but  have  been  expanded  in  many  ways. 

Probably  the  greatest  change  in  the  Physical  Education 
program  is  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  school.  This  year 
the  Junior  High  is  required  to  take  2 periods  per  week  over 
1 of  last  year  and  the  Senior  High  3 over  2 of  last  year.  The 
third  period  in  the  High  school  is  for  the  purpose  of  promot- 
ing co-recreation  activities  for  the  students.  Some  of  these 
activities  are  volleyball,  badminton,  sports  films  and  possibly 
sports  talks  or  demonstrations. 

The  girls’  extra-curricular  program  in  the  Junior  and 
Senior  High  school  is  as  follows : 

Fall — Field  Hockey — Varsity  team  for  High  school  with 
an  opportunity  for  some  Junior  High  students 
to  play. 

Winter — Basketball — Varsity  team  for  High  school  and 
Intramurals  for  Junior  High  school. 

Spring — Softball — Varsity  team  for  High  school  and 
Intramurals  for  Junior  High  with  a possibility  of 
one  or  two  outside  games. 
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Emphasis  is  placed  on  encouraging  larger  numbers  of  girls 
to  come  out  for  sports  with  opportunities  for  all  to  participate. 

May  I express  my  appreciation  for  all  that  has  been  done 
this  past  year  both  by  the  townspeople  and  the  school  officials 
to  better  the  physical  education  and  sports  program  in  our 
schools.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  PHYSICAL 
EDUCATION  FOR  BOYS 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I hereby  submit  my  first  report  as  director  of  Physical 
Education  and  Athletics  in  the  Wayland  School  System.  I 
am  only  able  to  account  for  the  department  from  the  opening 
of  school  in  the  fall  to  the  present  time.  I shall,  however, 
outline  some  of  the  main  events  of  the  fall  and  plans  for  the 
future. 

Physical  Education  should  contribute  to  mental  health, 
to  physical  health,  to  social  development,  and  to  the  develop- 
ment of  interests  and  skills.  Physical  Education  must  be  a 
continuous  phase  of  the  total  educational  program. 

The  activities  of  the  Elementary  grades  (4-6)  are  selected 
from  among  the  following  in  keeping  with  the  age,  size,  and 
maturity  of  the  individual  loss  groups.  In  the  fall,  calisthen- 
ics, body  building  exercises,  mimetics,  fundamental  skills 
(such  as,  throwing,  catching,  and  kicking)  particularly  adapted 
to  soccer  and  touch  football  were  taught.  During  the  winter 
months,  similar  activities  are  carried  out  and  adapted  to  basket- 
ball, mat  work,  and  other  indoor  games.  For  the  spring  we 
shall  again  emphasize  the  fundamental  skills  related  to  soft- 
ball,  soccer,  and  to  a limited  extent,  certain  track  events,  such 
as,  dashes,  relay  races,  and  jumping. 

Grades  7-12,  now  all  in  the  High  school,  meet  twice  a week 
for  regular  periods.  Grades  9-12  have  an  extra  period  as  a 
co-recreational  class  during  the  winter  months.  (They  go  out- 
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side  during  the  fall  and  spring.)  This  period  is  to  be  devoted 
to  volleyball,  badminton,  basket  shooting,  and  dancing. 

In  the  regular  classroom  periods  a new  idea  is  being  suc- 
cessfully tried.  That  is,  using  3-5  minutes  to  discuss  a specific 
health  topic.  Knowledge  of  what  constitutes  good  health  and 
healthy  living  is  taught  so  as  to  influence  the  health  practices 
of  pupils.  This  is  followed  by  3-5  minutes  warm  up  in  calis- 
thenics and  mimetics. 

Now  that  we  have  complete  locker  room  facilities,  it  is 
possible  to  include  in  the  program  opportunities  for  regular 
showers  given  in  rooms  which  are  clean,  sanitary,  well  ventil- 
ated, and  safe.  The  locker  and  equipment  rooms  make  it  pos- 
sible to  teach  proper  habits  of  care  for  personal  belongings  and 
school  equipment.  A system  of  school  and  student  sponsored 
towels  is  being  tried  this  year.  Because  of  the  locker  facilities 
in  the  Cochituate  school  (grades  4-6),  they  are  required  to 
wear  gym  apparel  and  take  showers  which  have  been  very 
successful.  At  the  present  time  plans  are  being  made  to  pro- 
vide similar  opportunities  for  the  boys  of  the  Center  school. 

Intramurals  for  elementary,  Junior  High,  and  High  school 
students  are  planned  and  will  be  carried  on  at  all  possible 
intervals. 

A gym  exhibition,  in  conjunction  with  the  girls,  for  the 
High  school  is  planned  for  the  spring. 

Attention  is  given  to  individuals  who  show  minor  defects 
and  irregularities  in  posture  and  physical  coordination.  More 
serious  defects  are  referred  to  the  school  nurse,  school  doctor, 
or  to  the  parents  of  the  pupils. 

In  athletics,  the  varsity  football  team  won  five,  lost  four 
this  fall  and  shows  great  promise  of  being  a strong  contender 
in  another  season. 

Our  varsity  basketball  team  should  do  well  in  its  competi- 
tion this  winter.  As  over  ninety  boys  turned  out  for  pre- 
basketball practice  this  year,  it  was  decided  to  place  separate 
eighth  and  ninth  grade  teams  in  competition.  Eighth  and  ninth 
graders  are  to  have  the  opportunity  this  year  to  participate  in 
a regular  schedule.  These  teams  are  fully  equipped  and  are 
provided  with  adequate  supervision  and  coaching. 

When  spring  arrives,  our  baseball  team  should  give  a fine 
account  of  itself  against  all  opponents. 
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The  new  gymnasium  provides  for  a more  expansive  pro- 
gram of  physical  education  during  the  school  day  and  for  more 
satisfactory  facilities  for  athletic  contests  which  many  of  the 
townspeople  enjoy  attending. 

Although  the  recreational  facilities  of  this  department  are 
among  the  finest  of  the  small  schools  in  Greater  Boston,  some 
form  of  portable  stands  on  the  athletic  field,  or  perhaps  an 
enclosure  of  some  sort,  would  be  most  beneficial  to  the  school 
• from  the  aspect  of  gate  receipts  and  outward  appearances. 

I wish  to  thank  you,  the  principals,  and  the  entire  staff 
for  complete  cooperation  in  helping  to  carry  out  this  program.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ART  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

As  the  Art  Teacher  in  the  Way  land  Schools,  I would  like 
to  pass  on  the  Art  Creed  of  the  National  Art  Association : 

ART  EXPERIENCES  are  essential  to  the  fullest  develop- 
ment of  all  people  at  all  levels  of  growth  BECAUSE 
THEY  PROMOTE  self-realization  of  the  whole 
individual  by  integrating  his  imaginative,  creative, 
intellectual,  emotional  and  manual  capacities 
AND 

social  maturity  and  responsibility  through  cultivating 
a deepened  understanding  of  the  problems,  ideals, 
and  goals  of  other  individuals  and  social  groups. 

ART  IS  especially  well  suited  to  such  growth 
BECAUSE  IT : 

encourages  freedom  of  expression,  emphasizes  emo- 
tional and  spiritual  values,  integrates  all  human  capa- 
cities, AND  universalizes  human  expression. 

ART  INSTRUCTION  should  encourage: 

exploration  and  experimentation  in  many  media, 
sharpened  perfection  of  esthetic  qualities,  increased 
art  knowledge  and  skills,  AND  THE  creative  ex- 
perience in  significant  activities, 

AND  THE 

realization  that  art  has  its  roots  in  everyday 
experience. 

ART  CLASSES  should  be  taught  with  full  recognition 
that : all  individuals  are  capable  of  expression  in 

art.  Individuals  vary  markedly  in  motivations  and 
capacities, 

AND 

art  is  less  a body  of  subject  matter  than  a develop- 
mental activity. 

BECAUSE  ART  EXPERIENCES  are  close  to  the  core 
of  individual  and  social  development  and  because 
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they  pervade  all  phases  of  living,  THE  NATIONAL 
ART  EDUCATION  ASSOCIATION  believes  that 
ALL  teachers  should  have  basic  training  in  art. 

As  expressed  in  former  reports  in  my  own  words,  I strive 
to  live  up  to  the  ideals  of  this  creed. 

At  a recent  meeting  of  a group  of  art  teachers  related  to 
NESDEC  the  general  consensus  was  that  all  teachers  should 
have  art  training. 

In  the  Spring  at  a meeting  of  the  Parent  Teacher  group 
in  Cochituate  I had  an  exhibition  of  the  children’s  art  work. 
This  exhibit  illustrated  the  development  of  art  from  the  first 
through  the  eighth  grades.  In  explaining  methods  and  pro- 
cedure I endeavored  to  acquaint  the  parents  with  the  process 
of  teaching  fundamentals  of  art  in  an  enjoyable  way,  and  yet 
to  show  how  these  basic  principles  are  carried  on  into  more 
complicated  work  in  the  higher  classes. 

The  general  course  of  art  is  followed  each  year.  With 
new  ideas  from  current  books,  art  conventions  and  conferences, 
the  program  is  enriched  by  contacts  and  experimentation.  I 
believe  in  progress,  and  that  new  ideas  should  be  tried  and  if 
lacking  in  value  dropped  from  the  program. 

The  High  school  group  last  year  painted  scenery  for  the 
operetta  and  several  students  entered  work  in  the  Scholastic 
Contest  at  the  R.  H.  White  Store.  Others  helped  with  the  com- 
mencement decorations. 

Since  September  my  work  has  been  with  the  elementary 
grades  in  the  Wayland  Center  and  Cochituate  schools.  This 
is  the  first  time  for  some  years  that  I have  met  with  the  lower 
classes  each  week.  With  weekly  visits  the  students  will  have 
a better  opportunity  to  accomplish  more  work  and  be  prepared 
for  Junior  and  Senior  High  art  work. 

In  the  Junior-Senior  High  school  the  classes  have  been 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Wilson  S.  Snow.  Following  is  an 
excerpt  from  his  annual  report. 

“In  the  approach  to  art  as  a junior  and  senior  high 
school  subject,  the  presentation  requires  dual  qualities  with  a 
single  goal,  the  latter  of  course  being  an  increased  under- 
standing of  subject  matter  and  methods.  This  goal  is  reached 
by  (1.)  instruction  in  fundamentals  and  basic  technical  points, 
enhanced  by  (2.)  an  interesting  procedure. 
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Proper  application  of  these  steps  is  especially  important 
in  the  Junior  High  school  classes,  where  art  is  a required  sub- 
ject for  all  students. 

The  material  used  in  the  above  manner  thus  far  has  been, 
among  others,  work  on  value  and  color  charts,  components 
of  a landscape,  and  the  composition  of  landscape  drawings. 
An  example  of  this  involved  a study  of  tree  construction, 
followed  by  practice  drawing  of  cloud  formations,  and  finally 
combining  these  two  in  a landscape.  Figure  drawing  is  also 
accented,  especially  the  importance  of  correctly  depicting  the 
action  expressed.” 

The  teachers  are  most  co-operative  in  bringing  to  my 
attention  subject  matter  which  will  be  beneficial  to  the  students. 
This  correlation  is  more  helpful  when  the  subject  is  being 
studied  and  discussed. 

Art  and  a pleasant  environment  are  certainly  demonstrated 
in  the  new  additions  to  the  Wayland  schools.  I am  sure  these 
physical  aspects  of  the  buildings  are  more  conducive  to  better 
work.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  VOCAL 
MUSIC 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

In  February  1949  I gave  a talk  and  demonstration  to  the 
Parent-Teachers  Association  in  Cochituate.  Groups  of  stu- 
dents from  various  grades  presented  a short  program  showing 
the  development  of  their  musical  growth  during  the  first  eight 
grades,  and  the  parents  present  enjoyed  learning  the  extent  of 
their  own  capabilities  by  taking  some  of  the  musical  aptitude 
tests. 

In  March  the  music  students  of  Wayland  High  school 
gave  the  operetta  “The  Belle  of  Bagdad”  on  two  successive 
evenings.  Eighty-five  boys  and  girls  participated  in  the  per- 
formance, the  proceeds  of  which  started  a fund  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a grand  piano  for  the  new  auditorium. 

At  the  graduation  exercises  which  were  held  in  the  Town 
Hall  in  June  the  mixed  chorus  and  the  girls’  chorus  presented 
a program  which  was  very  well  received. 

The  pupils  of  the  Cochituate  school  presented  the  operetta 
“Where  Was  Santa?”  in  December.  This  performance  was 
given  free  of  charge  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  P.  T.  A. 
Students,  teachers,  and  parents  cooperated  in  every  way,  and 
we  were  all  happy  to  see  the  new  auditorium  filled  to  capacity. 

Although  progress  has  been  made  during  the  past  year,  I 
feel  that  much  remains  to  be  offered  in  the  way  of  an  adequate 
music  curriculum.  I look  forward  with  interest  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  a music  assistant  to  be  responsible  for  orchestral  and 
instrumental  training.  Also,  as  the  town  continues  to  grow, 
consideration  should  be  given  to  the  employment  of  a full-time 
supervisor.  Elementary  teachers  who  have  difficulty  in  teach- 
ing music  would  have  more  of  the  supervisor’s  time.  I look 
forward  also  to  an  increasing  enrollment  in  the  chorus  at  the 
Junior- Senior  High  school.  Although  this  general  chorus  for 
the  enjoyment  of  music  is  a splendid  morale  builder,  at  a later 
date  additional  courses  might  be  offered  involving  more  serious 
study  of  the  different  aspects  of  music.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PENMANSHIP  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I am  pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  opera- 
tion of  the  handwriting  program  in  the  Wayland  schools  for 
the  school  year  of  1948-1949. 

In  the  initial  handwriting  tests  administered  in  January 
1947,  8.6%  of  your  pupils  received  a grade  of  “A”  (Excellent)  ; 
18.4%  received  a grade  of  “B”  (Good)  ; and  73%  were  graded 
less  than  “ B ”.  In  the  tests  administered  in  June  1949,  55% 
of  your  pupils  received  a grade  of  “A”;  20.5%  received  a 

grade  of  “B”;  and  24.5%  were  graded  less  than  “B”. 

During  the  last  school  year,  we  graded  approximately 
5500  formal  and  16,500  informal  samples  of  handwriting  for 
your  pupils.  A formal  test  was  administered  monthly  and  a 
report  was  furnished  each  teacher  giving  a careful  diagnosis 
of  the  handwriting  of  each  pupil  in  her  room. 

Handwriting  certificates  were  awarded  to  73%  of  your 
pupils. 

We  furnished  the  following  instructional  materials : — 
monthly  teachers’  outlines,  pupil  folder  outlines,  room  motiva- 
tion certificates,  handedness  tests,  individual  handwriting  cer- 
tificates for  pupils  who  qualified,  monthly  and  term  envelopes, 
seals,  etc. 

My  supervisors  join  with  me  in  expressing  our  apprecia- 
tion for  the  splendid  cooperation  we  have  received  from  you 
and  your  teachers  at  all  times.  We  are  very  pleased  with  the 
results  obtained  in  your  schools.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I hereby  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1949. 

The  school  physician  was  assisted  at  the  yearly  physical 
examinations  in  the  fall.  Notices  of  defects  were  sent  to  the 
parents  and  home  visits  were  made  to  urge  parents  to  consult 
family  physicians. 

A Toxoid  Clinic  for  the  prevention  of  diphtheria  was 
sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Health.  At  the  clinic  any  school 
child  who  has  not  been  immunized  is  given  the  opportunity  to 
receive  Toxoid  treatments  by  the  school  doctor.  Parents  are 
urged  to  take  advantage  of  the  clinic. 

Pupils  were  weighed  and  measured  every  three  months 
during  the  school  year. 

The  school  dentist  was  assisted  two  mornings  a week  at 
the  Dental  Clinic,  which  was  held  in  Wayland  Center  on  Mon- 
days and  in  Cochituate  on  Wednesdays. 

In  May,  pre-school  conferences  were  held  in  both  Wayland 
and  Cochituate.  Children  were  examined  by  the  school  physi- 
cian. Parents  attending  were  urged  to  have  their  children’s 
physical  defects  corrected  before  entering  school  in  September. 
Some  children  were  unable  to  attend  the  conferences  but  were 
examined  by  their  family  physician.  Miss  Morrill  assisted  in 
Cochituate  and  Mrs.  Reifsteck  in  Wayland. 

The  Massachusetts  vision  test  was  given  in  the  Center 
school  and  in  the  High  school.  It  was  impossible  to  test  in  the 
Cochituate  building  because  of  inadequate  facilities.  Notices 
were  sent  to  parents  of  children  found  to  have  indication  of 
visual  defects.  Follow-up  visits  were  necessary  in  some  cases. 
It  is  not  expected  that  all  defects  will  be  found,  but  the  child 
who  indicates  a probable  defect  is  referred  to  a specialist  or 
clinic  for  further  examination.  Many  visual  defects  have  since 
been  corrected. 
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In  cases  of  infectious  disease  or  accident,  pupils  were  re- 


ferred to  the  family  physician.

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REPORT  OF  WAYLAND  FREE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
For  the  Year  1949 


The  personnel  of  the  Wayland  Free  Public  Library  has 
undergone  several  changes  during  the  past  year.  Mrs.  J.  Fred 
Wheeler  was  unable  to  continue  as  regular  assistant,  due  to  ill 
health,  and  Mrs.  Robert  A.  Prisch,  who  had  substituted  for 
Mrs.  Wheeler,  moved  away  from  Wayland.  Mrs.  Frank  K. 
Bentley  became  the  regular  assistant  in  March.  In  September, 
Miss  Shirley  Bentley,  a sophomore  in  High  School,  became 
our  page. 

On  June  30th,  Mrs.  Gertrude  D.  Bishop  retired  as  assistant 
at  the  Cochituate  Branch  Library,  after  more  than  forty  years 
of  devoted  service,  and  Mrs.  Katherine  M.  Damon  was  appoint- 
ed as  temporary  assistant. 

At  the  annual  town  election  in  March,  Mr.  George  G. 
Bogren  was  elected  a trustee  of  the  library  to  succeed  Mr. 
Richard  M.  Francis,  whose  term  of  office  had  expired. 

In  September,  Mrs.  Robert  A.  Currie,  Jr.,  who  became 
librarian  September  1st,  1948  tendered  her  resignation  to  take 
effect  as  soon  as  a new  librarian  should  be  appointed. 

During  1949  the  Friends  of  the  Wayland  Library,  under 
the  able  chairmanship  of  Mr.  Francis  E.  Devlin,  held  several 
interesting  programs  at  the  library.  On  February  2nd  Mr. 
David  McCord,  well-known  humorist,  entertained  a most 
appreciative  audience  with  readings  from  his  anthology  of  light 
verse  “What  Cheer”.  Mr.  Henry  Davenport,  artist  and  pho- 
tographer of  Weston,  spoke  on  “You  and  your  Camera”  on 
March  22nd.  There  was  an  exhibition  of  his  photographs  in 
the  Francis  Shaw  Room  during  the  entire  week.  Miss  Judith 
Stromdahl  of  the  Weston  Public  Library  gave  two  most  inter- 
esting book  review  programs  on  March  17th  and  April  21st. 
On  May  4th  the  Friends  presented  a film  on  the  manufacture 
of  steel  entitled  “Steel,  Man’s  Servant”.  During  the  winter, 
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five  educational  films  for  children  were  shown  on  alternate 
Saturday  mornings. 

The  Friends  sponsored  three  programs  during  Book  Week 
and,  as  a money-raising  event  for  the  library,  held  a very  suc- 
cessful Book  Fair  all  week,  with  over  a hundred  new  books  on 
display  in  the  reading  room.  On  Monday  afternoon,  November 
14th,  Miss  Judith  Stromdahl  reviewed  several  of  the  season’s 
outstanding  books.  Tea  and  a social  hour  followed  her  talk. 
On  Tuesday  a most  illuminating  lecture  by  Mrs.  J.  Sidney 
Stone  on  the  history  and  methods  of  tray  painting  and  decorat- 
ing, was  followed  by  a buffet  luncheon.  On  Wednesday,  Mr. 
Clarence  W.  Anderson,  who  has  written  and  illustrated  many 
popular  books  on  horses,  spoke  to,  and  made  sketches  of  horses 
for,  the  5th,  6th  and  7th  grades  in  Wayland  and  Cochituate. 
A display  of  his  lithographs  of  horses  was  a feature  of  our 
Book  Fair. 

The  4H  Club  of  Wayland  held  an  exhibition  of  handiwork 
in  the  Francis  Shaw  Room  during  the  week  of  May  2nd. 
From  May  23rd  to  28th  the  Decorating  Class  of  Mrs.  J.  Sidney 
Stone  and  Mrs.  Philip  Burbank  exhibited  painted  and  stenciled 
trays,  furniture,  boxes  and  country  tin.  The  Summer  Painting 
Group  sponsored  by  the  Wayland  Town  House,  held  a display 
of  chddren’s  paintings  in  the  Shaw  Room  on  July  26th.  The 
Hobby  and  Craft  Show  of  Wayland  children  between  the  ages 
of  7 and  12  was  held  in  the  Shaw  Room  on  November  5th 
and  6th. 

Several  lectures  by  field  workers  of  the  Middlesex  County 
Extension  Service  on  household  repairs  and  improvements, 
chair  caning  and  slip-cover  making  have  been  held  in  the  Shaw 
Room. 

We  have  had  several  interesting  exhibits  in  our  glass  case 
in  the  course  of  the  year.  These  included  a large  collection 
of  postcards  by  David  Potter ; a group  of  exquisite  and  very 
old  valentines  by  Mrs.  Johnston  Bird;  a display  of  foreign 
currency  and  one  of  hand-made  fishing  flies  by  Michael 
Patterson ; a most  entertaining  group  of  old  photographs  of 
the  1870s  and  ’80s  and  a selection  from  her  large  collection 
of  cook  books  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Russell ; and  for  the  last 
month,  a very  handsome  display  of  steins  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Donald  Neelon,  which  has  attracted  visitors  from  all  over 
Greater  Boston. 
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Members  of  the  Wayland  Garden  Club  kept  the  library 
well  supplied  with  flowers  all  through  the  summer.  In  Novem- 
ber we  had  a most  attractive  harvest  arrangement,  and  in  De- 
cember a lovely  Christmas  one. 

On  January  1st,  1949  the  total  number  of  volumes  in  the 
library  was  29,225.  During  1949,  282  adult  books  and  221 
juvenile  books  were  added.  In  an  effort  to  relieve  the  over- 
crowded shelves,  243  old  fiction  books,  which  had  not  circulated 
for  over  twenty  years,  were  discarded.  The  books  now  in  the 
library  total  29,485.  Mrs.  Damon  reports  that  at  the  Cochituate 
Branch  Library  217  adult  books  and  84  juvenile  books  were 
added  this  year.  The  total  number  of  volumes  now  in  Cochit- 
uate is  7.005.

During  the  year  48  books  have  been  rebound.  664  over- 
due notices  have  been  sent  out.  Early  in  December,  in  an 
effort  to  get  back  many  long  overdue  books,  we  held  a “For- 
giveness Week”,  during  which  no  fines  were  charged.  How- 
ever, although  this  system  has  been  very  successful  in  other 
libraries,  the  results  here  were  disappointing,  due  probably  to 
insufficient  advance  publicity. 

197  books  were  borrowed  from  other  libraries,  chiefly 
from  Weston  and  Waltham,  on  a great  variety  of  subjects, 
including  photography,  watch  repairing,  how  to  build  boats 
and  short-wave  radio  sets  and  how  to  raise  tropical  fish.  The 
Massachusetts  Division  of  Public  Libraries  was  most  helpful 
in  locating  many  books  for  us,  some  of  which  were  sent  from 
as  far  away  as  Fall  River  and  Pittsfield. 

I feel  that  the  decrease  in  circulation  of  juvenile  books 
is  due  to  the  fact  that,  since  school  started  in  September,  the 
children  have  not  been  coming  into  the  library  between  12  and 
1 o’clock,  as  they  did  constantly  last  year.  I understand  that 
this  has  been  caused  by  a shortening  of  the  lunch  hour,  and 
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hope  that  it  can  be  remedied,  as  the  children  who  have  to 
take  busses  now  have  no  opportunity  to  come  to  the  library. 

89  new  borrowers  have  been  recorded  in  the  library 
during  1949. 

In  closing  my  report,  I should  like  to  say  that  I regret 
very  much  that  circumstances  have  made  it  impossible  for  me 
to  remain  as  librarian.  I wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Library 
Trustees  and  the  members  of  the  library  staff  for  all  the  help 
they  have  given  me,  and  I wish  to  thank  the  townspeople  of 
Wayland  for  having  made  my  stay  here  such  a happy  one.

Rogers  and  Helen  V.  Johnson  for  the  Per- 
petual Care  of  Lot  67,  Sec.  D.,  Lakeview.  150.00 


These  increase  the  number  of  funds  to  170,  and  the  amount 
so  invested  to  $30,075.00. 
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Small  payments  by  79  owners,  to  the  amount  of  $335.00, 
provided  for  the  care  of  81  other  lots.  It  is  expected  that  the 
revenue  from  this  source  will  be  largely  increased  in  1950  and 
succeeding  years,  as,  following  the  vote  of  the  Town  at  the 
Town  Meeting  in  March  1949,  all  owners  of  lots  not  otherwise 
provided  for  will  be  required  to  pay  each  year  a small  fee  for 
the  care  of  their  lots.  These  fees  will  be  cumulative  and  all 
arrearages  will  be  required  to  be  paid  before  a further  burial 
may  be  made  in  the  lot.  This  will  place  the  burden  of  care  on 
the  owner  where  it  belongs,  instead  of  on  the  Town. 

Nine  lots  and  three  single  graves  were  sold  this  year  in 
Lakeview,  two  lots  in  the  Center  Cemetery  and  four  in  the 
North  Cemetery,  making  in  all  fifteen  lots  and  three  single 
graves  sold,  with  the  returns  amounting  to  $760.00. 

Fifty  burials  have  been  made  this  year,  as  compared  with 
fifty-one  last  year,  and  forty- two  two  years  ago.  Ten  of  these 
were  in  the  North  Cemetery,  one  in  the  Center,  and  forty  in 
Lakeview.  Only  twelve  of  these  were  under  50  years  of  age ; 
eight  were  in  the  50  to  60  age  group ; one  between  60  and  70 ; 
sixteen  between  70  and  80.  ten  between  80  and  90;  and  one 
over  90  years  of  age. 

The  year  has  seen  an  almost  complete  change  in  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  cemeteries.  On  July  1 the  pension  system  adopted 
by  the  Town  brought  about  the  retirement  of  Charles  L.  Ful- 
lick,  superintendent  for  more  than  twenty  years;  the  two  year 
extension,  granted  to  those  in  office  at  the  time  of  the  adoption 
of  the  act,  having  expired. 

Mr.  Fullick  had  always  taken  a deep  personal  interest  in 
the  care  of  the  cemeteries,  and  the  fine  condition  in  which  the 
grounds  were  kept  was  a frequent  subject  of  remark. 

For  the  interim.  William  J.  McCabe,  an  employe  of  many 
years'  experience,  was  made  Acting  Superintendent,  and 
handled  the  work  in  a completely  satisfactory  way.  On  Octo- 
ber 1 John  Eric  Nelson,  a well  known  young  man  of  Cochitu- 
ate,  was  chosen  as  Superintendent,  from  a field  of  ten  appli- 
cants, and  the  ensuing  three  months  have  given  the  Commis- 
sioners no  reason  to  regret  their  choice,  for  Mr.  Nelson  gives 
promise  of  developing  into  a very  efficient  Superintendent. 

The  needed  enlargement  of  the  North  Cemetery  seems  now 
assured,  as  only  the  details  of  the  purchase  remain  to  be  agreed 
on.  Your  Commissioners  feel  that  the  Town  has  made  a wise 


investment,  which  will  provide  space  for  all  cemetery  needs  for 
years  to  come.  Lakeview  was  similarly  provided  for  last  year, 
and  with  the  very  limited  call  for  lots  in  the  Center  Cemetery, 
its  present  area  seems  sufficient. 

This  accomplishes  one  object  that  the  board  has  had  in 
view  for  more  than  ten  years;  to  see  that  all  the  cemeteries 
were  amply  provided  with  land  for  future  needs,  while  land 
could  still  be  bought. 

A limited  area  of  the  former  Dammers  property,  lying 
adjacent  to  the  present  Lakeview  Cemetery,  has  been  roughly 
laid  out  into  lots,  and  a twenty-five  foot  roadway  laid  out  to 
reach  them ; and  some  development  work  is  now  being  done. 

In  the  latter  half  of  the  year,  the  tomb  has  been  cleared 
out,  the  accumulated  rubbish  disposed  of,  and  a practically  com- 
plete new  outfit  of  tools  purchased.

One  Selectman,  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare, 
one  member  of  the  School  Committee,  one  Assessor,  one  Water 
Commissioner,  two  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library,  one  Cemetery 
Commissioner,  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Health,  one  Park 
Commissioner,  one  Road  Commissioner,  one  member  of  the 
Planning  Board,  one  Commissioner  of  Trust  Funds,  all  for  three 
years; 

One  member  of  the  Planning  Board  for  five  years. 

All  the  foregoing  to  be  voted  on  the  official  ballot.  The  polls 
will  be  open  at  6:00  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  and  will  remain  open 
continuously  until  7:00  in  the  afternoon,  when  they  shall  be 
closed. 

And  you  are  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of

Article  1.  To  hear  reports  of  the  Town  Officers,  Agents 
and  Committees,  and  act  thereon. 

Article  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers,  Agents 
and  Committees  not  elected  by  the  official  ballot. 

Article  3.  To  grant  money  for  necessary  Town  purposes. 

See  Finance  Committee  Report 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  fix  the  salary 
and  compensation  of  all  elective  officers  of  the  Town,  as  provided 
by  Section  108,  Chapter  41,  General  Laws,  as  amended,  and  set 
the  effective  date  of  such  salary  and  compensation. 

Since  1947,  it  has  been  necessary  for  the  Town  to  fix, 
annually  the  salary  or  compensation  of  each  elective  officer. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  the  salary  for 
the  elective  officers  be  set  as  indicated  in  the  budget  and  that 
they  be  effective  from  January  1,  1951. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  present 
police  car  in  connection  with  the  purchase  of  a new  car,  provided 
for  in  the  budget  of  the  Department,  and  will  grant  the  School 
Committee  the  right  to  sell,  or  otherwise  dispose  of,  obsolete 
furniture  and  equipment  presently  stored  in  the  several  school 
buildings,  or  do  or  act. 

The  sale  or  disposal  of  equipment  requires  a vote  of 
the  Town. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  approval  of  the 

article. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Treasurer, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money 
from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial 
year  beginning  January  1,  1951  and  to  issue  a note  or  notes 
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therefor,  payable  within  one  year,  and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes 
as  may  be  given  for  a period  of  less  than  a year,  in  accordance 
with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of 
the  article. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  sums  of 
money  for  the  following:  (1)  water  coupon  notes,  water  bonds 
and  water  registered  note — maturing  in  1951 — payment  of  prin- 
cipal; (2)  water  coupon  notes,  water  bonds  and  water  registered 
note — payment  of  interest  due  in  1951;  (3)  Water  Department 
maintenance;  (4)  Town  office  and  clerical  expense;  (5)  purchase 
of  a new  truck; — the  entire  amount  to  be  taken  from  “Water 
Available  Surplus,”  or  do  or  act. 

The  sums  of  money  required  in  the  above  article  are  as 
follows:  (1)  Water  Department — payment  of  principal 

$12,000;  (2)  Water  Department — payment  of  interest 

$2,827.50;  (3)  Water  Department — maintenance  $21,000; 
(4)  Town  Office — clerical  and  expense  $1,000;  (5)  Purchase 
of  new  truck  $2,000 — entire  amount  to  be  taken  from  “Water 
Available  Surplus.” 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of 
the  article. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess  a sum  of  money  for  the  reconstruction  and  improvement 
of  Chapter  90  roads,  said  money  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with 
any  money  which  may  be  allotted  by  the  State  or  County,  or 
both,  for  this  purpose,  the  work  to  be  done  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Road  Commissioners,  or  take  any  action  in  relation 
thereto. 

During  1950,  the  Highway  Department  has  made  sub- 
stantial progress  in  rebuilding  Main  Street,  Cochituate. 

In  1951,  it  is  proposed  that  the  work  be  continued 
northerly  from  the  end  of  the  work  completed  last  fall. 
The  Town  has  petitioned  the  County  and  the  State  on  the 
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basis  of  a Town  contribution  of  $8,000,  to  be  matched  by 
$8,000  from  the  County  and  $16,000  from  the  State,  and 
although  in  recent  years  the  full  allocation  by  the  County 
and  State  has  been  rather  slow  in  forthcoming,  we  have 
normally  received  the  full  allotment. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  regularly  and  steadily  felt 
that  it  is  good  business  for  the  Town  to  do  as  much  Chapter 
90  construction  work  as  possible  and  the  Committee  therefor 
recommends  and  approves  of  the  article;  the  work  to  be  done 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Road  Commissioners. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate, by  borrowing,  or  otherwise,  a sum  of  money  for  the  in- 
stallation of  water  mains  of  not  less  than  6 inches  in  diameter 
in  such  accepted  streets  and  town  roads  as  may  be  recommended 
by  the  Water  Board  and  approved  by  the  majority  of  the  Select- 
men and  by  a majority  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  authorize  the 
Water  Board,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  enter  into 
any  necessary  contracts  and  agreements  or  take  any  action  rela- 
tive thereto. 

At  a Special  Town  Meeting  in  April  of  1948  full  con- 
sideration was  given  by  the  Town  to  the  overall  improvement 
of  the  water  system.  As  a part  of  that  program,  it  was 
concluded  to  establish  a fund  by  which,  under  certain  con- 
ditions, extensions  could  be  made  from  time  to  time  in  such 
accepted  streets  and  town  roads  as  were  specified  in  the  study 
as  falling  in  with  the  long  range  extension  program. 

In  the  program  as  originally  recommended  by  the  Water 
Survey  Committee,  $20,000  was  appropriated  for  this  pur- 
pose, and  borrowing  arrangements  were  provided.  That 
fund  will  probably  be  exhausted  early  in  1951,  and  in  order 
that  the  program  may  continue  to  move  forward  from  time 
to  time,  it  is  recommended  that  an  additional  $10,000  be 
appropriated  for  the  same  purpose,  to  be  handled  in  the 
same  manner. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends  the  ap- 
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proval  of  the  article  and  the  appropriation  and  authorization 
for  the  borrowing  of  the  sum  of  $10,000. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
raise  a sum  of  money  for  the  installation  of  fire  sprinkler  systems 
in  any  or  all  of  the  school  buildings  and  determine  how  the 
money  shall  be  raised,  by  assessment,  transfer,  borrowing  or 
otherwise,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee,  together  with  the  Selectmen 
and  the  School  Building  Committee,  a year  ago  made  a 
joint  study  of  the  advisability  of  installing  sprinklers  in  the 
Town’s  school  buildings.  The  conclusion  of  this  study  was 
a recommendation  to  the  Town  that  the  installation  of 
sprinklers  be  handled  in  three  stages;  first,  the  Center  Grade 
School;  second,  the  Cochituate  Grade  School;  third,  the 
High  School.  The  first  step  was  completed  this  year,  as  a 
result  of  which,  there  accrued  to  the  town  a saving  of  $1,300 
over  a three-year  period  in  the  insurance  premium. 

This  article  contemplates  the  installation  of  sprinklers 
this  year  in  the  Cochituate  grammar  school  at  a cost  of  about 
$10,000,  subject  to  this  figure’s  being  brought  up  to  date  at 
the  time  of  the  Annual  Meeting.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
three-year  saving  in  insurance  on  the  Cochituate  building 
would  be  about  $4,400.  Altogether,  it  represents  the  best 
insurance  saving  for  the  expenditure  involved  of  any  of  the 
three  projects. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of 
this  article. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
purchase  of  a bulldozer  for  the  Highway  Department  and  appro- 
priate a sum  of  money  for  the  purpose,  or  do  or  act. 

This  matter  came  before  the  Town  at  the  last  Annual 
Meeting  and  was  not  approved.  The  Finance  Committee 
fully  set  forth  its  objection  to  the  purchase  at  that  time. 
Since  then  the  possible  need  for  the  equipment  in  any  overall 
civilian  defense  program  has  strengthened  the  original  argu- 
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meat  for  the  purchase.  The  Finance  Committee,  however, 
feels  that  a piece  of  equipment  as  expensive  as  this,  should 
be  purchased  over  a two-year  period.  In  its  budget,  there  is 
included  $5,000  for  highway  equipment  which  would  nor- 
mally be  used  for  the  purchase  of  a heavy  truck.  It  seems 
reasonable  to  the  Finance  Committee  that  if  the  bulldozer 
equipment  is  sufficiently  important  to  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment, it  could  forego  such  purchase  in  the  present  year  and 
carry  over  the  appropriation,  and  with  the  addition  of  a 
similar  appropriation  next  year,  it  would  then  be  able  to  buy 
the  bulldozer  equipment. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  does  not  recommend 
the  approval  of  the  article  at  this  time. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appoint  a com- 
mittee to  make  a complete  survey  of  the  Fire  Department  and 
make  recommendations  to  the  Town  with  respect  to  a long- 
range  program  of  capital  expenditures  involving  fire  stations, 
alarm  system,  and  fire  fighting  equipment,  and  will  vote  to 
appropriate  and  assess  a sum  of  money  for  the  construction  of 
housing  for  the  Fire  Department,  additions  to  the  alarm  system 
and  for  the  purchase  of  new  trucks,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  steadily  for  the  past  several 
years  pointed  out  that  the  Town  is  still  faced  with  a heavy 
capital  expenditure  program  for  the  Fire  Department.  Much 
of  the  equipment,  as  well  as  the  station  at  Cochituate,  should 
be  replaced.  The  Town  can  probably  handle  the  cost  with- 
out undue  burden,  provided  a reasonable  program  is  worked 
out  extending  over  a five-  to  ten-year  period. 

It  appears  to  the  Finance  Committee,  however,  that  a 
haphazard  program,  such  as  would  be  represented  in  the 
appropriation  asked  for  in  the  seven  subsequent  articles 
asking  for  some  $29,000,  is  not  a reasonable  approach  to  an 
expenditure  program  which  will  probably  run  in  the  early 
years  to  something  over  $60,000,  and  over  a ten-year  period 
to  something  approaching  $100,000.  Under  these  circum- 
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stances,  the  Finance  Committee  feels  that  it  would  make  a 
great  deal  more  sense  for  the  Town  to  approach  this  program 
by  having  a complete  survey  made  with  the  thought  in  mind 
that  annual  appropriations  would  be  made  until  the  require- 
ments of  the  Department  had  been  completely  taken  care  of. 
This  was  the  method  adopted  by  both  the  School  Committee 
and  the  Water  Department  and  with  their  major  expendi- 
tures out  of  the  way,  those  confronting  the  Fire  Department 
should  probably  have  next  priority. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends  the 
approval  of  this  article  and  the  appropriation  of  $5,000  as  a 
start  on  the  program. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess  the  sum  of  $18,500,  for  the  purchase  of  a 750-gallon  fire 
truck  pumper,  to  replace  the  present  pumper  at  the  Wayland 
Fire  Station,  or  do  or  act. 

In  accordance  with  the  reasons  set  forth  under  Article  12 
the  Finance  Committee  does  not  recommend  the  approval  of 
this  article. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess  the  sum  of  $6,400,  for  the  purchase  of  fire  alarm  boxes, 
for  the  intersection  of  Millbrook  Road  and  Nob  Hill  Road;  the 
intersection  of  Plain  Road  and  Glen  Road;  the  intersection  of 
Draper  Road  and  Plain  Road;  the  intersection  of  State  Road  East 
and  West  way  Road;  the  intersection  of  Rich  Valley  Road  and 
State  Road  East;  the  intersection  of  Morse  Road  and  State  Road 
East;  the  intersection  of  Bennett  Road  and  State  Road  East,  and 
the  necessary  material  for  its  installation,  or  do  or  act. 

In  accordance  with  the  reasons  set  forth  under  Article  12 
the  Finance  Committee  does  not  recommend  the  approval  of 
this  article. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess  the  sum  of  $950  for  the  purchase  of  a fire  alarm  box  and 
the  necessary  material  for  its  installation,  to  be  located  2,750  feet 
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in  on  Rice  Road  from  Commonwealth  Road  East,  or  do  or  act. 

In  accordance  with  the  reasons  set  forth  under  Article  12 
the  Finance  Committee  does  not  recommend  the  approval  of 
this  article. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess  the  sum  of  $430  for  the  purchase  of  a fire  alarm  box  and 
the  necessary  material  for  its  installation  at  the  intersection  of 
King  Street  and  Mitchell  Street,  or  do  or  act. 

In  accordance  with  the  reasons  set  forth  under  Article  12 
the  Finance  Committee  does  not  recommend  the  approval  of 
this  article. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess  the  sum  of  $485  for  the  purchase  of  a fire  alarm  box  and 
the  necessary  material  for  its  installation  at  the  bathing  beach  on 
Lake  Cochituate,  or  do  or  act. 

In  accordance  with  the  reasons  set  forth  under  Article  12 
the  Finance  Committee  does  not  recommend  the  approval  of 
this  article. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess  the  sum  of  $2,020  for  the  purchase  of  a fire  alarm  box  and 
the  necessary  material  for  its  installation,  to  be  located  at  the 
intersection  of  Stonebridge  Road,  Shore  Drive  and  Overlook 
Road,  a distance  of  6,320  feet  from  Old  Connecticut  Path,  or  do 
or  act. 

In  accordance  with  the  reasons  set  forth  under  Article  12 
the  Finance  Committee  does  not  recommend  the  approval  of 
this  article. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess  the  sum  of  $460  for  the  purchase  of  a fire  alarm  box  and 
the  necessary  controls,  and  material  for  its  installation,  to  work 
in  conjunction  with  the  automatic  sprinkler  system  at  the 
Wayland  Grammar  School,  or  do  or  act. 

The  funds  for  the  installation  of  this  alarm  box  have 
been  provided  for  in  the  Fire  Department  budget.  The 
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Finance  Committee  does  not  recommend  the  approval  of 
the  article. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a public 
town  way,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Betterment  Act,  the  road 
known  as  “Fuller  Road,”  or  a portion  thereof,  as  laid  out  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  and  as  shown  on  a plan,  or  plans,  on  file 
with  the  Town  Clerk,  and  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
acquire  necessary  land  by  purchase,  gift  or  otherwise,  and  appro- 
priate a sum  of  money  for  the  acquisition  of  any  such  land  and 
the  construction  of  such  way,  or  any  portion  thereof,  and  deter- 
mine how  the  money  should  be  raised,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

This  and  the  following  article  came  before  the  Town  at 
the  last  Annual  Meeting.  The  necessary  preliminary  steps  in 
connection  with  the  acceptance  of  the  road  had,  at  that  time, 
not  been  complied  with.  It  is  the  Finance  Committee’s 
understanding  that  the  matter  will  be  in  proper  form  for 
action  by  the  Town.  The  work  includes  the  installation  of 
about  1,550  feet  of  water  line  at  a cost  of  $6,500  and  the 
building  of  a road  at  a cost  of  about  $7,000.  The  develop- 
ment of  property  along  this  road  is  progressing  very  satisfac- 
torily and  is  of  a type  which  the  Town  might  well  encourage. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of 
the  article  and  the  appropriation  of  $7,000  for  the  work; 
the  work  to  be  done  under  the  “Betterment  Act.” 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  water 
pipes  and  hydrants  in  the  ways  named  in  the  foregoing  article, 
or  in  any  portion  thereof,  and  to  appropriate  a sum  of  money  for 
the  expense  thereof,  and  determine  how  the  money  shall  be 
raised;  and  will  authorize  such  sum,  or  any  portion  thereof,  to 
be  included  in  any  betterments  that  may  be  assessed  under  the 
preceding  article,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

This  article  is  a companion  piece  to  the  previous  article 
and  the  Finance  Committee  recommends  its  approval  and 
the  appropriation  of  $6,500. 
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Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a 
public  town  way,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Betterment  Act, 
the  road  known  as  “Parmenter  Road,”  or  a portion  thereof,  as 
laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  as  shown  on  a plan,  or 
plans,  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk,  and  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  acquire  necessary  land  by  purchase,  gift  or  other- 
wise, and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  for  the  acquisition  of  any 
such  land  and  the  construction  of  such  way,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  and  determine  how  the  money  should  be  raised,  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 

This  article  seeks  the  acceptance  of  a road  which  was 
laid  out  by  a developer  some  years  ago;  water  has  been  in- 
stalled; the  road  has  been  brought  to  grade  and  the  work 
that  remains  to  be  done  is  largely  that  of  reworking  the  top 
of  the  grade  and  providing  a suitable  surface.  The  road  is 
about  950  feet  in  length  and  most  of  the  lots  have  been  built 
on.  The  Highway  Department  estimates  that  the  job  would 
cost  about  $3,500. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of 
the  article  and  the  appropriation  of  $3,500,  but  further  feels 
that,  inasmuch  as  this  road  was  laid  out  after  the  passage  of 
our  present  requirements  with  respect  to  subdivisions,  the 
work  not  only  be  done  under  the  “Betterment  Act”  but  that 
the  entire  cost  be  assessed  to  the  abutting  property. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess  a sum  of  money  for  the  installation  of  a 12-inch  line  instead 
of  an  8-inch  line,  for  about  1,700  feet  on  Happy  Hollow  Road 
Extension,  or  do  or  act. 

For  some  years  the  Planning  Board  has  had  under 
consideration  the  cutting  through  of  a road  from  Old 
Connecticut  Path  at  Maiden  Lane  to  Cochituate  Road  at 
School  Street.  The  owner  of  a portion  of  the  land  along 
this  route  is  presently  planning  to  develop  about  1,700  feet 
of  road  which  the  Planning  Board  would  like  to  make  a part 
of  a through  road.  Under  our  present  subdivision  regula- 
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tions,  the  owner  will  be  required  to  install  either  a 6-inch  or 
8-inch  water  line  at  his  own  cost,  but  would  not  be  required 
to  put  in  the  size  of  line  which  the  Water  Department  would 
like  to  have  at  this  location,  i.e.,  a 12-inch  line  to  connect 
two  main  trunk  lines  along  Old  Connecticut  Path  and  along 
Cochituate  Road.  The  Department  advises  the  Finance 
Committee  that  its  pumping  charges  would  be  considerably 
reduced  if  the  line  were  installed  in  this  dimension. 

The  Planning  Board  and  the  Water  Department,  there- 
fore, have  joined  in  asking  that  the  Town  pay  the  difference 
between  the  size  of  the  smaller  pipe  required  of  the  de- 
veloper and  the  size  desired  by  the  Town.  There  is  about 
1,700  feet  of  pipe  required  and  the  difference  in  cost,  includ- 
ing the  laying,  will  come  to  about  $2.00  per  foot. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Article  and  an  appropriation  of  $3,500  for  the 
purpose. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  be  applied  to  the  additional  cost  of  installation 
of  water  mains  in  new  roads  in  subdivisions  resulting  from 
requirement  by  the  Planning  Board  of  water  mains  larger  than 
those  necessary  to  serve  the  subdivision  itself,  in  order  to  provide 
for  water  mains  of  adequate  size  to  serve  land  not  included  in 
the  subdivision,  and  determine  how  the  money  shall  be  raised, 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

This  article  covers  in  a general  way  the  same  matter 
treated  in  the  previous  article,  but  because  of  the  large  appro- 
priations called  for  in  the  current  budget  and  in  other 
articles  in  this  Warrant,  the  Finance  Committee  recommends 
that  any  appropriation  for  the  purpose  herein  outlined  be 
deferred  until  next  year. 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  take  any  action  with 
respect  to  the  establishment  of  a new  public  way  leading  from 
Maiden  Lane  to  Cochituate  Road  at  a point  near  its  intersection 
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with  School  Street,  and  the  establishment  of  the  exterior  lines  of 
such  a way  under  General  Laws,  Chapter  41,  section  81-],  or 
otherwise,  and  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  acquire  any 
necessary  land  for  such  a way  by  eminent  domain,  purchase,  gift 
or  otherwise,  and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  for  the  acquisition 
of  any  such  land  and  the  construction  of  such  way,  and  determine 
how  the  money  shall  be  raised,  or  take  any  such  action  with 
respect  to  such  a way  or  any  portion  thereof,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

This  article  covers  the  same  through  route  discussed 
under  Article  23.  At  the  time  of  writing  its  report,  the 
Finance  Committee  had  not  had  an  opportunity  to  obtain  all 
the  necessary  information  with  which  to  make  a recommen- 
dation to  the  Town. 

The  Finance  Committee,  therefore,  will  defer  giving  a 
report  on  this  matter  until  the  Town  Meeting. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess  a sum  of  money  for  the  installation  of  a 6-inch  water  line 
in  River  Road  from  the  end  of  the  existing  water  line  to  the  land 
of  Joseph  S.  Vacaro,  a distance  of  about  350  feet,  or  do  or  act. 

This  article  stems  from  a request  for  an  extension  of  the 
water  line,  under  the  program  by  which  water  lines  are 
installed  in  those  sections  of  Town  roads  which  fit  into  the 
overall  development  of  the  Water  Department,  as  outlined 
in  their  survey  and  as  voted  by  the  Town  in  April,  1948. 

This  project  does  not  conform  to  those  requirements.  The 
line  would  be  a dead-end,  would  serve  but  one  house,  and 
would  cost  the  Town  in  the  vicinity  of  $1,400  to  install. 

Under  the  circumstances,  the  Finance  Committee  does 
not  recommend  the  approval  of  the  article. 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Zoning  By-Laws  in  any  or  all  of  the  following  respects: 

1.  By  striking  out  from  part  (a)  4 of  Section  X,  the  phrase 
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“existing  at  the  time  this  by-law  is  adopted.” 

2.  By  striking  out  the  phrase  “two  family  house”  in  part 
(a)  4 of  Section  X,  and  substituting  therefor  the  phrase 
“multiple  family  house.” 

3.  By  adding  at  the  end  of  the  second  sentence  of  part  (h) 
of  Section  IX  the  phrase,  “and  none  of  which  shall  extend 
within  ten  feet  of  any  lot  line  except  as  authorized  by 
special  permit  issued  by  the  Board  of  Appeals,”  so  that 
said  second  sentence  shall  read  as  follows: 

“A  back  yard  may  contain  accessory  buildings  each  of 
which  shall  not  be  more  than  one  and  one-half  stories 
high  and  which  together  shall  cover  not  more  than 
thirty  per  cent  of  its  area,  and  none  of  which  shall 
extend  within  ten  feet  of  any  lot  line  except  as  author- 
ized by  special  permit  issued  by  the  Board  of  Appeals.” 

4.  By  adding  at  the  end  of  part  (c)  of  Section  IX  an  addi- 
tional sentence  as  follows: 

“In  single  residence  districts  when  there  are  four  or 
more  dwellings  on  the  same  side  of  a street  between 
two  streets  consecutively  intersecting  such  street  and 
within  four  hundred  feet  of  the  lot  in  question 
(whether  such  dwellings  are  constructed  before  or 
after  this  by-law  shall  take  effect),  any  new  building 
shall  extend  only  as  near  such  street  line  as  the  average 
alignment  of  such  dwellings.” 

The  amendments  to  the  Zoning  By-Laws  here  suggested 
are  a matter  on  which  the  Planning  Board  will  make  a 
report  to  the  Town  and  the  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the 
Town  should  be  guided  by  the  recommendations  so  made. 

Article  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
purchase,  taking  by  eminent  domain,  and/ or  acquisition  by  other 
means,  on  behalf  of  the  Town,  for  park,  school  or  other  muni- 
cipal purposes,  of  all  or  any  part  of  a parcel  of  now  vacant  land 
on  the  southerly  side  of  Pelham  Island  Road  constituting  a part 
of  premises  now  or  formerly  owned  or  believed  to  be  owned  by 
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Susie  K.  Erwin,  or  any  interests  therein,  with  or  without  any 
trees  and  structures  thereon,  said  parcel  being  described  sub- 
stantially as  follows: 

Beginning  at  a stone  bound  on  the  southerly  side  of 
Pelham  Island  Road  about  thirty  (30)  feet  westerly  from 
the  westerly  side  line  of  the  dwelling  house  on  said  premises 
of  Susie  K.  Erwin;  thence  running 

SOUTHERLY  by  a line  parallel  with  the  easterly  boundary 
of  said  premises  of  Susie  K.  Erwin  to  land  of  the  Town 
of  Way  land;  thence  turning  and  running 
WESTERLY  by  said  land  of  the  Town  of  Way  land  to  a 
point;  thence  turning  and  running 
NORTHERLY  by  a line  parallel  with  said  easterly  boun- 
dary of  said  premises  of  Susie  K.  Erwin  to  Pelham 
Island  Road;  thence  turning  and  running 
EASTERLY  by  Pelham  Island  Road  five  hundred  fifty  (550) 
feet  to  the  point  of  beginning; 

and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  for  the  foregoing  purposes,  and 
determine  how  the  money  shall  be  raised;  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

At  the  Special  Town  Meeting  in  December,  at  the 
suggestion  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  at  the  instigation 
of  the  fire  underwriters,  the  town  voted  funds  for  con- 
struction of  a water  line  to  provide  additional  fire  protection 
for  the  High  School  and  left  open  the  matter  of  the  exact 
route.  Action  on  an  article  by  which  the  Town  would  have 
acquired  the  necessary  land  between  Pelham  Island  Road 
and  the  school  house  lot  was  deferred  until  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  nego- 
tiations for  the  purchase  of  the  lot  had  not  been  completed 
and  the  Finance  Committee  will,  therefore,  have  to  make 
its  report  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

Article  29.  To  see  what  sum,  if  any,  the  Town  will  vote  to 
transfer  from  available  funds  to  meet  any  of  the  appropriations 
made  in  the  foregoing  articles. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval  of 
such  action  as  may  be  suggested  by  the  Town  Treasurer. 
And  you  are  required  to  serve  this  Warrant  by  posting  copies 
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thereof,  attested  by  you,  at  the  Town  Hall,  at  each  Post  Office 
in  Town,  and  at  the  Legion  Hall,  at  Cochituate,  seven  days,  at 
least,  before  the  time  of  holding  said  election. 

Hereof  fail  not  and  make  due  return  of  this  Warrant  with 
your  doings  thereon  to  the  Town  Clerk  on  or  before  March  5, 
1951.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


The  Finance  Committee  believes  an  accounting  of  Reserve 
Fund  withdrawals  is  important  and  the  following  breakdown 
accounts  for  the  $7,900.00  transferred:  Town  Office,  $535.00; 
Town  Counsel,  $500.00;  Police  Department,  $540.00;  Fire  De- 
partment, $832.00;  Board  of  Health,  $646.00;  Snow  Removal, 
$1,253.00;  Water  Department,  $1,076.00;  School  Department, 
$1,298.00;  the  remaining  $1,210.00  to  9 other  accounts. 

The  operation  of  the  consolidated  Town  Offices  is  pro- 
gressing satisfactorily,  but  it  may  be  necessary  to  hire  additional 
help  as  the  work  of  the  various  departments  increases.  The 
equipment  is  functioning  properly,  as  evidenced  by  the  prompt- 
ness in  getting  out  bills  and  reports. 

The  cost  of  services  and  government  in  Wayland  continues 
to  increase  due  to  inflation,  additional  services,  and  increases  in 
wages  and  salaries.  The  School  Department  expenditures  in 
services  has  increased  and  with  increased  population,  will  un- 
doubtedly continue  to  do  so.  Their  expenditure  in  interest  and 
principal  on  buildings  has  started  to  decrease,  but  if  the  Town 
continues  to  expand  at  its  present  rapid  rate,  our  existing  elemen- 
tary schools  will  prove  inadequate  in  the  near  future. 

The  expenditures  of  the  Welfare  Department  continue  to  be 
high  and  will  increase  if  there  should  be  unemployment.  Old 
Age  expenditures  remained  the  same  and  Aid  to  Dependent 
Children  had  a reduction. 

The  1951  budget,  as  reported,  amounts  to  $530,517.50,  an 
increase  of  $36,789.05  over  1950.  The  increase  of  1950  over  1949 
amounted  to  $77,000;  1949  over  1948 — $81,500.  The  principal 
items  increased  are  as  follows:

The  articles  as  recommended  in  1951  amount  to  $43,500.00, 
compared  with  $28,060.00  in  1950,  an  increase  of  $15,440.00  The 
amounts  involved  are  as  follows:

Two  years  ago  the  Town  obligated  itself  for  large  capital 
expenditures  for  the  School  Department  and  the  Water  Depart- 
ment. The  Fire  Department’s  buildings  and  equipment  require 
replacement  and  is  the  third  capital  outlay,  as  stated  in  the  report 
of  previous  years.  If  the  replacement  and  cost  is  spread  over  a 
number  of  years,  it  will  not  burden  the  Town  with  an  excessive 
amount  in  any  one  year. 

The  increase  from  $8,000.00  to  $12,500.00  in  the  Reserve 
Fund  represents  an  amount  of  $10,000  to  cover  department 
emergencies  and  balances,  as  the  sum  of  $8,000.00  has  proved 
inadequate  for  the  past  two  years.  It  is  difficult  to  anticipate 
all  expenditures  exactly  when  making  up  a budget  twelve  months 
in  advance  and  Special  Town  Meetings  to  cover  the  additional 
expense  are  costly.  The  additional  $2,500.00  represented  is  for 
Civil  Defense  requirements  and  will  only  be  spent  in  conjunction 
with  Civilian  Defense  Officers.  All  towns  and  cities  are  setting 
up  monies  for  this  purpose  and  the  Reserve  Fund  seemed,  to  all 
officials,  to  be  the  logical  place  to  have  the  funds. 

The  increased  cost  of  town  services  and  government  makes 
it  extremely  important  that  every  one  pay  his  fair  share  and  this 
can  only  be  done  by  proper  assessment  on  all  property  both  real 
and  personal.  We  hope  that  all  persons  will  cooperate  with  our 
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Assessors  in  making  this  possible.  As  stated  in  previous  years 
‘Our  resident  taxpayers  can  be  expected  to  bear  the  burden  of 
heavy  taxation  only  when  they  have  confidence  that  the  assess- 
ments are  being  made  equitably.”

the  parcel  be  so  exchanged  to  be  determined  by  the  Cemetery 
Commissioners;  and  that  the  Cemetery  Commissioners  be  au- 
thorized on  behalf  of  the  Town,  to  execute  and  deliver  a deed 
of  said  parcel  to  said  Ralph  Stewart  or  his  nominee. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess  the  sum  of  $3,400  to  replace  the  fire  alarm  system  in  Way- 
land,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  that  the  Town  appropriate  and  assess  the  sum  of 
$3,400  for  the  purchase  and  installation  of  a compressed  air 
whistle,  fittings  and  equipment  to  replace  the  siren  in  the  fire 
alarm  system  at  the  Town  Hall  in  Way  land  Center,  arrange- 
ments for  the  purchase  and  installation  to  be  made  by  the 
Engineers  of  the  Fire  Department  with  the  approval  of  the 
Selectmen. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
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assess  the  sum  of  $520  for  the  purchase  of  a fire  alarm  box  and 
the  necessary  material  for  its  installation,  at  the  intersection  of 
Valley  View  Road,  Timberlane  and  Oak  Street,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  that  the  Town  appropriate  and  assess  the  sum  of 
$520  for  the  purchase  and  installation  of  a fire  alarm  box  and 
necessary  connections  at  the  intersection  of  Valley  View  Road, 
Timberlane  and  Oak  Street,  arrangements  for  the  purchase  and 
installation  to  be  made  by  the  Engineers  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess  the  sum  of  $690  for  the  purchase  of  a fire  alarm  box  and 
the  necessary  material  for  its  installaion  to  be  located  2,500  feet  in 
on  Dudley  Road  from  Main  Street,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  that  the  Town  appropriate  and  assess  the  sum  of  $690 
for  the  purchase  and  installation  of  a fire  alarm  box  and  neces- 
sary connections  at  a point  on  Dudley  Road  about  2,500  feet  from 
Main  Street,  arrangements  for  the  purchase  and  installation  to  be 
made  by  the  Engineers  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
and  assess  the  sum  of  $550  for  the  purchase  of  500  feet  of  114- 
inch  fire  hose,  nozzle,  spanner  wrenches,  one  reducer,  one  gate 
valve  and  hydrant  wrench;  this  equipment  to  be  placed  in  the 
Riverview  Section  of  Way  land  for  the  use  of  the  citizens  of 
that  area,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  that  the  Town  appropriate  and  assess  the  sum  of 
$550  for  the  purchase  of  approximately  500  feet  of  114 -inch  forest 
fire  hose;  together  with  reel,  nozzles,  wrenches,  and  other  neces- 
sary fittings  and  equipmnt,  purchase  to  be  made  only  when  the 
residents  of  Riverview  Terrace  have  provided  suitable  housing 
for  the  equipment  and  arrangements  for  its  use,  all  satisfactory 
to  the  Engineers  of  the  Fire  Department  and  the  Selectmen; 
the  purchase  to  be  made  by  the  Engineers  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment with  the  approval  of  th  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Article  20.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
the  Town  By-Laws  by  adding  to  Article  7 thereof  an  additional 
section  as  follows,  or  take  any  action  relative  to  the  subject 
matter  thereof: 

Section  6.  No  person  shall  fire  or  discharge  any  firearm  or 

explosives  of  any  kind  within  the  limits  of  any  highway, 
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park  or  other  public  property,  except  with  the  permission  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  or  on  any  private  property  except 
with  the  consent  of  the  owner  or  legal  occupant  thereof; 
provided,  however,  that  this  by-law  shall  not  apply  to  the 
lawful  defense  of  life  and  property,  nor  to  any  law  en- 
forcement officer  acting  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

The  motion  made  under  this  article  was  lost. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  public 
town  ways,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Betterment  Act,  in  that 
part  of  the  Town  known  as  Riverview  Terrace  the  roads  known 
as  “Riverview  Circle”  and  “Shore  Drive,”  or  either  of  them, 
or  any  portion  of  them,  as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
and  as  shown  on  a plan,  or  plans,  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk; 
and  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  acquire  any  neces- 
sary land  by  eminent  domain,  by  purchase,  gift  or  otherwise; 
and  to  appropriate  a sum  of  money  for  acquisition  of  any  such 
land  and  the  construction  of  such  way,  or  ways,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  and  determine  how  the  money  shall  be  raised,  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 

Voted  to  dispense  with  the  reading  of  the  report  and  order 
of  laying  out  adopted  by  the  Selectmen  with  respect  to  Riverview 
Circle,  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  accept  the  laying  out  as  a 
public  way  of  Riverview  Circle  from  its  intersection  with  Over- 
look Road  for  a distance  of  approximately  1,075  feet  through  to 
the  westerly  boundary  of  land  now  or  formerly  owned  by  Anna 
Marcantonio,  as  shown  on  a plan  entitled  “Plan  and  Profile  of  a 
Part  of  Riverview  Circle”  dated  February  20,  1950,  Everett  M. 
Brooks  Co.,  Civil  Engineers,  and  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen 
and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk,  with  assessment  of 
betterments  under  the  Betterment  Act  as  provided  in  the  order  of 
laying  out;  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  acquire 
any  necessary  land  (including  drainage  easements)  by  emiment 
domain,  purchase,  gift  or  otherwise;  that  the  Town  appropriate 
and  assess  the  sum  of  $7,300  for  the  acquisition  of  any  such  land 
and  the  construction  of  said  way  and  other  costs  in  connection 
with  the  project;  and  that  the  construcction  work  be  done  only 
in  connection  with  the  installaion  of  a water  line  in  said  way 
as  proposed  in  the  following  article. 
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Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  water 
pipes  and  hydrants  in  the  ways  named  in  the  foregoing  article. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  appropriate  and  assess 
the  sum  of  $3,100  for  the  installation  of  water  pipes  and  hy- 
drants in  Riverview  Circle  for  a distance  of  about  1,075  feet  from 
the  intersection  of  Overlook  Road  to  the  westerly  line  of  land 
now  or  formerly  owned  by  Anna  Marcantonio,  the  work  to  be 
done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Water  Department;  and  that 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  assess  betterments  there- 
for under  the  Betterment  Act. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  public 
town  ways,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Betterment  Act,  the  roads 
known  as  “Rich  Valley  Road”  and  “Hayward  Road,”  or  either 
of  them,  or  a portion  of  them,  as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  and  as  shown  on  a plan,  or  plans,  on  file  with  the 
Town  Clerk,  and  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  acquire 
necessary  land  by  purchase,  gift  or  otherwise,  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  for  the  acquisition  of  any  such  land  and  the  con- 
struction of  such  way,  or  ways,  or  any  portion  thereof,  and  de- 
termine how  the  money  should  be  raised,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

V oted  to  dispense  with  the  reading  of  the  report  and  order  of 
laying  out  adopted  by  the  Selectmen  with  respect  to  Rich  Valley 
Road  and  Hayward  Road,  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  accept  the  laying  out  as 
public  ways  of  Rich  Valley  Road  and  the  portion  of  Hayward 
Road  extending  for  the  distance  of  about  150  feet  from  the 
intersection  of  Rich  Valley  Road,  as  shown  on  a plan  entitled 
“Plan  and  Profile  of  Rich  Valley  Road,  Hayward  Road  in 
Wayland,  Mass.,”  dated  February  15,  1950,  Everett  M.  Brooks 
Co.,  Civil  Engineers,  and  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen  and  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk,  with  assessment  of  betterments 
under  the  Betterment  Act  as  provided  in  the  order  of  laying  out; 
that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  acquire  any  nec- 
essary land  (including  drainage  easements)  by  eminent  domain 
purchase,  gift  or  otherwise;  and  that  the  Town  appropriate  and 
assess  the  sum  of  $5,000  for  the  acquisition  of  any  such  land  and 
the  construction  of  said  ways  and  other  costs  in  connection  with 
the  project;  provided,  however,  that  such  construction  work

and  the  construction  of  such  way,  or  any  portion  thereof,  and 
determine  how  the  money  should  be  raised,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

Voted  that  the  matter  of  acceptance  of  Fuller  Road  be 
referred  to  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Selectmen  for  a report 
and  recommendation  as  to  action  at  the  next  Town  meeting. 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  water 
pipes  and  hydrants  in  the  ways  named  in  the  foregoing  article, 
or  in  any  portion  thereof,  and  to  appropriate  a sum  of  money 
for  the  expense  thereof  and  determine  how  the  money  shall  be 
raised;  and  will  authorize  such  sum,  or  any  portion  thereof,  to  be 
included  in  any  betterments  that  may  be  assessed  under  the  pre- 
ceding article,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Voted  that  the  Article  be  passed  over  pending  further  study 
under  the  previous  Article. 

Mr.  J.  Sidney  Stone  acted  as  Moderator  by  request  of  Mr. 

Russell. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
purchase,  taking  by  eminent  domain  or  acquisition  by  acceptance 
of  gift,  on  behalf  of  the  Town,  for  park  or  other  municipal 
purposes  of;  (1)  any  or  all  of  the  so-called  meadow  land  located 
within  the  Town  along  the  Sudbury  River  between  the  right- 
of-way  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  (near  the  Boston  Post 
Road)  and  the  boundary  between  the  Town  of  Wayland  and  the 
Town  of  Lincoln,  or  any  interests  therein  and/or  (2)  any 
interests  in  the  Sudbury  River  and  the  land  over  which  it  flows. 

Voted  that  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  be  and  hereby 
is  authorized  to  acquire  on  behalf  of  the  Town,  for  park  pur- 
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poses  by  acceptance  of  gift,,  any  of  the  so-called  meadow  land 
located  within  the  Town  along  the  Sudbury  River  between  the 
right-of-way  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  (near  the  Boston 
Post  Road)  and  the  boundary  between  the  Town  of  Way  land 
and  the  Town  of  Lincoln,  or  any  interests  therein. 

Voted  that  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  be  and  hereby 
is  authorized  to  acquire  on  behalf  of  the  Town,  by  eminent 
domain,  in  fee  simple,  for  park  purposes,  the  parcel  of  land, 
together  with  all  trees  thereon,  but  without  any  structures 
thereon,  bounded  as  follows : 

NORTHEASTERLY  by  the  Northeasterly  Channel  of  the 
Sudbury  River; 

SOUTHWESTERLY,  SOUTHERLY  and  SOUTHEAST- 
ERLY by  Old  Sudbury  Road;  and 

NORTHWESTERLY  and  NORTHERLY  by  the  town 
line  between  the  Town  of  Sudbury  and  the  Town  of  Way- 
land  and  by  said  Northeasterly  channel  of  the  Sudbury 
River; 

owned  or  said  to  be  owned  by  owners  unknown — subject  to  (i) 
all  existing  rights  in,  to  and  with  respect  to  the  waters  of  the 
Sudbury  River;  and  (ii)  all  existing  rights  of  flowage,  and  (iii) 
the  right  to  maintain  any  presently  existing  electric  lines  and 
telephone  lines  thereon;  and  that  the  sum  of  $100  be  and  hereby 
is  appropriated  and  assessed  for  such  acquisition  of  said  land  and 
expenses  in  connection  therewith. 

Vote  Yes  230  No  1 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners 
be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  acquire  on  behalf  of  the  Town, 
by  eminent  domain,  in  fee  simple,  for  park  purposes,  the  follow- 
ing parcels  of  land,  together  with  all  trees  thereon  but  without 
any  structures  thereon, — namely  the  parcels  of  land  (other  than 
those  described  in  the  immediately  preceeding  note)  shown  on 
the  Assessors’  Plans  of  the  Town  of  Wayland  as  land  of  owners 
unknown  located  within  an  area  shown  as  the  cross-hatched  area

made  to  conform  in  all  respects  with  all  requirements  of  this 
Building  Code  applicable  to  buildings  newly  constructed 
for  use  for  habitation.” 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  of  Wayland  amend  the 
Building  Code  by  adding  thereto  an  additional  section  as  follows: 

“Section  1.1.17 

No  building  which  is  not  used  for  habitation,  or  equip- 
ped for  such  use,  at  the  time  this  section  takes  effect,  shall  be 
used  for  purposes  of  habitation,  or  be  changed  or  remodelled 
for  such  use  unless  the  entire  building  is  first  made  to  con- 
form in  all  respects  with  all  requirements  of  this  Building 
Code  applicable  to  buildings  newly  constructed  for  use  for 
habitation.”

or  septic  tank  thereon.” 

Article  30.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
regulations  establishing  minimum  standards  of  fitness  for  dwell- 
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ings  adopted  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health, 
pursuant  to  General  Laws,  Chapter  III,  Section  128. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  accept  the  regulations 
etsablishing  minimum  standards  of  fitness  for  dwellings  adopted 
by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  pursuant  to 
General  Laws,  Chapter  III,  Section  128. 

Article  31.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
the  Building  Code  by  inserting  in  Sections  1.1.3  and  1.1.4  thereof, 
after  the  phrase  “electric  wiring”  the  phrase  “or  any  chimney  or 
structure  pertaining  to  a chimney.” 

Voted  that  the  Town  vote  to  amend  the  Building  Code  by 
inserting  in  Sections  1.1.3  and  1.1.4  thereof  after  the  phrase 
“electric  wiring,”  the  phrase  “or  any  chimney  or  structure  per- 
taining to  a chimney.” 

Article  32.  To  see  what  sum,  if  any,  the  Town  will  vote  to 
transfer  from  available  funds  to  meet  any  of  the  appropriations 
made  under  the  foregoing  articles. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  sum  of  $20,000  be  transferred 
from  Available  Funds,  “Excess  and  Deficiency”  to  meet  the  ap- 
propriations made  under  the  foregoing  Articles  and  that  the  sum 
of  $8,000  be  transferred  from  Available  Funds  “Overlay  Surplus” 
to  meet  the  appropriation  made  under  Article  3 for  “Reserve.” 

The  absence  of  Mr.  John  Connelly  was  noted  with  regret. 
Mr.  Connelly  has  taken  an  active  part  in  Town  Meetings  over 
a period  of  many  years.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a sum 
of  money  for  the  installation  of  a water  line  and  hydrants  as 
additional  fire  protection  for  the  high  school  building  and  de- 
termine how  the  money  shall  be  raised,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto.

raised,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Voted  to  pass  over  the  Article. 
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Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  for  the  use  of  the  Moth  Department  in  combating 
the  Dutch  elm  disease  and  determine  how  the  money  shall  be 
raised,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Voted  that  the  Town  appropriate  and  assess  the  sum  of 
$2,500  for  the  use  of  the  Moth  Department  in  combating  the 
Dutch  elm  disease,  the  money  to  be  expended  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Selectmen,  the  funds  to  be  used : 

(1)  for  preliminary  survey  by  professional  tree  surgeon; 

(2)  for  taking  down,  by  professional  tree  people,  trees 
which  are  diagnosed  as  diseased; 

(3)  for  removal  of  trees  to  a dump  and  covering  them  with 

earth,  by  the  Highway  Department, 

the  entire  job  to  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Moth

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  Selectmen  have  had  24  regular  meetings,  the  first  and 
third  Monday  of  each  month,  and  14  additional  special  meetings. 
All  regular  appointments,  as  required  by  statute,  have  been  made, 
and  these  appear  in  the  list  of  Town  Officers  and  Committees. 

The  Special  Committee,  made  up  of  members  of  the  Plan- 
ning Board,  Board  of  Health  and  Finance  Committee,  recom- 
mended that  the  Dudley  Pond  Beach  be  closed,  and  their  recom- 
mendation was  accepted  by  us  and  acted  upon  accordingly.  Joseph 
M.  Kelly  accepted  our  appointment  to  the  Planning  Board  va- 
cancy caused  by  the  resignation  of  Howard  S.  Russell.  Dorothy 
M.  Harrington  was  appointed  Town  Accountant  to  succeed 
Ethel  C.  Damon,  resigned. 

In  response  to  a request  from  Massachusetts  State  Head- 
quarters for  Selective  Service,  Messrs.  George  G.  Bogren  and 
Robert  M.  Morgan  were  recommended  as  nominees  for  the 
Draft  Board,  and  Charles  Y.  Wadsworth  as  Appeal  Agent. 

Hugh  F.  Colliton,  Jr.  was  appointed  Director  of  Civilian 
Defense.  Charles  Y.  Wadsworth  was  appointed  to  the  Finance 
Committee  to  succeed  James  Otis  Post,  Jr. 

The  Selectmen  passed  a resolution  in  opposition  to  the 
proposal  for  state-wide  flat  rate  automobile  insurance  and  urged 
the  citizens  to  vote  “NO”  accordingly  on  Question  No.  5 on  the 
November  balloting,  which  happily  resulted  in  the  overwhelming 
defeat  of  the  proposal. 

Boundary  lines  between  Wayland  and  Weston,  and  Wayland 
and  Natick  were  perambulated  by  Selectmen  representing  each 
town,  in  accordance  with  statutory  requirements. 

In  accordance  with  vote  of  the  Town,  the  Park  Department 
took,  by  eminent  domain,  parcel  of  about  12  acres  of  land  at  the 
foot  of  Shawmut  Avenue  extension  for  recreational  purposes  in 
connection  with  the  development  of  Lake  Cochituate.  Negotia- 
tions to  pay  for  the  land  taken,  within  the  amount  appropriated 
at  the  Town  Meeting,  were  entirely  unsuccessful.  Town  Counsel 
is  representing  us  in  action  brought  by  the  former  owners  in 
Superior  Court  to  have  a jury  fix  the  amount  due  from  the  Town. 
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Roger  P.  Stokey  has  been  appointed  Town  Counsel  to  suc- 
ceed Roger  E.  Ela,  resigned. 

In  view  of  ever-increasing  Welfare,  Old  Age,  and  Aid  to 
Dependent  Children  expenses,  we  are  happy  to  be  able  to  report 
that  at  this  writing  there  are  no  Way  land  veterans  now  receiving 
Veterans’  Aid  under  State  statutes. 

This  has  been  an  unusually  busy  year  in  the  various  phases 
of  Town  Government,  and  we  wish  to  heartily  thank  the  many 
Town  officials,  paid  and  unpaid,  for  their  cooperation  with  us 
and  their  devoted  service  to  the  best  interests  of  the  Town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  STATE  AUDIT 


In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  1 have  made  an  audit 
of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Way  land  for  the  period 
from  April  17,  1949,  the  date  of  the  previous  audit,  to  July  3, 
1950,  and  submit  the  following  report  thereon. 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several  depart- 
ments receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or  commit- 
ting bills  for  collection  were  examined  and  checked  in  detail. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  town  accountant’s  office 
were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were 
compared  with  the  treasurer’s  books  and  with  the  records  in  the 
several  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  or  commit- 
ting bills  for  collection.  The  recorded  payments  were  checked 
with  the  treasury  warrants  and  with  the  disbursements  as  shown 
by  the  treasurer’s  books.  The  appropriations,  transfers,  and  loans 
authorized  were  checked  with  the  town  clerk’s  records  of  finan- 
cial votes  passed  by  town  meetings  and  the  transfers  from  the 
reserve  fund  were  compared  with  the  authorizations  voted  by 
the  finance  committee. 

The  necessary  ledger  adjustments  and  corrections  resulting 
from  the  audit  were  made,  a trial  balance  was  taken  off,  and  a 
balance  sheet,  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on 
July  3,  1950,  was  prepared  and  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  ex- 
amined and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were 
analyzed  and  compared  with  the  records  in  the  several  depart- 
ments collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  other  sources 
from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while  the 
payments  were  checked  with  the  selectmen’s  warrants  author- 
izing the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds  and  with  the  town 
accountant’s  books. 

The  cash  book  was  footed,  and  the  cash  balance  on  July 
1950  was  verified  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with 
statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit,  by  actual  count 
of  cash  in  the  office,  and  by  verification  of  the  deposit  in  transit. 

The  payments  of  debt  and  interest  were  checked  with  the

amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled  securities  and 
coupons  on  file. 

The  securities  and  savings  bank  books  representing  the 
investment  of  the  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer 
were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  was  proved,  the  payments 
were  verified,  and  the  transfers  to  the  town  were  checked. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the  town 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  additions  to  the  tax  title 
account  were  compared  with  the  collector’s  records,  the  reported 
redemptions  were  checked  with  the  receipts  as  recorded  in  the 
treasurer’s  cash  book,  the  tax  title  disclaimers  were  verified,  and 
the  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  on  hand  were  listed  and  recon- 
ciled with  the  town  accountant’s  ledger. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  tax  and  excise  accounts  outstanding 
at  the  date  of  the  previous  audit  were  examined,  and  all  sub- 
sequent commitments  were  analyzed  and  compared  with  the 
assessors’  warrants  for  their  collection.  The  payments  to  the 
treasurer  by  the  collector  were  checked  to  the  treasurer’s  and  the 
town  accountant’s  books,  the  abatements  as  recorded  were  com- 
pared with  the  assessors’  record  of  abatements  granted,  the  trans- 
fers to  the  tax  title  account  were  checked,  and  the  outstanding 
accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  town  accountant’s 
ledger  accounts. 

The  cash  balance  on  July  3,  1950  was  verified  by  reconcilia- 
tion of  the  bank  balance  with  a statement  furnished  by  the  bank 
of  deposit  and  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

It  is  recommended  that  prompt  action  be  taken  by  the 
collector  to  bring  about  a complete  settlement  of  all  prior  years’ 
taxes. 

The  records  of  departmental  and  water  accounts  receivable 
were  checked  in  detail.  The  accounts  outstanding  according  to 
the  previous  examination,  as  well  as  all  subsequent  commit- 
ments, were  examined  and  proved.  The  recorded  receipts 
were  checked,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified,  the 
abatements  as  recorded  were  compared  with  the  records  in  the 
departments  authorized  to  grant  abatements,  and  the  outstanding 
accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  accountant’s  ledger. 
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The  outstanding  accounts  were  verified  by  mailing  notices 
to  a number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as 
owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indi- 
cating that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  additional  work  required  to  balance  the  accountant’s 
ledger  and  to  reconcile  and  balance  the  collector’s  accounts  added 
to  the  cost  of  the  audit. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  from  the  dog,  sporting, 
and  junk  licenses  were  checked,  the  payments  to  the  town 
treasurer  and  the  State  were  verified,  and  the  cash  balance  was 
proved  by  actual  count  of  cash  in  the  office  and  by  reconciliation 
of  the  bank  balance  with  a statement  furnished  by  the  bank  of 
deposit. 

The  town  clerk’s  records  of  financial  votes  passed  by  town 
meetings  were  examined  and  compared  with  the  entries  in  the 
town  accountant’s  ledger. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  officials  required  by  law  to  furnish 
them  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  receipts  of  the  selectmen,  the  sealer  of 
weights  and  measures,  and  the  building  inspector,  as  well  as  of 
the  health,  school,  library,  and  cemetery  departments,  were  ex- 
amined and  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  cash  book  and  with  the 
records  of  the  town  accountant. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet, 
are  tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  treasurer’s,  the  tax 
collector’s,  and  the  town  clerk’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax, 
motor  vehicle  and  trailer  excise,  assessment,  tax  title,  tax 
possession,  departmental  and  water  accounts,  as  well  as  tables 
showing  the  condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  received  from  the  several  town  officials 
during  the  progress  of  the  audit,  I wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assist- 
ants and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1950 


We  deeply  regret  the  death  of  our  fellow  member,  J.  Fred 
Wheeler  on  December  16,  1950. 

Mr.  Wheeler  was  a life  long  resident  of  Way  land  who  ex- 
pended, without  limit,  his  time  and  energy  in  serving  the  town. 
For  many  years  he  was  a selectman.  In  1948,  he  was  elected 
assessor  and  served  continuously  until  his  death.  He  brought  to 
the  work  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  complete  familiarity  with  the 
town  and  invaluable  knowledge  of  its  history  and  problems. 

The  town  will  share  our  loss. 

# # # # # 

For  several  years  the  work  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  has 
continuously  increased  in  volume  and  difficulty.  This  results 
from  three  circumstances: 

First,  the  rapid  growth  of  Way  land  has  added  greatly  to  the 
volume  of  work.  In  ten  years,  the  number  of  separate  parcels  to  be 
taxed  has  increased  from  approximately  1,350  to  2,313 — an  in- 
crease of  over  70  per  cent.  In  the  past  five  years  alone,  approxi- 
mately 326  permits  have  been  issued  for  new  houses;  more  than 
half  in  the  last  two  years. 

Second,  the  building  boom  and  other  post-war  conditions 
have  multiplied  the  transfers  of  property. 

Third,  during  the  past  five  years,  real  estate  values  in  Way- 
land  have  changed  very  greatly.  This  is  the  result  of  the  town’s 
rapid  growth,  the  building  boom,  and  economic  conditions 
throughout  the  country. 

The  assessors  are  making  every  effort  to  keep  up  with  these 
developments.  Our  program  includes  four  steps: 

First,  the  establishment  of  a uniform  rule  for  valuing  real 
estate.  Under  the  statutes  and  court  decisions,  the  assessors  must 
find  the  “fair  cash  value”.  Since  this  is  a long  range  value, 
allowance  is  properly  made  for  inflated  prices.  In  Wavland,  our 
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effort  is  to  place  the  assessments  at  approximately  50  per  cent  of 
current  selling  prices.  It  must  be  remembered,  however,  that 
any  single  sale  price  may  have  to  be  disregarded  because  the 
peculiar  needs  of  the  buyer  or  seller  made  it  a forced  sale. 

Second,  during  the  past  year,  we  have  felt  the  need  of  more 
information  about  the  properties  to  be  assessed.  After  consulting 
other  towns,  we  worked  out  our  own  plan  for  a file  containing  a 
permanent  card  for  each  property  on  which  there  would  be  a de- 
scription of  the  land  and  buildings,  showing  the  size  and  age  of 
the  house,  the  number  of  rooms,  etc.,  and  also  a continuing 
record  of  sales  and  mortgages.  In  collecting  this  information,  we 
shall  need  the  cooperation  of  all  citizens.  When  finished,  the 
cards  will  make  it  much  easier  to  compare  different  properties 
and  go  to  avoid  unfairness  and  inequities. 

Third,  revaluation  has  gone  forward  during  the  past  year;  it 
will  be  speeded  up  by  the  additional  information  which  will  be 
accessible.  We  believe  that  the  January  1,  1951  assessments  will 
eliminate  any  inequalities  and  that  the  bulk  of  the  work  can  be 
completed  before  property  is  assessed  January  1,  1952. 

Fourth,  the  increase  in  the  assessors’  work  has  made  it 
necessary  to  devote  to  valuations,  and  especially  revaluations, 
several  extra  months  each  year.

Four  new  home  developments  were  added  in  1950  as  in  com- 
parison to  two  developments  last  year.  A much  larger  percentage 
of  these  homes  this  year  were  made  for  speculation,  however  this 
department  would  like  to  state  that  in  many  cases  whether  the 
houses  were  built  for  speculation  or  for  individual  specifications 
that  they  were  made  better  than  code  requirements  on  structural 
strength. 

Forty  nine  cases  of  zoning  variations  were  prepared  and 
brought  to  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  for  decision.  There 
were  six  more  cases  than  the  previous  year. 

A new  Rest  Home  was  established  in  Cochituate  during  the 
past  year  and  four  permits  were  issued  in  the  business  zones  for 
a Commissary,  Post  Office,  Filling  Station  and  a Hardware  Store. 

There  were  255  wiring  permits  issued  this  year,  which 
was  75  more  than  the  previous  year. 


152 


Fees  collected  from  both  wiring  and  building  permits  during 
1950  amounted  to  $1558.00  and  have  been  turned  over  to  the 
Town  Treasurer.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC 
WELFARE 

This  year,  as  last,  has  been  a year  of  heavy  expenditures.  It 
has  seen  an  increase  in  the  case  load  on  General  Relief  and  Aid  to 
Dependent  Children.  However,  the  case  load  on  Old  Age  Assist- 
ance has  not  reached  as  high  a case  load  figure  as  in  the  previous 
year.  The  total  amounts  expended  are  shown  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

The  General  Relief  situation  does  not  appear  to  show  much 
chance  of  being  reduced  materially,  inasmuch  as  all  cases  at 
present  are  unemployables — a substantial  number  being  young 
children  not  eligible  for  Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  the  balance 
being  persons  unfitted  by  illness  or  persons  not  eligible  for  Old 
Age  Assistance. 

We  did  not  have  the  anticipated  increase  in  cases  on  Old  Age 
Assistance  last  year  and  it  could  be  that  we  have  hit  the  peak  in 
the  size  of  this  load  in  this  category  for  the  forseeable  future,  if 
the  new  legislation  approved  by  the  voters  this  past  fall  does  not 
greatly  increase  the  load  in  number  and  expense.  Also  the  ex- 
pense of  Old  Age  Assistance  will  probably  increase  if  prices 
continue  to  rise. 

The  Board  has  continued  to  use  every  effort  to  insure  that 
expenditures  are  as  low  as  is  consistent  with  the  giving  of  re- 
quired and  needed  assistance.

REPORT  OF  HIGHWAY  COMMISSIONERS 

in  submitting  our  budget  for  the  coming  year,  we  are  recom- 
mending a larger  appropriation  for  the  general  Highway  account 
in  order  to  properly  maintain  and  improve  the  Town  roads. 
During  the  past  year,  we  have  received  several  requests  to  improve 
roads  which  up  to  the  present  time  have  not  had  extensive  use. 
New  homes  with  the  resulting  increase  in  traffic  make  improve- 
ments necessary. 

We  are  recommending  the  purchase  of  a Tractor  Shovel. 
This  piece  of  equipment  would  be  a valuable  addition  to  our 
Department  as  more  work  could  be  accomplished  with  our  ap- 
propriations. The  Town  owns  two  gravel  pits  where  sand  and 
gravel  are  available  without  cost,  but  it  is  necessary  for  us  to  have 
the  proper  equipment  to  make  use  of  them. 

Under  Chapter  90  Construction  in  1951,  plans  call  for  the 
completion  of  construction  of  Main  Street,  Cochituate,,  to 
Legion  Square.

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REPORT  OF  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


The  following  is  a brief  outline  of  the  work  done  under  the 
various  appropriations  of  the  Highway  Department. 

The  general  Highway  appropriation  allows  for  cleaning  of 
roads  and  drainage  systems  as  well  as  maintenance  work.  We 
used  35,000  gallons  of  Bituminous  materials  for  surface  treat- 
ments. On  Stone  Bridge  Road,  we  gravelled  and  surfaced  3500 
ft.  of  roadway.  On  Lincoln  Road,  1800  ft.  has  been  excavated 
and  gravelled  in  preparation  for  surfacing. 

Under  Chapter  90  Maintenance,  in  addition  to  the  general 
maintenance  of  Chapter  90  roads,  15,000  gallons  of  Bituminous 
materials  were  used  for  surface  treatments. 

The  Chapter  90  Construction  appropriation  was  used  on 
Main  Street,  Cochituate.  This  work  is  being  done  in  two  sections. 
Section  1,  which  has  been  completed,  consisted  of  installing  a 
new  drainage  system  from  the  Natick  line  to  Legion  Square  and 
reconstructing  900  ft.  of  the  street. 

Streets  completed  under  Betterment  appropriations  were 
Adelaide  Avenue,  Riverview  Avenue,  Overlook  Road  and  Sec- 
tion 1 of  Riverview  Circle  and  Shore  Drive.  Section  2 of  River- 
view  Circle  is  under  construction  at  the  present  time. 

New  equipment  puchased  this  year  included  a 2 Ton  Ford

REPORT  OF  THE  MOTH  SUPERINTENDENT 

This  year  there  has  been  considerable  damage  to  the  elm  trees 
of  the  town  due  to  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease.  The  Gypsy  moth  has 
been  kept  under  control  by  successful  spraying.  This  has  been 
done  throughout  the  town.  The  trees  along  the  roadways  and 
public  places  have  all  been  sprayed  for  the  Elm  Beetle  also.  Trees 
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on  private  property  were  also  sprayed  upon  the  request  of  the 
owners. 

The  State  Department  of  Insect  Pest  Control  during  the  first 
months  of  the  year  condemned  a number  of  elm  trees  and  ordered 
them  taken  down.  This  was  done  and  the  wood  burned.  The 
State  has  again,  in  November,  condemned  three  elm  trees  and 
has  ordered  their  removal.  These  trees  have  all  been  infected  with 
the  Dutch  Elm  Disease. 

A thorough  survey  of  all  the  elm  trees  in  the  whole  town  has 
been  taken  and  all  questionable  trees  have  been  tagged.  The 
number  of  public  trees  tagged  was  168  and  68  on  private  property. 
To  this  date  there  haven’t  been  any  samples  taken  so  it  is  not 
known  how  many  of  these  trees  have  the  disease. 

The  Dutch  Elm  disease  is  a serious  threat  to  our  beautiful 
elms,  and  if  it  is  not  properly  dealt  with  will  cause  us  to  lose 
most,  if  not  all,  of  our  elms.  Spraying  an  infected  tree  does  not 
cure  it,  nor  does  spraying  a healthy  tree  near  infected  ones  save  it. 
So  far,  the  only  sure  way  of  dealing  with  this  disease,  and  saving 
our  healthy  trees,  is  to  remove  the  affected  trees  and  either  burn 
or  bury  the  wood.

The  group  of  citizens  from  the  Stonebridge  section  of  Way- 
land  who  were  instructed  in  the  care  and  use  of  hose,  appliances 
and  ladders  by  the  department  in  1949,  organized  this  year  with 
William  Dugan  as  their  leader  and  with  Robert  Walker,  Robert 
Bullock,  William  Smith  and  Frank  McClellan,  as  deputies. 
Under  his  leadership  they  purchased  a used  truck,  repaired  and 
painted  it  and  made  the  body  suitable  to  carry  fire  fighting 
equipment.  When  this  work  was  done  and  quarters  provided  to 
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house  the  truck,  the  Board  of  Engineers  turned  over  to  them  500 
feet  of  I/2  inch  hose  and  other  miscellaneous  equipment.  The 
purpose  of  this  volunteer  unit  is  to  put  out  fires  of  a minor  nature 
under  their  own  efforts  and  to  hold  larger  fires  down  to  a mini- 
mum until  help  arrives  from  Cochituate  or  Wayland  Fire 
Companies. 

The  citizens  of  this  community  are  to  be  commended  for 
their  fine  civic  pride  in  giving  so  generously  of  their  time  and 
dollars  in  the  completion  of  this  unit  and  the  placing  of  it  into 
service. 

The  Board  of  Engineers  would  like  to  bring  again  to  the 
attention  of  the  Citizens,  the  age  of  the  trucks  in  this  department. 

Engine  No.  1 LaFrance  Cochituate  26  years  old 
Engine  No.  2 Chevrolet  Wayland  17  years  old 
Engine  No.  3 Ford  Cochituate  16  years  old 
Forest  Fire  truck  Ford  Wayland  11  years  old 

Although  Engine  1 of  Cochituate  is  26  years  old,  the  Board 
feels  that  Engine  2,  of  Wayland  should  be  the  first  truck  to  be 
replaced,  due  to  its  worn  out  mechanical  condition,  both  in  the 
pump  and  the  truck.  An  article  has  been  prepared  for  the  next 
annual  town  meeting  to  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  money 
for  the  purchase  of  a new  pump. 

Five  new  fire  boxes  were  installed  during  the  past  year,  at 
the  following  locations:  Oak  St.  and  Timber  Lane,  Dudley  Rd., 
Cochituate  Road  at  the  Town  Hall  and  two  on  Pemberton 
Road.  All  the  old  iron  wire  was  removed  from  the  Fire  Alarm 
System  on  Commonwealth  Rd.-East  and  on  Main  St.,  from  the 
intersection  of  East  & West  Plain  St.,  to  Fiske’s  Corner  and 
replaced  with  insulated  copper  wire.  During  the  replacement  of 
new  wire  on  Main  St.,  two  additional  wires  were  strung  to 
complete  the  mutual  aid  circuit  between  Wayland  and  Cochitu- 
ate fire  station. 

The  new  air  whistle  for  the  Wayland  Fire  Station  was 
placed  into  operation  in  November.  The  air  whistles  at  both 
the  Cochituate  and  Wayland  Fire  Stations  now  sound  every 
blow  instantly,  whether  a fire  alarm  box  is  pulled  in  either  pre- 
cinct. The  purpose  of  the  installation  of  this  air  whistle  was  two 
fold;  first  it  alerts  the  Fire  Company  not  involved  in  answering 
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a first  alarm  to  be  in  a stand  by  position  for  a possible  second 
alarm  call  for  mutual  aid  and  secondly  the  siren  which  had  been 
in  service  at  Way  land  for  many  years  could  not  be  adapted  to 
work  in  conjunction  with  fire  alarm  boxes. 

The  fire  alarm  circuit  was  extended  to  the  Wayland-Natick 
town  line  in  November  and  the  Natick  Fire  Department  installed 
instruments  to  record  all  blows  on  our  alarm  system.  A running 
card  has  been  worked  out  between  the  two  departments  for 
mutual  aid  and  placed  in  operation. 

Six  articles  pertaining  to  fire  alarm  extensions  have  been 
submitted  for  the  next  annual  town  meeting.  Three  of  these 
articles  are  for  the  installation  of  fire  alarm  boxes  in  old  established 
communities.  The  fourth  article  asks  for  a fire  alarm  box  at  the 
public  bathing  beach  in  Cochituate  where  the  life  guard  can 
readily  summons  assistance  from  the  fire  department  for  the  use 
of  the  resuscitator  or  the  boat. 

The  fifth  article  deals  with  the  installation  of  a fire  alarm  box 
at  the  Wayland  Grammar  School  to  work  in  conjunction  with 
the  newly  installed  sprinkler  system.  The  purpose  of  this  fire 
alarm  box  is  that  the  instant  that  the  sprinkler  system  is  turned 
on,  whether  the  cause  is  due  to  fire  or  mechanical  injury,  the 
Fire  Department  is  automatically  notified  on  the  alarm  system. 
The  sixth  article  deals  with  the  installation  of  the  first  circuit 
from  the  newly  installed  four  circuit  board  at  the  Wayland  Fire 
Station.  The  route  of  this  circuit  would  be  Millbrook  Road  to 
Plain  Road  and  return  on  State  Road  East  back  to  the  Fire 
Station.  This  circcuit  was  chosen  for  three  reasons:  first  there 
are  many  old  existing  dwellings  and  business  establishments  in 
this  area;  secondly,  more  new  dwellings  were  made  along  this 
route  than  in  any  other  part  of  Wayland,  and  third,  this  article 
covers  the  cost  of  a pair  of  wires  constituting  a separate  circuit 
to  the  Wayland-Weston  town  line  for  mutual  aid  with  the 
Weston  Fire  Department. 

During  the  past  few  years  the  Board  has  mentioned  in  these 
yearly  reports  the  condition  of  the  Fire  Station  in  Cochituate, 
This  Building  was  never  designed  for  the  floor  loads  imposed 
upon  it,  thereby  weakening  its  structural  strength.  The  Board 
feels  that  the  Town  is  taking  considerable  risk  in  continuing  the 
use  of  this  Building. 
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There  were  434  oil  storage  inspections  made  this  year,  plus 
159  new  installations.  Twenty  six  installations  were  found  de- 
fective and  permits  were  denied  until  repairs  were  made  by  the 
owners. 

Fees  collected  from  new  oil  burner  installations  for  1950 
amounted  to  $79.50  which  has  been  turned  over  to  the  Town 
Treasurer.

The  Board  organized  with  Fern  A.  Taylor,  Chairman; 
Alfred  C.  Damon,  Clerk,  and  Charles  Potter.  John  Phylis  was 
appointed  Superintendent,  and  C.  Prentiss  Richardson,  Assistant 
Superintendent. 

Mr.  Charles  Potvin  retired  as  Stationary  Engineer  after  many 
years  of  faithful  service.  The  Board  wishes  to  express  their  ap- 
preciation for  all  he  has  done  for  the  department. 

We  are  happy  to  report  the  installation  of  a new  10  inch 
main  along  West  Plain  Street,  an  8 inch  main  on  Pemberton 
Road  and  on  Winter  Street,  and  a 6 inch  main  along  Glezen 
Lane. 

The  Garage  at  Baldwin’s  Pond  Pumping  Station  has  been 
completed. 

The  Electrical  power  line  to  the  Station  has  also  been  corn- 
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pleted.  The  new  pumps  have  been  installed  and  will  be  in  oper- 
ation upon  the  installation  of  the  electrical  controls. 

It  was  voted  at  our  July  meeting  to  instruct  the  Collector 
to  send  demands  on  all  outstanding  water  accounts  unpaid  after 
their  due  date,  and  a charge  of  thirty-five  cents  be  made  for  same. 

The  Superintendent  reports:  140  new  services  and  183,513,- 
304  gallons  of  water  delivered  during  1950.

During  these  seven  years,  your  committee  has  attempted  to 
fulfill  its  obligations  to  the  World  War  II  veterans  of  this  town 
by  serving  them  in  varkms  capacities  when  called  upon  to  do  so. 
We  sincerely  congratulate  the  veterans  on  their  ability  to  resume 
civilian  life  with  a minimum  of  readjustment  difficulties,  and  we 
hope  that  those  who  have  sought  us  out  individually  for  advice 
and  counsel  have  received  helpful  assistance. 

During  the  years  1944,  1945,  and  1946,  when  the  veterans 
were  returning  home,  we  spent  $40.07  to  notify  them  of  the 
services  available.  Inasmuch  as  we  have  not  found  it  necessary 
to  expend  any  money  since,  there  is  a balance  of  $159.94  remain- 
ing in  the  appropriation. 

We,  of  the  committee,  are  appreciative  of  the  opportunity  to 
serve  in  this  capacity  and  shall  carry  on  as  in  the  past,  until  such 
time  that  the  necessity  of  such  a committee  no  longer  exists, 
or  the  impact  of  world  conditions  makes  a change  desirable.

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REPORT  OF  WAYLAND  FREE  PUBLIC 
LIBRARY 

For  the  Year  1950 


The  year  has  been  an  interesting  one  for  the  Way  land 
Library  with  the  staff  at  the  main  branch  now  consisting  of  Mrs. 
John  Busser  as  librarian;  Mrs.  Frank  Bentley,  assistant  librarian; 
Mrs.  Fred  Wheeler,  substitute;  and  Shirley  Bentley,  page. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  in  March,  Mrs.  Charles  T.  Mor- 
gan and  Mr.  J.  Sidney  Stone  were  re-elected  as  trustees,  the  other 
trustees  being  Mrs.  Robert  M.  Morgan,  Mr.  Hugh  F.  Colliton, 
Jr.,  Mr.  George  G.  Bogren  and  Mr.  Arthur  H.  Dudley. 

There  has  been  considerable  interest  during  the  year  in  the 
sign  outside  of  the  library  informing  the  public  that  Wayland 
had  the  first  public  library  in  Massachusetts  and  the  second  in  the 
United  States.  For  the  benefit  of  the  newer  residents  we  would 
inform  them  that  this  library  was  established  in  the  year  1848. 
Many  groups  of  tourists  have  stopped  and  visited  the  library  as 
a result  of  this  sign,  the  farthest  being  from  Texas  while  another 
group  was  from  Montana. 

Under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  Francis  E.  Devlin,  the 
Friends  of  the  Wayland  Library  have  had  an  active  year  with  a 
number  of  interesting  evening  programs  available  to  its  members. 
The  Friends  also  sponsored  the  showing  of  educational  films 
which  were  held  on  alternate  Saturday  mornings  and  attracted 
approximately  100  children.  These  programs  were  so  successful 
that  they  will  be  repeated  this  year  during  the  months  of  January, 
February  and  March. 

During  the  Children’s  Book  Week,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cronan  of 
Boston  were  again  our  guests.  The  story  hour  which  is  held  for 
the  fourth  graders  of  the  Center  and  Cochituate  Schools  has  be- 
come traditional  and  as  usual  the  children  were  charmed  with  the 
stories  which  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cronan  told.  The  Book  Week  also 
exhibited  a wonderful  display  of  book  covers  and  posters  made 
by  the  pupils  of  the  Center  School  under  the  direction  of  their 
art  instructor,  Miss  Peaslee.

During  the  year  we  have  had  attractive  exhibits  of  articles 
lent  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Donald  Neelon. 

Another  exhibit  which  attracted  considerable  attention  was 
that  of  the  handiwork  done  by  the  town’s  4-H  Clubs. 

The  Garden  Club  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Charles  S.  Pot- 
ter has  supplied  flowers  twice  a week  during  the  summer  as  well 
as  Christmas  decorations.  The  arrangements  of  these  flowers 
have  been  beautifully  done  and  are  much  appreciated  by  the 
library’s  patrons. 

Another  activity  was  that  of  instructing  the  Girl  Scouts 
in  bookbinding. 

As  usual  we  have  had  classes  from  the  primary  schools  visit 
the  library  under  the  supervision  of  their  teachers.  The  children 
were  made  acquainted  with  what  services  the  library  has  to  offer 
and  were  given  bookmarks  and  registration  cards. 

The  circulation  in  the  town  has  been  very  satisfactory  in 
comparison  with  other  libraries  throughout  the  country.  While 
there  is  reason  to  believe  that  television  has  had  some  effect  upon 
circulation,  it  has  not  become  a serious  competitor  in  this  com- 
munity. The  increase  in  registration  has  been  very  gratifying 
and  for  the  first  eight  months  of  the  year  averaged  nine  a month 
and  during  the  last  four  months  it  has  averaged  22  new  members 
a month. 

We  have  used  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Public  Libraries 
as  a source  of  inter-loan  material  as  well  as  the  libraries  in 
Weston,  Somerville,  Waltham  and  Brookline. 

On  December  1,  Mrs.  Katherine  Damon  resigned  as  assistant 
at  the  Cochituate  Library.  Her  temporary  appointment  as  assist- 
ant followed  Mrs.  Gertrude  Bishop’s  retirement  in  1949  and  the 
trustees  are  deeply  appreciative  of  the  service  which  Mrs.  Damon 
has  rendered  so  faithfully.  Mrs.  James  D.  Abbott  of  Medfield  has 
been  appointed  branch  librarian.  Her  training  has  been  such  that 
she  will  devote  a considerable  portion  of  her  time  in  working 
with  the  children  of  Cochituate  and  will  encourage  the  library 
habit  among  them.  Following  an  analysis  which  was  made  by 
the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Public  Libraries,  a complete  over- 
hauling is  being  made  of  the  Cochituate  brancch.  The  quarters 
are  being  renovated  and  a number  of  soiled  and  damaged  books 
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have  been  withdrawn.  These  are  to  be  replaced  with  new  books 
and  it  is  the  hope  of  the  trustees  that  these  changes  will  encour- 
age the  people  of  Cochituate  to  more  actively  make  use  of  the 
branch’s  facilities.  It  is  also  hoped  that  more  people  from  Co- 
chituate will  use  the  facilities  of  the  main  library.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  Board  of  Health  submits  the  following  report  for  year 
ending  December  31,  1950. 

The  Board  registered  eighty-three  complaints  during  the  year 
and  all  were  promptly  investigated,  and  the  necessary  action 
taken. 

These  complaints  were  listed  under  seventeen  different  head- 
ings indicating  how  diverse  the  problems  are.  They  deal  with 
things  that  are  really  of  public  health  significance,  such  as  over- 
flowing cesspool,  or  vermin  and  with  things  of  no  great  conse- 
quence, as  for  example,  bad  odors. 

Although  many  complaints  are  not  of  great  public  health 
significance,  still  the  attention  devoted  to  their  investigation  is 


worthwhile  in  terms  of  good  public  relations. 

The  Board  issued  the  f olio  wing  permits :

There  were  twenty  three  buildings  condemned  due  to  the 
fact  that  they  were  unfit  for  habitation. 

Recommendations  : 

The  Board  of  Health  and  the  town  should  give  serious 
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thought  to  forming  a health  union  as  provided  in  legislation 
adopted  in  1948.  This  makes  possible  the  combining  of 
towns,  the  appointment  of  a Board  of  Health  with  represen- 
tation from  each  community,  which  serves  as  a policy  making 
board,  and  the  employment  by  them  of  a director  of  health. 
Ten  years  after  the  passage  of  the  Act,  if  any  community 
has  not  joined  a unit  with  a minimum  of  thirty  five  thousand 
population,  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  may 
compel  it  to  join  such  a union.  Federal  subsidies  are  pro- 
viding forty  cents  per  capita  that  will  be  granted  to  unions 
that  comply  with  such  minimum  standards. 

The  Board  reports  the  expenditures  for  the  year  were  in- 
creased over  the  previous  year  chiefly  due  to  the  unexpected 
hospital  cases  for  which  the  town  will  be  reimbursed.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  WARDEN 


The  two  heavy  rain  and  wind  storms,  that  we  had  this  year 
caused  quite  a lot  of  damage  to  the  trees. 

There  were  fifteen  trees  that  had  to  be  taken  down,  several 
had  to  be  topped,  and  numerous  hanging  branches  removed. 
There  was  some  high  trimming  done.  Fifty-six  trees  pruned, 
and  several  smaller  ones  taken  care  of. 

There  was  116  maple  trees  planted,  58  along  Concord  Road, 
Way  land  and  58  on  different  streets  in  Cochituate. 

There  should  be  new  trees  planted  every  year,  because  a 
good  many  of  the  trees  are  old  and  decaying,  and  will  have  to 
be  taken  down  on  account  of  being  dangerous.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PARK  DEPARTMENT 


The  year  1950,  was  the  busiest  in  the  history  of  this  depart- 
ment. The  acquisition  of  the  Lake  Cochituate  recreation  area 
plus  playground  additions  at  Riverview  were  greatly  responsible 
for  the  department’s  expanded  program. 

The  following  list  shows  the  Park  Department  holdings 
and  the  work  that  was  done  this  year  and  the  work  proposed 
for  1951. 

I.  Riverview  Playground  — 

As  voted  by  the  Town  at  the  last  Town  meeting,  the 
parcel  of  land  adjoining  the  present  playground  was  pur- 
chased, this  purchase  included  a small  wooden  dwelling. 
This  building  was  scheduled  for  complete  removal  im- 
mediately after  acquisition,  but  upon  a request  from  the 
Riverview  Circle  Improvement  Association,  the  building  was 
left  intact. 

The  Riverview  Association  will  repair  this  building, 
install  toilet  facilities  and  maintain  it  at  no  cost  to  the  Town. 

The  repaired  building  will  always  remain  the  property 
of  the  town  and  will  be  used  as  a civic  building  for  the  people 
plus  a place  for  playground  children  during  inclement 
weather. 

The  playground  itself  was  finally  leveled  off  and  850 
cubic  yards  of  loam  was  hauled  to  this  location.  This  loam 
became  available  when  the  new  road  to  the  Lake  Cochituate 
Recreation  Area  was  built. 

On  the  lower  end  of  Riverview  and  on  the  bank  of  the 
Sudbury  river,  the  Park  Department  acquired,  by  a vote  of 
the  town,  two  additional  parcels  of  land  including  a non- 
habitable  wooden  shack  on  each  piece. 

These  buildings  were  removed  completely  by  members 
of  the  Riverview  Circle  Improvement  Association.  Once 
again  this  work  was  done  at  no  cost  to  the  town  and  all  sal- 
vageable materials  were  hauled  to  the  building  at  the  River- 
view Playground,  to  be  used  in  making  repairs,  etc. 
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The  1951  program  for  this  playground  calls  for  the 
spreading  of  the  existing  loam  and  the  seeding  of  it  early 
this  spring. 

The  Way  land  Park  Department  wishes  to  thank  the 
Riverview  Circle  Improvement  Association  for  their  willing- 
ness to  assist  us  whenever  we  are  in  need  of  help. 

2.  Whittier  Memorial  — 

This  triangular  shaped  park  was  mowed  weekly,  and 
the  program  for  1951  is:  planting  some  evergreens  plus 
additional  planting  as  recommended  to  us  by  the  Way  land 
Garden  Club. 

3.  Lake  Cochituate  Recreation  Area  — 

Immediately  upon  acquiring  the  property,  as  voted  at 
the  last  town  meeting  this  department  had  the  land 
surveyed  and  granite  stone  bounds  installed  in  their  proper 
places. 

The  new  road  that  will  provide  an  entrance  from  West 
Plain  Street  was  laid  out  and  the  contract  for  doing  the  work 
was  let. 

At  the  beach  itself,  a temporary  small  building  was  built 
to  house  chemical  toilets. 

The  entire  area  was  cleaned  of  all  debris  and  put  in 
shape  for  the  coming  swimming  and  picnicing  season. 

Steel  and  cork  floats  were  purchased  and  put  in  place  to 
serve  as  boundaries  for  the  swimmers. 

Working  with  the  Way  land  Chapter  of  the  Red  Cross 
a certified  instructor  was  on  duty  every  morning  to  give 
lessons  to  those  interested.  The  instructor  was  hired  and  paid 
for  by  the  Red  Cross. 

The  Park  Department,  through  the  town  counsel,  ob- 
tained a lease  for  the  Town,  for  the  use  of  the  shore  line 
of  the  Lake  that  abutts  the  park  land.  This  lease  was 
granted  for  a period  of  twenty-five  years. 

The  1951  program  for  this  area  is: 
a.  Oil  new  road,  plus  its  control.

b.  Close  off  old  road  but  allow  room  and  give  permission 
to  our  Fire  and  Police  departments  to  use  road  for  emer- 
gencies only. 

c.  Establish  permanent  toilets  in  one  dwelling  included  in 
original  taking,  also  provide  if  possible,  drinking  water, 
wash  place,  play  area  for  children,  picnic  tables,  safe 
and  sane  parking  for  all  types  of  vehicles. 

d.  Police  protection  and  regulations  for  controling  area 
against  undesirables. 

In  closing  this  portion  of  our  report,  we  wish  to  thank 
our  police  officers  who  helped  in  maintaining  our  temporary 
but  rigid  regulations. 

4.  Wayland  Greens  — 

This  Area  was  mowed  weekly  and  after  a great  deal 
of  persuading  the  children  who  used  this  area  for  a play- 
ground, moved  their  activities  to  the  Town  Field.  Upon 
investigating,  the  75  ft.  flagpole  in  the  Center  was  found  to 
be  in  need  of  emergency  repairs.  This  repair  work  was  done 
by  a reputable  concern  and  the  pole  can  be  considered  as 
good  as  new. 

The  1951  program  calls  for  adequate  fertilizing  and 
continued  mowing  and  the  land  along  the  brook  may  be 
cleaned.  This  work  will  be  done  in  conjunction  with  other 
work  planned  by  the  Wayland  Garden  Club. 

5.  Cochituate  Ball  Field  — 

The  infield  portion  of  the  baseball  field  was  rebuilt  with 
150  yards  of  loam  hauled  from  our  stock-pile  located  at 
the  rear  of  the  High  School.  Skimpy  spots  were  also  re- 
loamed  and  seeded. 

A public  hearing  was  held  by  the  Department  for  an 
expression  of  opinion  as  to  the  use  of  a part  of  the  field  for 
softball.  After  the  hearing,  at  which  no  serious  objections 
were  raised,  the  department  created  a softball  diamond  and 
its  use  was  constant  during  the  season. 

During  the  season  two  carnivals  were  held  at  this  field 
but  the  use  of  any  part  of  the  field  that  was  being  used  for 
athletics  was  forbidden. 
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The  1951  Program  for  this  field  will  be  controlled  by  the 
requisitions  made  by  athletic  and  civic  groups,  but  in  any 
case  the  entire  area  will  be  fertilized  and  mowed. 

6.  High  School  Field  — 

A brand  new  baseball  diamond  was  built  by  the  Park 
Department,  this  being  necessary  because  the  additions  to  the 
High  School  encroached  onto  the  old  field.  The  old  back- 
stop was  relocated  behind  the  new  baseball  diamond,  the  old 
diamond  was  then  converted  into  a softball  diamond  and  was 
used  by  the  High  School. 

This  field  houses  all  the  physical  education  programs  of 
the  High  School  plus  use  by  civic  groups  for  all  types  of  out- 
door activities  such  as  lawn  parties,  Boy  Scout  games,  etc. 

A new  drinking  fountain  with  additional  places  for  hose 
attachments  was  supplied  and  installed  for  the  first  time 
on  this  field. 

The  1951  program  calls  for  continued  upkeep  as  in  the 
past,  but  at  this  time  we  feel  certain  that  no  additions  will 
be  made  this  year,  unless  it  be  of  an  emergency  nature. 

7.  Bus  Shelter,  Way  land  Center  — 

The  shelter  received  minor  repairs  and  was  painted 
inside  and  out. 

The  B.  & M.  bus  lines  used  the  land  adjacent  to  the 
shelter  for  a parking  space  but  at  the  request  of  this  depart- 
ment, the  buses  re-located  their  stop  to  the  opposite  side  of 
the  street.  The  request  to  them  was  made  because  of  the 
quagmire  they  created  next  to  the  shelter.  Permission  was 
granted  to  the  Way  land  Garden  Club  to  install  window 
boxes,  one  on  each  side  of  the  shelter. 

The  1951  program  for  this  shelter  will  be  comparable  to 
the  one  just  ended,  except  that  here  again  some  additional 
plantings  will  be  made  in  conjunction  with  the  Way  land 
Garden  Club  programs. 

8.  Honor  Rolls  — 

Both  Honor  Rolls  were  painted  again  this  year  as  they 
had  been  every  year  since  their  installation.  The  evergreens 
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around  the  area  were  trimmed  and  the  entire  site  was  kept 
clean  and  mowed.  For  1951  the  department  will  repeat  their 
program  and  shall  hold  a joint  meeting  with  the  two  Vet- 
eran’s organizations  to  consider  the  advisability  of  preparing 
new  name  plates  of  the  members  of  the  Armed  Forces  now 
in  the  services  of  our  country. 

9.  Heater  Piece,  E.  Plain  St.  & Comm.  Rd.,  Cochituate  — 

At  the  request  of  the  Cochituate  Garden  Club,  permis- 
sion was  granted  to  allow  them  to  purchase  and  install 
shrubbery,  flag-pole,  quartz  stone  marker  and  a bronze 
tablet.  The  area  was  dedicated  in  memory  of  the  men  who 
gave  their  lives  during  World  War  II.  The  shrubbery  was 
given  to  the  town  by  the  Garden  Club,  the  remaining  items 
were  also  given  to  the  town  and  the  donors  wish  to  remain 
anonymous. 

Our  program  for  1951  is  to  maintain  this  small  park  and 
to  keep  it  as  beautiful  as  it  was  when  it  was  given  to  the 

town. 

10.  Heater  Piece,  Concord  Road,  Wayland  — 

Our  chief  aim  since  we  acquired  this  piece  of  land  was 
to  remove,  a little  each  year,  the  trees  that  fell  or  had  leaned 
to  a dangerous  angle  during  the  hurricanes  and  strong  winds 
that  we  experienced  the  past  ten  or  twelve  years.  Many  of 
the  fallen  trees  were  removed  this  year  and  the  Department 
feels  that  at  the  expiration  of  the  1951  season  more  trees  and 
debris  will  have  been  removed  as  part  of  the  cleaning 
program. 

11.  Heater  Piece,  Plain  Road,  Wayland  — 

This  park  has  been  under  our  jurisdiction  for  only  a year 
and  during  this  period  we  were  able  to  remove  all  the  fallen 
trees,  stumps  and  debris.  For  1951  all  that  can  be  done  at 
this  location  is  to  keep  it  clean  of  debris,  plus  what  pruning 
to  the  trees  that  is  necessary. 

12.  Dudley  Beach  — 

Since  the  town  has  acquired  the  Lake  Cochituate  area 
for  a swimming  place  this  department  has  transferred  all  its 
facilities  including  its  life-guards  to  the  new  beach.  The 
Park  Department  will  endeavor  to  keep  this  area  clean  as  a 
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park  but  will  not  provide  safety  measures  as  it  had  done  in 
the  past.  Any  person  or  persons  using  this  beach  will  be 
doing  so  at  their  own  risk. 

13.  Mill  Pond  — 

The  Department  realizes  the  potentialities  of  this  area  as 
it  is  one  of  the  town’s  natural  beauty  spots.  Our  program 
calls  for  the  gradual  clearing  of  the  area. 

14.  Tennis  Courts,  Way  land  and  Cochituate  — 

Both  courts  were  resurfaced  and  put  to  good  use,  but  the 
Department  wishes  to  ask  its  users  to  stop  using  shoes  with 
heels  because  it  costs  the  town  a great  deal  of  money  to  put 
the  surface  back  in  presentable  shape.  The  two  courts  will 
again  be  put  in  playing  condition  for  the  1951  season. 

15.  Town  Flags,  Way  land  Center  and  Cochituate  Ball 
Field  — 

The  Flag  is  flown  on  each  holiday  and  commemorative 
occasions. 

In  closing  our  report  we  wish  to  thank  the  officials  and 
peoples  of  our  town  who  aided  us  in  working  our  1950  season 
successfully.

The  Cemetery  Commissioners  present  the  following  report 
for  1950. 

We  have  received  and  transmitted  to  the  Treasurer  seven 
perpetual  care  gifts  as  follows: 

April  26  The  Thomas  R.  Shay  Fund  of  $150.00  given  by 
Birdie  L.  Johnson  for  the  perpetual  care  of  Lot  61, 
Section  G,  Lakeview  Cemetery. 

April  26  The  French- Williams  Fund  of  $400.00  given  from 
the  estate  of  Ernest  Williams  of  Holliston  for  the  per- 
petual care  of  Lot  10,  Section  B,  Lot  22,  Section  F,  Lake- 
view  Cemetery. 

May  10  The  W.  J.  Scotland  Fund  of  $150.00  given  by 
William  J.  Scotland  for  the  perpetual  care  of  Lot  47,  Sec- 
tion F,  Lakeview  Cemetery. 

May  10  The  Jacob  H.  Wood  Fund  of  $250.00  given  by 
Jacob  H.  Wood  of  Los  Angeles,  California  for  the  per- 
petual care  of  Lot  181,  South  Cemetery. 

June  23  The  James  H.  Lee  Fund  of  $150.00  given  by  Mrs. 
James  H.  Lee  for  the  perpetual  care  of  Lot  7,  North 
Cemetery. 

June  23  The  John  H.  Regan  Fund  of  $150.00  given  by 
Catherine  Regan  Brown  for  the  perpetual  care  of  Lot  47 
Extension,  North  Cemetery. 

October  25.  The  Alice  M.  Blevins  Fund  of  $150.00  given  by 
Alice  M.  Blevins  for  the  perpetual  care  of  Lot  42, 
Section  F,  Lakeview  Cemetery. 

These  funds  amounting  to  $1400.00  increase  the  number 
of  funds  to  177,  amounting  to  $31,475.00. 

Payments  by  101  lot  owners  totaling  $486.00  for  yearly 
care  was  received  and  this  provided  for  the  care  of  105  more 
lots.  Beginning  with  1951,  these  charges  will  be  cumulative  and 
settlement  of  all  charges  remaining  unpaid  will  be  required 
before  further  burial  may  be  made  in  the  lot. 
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The  sale  of  lots  in  Lakeview  Cemetery  was  restricted  to 
those  with  immediate  need,  but  seven  being  sold  in  1950;  and 
two  sold  in  the  North  Cemetery  make  nine  in  all  for  which  a 
total  of  $360.00  was  received.  * 

Forty-nine  burials  were  made:  thirty-two  in  Lakeview  and 
seventeen  in  the  North  Cemetery.  Receipts  from  this  source  were 
$1309.00. 

Foundations  were  prepared  for  sixteen  tombstones  for  which 
the  sum  of  $295.34  was  received. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  work  of  caring  for  the  cemeteries, 
much  has  already  been  done  on  the  development  of  a further 
area  for  Lakeview  Cemetery.  The  work  will  be  continued  as  long 
as  the  weather  permits,  and  will  be  resumed  as  early  in  the  spring 
as  may  be  possible  to  speed  the  opening  up  of  much  needed  new 
lots. 


The  small  balance  remaining  in  the  fund  established  some 
years  since  for  the  rehabilitation  of  the  North  Cemetery  was 
drawn  upon  for  the  planting  of  evergreen  trees  on  the  two  re- 
stricted lots  where  Indian  graves  are  located,  and  for  welding 
the  hinges  and  locks  on  the  old  tombs  in  the  cemeteries  thus 
sealing  them  fast  against  any  further  molestation. 

Last  winter’s  open  season  was  possibly  a contributing  factor 
in  the  great  number  of  sunken  graves;  of  which  more  than  three 
hundred  have  been  filled  in  and  seeded  this  year.  We  are  much 
indebted  to  the  School  Department  for  the  gift  of  a large  quantity 
of  loam  for  use  in  this  work,  which  enabled  us  to  do  much  more 
than  could  otherwise  have  been  accomplished.

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SCHOOL  ENTRANCE 


Any  child  who  is  five  years  and  eight  months  of  age  on 
September  first  of  the  current  school  year  may  be  admitted  to  the 
first  grade,  but  in  every  case  the  admission  of  a child  under  six 
shall  be  dependent  upon  the  fitness  of  the  child  to  profit  by  the 
work  of  the  school,  such  fitness  to  be  determined  by  the  super- 
intendent. Pupils  under  the  age  of  seven  years  who  have  not 
previously  attended  school  shall  not  be  permitted  to  enter  later 
than  thirty  days  after  the  opening  of  school  in  September  except 
by  special  permission  of  the  superintendent.  Certificates  of  birth 
and  vaccination  shall  be  required  at  the  time  of  entrance. 


NO-SCHOOL  SIGNAL 

In  the  event  of  exceptionally  severe  weather  conditions  or 
when  the  transportation  system  is  disrupted,  WBZ,  WEEI,  and 
WKOX  will  broadcast  the  no-school  announcement  between 
7:00  and  8:00  A.M.  In  addition,  five  blasts  will  be  sounded  on 
the  fire  alarm  in  Wayland  and  Cochituate  at  7:30  A.M. 

We  feel  these  signals  are  clear  and,  therefore,  urge  parents 
to  refrain  from  flooding  the  Telephone  Office  and  homes  of 
School  Department  personnel  with  telephone  calls. 

On  days  when  the  signal  is  not  used,  weather  conditions  may 
warrant  the  non-attendance  of  certain  children.  Lack  of  normal 
health  would  tend  to  make  it  advisable  for  parents  to  keep  the 
child  at  home.  Since  weather  reports  are  not  always  reliable, 
and  since  the  School  Department  desires  to  render  maximum 
education  service  by  having  the  schools  open  the  greatest  number 
of  days,  storm  signals  will  not  be  used  on  ordinary  rainy  or 
snowy  days  or  when  there  is  reasonable  doubt. 

A good  education  can  be  built  only  on  good  health.  Safe- 
guard health  by  keeping  your  child  home  when,  in  your  estima- 
tion as  a parent,  conditions  warrant.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  The  School  Committee 
Wayland,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen : 

I am  submitting  herewith  my  seventh  annual  report  and  the 
fifty-fourth  in  the  series  of  reports  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

Again  this  year,  the  National  Citizens  Commission  is  urging 
a continuing  drive  in  the  direction  of  better  public  schools. 
Although  progress  to  this  date  has  been  noteworthy,  the  work 
is  far  from  completion.  In  addition,  the  present  world-wide  con- 
flict between  our  democratic  way  of  life  and  totalitarianism 
places  a tremendous  responsibility  on  public  education.  Since 
the  beginning  days  of  this  great  nation  we  have  been  committed 
to  a program  of  universal  free  education.  If  democracy  is  to 
survive  the  schools  must  produce  an  informed  citizenry  capable 
of  thinking  for  itself  in  governing  safely  and  well.  Under 
totalitarian  governments  the  citizen  is  taught  to  let  the  state  do 
his  thinking.  His  responsibility  involves  puppet  obedience  only. 

In  speaking  of  the  role  of  education  in  this  growing  conflict. 
Ambassador  Warren  R.  Austin,  Representative  of  the  United 
States  to  the  United  Nations,  had  the  following  to  say:  “The 
conflict  among  the  pattern-makers  may  be  fought  out  in  eco- 
nomic, social,  political,  and  military  terms  for  years  to  come. 
There  need  not  be  world  war,  but  the  strength  of  the  free  world 
must  increase — spiritually  and  physically.  American  education 
carries  a heavy  responsibility  for  contributing  to  this  strength.” 

Obviously,  we  must  be  ready  and  willing  to  adapt  our  school 
programs  to  the  immediate  needs  of  an  expanding  national 
defense  effort.  The  Symington  Report  on  Civil  Defense  followed 
by  the  President’s  Proclamation  of  National  Emergency  point 
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rather  conclusively  to  a period  of  years  of  living  in  a state  of 
preparedness  on  both  a military  and  civilian  basis.  As  this  report 
is  being  organized  in  the  closing  months  of  1950,  plans  are  under 
way  to  provide  adequate  protective  measures  for  our  children  in 
the  event  of  a local  emergency.  The  following  steps  are  being 
considered : 

(1)  First  Aid  courses  as  developed  by  the  American  Red  Cross, 
have  been  taken  by  some  of  our  instructors  and  it  is  our 
plan  that  all  staff  members  be  fully  informed  with  reference 
to  this  vital  service.  The  course  will  then  be  required  of 
all  high  school  students.  A final  step  will  involve  teaching 
junior  high  school  students  a modified  first  aid  course  by 
means  of  a recently  published  American  Red  Cross  junior 
text. 

(2)  A warning  system  keyed  to  the  Department  of  Civil  Defense 
will  operate  if  emergencies  occur  during  school  hours. 
Bulletins  advising  parents  of  this  routine  are  presently  being 
prepared. 

(3)  Each  building  will  be  organized  so  that  specific  responsi- 
bilities are  assigned  in  an  effort  to  protect  pupils  to  the 
fullest  extent  of  our  resources. 

(4)  Surveys  are  under  way  ascertaining  the  special  qualifications 
of  all  staff  members,  inventories  of  first  aid  supplies,  and 
refuge  areas  in  and  around  our  buildings. 

(5)  Publications  of  federal,  state,  and  local  defense  agencies  will 
be  sent  home  with  pupils.  Also  materials  adapted  for 
teaching  purposes  both  in  school  and  in  the  home  will  be 
published  as  the  need  arises. 

The  above  measures  are  being  taken  as  realistically  as  pos- 
sible with  continuing  emphasis  on  avoiding  excitement  and 
hysteria  in  any  form.  It  is  our  hope  that  the  operational  plans 
may  never  be  activated,  yet,  a preparedness  program  of  this  type 
reflects  educational  values  if  for  no  other  reason  than  developing 
teamwork  among  individuals  and  communities  in  facing  a 
common  task. 


Growth  of  Wayland 

Over  the  last  fifty  years,  a number  of  factors  have  contributed 
to  the  phenomenal  growth  of  our  cities  and  towns.  On  a 
nation-wide  basis,  the  United  States  has  almost  doubled  its 
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population  since  1900.  The  enrollments  in  the  public  schools 
are  quite  naturally  related  to  the  general  population,  and  the 
greatest  impact  has  been  felt  as  a result  of  sharply  increased  birth 
rates.  Another  factor  contributing  to  an  expanding  school  popu- 
lation involves  migration  of  people  from  community  to  com- 
munity with  particular  emphasis  on  the  city  to  town  trend. 
Attendance  laws  making  for  higher  enrollments,  greater  holding 
power  on  the  part  of  schools  as  a result  of  improved  programs, 
an  increasingly  technical  civilization  calling  for  additional  school 
experience  in  developing  specialized  skills,  and  higher  incomes 
per  family  enabling  parents  to  provide  longer  periods  of  educa- 
tion for  their  children,  all  add  to  the  rapidly  increasing  school 
population.  That  Way  land  has  been  an  active  participant  in 
these  population  changes  has  been  apparent  to  all  citizens  over 
the  past  few  years.  The  following  chart  of  October  1 enrollments 
portrays  graphically  the  increase  over  the  past  decade. 

October  1 Enrollments,  1940-1950 
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Ideally  situated,  there  can  be  little  question  that  Way  land 
will  continue  to  grow.  Usually  first  among  several  considerations 
in  moving  to  a new  community,  parents  and  citizens  are  inter- 
ested in  the  effectiveness  of  the  program  of  public  education. 
To  be  effective,  the  Town  must  be  willing  to  support  education 
to  the  extent  of  securing  a competent  staff  in  addition  to  housing 
the  program  in  safe  and  modern  school  plants.  This  has  been 
done  in  Way  land  and  the  present  reputable  status  of  our  school 
system  has  been  without  doubt  a major  reason  for  movement  to 
Wayland.  In  order  to  retain  the  present  standard,  however, 
efforts  must  be  made  in  the  direction  of  continuing  support, 
and  planning  must  be  a responsibility  of  all  citizens  as  well 
as  the  School  Committee.  Neighboring  towns  paralleling  our 
efforts  in  the  direction  of  better  buildings  during  the  past  two 
years  have  now  found  it  necessary  to  begin  planning  and  con- 
struction on  new  buildings  and  additions  in  order  to  house  the 
increasing  enrollments.  The  fact  that  the  Building  Inspector  has 
reported  nearly  150  new  homes  during  1950  is  a startling  indica- 
tion in  itself  of  the  rapid  growth.  Our  present  buildings  can 
efficiently  care  for  the  current  school  population  with  a reasonable 
flexibility  for  expansion.  However,  the  above-mentioned  growth 
conditions  warrant  an  immediate  re-examination  of  our  tentative 
plans  for  expanding  school  plants.  In  September,  1951,  the 
twelfth  room  in  the  Cochituate  building  will  be  placed  in 
operation.  With  this  building  then  operating  at  capacity  or  near 
capacity,  it  will  be  necessary  to  consider  converting  the  Center 
School  to  a two-unit  structure.  Considering  the  size  of  our 
community,  the  Committee  has  adopted  a policy  of  organizing 
the  Elementary  Schools  on  a one  or  two-unit  basis,  i.e.,  single 
rooms  for  each  of  the  first  six  grades  or  two  rooms  for  each 
grade  similar  to  the  present  Cochituate  plan.  Such  buildings 
accommodate  25  to  35  pupils  per  room  and  can  conveniently 
house  400  students.  In  order  to  convert  the  Center  School,  which 
presently  has  eight  classrooms  to  the  two-unit  system,  it  would 
be  necessary  to  build  an  adjoining  four-room  structure  to  care  for 
grades  one  and  two.  It  would  appear  a far  wiser  policy  to  build 
a separate  structure  in  that  the  present  Center  School,  now  in 
its  fifty-fourth  year,  would  not  warrant  an  addition.  At  some 
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future  date  this  modem  primary  unit  could  be  expanded  to 
include  grades  three  through  six.  Until  this  is  done,  however, 
it  would  seem  feasible  to  heat  the  primary  school  from  the  main 
boiler  room  of  the  old  building,  thus  cutting  down  somewhat  on 
costs  of  operation. 

If  the  above  plan  is  not  followed,  consideration  might  be 
given  to  converting  the  Center  School  to  a single  unit  school 
enrolling  grades  one  through  six;  and  building  a single  unit 
structure  on  a new  site  preferably  near  the  new  center  of  popu- 
lation which  apparently  will  be  north  and  east  of  our  present 
center.  This  building  should  obviously  be  of  the  open- 
construction  type  which  would  allow  for  ease  of  expansion  to 
the  two-unit  plan,  in  addition  to  future  wings  for  an  auditorium- 
gymnasium  or  all-purpose  room.  The  two  extra  rooms  left  in 
the  Center  School,  if  such  a program  were  adopted,  would  be 
used  for  health,  remedial  clinic,  library,  guidance,  or  activity 
purposes.  It  will  be  recalled  that  the  Junior-Senior  High  School 
building  is  constructed  with  provisions  for  expanding  the  class- 
room wing.  For  every  37  feet  that  the  south  wing  is  extended, 
four  classrooms  or  approximately  150  pupil  stations  will  be  added. 
The  floor  space  provisions  for  general  shop,  domestic  science, 
business  and  natural  science,  as  well  as  the  cafeteria-library,  and 
auditorium-gymnasium  should  accommodate  a student  enroll- 
ment of  approximately  750. 

Following  the  pattern  established  by  the  School  Committee 
and  School  Building  Committee  during  the  recent  construction 
program,  several  comprehensive  surveys  will  be  made  prior  to 
presenting  any  specific  recommendations  to  the  Town.  Again, 
all  citizens  and  organizations  will  be  asked  to  take  an  active  part 
in  these  surveys.  Also  of  considerable  assistance  in  the  planning 
and  construction  of  schools  is  the  Commonwealth’s  construction 
aid  program.  Under  this  Act  state  reimbursement  for  the 
Cochituate  and  Junior-Senior  High  School  additions  approximates 
$300,000,  or  about  39%  of  the  total  cost. 

Change  in  Administrative  Structure 

Associated  with  the  growth  of  our  community  has  been  an 
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ever-increasing  need  for  re-designing  the  present  school  district. 
Under  the  school  statutes  set  up  by  the  Commonwealth,  approxi- 
mately 200  towns  are  organized  into  districts.  The  purpose  of 
such  an  organization  is  to  provide  better  administrative  coverage 
for  a larger  student  enrollment.  Both  in  terms  of  operating  costs 
and  educational  efficiency,  a small  unit  offers  very  little  in  the 
way  of  a superior  program.  By  means  of  the  superintendency 
union  plan,  a larger  district  is  possible  with  the  resulting  benefits 
to  each  participating  town.  Under  the  plan,  the  administrative 
costs  are  shared,  thus  eliminating  a heavy  financial  burden  from 
falling  on  any  one  community.  In  1899,  a single  school  district 
was  established  for  this  area,  comprising  the  towns  of  Way  land, 
Sudbury,  and  Dover.  This  union  continued  in  operation  until 
1940  when  Dover  became  independent  and  Sherborn  was  added. 
Because  of  the  rapid  growth  of  the  towns  of  Wayland  and 
Sudbury,  and  the  geographical  location  of  Sherborn  in  the  union, 
the  Joint  Committee  has  annually  petitioned  the  State  Board 
of  Education  for  re-districting  privileges.  This  past  year,  the 
State  Board  approved  a re-districting  measure  establishing  Way- 
land  and  Sudbury  as  a school  union  and  setting  up  Sherborn 
and  Dover  in  a new  district.  Just  five  years  ago  the  three-town 
union  employed  83  people  serving  a student  enrollment  of 
approximately  1,100.  At  the  present  time,  in  the  two-town 
union,  there  are  109  employees  and  an  enrollment  of  approxi- 
mately 1,500.  This  new  administrative  district  should  make 
for  a more  efficient  organization  involving  the  public  schools  of 
Wayland  and  Sudbury. 

Personnel 

During  the  calendar  year,  1950,  the  turnover  in  School  De- 
partment personnel  was  relatively  light  considering  state-wide 
and  national  trends.  Among  fourteen  changes,  thirteen  involved 
teachers  and  one  a non-teaching  responsibility.  Of  the  thirteen 
instructors,  three  represented  new  positions  established  in  line 
with  the  expansion  of  our  enrollment  and  program,  and  seven 
represented  replacements  for  members  who  had  moved  to  larger 
school  systems.  In  the  remaining  group,  two  left  the  profession 
and  one  resigned  to  devote  full  time  to  home  responsibilities. 
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In  seeking  replacements,  with  the  exception  of  one  beginner,  the 
public  schools  were  fortunate  in  procuring  all  experienced 
teachers,  two  of  whom  having  previously  served  in  the  Way  land 
Public  School  system. 

The  two  changes  attracting  the  most  interest  were  adminis- 
trative, involving  principalships  in  the  Center  and  Cochituate 
Schools.  In  the  Cochituate  School,  Hubert  W.  Ward  assumed 
the  position  of  principal  on  September  1,  1950,  following  two 
years  of  service  in  a similar  post  at  Russell,  Massachusetts.  Prior 
to  this  he  had  served  in  the  public  schools  of  Springfield,  Ver- 
mont, and  West  Bridgewater,  Massachusetts.  Mr.  Ward  possesses 
both  Bachelor's  and  Master’s  degrees  and  has  undertaken  ad- 
ditional graduate  study.  At  the  Center  School,  James  A. 
McLaughlin  was  appointed  principal  also  assuming  his  duties  on 
September  1 of  this  year.  Mr.  McLaughlin  received  his  Bachelor’s 
degree  training  at  the  Oswego  State  Teachers  College  in  New 
York  and  later  graduated  from  Boston  University  being  awarded 
a Master  of  Education  Degree.  For  the  past  three  years  he  was 
a member  of  the  school  staff  in  Reading,  Massachusetts.  Both 
Mr.  McLaughlin  and  Mr.  Ward  are  veterans  of  World  War  II 
and  both  have  been  fortunate  in  obtaining  residence  in  Wayland 
for  their  families. 

The  non-teaching  position  in  which  a vacancy  occurred 
during  the  year  was  that  of  secretary  to  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools.  Mrs.  Herbert  Schleicher  left  this  position  after  five 
years  of  exceptionally  meritorious  work  to  assume  home  re- 
sponsibilities. To  replace  Mrs.  Schleicher,  the  Committee  ap- 
pointed Miss  Barbara  G.  Cipoletta  who,  following  graduation 
from  the  Commercial  Course  of  the  Wayland  High  School, 
received  her  Bachelor  of  Science  Degree  from  Boston  University. 

Program 

In  a brief  summary  of  this  type,  it  is  impossible  to  cover 
adequately  the  scope  and  sequence  of  program  offerings  involving 
the  elementary  and  secondary  divisions  as  well  as  supplementary 
services.  It  may  be  well,  however,  to  include  new  or  improved 
services  in  order  that  such  reports  may  be  combined  to  give  the 
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citizen-reader  a complete  picture  of  our  educational  efforts.  In 
1950,  a long-sought-for  program  of  instrumental  music  was  in- 
augurated. Mrs.  Walter  Parker  and  Mr.  Harry  Iovanelli  were 
assigned  responsibilities  in  beginning  orchestra  and  band  classes. 
Although  our  start  was  of  necessity  a conservative  one,  neverthe- 
less, real  progress  has  been  observed  and  at  the  present  writing, 
17  students  are  enrolled  in  orchestral  endeavors  while  24  partici- 
pate in  the  band  group.  It  is  our  hope  that  this  all-important 
co-curricular  activity  will  be  encouraged  by  parents. 

A second  innovation  in  the  High  School  this  year  has  been 
the  establishment  of  a driver-training  course.  Although  given 
previously  in  short  unit  courses,  a full  year  subject  approach  had 
not  been  hitherto  attempted.  These  courses  have  been  enthusi- 
astically endorsed  by  the  Registrar  of  Motor  Vehicles  and  the 
Department  of  Education  as  providing  much  needed  training  in 
highway  safety.  The  on-the-road  phase  of  the  program  will  be 
started  during  the  next  term,  made  possible  through  the  courtesy 
of  Mr.  Howard  C.  Phillips  of  Cochituate  Motors  in  providing 
a 1951  car  with  dual  controls.  The  School  Department  has 
purchased  this  car  for  the  sum  of  $1.00  and  looks  forward  with 
considerable  interest  to  the  development  of  the  program. 

A further  step  in  the  direction  of  providing  more  adequate 
secondary  guidance  was  the  re-assignment  of  Miss  Jean  T.  Nelson 
to  the  High  School  faculty  in  charge  of  this  program.  We  have 
been  well  pleased  with  the  initial  work  of  this  Department  and 
the  guidance  discussion  included  under  the  Headmaster’s  report 
is  commended  to  your  reading. 

Although  not  an  innovation  in  a true  sense,  an  occasional 
appraisal  of  our  remedial  reading  program  appears  warranted. 
Inaugurated  five  years  ago,  the  elementary  students  have  received 
many  benefits  in  being  brought  up  to  grade  as  a result  of  this 
service.  This  past  year  85  pupils  attended  the  reading  centers, 
34  of  whom  represented  new  admissions  and  51  were  continued 
from  the  previous  year.  A complete  testing  program  evaluates  the 
abilities  and  interests  of  the  incoming  student,  following  which  he 
is  assigned  to  regular  classes  at  the  Cochituate  Reading  Center  on 
Mondays  and  Thursdays  or  at  the  Wayland  Center  on  Tuesdays 
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and  Fridays.  During  the  year,  there  were  40  children  discharged 
from  the  clinic  for  the  following  reasons;  28  up  to  grade;  1 up 
to  mental  capacity;  6 moved  away;  5 transferred  to  Junior  High 
School.  The  number  being  brought  up  to  proper  grade  level 
indeed  merits  commendation.  If  it  were  not  for  this  program, 
the  regular  instructors  with  full  class  responsibilities  would  find 
it  extremely  difficult  to  assist  individual  students  in  this  fashion. 

Several  other  phases  of  our  program  are  covered  in  the  reports 
of  subordinate  officers  in  this  volume  and  are  also  commended 
to  your  reading. 

Miscellaneous 

Honcns 

During  the  year,  the  public  school  system  of  Wayland  was 
singled  out  for  national  honors.  The  1950-51  edition  of  THE 
AMERICAN  SCHOOL  AND  UNIVERSITY  which  is  a year- 
book devoted  to  the  design,  construction,  equipment,  utilization, 
and  maintenance  of  educational  buildings  and  grounds,  named 
America’s  outstanding  school  buildings.  These  buildings,  which 
have  been  built  since  January  1,  1946,  included  seventeen  schools 
in  Massachusetts.  Among  these  new  plants,  additions  to  the 
Wayland  High  School  and  the  Cochituate  Elementary  School 
were  cited  for  honors.  A separate  national  survey  conducted  by 
Columbia  University  in  New  York  named  the  School  Committee 
of  this  Town  as  among  America’s  outstanding  School  Boards. 
The  letter  conferring  this  honor  was  forwarded  from  Dr.  Daniel 
R.  Davies,  Professor  of  Education  at  Columbia  University. 

Health 

This  past  summer,  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  passed 
Chapter  732  requiring  all  School  Personnel  to  submit  medical 
evidence  of  freedom  from  tuberculosis  in  communicable  form 
including  a chest  X-ray.  Arrangements  were  made  to  have  this 
done  at  the  Middlesex  County  Sanitorium.  It  is  a pleasure  to 
report  that  all  staff  members  including  principals,  teachers, 
secretaries,  cafeteria  employees,  janitors,  bus  drivers,  nurses, 
doctors,  and  dentists  have  been  found  free  of  this  infection. 
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Maintenance 

Two  major  maintenance  projects  were  undertaken  during 
the  summer  and  following  months  by  the  School  Department. 
The  first  involved  the  installation  of  a dry  line  sprinkler  system 
in  the  Center  School.  Four  hundred  seventy-two  sprinkler 
heads  have  been  placed  in  advantageous  spots  in  the  basement 
and  on  thfe  three  floors  of  the  building.  This  installation  serves 
an  important  purpose  in  making  a frame  structure  almost  com- 
pletely fire  safe  in  the  way  of  protection  for  our  student  body. 
Secondly,  considering  the  relatively  heavy  capital  outlay  ex- 
penditure for  our  new  buildings  it  will  prevent  loss  of  this  school 
which,  if  replaced  in  the  present  market,  would  range  between 
$350,000  and  $400,000.  Also  immediate  benefits  are  accruing  to 
the  Town  in  that  the  insurance  on  this  building  has  dropped  from 
$0.69  to  $0.19  and  insurance  on  contents  from  $1.16  to  $0.28.  As 
a result  of  this  single  installation  the  blanket  rate  for  Town 
buildings  has  also  improved  appreciably,  decreasing  from  $0.45 
to  $0.41.  It  is  the  present  plan  of  the  Committee  to  consider 
similar  installations  in  the  Cochituate  and  High  School  Buildings. 

The  second  major  project  involved  the  replacement  of  the 
two  boilers  in  the  Center  School.  Long  range  plans  had  been 
established  calling  for  the  replacement  of  these  boilers  within 
five  years.  The  fact,  however,  that  they  were  installed  in  1916 
and  had  practically  outlived  their  usefulness  caused  the  Boiler 
Inspector  to  condemn  them  following  the  summer  inspection. 
The  Committee  had  no  alternative  but  to  install  a new  Smith 
Mills  boiler  with  an  operating  capacity  of  7,800  square  feet  of 
net  radiation.  When  the  installation  was  made,  the  engineer 
suggested  that  the  boiler  be  placed  on  a brick  pier  to  allow  for 
easy  conversion  to  an  oil  burning  system.  A conservative  cost 
estimate  of  re-converting  at  a later  date  had  this  plan  not  been 
adopted,  amounted  to  $1,000. 

Care  of  School  Property 

This  past  year  the  School  Department  spent  approximately 
$9,000  for  textbooks  and  supplies.  This  amount  is  in  line  with 
the  expenditures  of  towns  of  comparable  size  and  wealth.  With 
proper  care,  textbooks  should  last  between  three  and  five  years 
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and  proportionate  periods  of  service  may  be  established  for  all 
school  property.  Such  a program  allows  for  the  replacement  of 
textbooks  and  supplies  each  year  without  placing  an  undue 
burden  on  the  annual  costs  of  instruction.  It  is  somewhat  dis- 
couraging, however,  when  books  which  must  be  brought  home 
for  assigned  study  are  abused,  and  parents  are  asked  to  join 
with  the  School  Department  officials  and  teachers  in  inculcating 
sound  habits  and  principles  of  responsibility  for  such  property 
at  all  times.  The  benefits  resulting  from  this  emphasis  will 
accrue  to  all  parties  concerned  — the  child,  the  parent,  and  the 
school. 

Athletics 

A word  of  commendation  is  included  here  for  our  coaches 
and  athletic  participants.  Over  the  past  three  years  the  physical 
education  program  has  been  rapidly  improving  and  our  teams 
have  now  attained  a reputation  for  top-level  performance  in  our 
population  class.  This  fall  the  football  team  completed  the  first 
undefeated  season  in  the  modern  history  of  the  school  and 
prospects  for  continuing  achievements  in  all  sports,  both  varsity 
and  intra-mural,  appear  good. 

In  closing  I wish  to  express  my  deepest  appreciation  to  the 
members  of  the  School  Committee,  my  associates  on  the  staff, 
the  student  body,  and  the  parents  and  citizens  of  Wayland, 
whose  continuing  cooperation  and  inspiration  make  our  town 
and  school  system  a better  place  in  which  to  live  and  work.

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WAYLAND  HIGH  SCHOOL 
HEADMASTER’S  REPORT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

What  we  are  tomorrow  depends  on  our  schools  today.  If  our 
country  is  to  continue  to  function  efficiently,  our  education  system 
must  help  our  young  people  to  appreciate  and  practice  the 
principles  upon  which  our  democracy  was  founded.  The  second- 
ary school  plays  a most  important  role  in  this  effort  as  it  not 
only  trains  students  for  advanced  schools,  but  prepares  70%  of 
them  directly  for  life.  Often  we  hear  people  who  wear  clothes 
of  the  latest  fashion,  drive  the  latest  model  car,  and  own  a 
television  set,  imply  that  the  education  system  today  is  not  as 
good  as  when  they  were  in  school.  This  is  done  without  con- 
sideration of  the  fact  that  less  than  one-half  of  the  youth  of  high 
school  age  were  in  school  at  that  time,  that  those  who  did  attend 
took  subjects  whose  aim  was  to  prepare  for  further  school,  and 
that  mental  discipline  and  drill  for  mastery  received  far  more 
emphasis  than  understanding.  Although  it  has  been  a difficult 
struggle  against  many  handicaps,  education  has  made  great 
strides  in  its  attempt  to  help  youth  of  high  school  age,  not  just 
in  preparation  for  further  school,  but  rather  in  preparation  for 
life  itself.  The  present  day  pupil  may  do  less  well  than  his 
academic  ancestor  in  tests  of  isolated  facts,  but  society  has  little 
use  for  static  encyclopedic  knowledge.  Today’s  pupil  is  far 
superior  in  range  of  interests,  ability  to  think,  and  capacity  to 
apply  knowledge  and  skills.  The  curriculum  today  has  been 
greatly  modified  to  meet  the  needs  of  those  going  no  further  to 
school.  It  has  been  broadened  in  scope,  made  richer  in  detail, 
and  has  become  more  closely  attuned  to  every  day  life.  The 
high  school  program  includes  not  only  subject  classes,  but  its 
many  co-curricular  activities  provide  opportunity  for  student 
participation,  assumption  of  responsibility,  and  the  “learning 
how  to  get  along  with  people”  which  is  so  important  to  success.

Rather  than  mold  the  curriculum  around  college  preparatory  subjects,  Way  land  High  School 
offers  training  in  three  fields  — including  business  and  general  as  well  as  college.  The  core  subjects 
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Physics  — 17  World  Geog.  and 

(or  Chemistry  — *)  Com.  Law  — *) 
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It  will  be  noted  that  a complete  course  of  study  is  presented 
in  each  field,  something  possible  only  since  the  reorganization 
of  the  school  on  the  six  year  plan. 

Courses  of  study  have  been  established  by  department  com- 
mittee work  in  Mathematics,  Language,  Business,  Physical 
Education,  Art,  Shop,  and  Homemaking.  This  year  they  are 
being  evolved  in  English,  Social  Science,  and  Science.  These 
will  be  revised  at  least  once  every  three  years.

Parents 

A student  goes  through  high  school  only  once,  and  thus  has 
but  one  opportunity  to  build  a good  high  school  record.  Because 
of  this  we  sincerely  wish  that  parents  would  do  their  best  to  help 
their  children  get  the  most  possible  out  of  school  and  to  have 
this  record  one  to  be  proud  of.  The  students  reflect  a great  deal 
the  attitude  of  the  home.  If  the  parents  are  lackadaisical,  the 
students  are  likely  to  be  also,  whereas  if  the  parents  are  interested 
and  cooperative,  maintaining  close  contact  with  the  school,  the 
students  cannot  help  but  have  a better  attitude.  Parents  can 
aid  so  much  in  improving  student  cooperation,  in  promoting  home 
study,  in  reducing  absences  and  tardiness.  Parents  should  re- 
member that  only  absences  involving  sickness  are  excusable. 
Visits,  shopping,  work,  doctors’  appointments,  etc.  should  be 
arranged  for  after  school,  Saturdays,  or  vacations.  The  student 
belongs  in  the  school  unless  it  is  absolutely  impossible  for  him 
to  be  there.  It  is  well  to  contact  the  school  in  advance  for  any 
absences  about  which  there  may  be  a question. 

In  addition  to  rank  cards,  supplementary  reports  are  sent 
home  midway  in  the  marking  period.  These  reports,  as  well  as 
the  rank  cards,  should  be  useful  in  bringing  home  and  school 
closer  together.  We  wish  parents  would  visit  school  more  often, 
particularly  the  monthly  Parent-Teacher  Association  meeting' 
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where  teachers  may  be  seen  individually  in  their  rooms. 

It  has  been  most  inspiring  to  work  in  the  atmosphere  of  our 
fine  new  building.  We  are. very  proud  of  it,  and  have  had  many 
occasions  to  show  it  with  pride  to  visitors,  or  to  talk  about  it  at 
educational  meetings  outside  of  Wayland.  The  morale  of  the 
student  body  has  been  excellent  this  year,  and  that,  together  with 
the  splendid  cooperation  of  the  faculty,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
School  Committee,  and  other  citizens  of  Wayland,  has  made 
this  a most  enjoyable  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

The  present  report  covers  the  period  from  the  opening  of 
the  schools  in  September  to  the  Christmas  holidays. 

Complete  physical  examinations  have  been  made  on  all 
students  of  the  Wayland  High  School  except  for  a very  few  to 
be  completed  after  the  re-opening  in  January.  The  Wayland 
Center  School  and  Cochituate  School  children  will  then  be 
examined. 

The  first  of  the  series  of  three  diphtheria  toxoid  inoculations 
has  been  given  to  each  child  whose  parents  have  so  requested. 
Booster  inoculations  have  been  completed. 

A new  file  is  in  the  process  of  compilation,  so  that  each  child 
will  have  a complete  medical  record  aside  from  the  regulation 
state  card.  This  will  provide  a permanent  record  of  an  indi- 
vidual’s physical  condition  during  the  school  years,  somewhat 
more  complete  than  the  necessarily  stereotyped  forms.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  PHYSICAL 
EDUCATION  FOR  GIRLS 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I wish  to  submit  the  following  report  concerning  girls' 
Physical  Education  in  the  Way  land  Schools  for  the  year  1950. 

The  same  basic  activities  have  been  carried  on  as  discussed 
in  previous  reports. 

Due  to  the  expanded  classes  in  the  Cochituate  School  and  the 
time  allotment  in  that  school,  a slight  change  was  necessary  for 
the  primary  grades.  Actually,  the  children  do  not  lose  any 
Physical  Education  periods,  but  a period  is  dropped  every  third 
week  from  the  supervisor’s  schedule  for  each  of  the  primary 
grades  (1,  2,  3).  The  classroom  teacher  is  requested  to  teach  the 
lesson  at  this  time.  Perhaps  this  is  a step  toward  an  in-service 
training  period  for  the  classroom  teacher  in  one  of  the  special 
subjects. 

No  doubt  in  another  year  or  two,  the  elementary  school 
population  will  have  grown  to  the  point  where  an  instructor  for 
combining  elementary  Physical  Education  and  girls’  after-school 
sports  will  be  necessary.  The  present  set-up  includes  Grades  1-3 
boys  and  girls  and  Grades  4-6  girls  and  all  after-school  activities 
for  elementary,  junior  high  and  senior  high  girls  in  the  program 
of  the  girls’  Physical  Education  instructor.  The  boys  from  the 
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4th  through  the  12th  grades  are  under  the  boys’  instructor. 

Several  times  during  the  year  the  boys’  and  girls’  classes  are 
combined  to  include  social  activities  such  as  dancing. 

I believe  that  Wayland  High  School  is  one  of  the  few  high 
schools  in  this  vicinity  that  conducts  a successful  co-recreational 
program  in  class  time  for  high  school  boys  and  girls.  Volleyball, 
ping-pong,  badminton  and  gym  games  are  some  of  the  activities 
carried  on  in  these  periods  which  meet  once  a week. 

We  must  face  the  world  situation  which  is  before  us  now. 
Physical  Education  becomes  a major  subject  in  times  such  as 
these.  Our  young  people  must  be  physically  fit.  We  found  a 
great  weakness  there  during  the  last  war  and  the  forces  had  to 
take  much  valuable  time  to  train  men  and  women  to  become 
physically  fit.  In  this  atomic  age,  we  will  not  have  time  to 
prepare  people  to  be  physically  fit.  They  must  be  ready  when 
and  if  a situation  arises,  and  Physical  Education  in  our  schools 
plays  an  important  part  in  meeting  these  standards.  I believe 
that  the  boys  and  girls  here  in  our  schools  are  getting  an  adequate 
training  to  fulfill  these  requirements. 

Standard  first  aid  courses  are  being  set  up  as  part  of  the 
regular  high  school  program. 

Aside  from  these  special  phases  of  our  program,  the  regular 
activities  include  sports,  games,  stunts  and  tumbling,  gymnastics, 
and  dancing. 

Ma)  I take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation  to 
you  and  your  committee,  and  the  people  of  Wayland  for  any 
assistance  which  has  been  given  to  help  make  our  Physical  Edu- 
cation department  a better  one.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  PHYSICAL 
EDUCATION  FOR  BOYS 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I herewith  submit  my  second  report  as  director  of  Physical 
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Education  and  Athletics  in  the  Wayland  School  System. 

The  physical  training  phase  of  the  overall  program  con- 
tributes much  to  mental  and  physical  health.  Equipped  in  schools 
with  facilities  to  accomplish  varied  applications  of  organized 
skilled  activities,  a person  goes  out  into  life  with  a lasting  interest 
in  specific  forms  of  wholesome  exercise,  which  contributes  much 
to  social  adjustment  and  development. 

The  elementary  grades  (4-6)  in  the  fall  were  strengthened 
by  an  intensified  curriculum  involving  fundamental  skills.  This 
contained  warm-up  periods,  basic  drills  and  activity  time.  Soccer 
from  the  embryo  to  the  regulation  play  was  used  as  the  basis. 
All  types  of  individual  and  group  lead-ups  were  employed. 

During  the  winter  similar  participation  in  relation  to  basket- 
ball, indoor  games,  and  gymnastic  work,  was  carried  out.  In  the 
spring  work  along  the  same  general  pattern  was  carried  on  in 
relation  to  softball  and  limited  field  events. 

In  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  which  meets  twice  weekly,  a 
program  consisting  of  soccer,  touch  football  and  limited  outdoor 
games  was  carried  out  in  the  fall.  Each  period  was  preceded  with 
warm-up  drills,  plus  a few  minutes  devoted  to  basic  work  in 
practical  first  aid.  While  classes  are  indoors  during  the  winter, 
it  is  planned  to  assimilate  a program  containing  some  basketball, 
volleyball,  badminton,  indoor  group  games,  dancing,  ping-pong 
and  mat  work.  When  spring  arrives,  work  will  be  done  in  soft- 
ball,  baseball  and  field  events. 

After  fundamental  training  in  handling  balls,  clubs,  bats, 
rackets,  and  other  implements,  boys  are  gradually  introduced  to 
various  features  of  organized  teamwork. 

Intramurals  in  touch  football,  grades  4-12,  were  carried  out 
in  the  fall.  A limited  amount  of  basketball  will  be  done  this 
winter,  and  a full  program  of  spring  baseball  will  be  carried  out. 

Athletics,  which  I believe  develops  many  desirable  qualities 
such  as  coordination,  physical  fitness,  alertness,  discipline,  team- 
work, and  good  sportsmanship,  really  flourished  this  fall  with 
our  football  team  winning  all  nine  games  against  excellent 
opposition. 
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The  basketball  team  has  hopes  of  another  good  season,  which 
again  will  include  teams  in  the  8th  and  9th  grades,  plus  a Varsity 
and  Junior  Varsity. 

Our  baseball  team  should  enjoy  one  of  the  finest  seasons 
this  spring. 

As  recommended  last  year,  I would  like  to  see  Wayland 
include  a nice  closed  in  field  with  small  stands  on  each  side. 
I believe  it  would  be  most  beneficial  to  the  school  and  town. 

I sincerely  thank  you,  the  principals,  the  entire  staff,  as  well 
as  the  townspeople,  for  complete  cooperation  in  helping  to  carry 
out  this  program.

REPORT  OF  THE  ART  SUPERVISOR 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

When,  how,  and  where,  appear  to  be  the  major  problems  in 
planning  a constructive,  functional  and  creative  art  program 
today. 

It  is  the  accepted  thing  to  have  creative  art  in  the  modern 
school.  However,  with  a personnel  of  all  types  of  teachers; 
those  accustomed  to  a dictated  form  of  lesson,  those  from  other 
systems  using  various  methods,  and  new  teachers  fresh  from 
training  schools;  it  is  sometimes  difficult  to  have  a working  plan 
harmonious  to  all  and  still  give  the  child  the  right  type  of  art 
lesson. 

When  the  teacher  who  is  familiar  with  the  dictated  type 
gradually  sees  the  value  of  another  form  of  work  wherein  the 
child  has  actually  expressed  himself,  rather  than  taking  on  an 
adult  personality,  much  has  been  accomplished  for  all  concerned. 
Again,  in  some  cases  the  work  can  swing  the  other  way,  and 
too  much  freedom  given,  resulting  in  sloppy  work  and  unfinished 
efforts  that  are  worth  less  than  those  with  the  proper  guidance. 
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This  should  not  happen  for  if  work  is  properly  stimulated  and 
guided,  it  will  be  completed  and,  more  important,  the  lessons 
learned  in  the  process  will  be  those  which  we  have  set  out  to 
accomplish. 

Most  people  like  to  experiment,  but  it  is  the  great  gift  of 
young  children.  With  an  idea  here  and  there,  an  adult  can  well 
marvel  at  the  ingenuity  of  a young  mind.  When  looking  at 
their  work,  we,  as  adults,  may  feel  the  necessity  of  asking  just 
what  the  picture  or  form  represents,  but  children  know  what  it 
is  all  about  and  can  identify  each  other’s  work.  They  are  strict 
critics.  Who  are  we,  then,  to  demand  perfection  according  to  our 
standards,  when  many  times  their  own  work  is  superior  in 
creative  quality  of  line,  form,  and  color. 

By  means  of  suggested  lessons  with  a planned  motive  rather 
than  a directed  lesson  plan,  growth  for  the  teacher  and  the  student 
is  accomplished.  As  long  as  a crutch  is  offered  the  child  invariably 
holds  to  that  and  does  not  get  the  stimulus  for  creative  work,  thus 
retarding  progress.  I’ve  seen  many  interesting  projects  develop 
in  the  past  year  by  eliminating  that  sense  of  limitation.  Knowing 
that  children  will  develop  in  many  ways  from  suggestions  when 
they  bring  in  new  ideas  from  outside  experiences,  we  help  them 
to  develop  responsibility.  The  art  program  is  therefore  more 
valuable  because  we  are  not  only  developing  art  habits  but  are 
building  a finer  character  in  each  individual  in  every  way  possible 
throughout  the  school  program.  In  this  manner  art  is  not  an 
isolated  subject  but  an  integral  part  of  every  day  living. 

From  being  on  the  steering  committee  of  the  New  England 
School  Development  Council  regional  art  study  group,  I have 
had  many  opportunities  to  talk  over  and  listen  to  the  problems 
of  other  art  supervisors.  This  study  is  to  help  the  elementary 
teachers — to  bring  them  into  a closer  contact  with  the  workings 
of  the  art  program,  and  to  see  the  advantages  in  the  creative  form 
of  expression.  With  workshops  headed  by  trained  art  personnel 
gradually  being  offered  in  various  districts,  the  teacher  will  have 
an  opportunity  to  work  out  problems.  With  the  information 
gathered  and  the  knowledge  that  others  are  having  and  solving 
the  same  general  problems,  she  will  be  able  to  return  to  her 
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classroom  with  more  vision  and  satisfaction. 

Though  I have  not  specified  any  particular  projects  covered 
during  the  year,  there  have  been  many  of  varied  types.  We  are 
indeed  fortunate  to  have  a corps  of  teachers  who  are  untiring  in 
their  efforts  to  make  the  most  of  what  the  modern  system  has 
to  offer.  I am  indeed  grateful  for  their  splendid  cooperation. 

My  sincerest  thanks  to  you  for  your  interest  in  the  art 
program,  for  being  on  the  New  England  School  Development 
Council  art  study  committee,  and  the  many  opportunities  you 
have  given  me  to  talk  over  my  problems  during  your  busy 
school  day.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  VOCAL  MUSIC 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

This  year  for  the  first  time  four  students  from  Way  land 
High  School  have  been  selected  to  participate  in  the  All  State 
Chorus  which  is  sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts  Music  Educators 
Association.  They  are  Thelma  Ketchen,  Mary  Reid,  John 
Dudley,  and  Donald  Hobbs.  Students  taking  part  in  this  music 
festival  are  first  trained  by  the  music  supervisor  of  their  school. 
Then  for  two  days,  morning,  afternoon,  and  evening,  they 
rehearse  with  the  entire  chorus  of  three  hundred  students  who 
have  been  chosen  from  all  over  the  State  of  Massachusetts.  On 
the  evening  of  the  third  day  the  public  concert  is  given.  This 
year  it  will  be  held  on  February  17  in  the  Municipal  Memorial 
Auditorium  in  Worcester.  I believe  that  this  program  for 
orchestra  and  chorus  is  a wonderful  incentive  for  any  seriously 
minded  high  school  boy  or  girl.  At  present  the  students  are 
paying  all  their  own  expenses,  but  I hope  some  day  to  see  a fund 
set  aside  for  this  purpose. 

Although  the  work  has  gone  fairly  well  during  the  past  year, 
there  is  one  decidedly  weak  spot  in  the  curriculum  which  should 
be  corrected  as  soon  as  possible.  At  present  music  classes  in 
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junior  high  school  meet  only  twice  in  every  three  weeks.  When 
a cut  period  interferes  with  the  program,  only  three  music  classes 
are  held  every  six  weeks.  The  resultant  carry  over  period  is 
much  too  long  for  the  average  student. 

The  music  classes  of  Way  land  have  presented  five  public 
performances  during  the  past  year.  The  first  to  be  given  was 
Gilbert  and  Sullivan’s  well  known  operetta  “Pinafore”  by  the 
newly  formed  junior  high  school.  The  excellent  work  of  Miss 
Jean  Nelson  who  coached  the  dramatics  and  the  cooperation  of 
Mr.  Stanley  Clement  and  of  all  the  junior  high  school  faculty 
contributed  greatly  toward  making  this  presentation  a decided 
success.  We  were  most  fortunate  in  having  several  students  with- 
outstanding  musical  ability. 

The  senior  high  school  chorus  sang  a group  of  songs  between 
the  acts  of  the  dramatic  club  play,  and  again  at  graduation  time. 

At  the  Christmas  season  the  Way  land  Center  School  pro- 
duced a pageant,  “The  Child  Divine,”  and  the  Cochituate  School 
presented  the  operetta  “The  Toy  Makers”  for  their  school 
assembly  program.

REPORT  OF  THE  PENMANSHIP  SUPERVISOR 

To  the  Supei'intendent  of  Schools: 

The  Rinehart  Functional  Handwriting  System  has  been 
operating  in  the  Town  of  Wayland  since  January  1947.  I am 
pleased  to  report  that  there  has  been  a marked  improvement  in  the 
quality  of  the  handwriting  done  by  the  pupils.  In  January  1947, 
8.6%  of  the  pupils  scored  “A”  (Excellent)  in  their  formal  hand- 
writing tests,  whereas  in  June  1950,  75.6%  of  the  pupils  were 
able  to  write  at  this  advanced  quality. 

It  is  our  purpose  in  directing  your  handwriting  to  provide 
adequate  instructional  and  motivational  materials  and  at  the  same 
time  give  careful  supervision  in  their  use.  We  place  special  empha- 
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sis  on  the  informal  handwriting  as  we  believe  that  good  writing 
habits  should  be  established  to  a degree  that  will  insure  excellent 
handwriting  in  all  writing  activities  as  well  as  in  the  formal  hand- 
writing done  in  the  regular  practice  periods.  In  this  respect  we 
have  graded  18,500  daily  work  papers  for  your  children  and  6,200 
formal  test  papers  in  the  school  year  of  1949-1950.  The  formal  test 
papers  were  graded  for  eight  items;  namely,  neatness,  letter 
formation,  size,  alignment,  spacing,  slant,  ending  strokes  and  line 
quality. 

Our  program  of  part-time  handwriting  supervision  as  it  oper- 
ates in  your  schools  is  calculated  to  provide  adequate  materials 
and  supervision  at  a fraction  of  the  cost  of  a full-time  handwriting 
supervisor.  We  have  at  our  disposal  the  results  of  extensive 
research  in  this  field  and  we  are  doing  everything  possible  to 
provide  your  schools  with  the  most  modern  handwriting 
techniques. 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  pupils,  teachers, 
and  administrative  officials  for  the  splendid  cooperation  at  all 
times  and  the  excellent  results  that  have  been  forthcoming.

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This  past  fall  the  schools  lost  the  able  services  of  Dr. 
Franklin  H.  Saul  to  the  Navy.  The  post  thus  vacated  was  filled 
by  Dr.  Lawrence  F.  Cusolito,  also  a graduate  of  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania  School  of  Dentistry. 

Following  Dr.  Saul’s  health  program  of  increasing  young 
patients’  interest  in  proper  care  of  their  teeth,  clinical  demonstra- 
tions were  given  on  the  proper  usage  of  the  toothbrush,  its 
technique  and  when  it  should  be  used.  The  use  of  an  extra 
large  brush  and  set  of  plastic  teeth  brought  home  these  points 
more  clearly  to  the  children.  In  conjunction  with  these  clinics, 
special  children’s  toothbrushes  were  sold  to  the  pupils  for  $’.05 
each,  less  than  cost.  The  student  response  to  these  demonstrations 
was  gratifying  and  evidenced  a keen  interest  on  the  part  of  the 
teaching  staff  and  parents. 

Naturally  accompanying  these  preventative  measures  were  the 
rehabilitative  ones  described  in  the  statistical  report.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

It  is  generally  agreed  that  one  of  the  major  functions  of 
public  schools  lies  in  the  field  of  health  education.  A sound 
program  should  help  our  boys  and  girls  to  establish  and  practice 
desirable  health  habits  based  upon  recent  scientific  information. 
A program  of  this  sort  requires  recently  revised  text  material 
which  will  stimulate  the  interest  of  a child  in  the  health  and 
safety  program.  We  use  such  texts  in  our  schools  — health 
series  in  reading  presenting  the  basic  ideas. 

The  following  are  a few  titles  taken  from  one  of  the  books 
of  the  series: 

1.  Your  Body  House  2.  Keeping  Clean 

3.  Taking  Care  of  Your  Mouth  and  Teeth 

4.  Choosing  Food  5.  The  Story  of  Water 
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6.  Work,  Play  and  Rest  7.  Safety  First  and  First  Aid 

Morning  inspection  is  carried  out  by  the  teachers  in  each 
room  with  good  results.  Health  and  Safety  Posters  have  been 
made,  and  a keen  interest  is  shown  throughout  the  buildings. 

The  school  physician  was  assisted  at  the  yearly  physical  ex- 
aminations during  the  fall  months.  Under  the  direction  of  the 
school  physician,  the  Board  of  Health  sponsored  a Toxoid  Clinic 
for  the  prevention  of  diphtheria.  We  urge  all  parents  to  take 
advantage  of  this  excellent  opportunity  to  have  their  children 
immunized. 

Pupils  were  weighed  and  measured  at  three  month  intervals. 
Periodical  health  checks  were  made  in  each  room  from  time 
to  time. 

The  dental  program  continued  through  the  year  on  each 
Monday  and  Wednesday  morning.  During  the  school  term, 
the  dentist  was  assisted  at  the  Way  land  Center  and  Cochituate 
Schools  respectively.  Last  May  at  the  pre-school  conferences  in 
both  Wayland  and  Cochituate,  to  which  the  children  were 
accompanied  by  their  parents,  the  school  physician  examined 
the  children  and  consulted  with  the  parents  concerning  their 
physical  defects.  Miss  Salmon  assisted  in  Wayland  and  Miss 
Morrill  in  Cochituate. 

All  grade  school  pupils  were  given  the  Massachusetts 
Vision  Test.  Parents  of  children  having  apparent  visual  defects 
were  notified  accordingly.  Many  corrections  were  made.  In 
some  cases  it  was  necessary  to  visit  the  homes  to  impress  the 
parents  with  the  importance  of  consulting  a specialist  or  clinic 
to  correct  probable  defects  in  their  child’s  vision.  In  some  cases 
no  treatment  was  indicated. 

As  in  the  past,  in  cases  of  infectious  disease  or  accident,  the 


pupils  were  referred  to  the  family  physician.
